AN  ACT 

To  amend  the  act  creatmg  the  office  of  County  Sorreyor,  and  defining 

his  duties.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
OAfo,  That  whenever  the  office  of  county  surveyor  shall  be-cMrtofi 
come  vacant,  either  by  death,  resignation  or  otherwise,  the  »•"  p**«*  to 
court  of  common  pleas  next  to  be  holden  for  the  county  where  *"^***"*'^' 
such  vacancy  may  happen,  or  the  associate  judges  in  vacation, 
shall  appoint  a  person  well  qualified  to  discharge  the  duties  of 
said  office;  who  shall  hold  such  appointment  until  the  next 
October  election  aud  until  his  successor  is  elected  and  qualified, 
and  shall  take  an   oath  or   affirmation,  and  give  bond  with  sbaii  uk«  m 
security  in  the  manner  provided  in  the  fourth  section  of  the  JJJ*  "*  «*^* 
act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  third  section  of  the  act  creating  the  oflice  Third

To  provide  for  the  preservation  and  safe  keeping  of  the  Journals  of 

the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  1  •     Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Ohio^  That  the  journals  of  both  houses  of  the  General  Assembly,  u  to  bt 

with  the  exception  of  reports  of  committees  and  public  officers.  Kept  in  a  bMk 
which  are  hereinafter  provided  for,  shall  be  entered  and  kept  in  «' '•«o'*- 
a  book  of  record  to  be  provided  for  that  purposp,  and  the  pro- 
ceedings of  each  day,  after  being  read  in  the  presence  of  the 
House  on  the  succeeding  morning, shall  be  attested  by  the  clerk; 
and  such  record,  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  shall  be  taken,  and 
held  to  be  the  original  and  true  record  of  the  House  to  which 
it  pertains. 

Sec.  2.     The  reports  of  all  standing  and  select  committees.  Reports  to  be 
upon  all  subjects,  and  all  reports  of  public  officers,  called  for  by  jI^P*  JJ**"J**. 
special  resolutions, shall  be  recorded  apart  from  said  journals  in  /„" original*' 
a  book  of  records  for  that  purpose;  and  the  original  journal  of  journal  of  the 
the  House  shall  contain  a  reference  to  said  reports,  in  the  ^^JJJ^*^®^*^"^*^" 
proper  place  and  order  of  their  appearance,  with  the  volume  eaid  reports, 
and  page  of  the  book  where  they  are  recorded:  Provided^  ThatProruo. 
in  printing  the  journals  such  reports  shall  be  inserted  in  their 
proper  places  and  order. 

Sec.  3.    Said  books  of  record  shall,  at  the  close  of  each  u,^,^^  ,^  ,j^ 
session  of  the  General  Assembly,  be  deposited  by  the  clerks depoeued  in  ibe 
in  the  office  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  who  shall  give  his  re- J^g'^J^j^^*'*' 
ceipt  to  the  said  clerks  therefor,  who  shall  forthwith  deposit 
the  same  with  the  governor;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
said  secretary  to  have  them  properly  indexed  and  preserved  in 
his  office. 

Sec.  4.    It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  clerks  of  the  respective 
Houses,  to  furnish  the  state  printer  with  a  true  and  certified  cri«  to  Aimieh 
transcript  of  the  journals  for  his  use,  and  with  all  reports  and  J^anJ^\p,J[5!|J*' 
other  documents,  which  may  be  necessary  to  him  in  the  dis- 
charge of  the  duties  of  his  appointment. 

Sec.  5.    The  printed  journals  shall  contain  only  the  pro- Jwniainpro* 
ceedings  of  the  respective  Houses;  and  all  executive  communi- «••*•«•■  on'r- 
cations,  with  the    accompanying  documents,  reports  of  the 
several  officers  of  State,  except  such  as  shall  be  called  for  by

special  resolution,  reports  of  the  canal  commissioners,  and  all 
official  documents  which  have  heretofore  pertained  to  the  jour- 
nals, shall  be  printed  separately  from  said  journals,  in  the 
same  form,  and  furnished  with  an  index;  which  documents 
shall  be  distributed  and  furnished  in  the  usual  manner  to  all 
such  persons  as  are,  by  law  or  resolution,  entitled  to  receive 
the  journals  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Sec.  6.     Tt  shall   be  the  further  duty  of  the  clerks,  to  pre-

To  prohibit  the  establishment  within  this  State  of  any  branch,  office,  or 
agency  of  the  United  States  Bank  of  Pennsylvania,  or  any  other 
bank  or  corporation  incorporated  by  the  laws  of  any  other  State,  or 
by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of 
Ohion  That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  bank  or  body  corporate 
within  this  State,  or  any  officer  or  officers,  agent  or  agents  of 
the  same,  to  act  or  transact  any  banking  business,  as  a  branch, 
office,  or  agency,  of  the  Bank  of  the  United  States  as  chartered 
by  the  legislature  of  the  commonwealth  of  Pennsylvania,  or  any 
other  bank,  association,  company  or  corporation,  having,  or  as- 
suming to  have,  banking  privileges,  incorporated  by  the  lawa 
of  any  other  State,  or  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.     That  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  bank,  or  other 
Jj'riTeVbyTny  association  or  company  incorporated  by  the  laws  of  any  other 
oih«r8inteor    State,  or  by  the  laws  of  the  United  States,  having  or  assuming

tonly neglected  to  perform  his  duties  as  required  by  law,  the

Relating  to  Fugitives  from  labor  or  service  from  other  States. 

Whereas,  the  second  section  of  the  fourth  article  of  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  declares  that  ^'no  person  held 
to  service  or  labor  in  one  state  under  the  laws  thereof,  esca- 
ping into  another,  shall  in  consequence  of  any  law  or  regu- 
lation therein  be  discharged  from  such  service  or  labor,  but 
shall  be  delivered  up  on  claim  of  the  party  to  whom  such 
service  or  labor  may  be  due:*'  And  whereas,  the  laws  now 
in  force  within  the  State  of  Ohio  are  wholly  inadequate  to 
the  protection  pledged  by  this  provision  of  the  constitution 
to  the  southern  states  of  this  Union:  And  whereas,  it  is  the 
duty  of  those  who  reap  the  largest  measure  of  benefits  con- 
-  ferred  by  the  constitution,  to  recognize  to  their  full  extent  \

Sec.  1*  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  uim^tj 
vf  Ohioj  That  all  associations  for  literary  purposes,  except  com-  ^^  "^^  *^* 
mon  schools,  colleges  and  universities,  which  the  general  as- 
sembly may  hereafter  incorporate,  shall  be  regulated  as  follows, 
viz:  The  persons  named  in  each  act  of  incorporation,  their 
associates  and  successors,  by  their  corporate  name  may  have 
succcFsion  for  thirty  years  from  the  time  of  the  passage  of  such 
act  of  incorporation,  and  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be 
impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  have  a  coiimon  seal, 
and  alter  the  same  at  their  pleasure,  hold  all  kinds  of  estate 
which  they  may  acquire  by  purchase  or  donation,  and  the  same 
to  sell  and  convey  at  discretion;  form  a  constitution  and  enact 
by-laws  for  their  government,  make  all  necessary  regulations 
for  managing  their  fiscal  concerns,  admitting,  excluding  or  ex- 
pelling members,  and  appointing  officers,  and  may  do  such 
other  acts  as  may  be  necessary  to  effect  their  respective  objects 
in  scientific  improvements:  Provided^  however^  That  said  con-Provko.

AN  ACT 

To  mmend  the  Act  to  incorponte  Xhe  South  Toll  Bridge  Company,  at  the  town 
of  Athens,  m  Athens  ceanty»  passed  March  i4tb,  1838. 

Sec*  1  •    BeU  enacted  by  the  Chneral  Astembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
aAer  the  completion  of  the  bridge  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment authorized  to  be  erected,  in  the  manner  therein  specified,  the  pro- 
prietors thereof  are  hereby  authorized  to  receive  from  passengers  who 
.may  cross  thereon,  the  following  rates  of  toll,  to  wit:    For  each  foot 

Eassenger,  two  cents;  for  each  horse  and  rider,  four  cents;  for  each 
orse,  mule  or  ass,  three  cents;  for  each  wagon,  four-wheeled  carriaq;e, 
«led,  sleigh  or  cart,  drawn  by  one  horse,  mi]Je,ox  or  ass,  eight  cents;  for 
each  horse,  ox,  mule  or  ass  in  addition,  three  cents;  for  each  head  of 
neat  cattle,  one  cent;  for  each  head  of  hogs  or  sheep,  half  a  cent:  Fro- 
videdj  That  all  persons  going  to  or  returning  from  public  worship,  fu- 
fieral  processions,  elections  or  military  trainings,  and  all  children  going 
-to  or  returning  from  school,  shall  pass  said  bridge  exempt  from  toll. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  commissioners  of  Athens  county  shall,  and  they 
are  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  cause  to  be  opened,  immediately 
after  the  passage  of  this  act,  so  much  of  the  turnpike  road  in  the  act  te 
which  this  is  an  amendment  mentioned,  on  each  side  of  the  river,  as  may 
be  necessary  to  connect  said  bridge  with  the  old  road  now  traveled.

Stith  Bonner,  Henry  G.  Beatty,  John  S.  Perkins,  Michael  Nunnemaker, 
Benjamin  Nieukirk,  James  Cummings,  John  Walton,  Casper  L.  Merrick^ 
Jacob  Nesbit,  Smith  Persinger,  Aaron  Harlan,  George  C.  Lauman,  SHas 
Roberts,  and  Tinsley  Heath,  be  and  they  are  hereby  constitated  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  to  be  styled  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Bigelow 
High  School  of  Xenia;  and  by  that  name  to  have  succession  for  thirty 
years,  with  full  powers  in  that  name  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  im- 
pleaded, contract  and  be  contracted  with ;  to  acquire,  hold,  and  convey 
property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed  ;  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal, 
to  alter  and  renew  the  same  at  pleasure ;  to  make  and  alter,  froai  time  to 
time,  such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  government  of 
themselves  and  the  Bigelow  High  School  of  Xenia,  its  officers,  memberq^ 
teachers,  and  agents :  Provided^  Such  by-laws  are  not  inconsistent  with 
the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States,  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  institution  shall  be  located  in  or  near  the  town  of 
Xenia,  in  the  county  of  Greene,  and  shall  be  erected  on  a  plan  suffi- 
ciently extensive  to  sifibrd  instruction  in  the  common  branches  of  a  liberal 
education,  and  in  the  liberal  arts  and  sciences;  and  the  trustees  may»  aa 
their  ability  shall  increase,  and  the  interests  of  community  require,  erect 
additional  apartments  for  the  study  of  any  or  all  of  the  liberal  professions.:

Sec.  U  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneial  Assembly  of  the  StaU  of  Ohio^  That 
Georae  Debolt,  Christian  Saylor,  Joscph"Taylor,  B*  Debolt,  I^onard  H. 
Thomas,  Peter  Housel,  Peter  Mikesell  and  M.  B*  Chadwick,  and  those 
who  are  or  may  be  hereafter  associated  with  them,  be,  and  they  are 
hereby,  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  of  the 
Winchester  Fire  Association,  for  the  purpose  of  extinguishing  fire,  with 
succession  for  the  term  of  twenty  years;  and  as  such  shall  be  capablf 
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in  law  and  equity  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  bein^  impleaded, 
answering  aad  being  answered  unto  in  any  action  or  suit,  m  any  coart 
having  competent  jurisdiction;  and  shall  have  power  to  hold  and  po^ 
sess  property,  whether  real  or  personal,  not  exceeding  in  value  five 
thousand  dollars;  and  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted 
with,  to  enact  by-laws,  and  to  adopt  such  regulations  as  may  be  deemed' 
necessary  for  the  good  government  of  said  association:  Provided^  Such 
by-laws  and  regulations  are  not  contrary  to  the  constitution  or  laws  of 
the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  nor  in  opposition  to  the  laws  or  ordi« 
nances  of  the  corporation  of  the  town  of  Winchester;  said  association 
may  have  power  to  use  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  break,  alter, 
or  renew  at  pleasure:  Provided^  That  the  funds  of  said  fire  association 
shall  not  be  used  for  any  other  purposes  than  those  connected  with  the 
fire  department.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  householders  in  the  school  district  composed  of  the  corporate  limits 
of  the  town  of  Gallipolis,  in  the  county  of  Gallia,  at  the  annual  meeting, 
or  any  special  meeting  called  by  the  directors  thereof,  by  giving  twenty 
days'  public  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  holding  the  same,  and  the 
object  of  said  meeting  in  said  notice  fully  made  known,  by  advertising  the 
same  in  some  newspaper  printed  in  said  town,  and  by  putting  up  notices 
in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  district,  may  by  vote  determine 
upon  raising  money  by  loan  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  and  furnishing 
school  houses  for  said  district,  and  fix  the  time  for  which  said  loan  shall 
be  taken :  Provided^  The  terms  of  said  loan  shall  not  be  such  as  to  re- 
quire more  than  twenty-five  per  cent,  of  the  principal  of  the  loan  to  be 
paid  in  any  one  year  in  addition  to  the  annual  interest:  And  provided 
alsoy  Tiiat  no  more  than  seven  per  cent,  interest  per  annum  shall  be  paid

Newark  in  Licking  county,  to  West  Carlisle  in  Coshocton  countyj  be- 
ginning at  or  near  John  Evans'  spring  in  Perry  township,  Licking  coun- 
ty; from  thence  the  nearest  and  best  rout  to  Dunn's  ford  across  Waka- 
tomaka  creek;  thence  north  with  the  county  line  to  a  bridge  west  of  H. 
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G.  FlemmiDg^s,  in  Pike  township,  Coshocton  county ;  thence  east  the  near- 
est and  best  rout  to  intersect  the  old  road. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  commissioners  named  in  the  first  section  of  this

pike road  or  turnpike  roads  shall  enter  into  or  pass  through  any  part  of 
said  county;  and  to  pay  the  instalments  thereon,  as  they  shall  be  re- 
quired by  the  president  and  directors  of  any  such  company  or  compa- 
jiies:  Provided^  That  the  whole  amount  of  such  subscription  or  subscrip- 
tions shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  If  the  board  of  commissioners  shall  subscribe  to  the  capital 
.stock  of  any  company  or  companies  as  above  provided,  they  are  further 
authorized  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  said  county  of  Muskingum,  any 
sum  of  money  not  exceeding  twenty  thousand  dollars;  and  for  the  final 
payment  of  the  principal  and  of  the  interest  thereon,  to  pledge  the  faith 
of  said  county;  and  they  shall  levy  and  collect  annually,  such  taxes  as 
together  with  the  tolls  arising  from  the  stock  of  such  road  or  roads,  will 
suffice  to  pay  the  interest  of  such  loan,  and  other  incidental  -charges  and 
liabilities  connected  therewith. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  commissioners  shall  have  power  to  hypothecate 
the  stock  so  subscribed,  as  a  security  for  the  loan  they  may' make,  and 
to  sell  the  same  and  apply  the  proceeds  to  the  payment  of  the  loan;  and 
the  premiums  obtained  thereon  shall  be  paid  into  the  county  treasury;

To  incorporate  the  town  of  Mason,  in  the  county  of  Warren. 

Sec.  V.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
80  muT^h  of  the  township  of  Deerfield,  in  the  county  of  Warren,  as  is 
included  within  the  limits  of  the  original  plat  of  the  town  of  Palmyra, 
now  called  Mason,  and  the  additions  thereto,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
created  a  town  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  town  of  Mason. 

Sec.  2.  That,  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  said  town,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  male  inhabitants  thereof,  having  the  qualifications  of 
electors  of  members  of  the  GencrcTl  Assembly,  to  meet  at  the  place  of 
holding  elections  in  said  town,  on  the  last  Saturday  of  April  next,  and  at 
the  same  time  annually  thereafter,  at  such  place  in  said  town  as  the  town 
council  may  direct,  and  then  and  there  proceed  by  ballot  to  elect  one 
mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  being  householders  of  said  town, 
and  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  their 
offices  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified; 
and  such  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  being  so  elected  and  qualified, 
shall  constitute  the  town  council  of  said  town,  any  five  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  peitaining  to  their 
duties. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act  there  shall  be 
chosen,  viva  voce,  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk  of 
said  election,  who  shall  take  an  oath  or  aJSSrmation  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act.  And  at  all  subsequent  election^ 
the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder,  or  in 
hia  absence  some  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  judges,  shall  be  clerk; 
the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  eleven  o'clock  in 
the  forenoon,  and  close  at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  said  day;  and 
at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and  a  true  statement 
thereof  proclaimed  to  the  voters  present  by  one  of  the  judges;  and  the 
clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof,  and  within  five  days  thereafter 
he  shall  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected  of  their  election;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  town  council^  at  least  ten  days  before  each  and 
every  election,  to  give  notice  of  the  same,  by  setting  up  advertisements 
at  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  Each  member  of  said  town  council,  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  or  afiirmation  to  support  the  con- 
stitution of  the  United  States  and  the  constitution  of  this  State,  and  also 
an  oath  of  office. 
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Sec.  5.  The  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succes- 
sion, to  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  and  style  of  '*The 
Town  of  Mason,"  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  their  corporate  name 
aforesaid,  to  acquire  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of 
said  town,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  may 
have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  break, alter,  or  renewal  pleasure; 
they  may  sue  and  be  sued;  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  de- 
fended, in  all  manner  of  actions  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity.  And 
when  any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  first 
process  shall  be  served  by  an  attested  copy  thereof,  left  with  the  recor- 
der, or  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  at  least  five  days  previous  to  the 
return  day  of  such  process. 

Sec.  6.  The  mayor,  and  in  his  absence  the  recorder,  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  town  council;  and  the  recorder  shall  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  the  town  council  and  make  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of  all  their 
proceedings,  and  of  the  by-laws,  rules,  and  ordinances  made  or  passed 
by  the  common  council  aforesaid;  and  the  same  shall  at  all  times  be 
open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  but  in  case  of  the 
absence  or  inability  of  the  recorder,  the  trustees  may  appoint  one  of 
their  own  body  clerk /}ro  tempore. 

Sec.  7.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which 
may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders  who  are  qualified  elec- 
tors of  said  town,  who  shall  hold  their  appointment  until  the  next  annual 
election,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  and  in 
the  absence  of  the  mayor  and  recorder  from  any  meeting  of  the  town 
council,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  two  of  their  num- 
ber to  perform  the  duties  of  mayor  and  recorder  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain,  and 
estabHsh  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules,  and  regulations  for  the  government 
of  said  town,  and  the  same  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  at  pleasure;  to  pro- 
vide in  such  by-laws  for  the  appointment  or  election  of  a  treasurer, 
lown-marshal,  and  all  the  subordinate  officers  which  they  may  think 
necessary  for  the  good  government  and  well-being  of  said  town;  to  pre- 
scribe their  duties  and  determine  the  period  of  their  appointment,  and 
the  fees  which  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  their  respective  ser- 
vices, when  the  same  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  act,  and  to 
require  of  them  to  take  an  oath  of  office  previous  to  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices;  and  may  further  require  of  them  a 
bond,  with  security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
respective  oflicps.  The  town  council  shall  also  have  power  to  fix  to  the 
violation  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation  such  reason- 
able fines  and  penalties  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  enforce  obedience 
to  the  same,  and  to  provide  for  the  disposition  and  appropriation  of  such 
fines  and  penalties:  Provided^  That  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  be  not 
inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of 
this  State:  And  provided^  also^  That  no  by-laws  or  ordinances  of  said 
corporation  shall  take  eflect  or  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
posted  up  at  least  ten  days  in  one  of  the  most  public  places  within  said 
town;  and  the  certificate  of  the  recorder,  entered  upon  the  records  of 
said  town  council,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  sufficient  evidence 
of  such  publication. 
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Sec.  9.  The  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  ^vwf 
year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts  ana 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year.

Sec.  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OhiOj  That 
«o  much  of  the  township  of  Deerfield,  in  the  county  of  Warren,  as  is 
included  within  the  limits  of  the  original  plat  of  the  town  of  Palmyra, 
now  called  Mason,  and  the  additions  thereto,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby 
created  a  town  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  town  of  Mason.

5 ace,  except  that  said  bond  shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  town  of 
ason;  and  apj^eals  may  be  taken  from  his  judgment  in  all  civil  cases, 
and  iti  all  penal  cases,  arising  under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said 
town,  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county  of  Warren,  in  the 
same  manner,  and  within  the  same  time,  as  appeals'are  or  may  be  taken 
and  perfected  in  ordinary  cases  before  justices  of  the  peace.  Said 
mayor  shall  keep  a  docket,  and  a  fair  and  true  record  of  his  proceedings, 
judgments,  and  executions,  in  all  cases  which  may  come  before  him; 
and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  to  justices  of  the 
peace  for  similar  services. 

Sec  15.  The  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of  said 
town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  therem  as  constables  have  by  law 
in  their  respective  townships,  and  his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall 
be  co-extensive  with  the  county:  he  shall  execute  all  process  issued  by 
tilt  mayor,  and  receive  the  same  fees  that  constables  are  allowed  in 
•imiiar  cases  for  like  services. 

Sec  16.  Said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of  the 
county  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  im- 
prisonment under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation;  and 
fuch  penons  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  as 
in  other  cases. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  trustees,  or  other  officers  of  said 
corporation,  shall,  on  demand,  deliver  to  their  successors  in  office  all 
fQch  books,  papers,  and  property,  as  appertain  in  any  wise  to  said  cor- 
poration.

That  the  inhabitants  of  said  town,  who  are  qualified  to  vote 
ibr  representatives  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  and  who  have  resided 
in  the  town  one  year  next  preceding  any  election,  shall  be  voters  in  said 
iovhi  dections. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  judges  of  gunh  election  shall  return  without  delay 
to  the  recorder  a  certified  poll  book  thereof;  and  thereupon  the  recorder 
•hall  within  five  days  there  ifter  cause  the  several  persons  chosen  to  be 
notified  in  writing  of  their  election,  which  notices  shall  be  served  by  the 
marshal. 

Sec.  6.  The  town  council  shall  judge  of  the  legality  of  the  election  of 
its  members,  shall  supply  any  vacancy  that  may  happen  in  the  council^ 
tnitll  the  next  succeeding  annual  election,  and  shall  annually  appoint  a 
marshal,  treasurer,  (ind  such  other  officers  as  shall  be  deemed  proper  and 
necessary,  and  prescribe  their  duties  and  obligations,  all  of  whom  shall 
te  subject  to  removal  by  the  council  for  misconduct  or  inability  to  per- 
ierm  their  respective  duties. 

Sec.  7.  The  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  of  whom  the  mayor  or  recorder  shall  always  be  one,  shall,  have 
power  to  make,  ordain,  and  publish  such  ordinances,  by-laws,  and  reg-

atl  streets,  side-walks,  public  lanes,  alleys,  passciges,  and  commons  within 
the  corporation;  to  close  up  or  vacate  unnecessary  streets,  lanes,  alleys 
and  passages  with  the  consent  of  all  the  owners  of  lots  and  lands  adjoin- 
ing thereto, and  by  the  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  council;  to  open  new 
streets,  lanes,  alleys  and  passages  with  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  two 
thirds  of  the  lots  or  lands  through  which  the  same  may  pass,  first  making 
due  compensation  if  any  damage  shall  be  done,  to  be  valued  by  three 
disinterested  citizens,  who  shall  be  appointed  by  the  court  of  comniion 
pleas  of  Darke  county  for  that  purpose,  whose  report  shall  be  entered 
on  the  recotds  of  said  town;  to  grade,  gravel  and  pave  streets  and  pas^

State;  to  impose  fines,  forfeitures  and  penalties,  on  all  persons  offending;

the  prosecution,  recovery  and  collection  thereof;  to  have  a  common  seal, 
and  alter  the  same  at  pleasure;  and  to  have  perpetual  succession,  with 
power  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  and  answer  and  ba 
answered  unto  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  and  when 
any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  first  process 
shall  be  a  summons,  an  attested  copy  of  which  shall  be  left  with  the  re* 
corder. 

Sec.  8.  There  shall  be  elected  on  the  first  Monday  of  May  nexf^ 
and  triennially  thereafter,  a  corporation  assessor^  whose  duty  it  shall  be

owned  by  persons  not  residing  in  said  corporation,  to  be  taken  up,  sold, 
or  abused,  for  coming  within  the  said  corporation,  uuless  the  same  may 
be  considered  dangerous. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  pence  within 
said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  jurisdiction  of  justices  of  the  peace 
therein,  both  in  civil  and  criminal  cases,  in  all  respects  as  a  justice  c^f 
the  peace;  he  shall  be  governed  by  the  laws  now  in  force  or  wl^ich  may 
hereafter  be  enacted,  defining  the  dutic's  of  justices  of  the  peace,  and 
*  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  ser- 
vices; he  shall  give  bond  and  security  to  be  approved  by  the  town  coui;^- 
cil ;  he  shall  be  authorized  to  hear  and  determine  alt  causes  arising  under 
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the  bj-iaMTs  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  and  to  issue  such  pro- 
cess as  may  be  nece&sarj  to  carry  into  execution  such  laws  and  ordi- 
nances, and  an  appeal  may  be  had  in  all  cases  from  the  decision  of  the 
mayor  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Logan,  in  the 
same  manner  that  appeats  are  taken  from  the  decision  of  justices  of  the 
peace. 

Sec.  7.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  make  oat  and 
keep  a  true  record  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  made  and  ordained  by 
the  town  cooncil,  and  all- proceedings  in  their  corporate  capacity,  which 
record  shall  at  n^l  times  be  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of 
•aid  town,*  and  others  interested  therein;  and  the  recorder  shall  preside 
at  all  meetings  of  the  corporation  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  and  shall 
perform  such  other  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  the  by-law* 
and  ordinances  of  said  town. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  town  council  shafl  have  power  annually  to 
levy  a  tax  not  exceeding  four  mills  on  the  dollar,  for  corporation  purpo* 
ses,  on  all  property  within  said  corporation  made  subject  to  a  tax  for 
State  and  county  purposes;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to 
make  or  procure  from  the  auditor  of  Logan  county  a  copy  of  his  dupli- 
cate of  all  persons  and  property  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation, 
with  the  value  thereof,  as  returned  to  him  by  the  assessor,  on  which 
raluation  such  assessment  shall  be  made  out  against  each  property  holder 
in  said  town;  which  tax  duplicate  so  made  out  shall  be  delivered  to  the 
marshal,  who  shall  proceed  to  collect  said  tax  in  the  same  manner  and 
under  the  same  regulations  as  collectors  of  State  and  county  tax;  and 
the  said  marshal,  immediately  after  collectmg  said  tax,  shall  pay  the 
same  over  to  the  treasurer  of  the  corporation  and  take  his  receipt  there- 
for; and  the  said  marshal  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  real  and  per- 
ional  estate  as  is  given  by  law  to  the  county  treasurer;  and  when  neces- 
aary,  the  said  recorder  shall  have  power  to  make,  execute  and  deliver 
deeds  for  reai  estate  so  sold,  in  the  same  manner  as  county  auditors  are 
by  law  authorized  to  make  for  lands  sold  for  taxes  under  the  authority 
of  law  by  county  treasurers:  Provided^  That  if  said  tax  shall  have  been 
assessed  for  the  improvement  of  the  streets  or  alleys  in  said  town,  the 
same  may  be  paid  in  labor  under  the  supervision  of  the  street  commis- 
sioner, under  such  restrictions  and  provisions  as  shall  be  prescribed  by 
the  town  council. 

Sec.  9«  That  all  moneys  in  the  Treasury  at  any  time,  may  be  ap- 
propriated as  the  council  shall  determine. 

Sec.  IQ.  That  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  to  use  the  county 
jail  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  imprison- 
ment under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation,  and  all  persons 
so  imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  as 
in  other  cases. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer 
of  said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  that  constables  have  or 
may  have  by  law,  and  his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-ex- 
tensive with  the  county  of  Logai),  and  ho  shall  execute  the  pro^-ess  of 
the  mayor,  and  receive  the  same  fees  for  his  services  that  constables  are 
or  mmy  be  allowed  by  law  for  similar  services. 
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Sec.  13.    That  this  act  ihali  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and 
after  the  fint  day  of  February  next.

Sec.  1  •  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Matthew  Westervelt,  Thomas  Ingles,  Randal  Arnold,  Aler.  M.  G.  El* 
liot,  John  W.  Ladd,  Willis  Maltoon,  George  M cWhirk,  Aianson  Bull, 
Jacob  Young,  Charles  C.  Baldwin,  Leonidas  L.  Hamlin,  and  Nathan 
Emmery,  their  associates  and  successors^  be  and  they  are  hereby  incor- 
porated as  a  body  politic,  with  succession  for  the  term  of  thirty  yearti 
and  by  the  name  of  Blendon  Young  Men's  Seminary,  for  the  pur- 
pose only,  of  establishing  and  perpetuating  a  seminary  for  the  education 
of  youth,  to  be  locnted  on  lands  donated  for  th^t  purpose  by  Matthew 
Westervelt,  in  Blendon,  Franklin  county,  Ohio.  Said  corporation  fhaH 
have  power  to  acquire  an<l  hold  so  much  real  estate  as  may  be  necet' 
lary  and  convenient  for  carrying  out  the  purposes  of  their  creation;  njay 
form  a  constitution  and  enact  by-laws  for  the  seminary,  which  shall  be 
eonsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  and  of  this 
State,  appoint  all  officers  and  teachers,  prescribe  the  course  of  studies^ 
and  attend  examinations. 

Sec.  3.  The  twelve  persons  above  named  shall  constitute  the  first 
board  of  trustees,  to  continue  until  the  lirst  Monday  in  May  next,  at 
which  time,  and  annually  thereafter,  one-third  of  their  number,  to  be 
detennined  by  lot,- shall  go  out  of  office,  unless  re-elected.  The  vacan- 
cies which  will  thus  occur  annually,  and  other  vacancies  which  may 
occur  by  death,  removal  or  resifijnalion,  shall  be  filled  as  follows,  viz: 
The  annual  vacancies,  by  the  Methodist  Ohio  Annual  Conference;  the 
occasional,  by  the  board  themselves.  Should  the  trustees,  by  any  means 
Aot  be  appointed  on  the  days  herein  provided,  they  may  be  appointed  at 
any  other  time,  within  the  same  year:  Provided^  That  all  trustees  shall 
.continue  to  act  until  their  successors  shall  be  duly  appointed.  The  ap» 
pointments  made  by  the  conference  shall  be  immediately  certified  by  the 
proper  officers  of  that  body,  and  sent  by  the  earliest  safe  conveyance  to 
the  secretary  of  the  corporation  who  shall  forthwith  register  trie  same, 
together  with  the  appointments  made  by  the  board  from  time  to  time^ 
in  the  books  of  the  corporation.

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Joba  p.  Reznor,  Samuel  B.  Whiting,  Samuel  Smith,  Jonas  Stough,  Wil- 
liam Anderson,  Alanson  Andrews,  Francis  Graham,  Hubbert  Luther, 
Jolm  Jacobs,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Ashland  Academy, 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  promoting  and  encouraging  education;  and  by 
which  name  they  shall  have  succession  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  with 
power  to  purchase,  acquire,  receive,  possess,  hold,  retain  and  enjoy  to

Sec*  ^B  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  f  hat 
Edward  Whyler,  Ezra  Williams,  John  Bell,  Augustin  H.  Brown  aoA 
Bardis  Birchard,  with  such  other  persons  as  shall  be  associated  with  thena 
for  the  purposes  hereinafter  specified,  and  their  successors,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  succession  ftnr 
thirty  years,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Lower  Sandusky  Uydraulte 
Association;  and  as  such  shall  be  capable  of  suing  and  being  sued,  aa« 
swering  and  being  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  of  justice. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  not 
more  than  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares

presenting  said  petition;  and  Provided^  that  if  any  person  sliall  claim 
dan^ages  in  consequence  of  the  laying  out,  opening,  widening,  or  other- 
Wise  altering  any  such  street  or  alley,  and  shall  file  notice  thereof  in 
writing,  in  the  office  of  the  mayor  of  said  town,  within  ten  days  after  the 
order  for  the  laying  out,  opening,  widening,  or  altering  said  street  or 
alley  shall  have  been  made,  the  said  president  and  common  council  shall 
^ause  the  damages,  if  any,  over  and  above  the  benefit  to  the  property 
claimed  to  have  been  injured,  to  be  assessed  under  oath,  by  three  distn- 
ieresled  freeholders  of  said  town,  to  be  appointed  by  said  preaident  and 
comnnon  council  for  that  purpose;  which  shall  be  paid  within  tbnw 
months  after  the  making  of  said  order,  by  the  persons  petitioning  for 
the  laying  out,  opening,  widening,  or  otherwise  altering  such  streets  or 
alleys;  or  in  default  thereof,  the  order  for  laying  out,  openings  widmiogy 
or  altering  the  said  street  or  alley  shall  be  null  and  void* 
■  Sec.  2.  That  the  president  and  common  council  of  said  town  shall 
have  power,  and  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  one  or  more  in8pe<> 
tors  of  flour,  one  or  more  inspectors  of  pork  and  beef,  and  one  or  more 
inspectors  of  domestic  spirits;  also,  one  or  more  measurers  of  lumb^^r,  wbo

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
jLockwood  King,  Sylvester  Kinney,  James  N.  Sly,  P.  D.  Haywood, 
Frederick  Ketchum,  Price  C.  Granniss,and  H.  N.  Bang?,  and  those  who 
are  or  may  hereafter  be  associated  with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  Huron  Fire 
Association^  with  succession  for  the  term  of  twenty  years;  and  as  such, 
ghnll  be  capable  m  law  and  equity  of  suiag  and  being  sued,  pleading  and 
being  impleaded  in  any  action  or  suit,  in  any  court  having  competent 
jurisdiction;  they  shall  have  power  to  hold  and  possess  all  property, 
whether  real,  personal,  or  mixed;  and  shall  be  competent  to  contract 
and  be  contracted  with;  to  make  a  constitution,  enact  by-laws,  and 
adopt  such  regulations  as  may  be  deemed  proper  for  the  good  order  ef

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  ofOhio^  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Fox,  in  the  county  of  Carroll,  as  is  compre- 
hended in  the  recorded  plat  of  the  village  of  Mechanicstown,  together 
with  such  plats  as  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  recorded  as  additions 
thereto,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  and  constituted  a  town  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  of  the  village  of  Mechanicstown. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  said  village,  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  thereof,  having  the  qualifications  of 
electors  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly  and  county  officers,  to 
meet  at  some  suitable  place  in  said  town,  on  the  last  Saturday  of  April, 
1839;  and  at  the  same  time  annually  thereafter,  at  such  place  in  said 
town  as  the  council  may  direct,  and  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  by 
ballot,  one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  having  the  qualifica- 
tions  of  electors  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year 
and  until  their  successors  shall  have  been  elected  and  qualified:  Provi- 
ding^ That  there  shall  be  at  least  ten  days  notice  given  of  the  time  and 
place  of  holding  all  such  elections  by  written  notice  for  the  first  election, 
signed  by  two  or  more  householders  of  said  town;  and  thereafler  by  the 
recorder,  and  posted  up  at  three  or  more  public  places  in  said  town; 
and  at  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  there  shall  be  chosen 
vira  voce^  by  any  seven  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk  of  said 
election;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections  the  trustees,  or  any  two  of  them, 
shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder  the  clerk  of  said  election:  Provided^ 
That  if  the  first  election  be  not  held  on  the  day  herein  specified,  this 
charter  shall  be  deemed  thereby  forfeited;  but  that  said  first  election 
may  be  held  on  any  subsequent  day,  ten  days  previous  notice  having 
been  given  as  before  directed. 
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Sec.  3.  That  at  all  elections  hereby  provided  for,  the  polls  shall  b« 
lopened  between  the  hours  of  one  and  two  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  close  it 
five  P.  M.  of  said  day;  and  the  clerk  at  such  election  shall  keep  a  true 
record  and  poll  book  of  such  election,  and  on  the  votes  being  counted 
out,  shall  proclaim  to  such  persons  as  may  be  present,  the  result  thereof, 
and  notify  any  and  all  such  persons  elected  of  their  election,  personally 
or  by  leaving  a  written  notice  at  the  usual  place  of  residence,  respec- 
tively, within  five  days  thereafter;  and  every  person  so  elected  sliall| 
1>efore  entering  upon  his  official  duties,  take  an  oath  or  afiirmation  to 
support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  to 
perform  the  duties  thereof  impartially  and  to  the  best  of  his  abilities. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town  be,  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  be  known  and 
designated  by  the  name  of  the  Village  Council  of  Mechanicstown,  and 
may  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  s'lmc  at  pleasure;  and  be  em- 
powered to  receive,  take,  hold  or  purchase,  and  acquire  such  estate, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  not  to  exceed  ten  acres,  as  may  be  necessary 
for  the  internal  regulation  of  said  corporation,  and  to  sell,  convey,  dis- 
pose of,  and  manage  the  same  in  such  manner  as  a  majority  may  deter- 
mine and  direct,  for  the  sole  use,  benefit  and  advantage  of  said  town« 
They  shall  be  capable,  in  their  corporate  name  aforesaid,  of  suing  and 
being  sued  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  State;  and  when  any 
suit  is  commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  first  process  shall  be 
served  by  leaviug  a  copy  with  the  mriyor,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  abode, 
at  least  five  days  before  the  return  day  thereof,  which  shall  be  deemed 
.due  service- 
Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  and  in  case  of  his  absence 
'Or  inabilitj%  of  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  town  coun- 
cil; and  the  recorder  shall  at  such  meetini;s  keep  an  accurate  record  of 
their  proceeding  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose;  but  in  case  of  his 
absence  or  inability,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  one  of  their 
body  clerk  pro  tempore  for  such  meeting;  and  in  which  book  shall  be 
recorded  the  notice  and  result  of  the  first  election  held  under  this  act, 
with  the  names  of  iho  individuals  elected,  respectively;  and  also  the 
result  of  every  succeeding  election. 

Sec.  6.  The  village  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  shall  occur  in  their  body  by  death,  resignation,  or  otherwise;  and 
when  it  may  happen  that  either  the  mayor  or  recorder,  or  both  are  ab- 
sent at  any  meeting  of  the  council,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point out  of  their  own  body,  a  mayor  or  recorder  pro  tempore;  and  the 
mayor,  or  any  two  trustees,  or  the  recorder  and  any  one  trustee  shall 
jiave  power  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  council. 

Sec.  7.  The  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  all  of 
them  concurring,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make,  ordain  and 
publish  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws 
or  constitution  of  this  State  or  the  United  States,  as  they  may  deem 
necessary  and  expedient  for  the  good  government,  convenience,  health, 
cleanliness,  interest  and  safety  of  said  town;  and  the  same  to  alter  and 
amend,  or  repeal  at  pleasure;  also,  to  prohibit  or  license  the  exhibition 
of  shows  within  their  corporate  limits;  and  all  fines,  penalties  and  for- 
feitures, which  may  accrue  to  said  town  council  by  means  of  the  viola- 


lion  of  its  laws  and  erdinances,  shall  be  recoverable  by  action  of  debt 
before  the  mayor,  and  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of 
the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  and  expended  under  the  direction  of 
said  council  to  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  sidcrwalks  of  said 
town. 

Sec.  8*  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  treasurer, 
town  marshal,  and  such  other  ministerial  and  subordinate  officers  annu? 
ally,  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  require 
of  them  such  security  as  they  may  judge  necessary  to  secure  the  faithful 
performance  of  their  several  duties,  and  to  remove  them  at  pleasure,  fi|^

That  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  said  town  council  more 
effectually  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  assess  a  tax  for  corporation  purposes  oi) 
all  property  within  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  made  taxable  by  the 
laws  of  this  State  for  state  and  county  purposes,  so  that  said  tax  shall 
not  exceed  in  any  one  year,  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation,  as  found 
on  the  books  of  the  county  auditor  at  the  time  of  assessing  said  tax; 
they  shall  have  power,  if  authorized  so  to  do  by  a  majority  of  the  votes 
of  the  electors  of  said  town,  at  any  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  to 
levy  an  additional  tax  as  above  specified,  sufficient  to  organize  and 
establish  a  fire  company,  purchase  an  engine,  hose  and  other  necessary 
apparatus  for  the  extinguishment  of  fire  in  said  town. 

Sec.  10.  When  any  tax  is  levied,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder 
to  make  out  a  duplicate  of  the  taxes,  charging  each  individual  with  the 
amount  assessed  on  each  item  of  property  as  found  in  the  auditor^s  books, 
which  duplicate  shall  be  certified  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  one 
copy  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  trejisurer  of  said  corporation,  and  the 
icf,hor  delivered  to  the  marshal  of  the  town,  or  such  other  officer  as  shall 
be  charged  with  the  collection  of  said  taxes;  and  the  said  collector  shall 
proceed  to  collect  the  said  taxes,  and  pay  the  same  over  at  such  time  as 
the  council  may  direct,  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  who  shall  pay 
out  moneys  only  on  the  ord*r  of  the  recorder,  as  directed  by  the 
council. 

Sec.  1 1^  All  the  public  by-laws  and  ordinances  shall  be  posted  up 
in  three  or  more  of  the  naost  public  places  in  said  town,  at  least  ten 
days  before  they  shall  take  effect;  and  the  certificate  of  the  recorder 
entered  upon  the  records  of  the  council,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  as 
sufficient  evidence  of  such  publication. 

Sec.  1 9.  The  mayor  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace  in  the  limits 
of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  all  the  ordinary  powers 
of  a  justice  uf  the  peace  within  the  corporate  limits,  and  all  matters^ 
civil  or  criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  State;  he  shall  give  bond 
and  security  in  the  name  of  the  Village  Council  of  M echanicstown,  other- 
wise as  required  by  justices  of  the  peace,  and  appeals  may  be  taken  in  all 
^)\  and  penal  eases,  arising  under  the  jaws  and  ordinances  of  said  to)^, 


io  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county  of  Carroll,  in  the  same 
manner  as  appeals  are  taken  in  ordinary  cases  before  justices  of  the 
peace;  the  mayor  shall  keep  a  docket,  and  a  fair  and  true  record  of  his 

ETOceedin^,  judgments  and  executions,  in  all  cases  which  come  before 
im;  and  lor  such  judicial  proceedings  shall  be  allowed  the  same  fees 
.as  justices  of  the  peace  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  13.  The  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of  said 
town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  that  constables  have  by  law,  and 
his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases  shall  be  co-e^tensiye  with  the  county. 
^e  shall  serve  and  execute  all  processes  issued  by  the  mayor,  and  receive 
the  same  fees  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  14.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jai} 
of  the  county  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to 
imprisonment  under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  and 
such  persons  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  the  county,  as  ii^ 
other  cases* 

Sec.  15.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  trustees  and  other  officers  of 
Aaid  corporation  shall,  on  demand,  deliver  to  their  successors  in  office 
^1  such  books,  papers  and  property  as  appertain  in  any  wise  to  8ai4 
corporation.

and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate  and  poll  tic,  by  the  name 
of  the  town  of  M'Connelsville;  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  of  ac- 
quiring, holding,  improving,  orxupyingand  conveying  property,  real,  per- 
sonal and  mixed,  and  shall  be  competent  to  have  and  exercise  all  the  right-,

Sec.  3.  An  election  shall  be  held  in  said  town  on  the  first  Monday  of 
May  annually  for  the  choice  of  said  officers,  to  be  conducted  in  the  same 
manner  as  township  elections,  at  least  two  members  of  the  council  being 
judges,  and  one  clerk  of  said  election:  Provided^  That  for  the  want  of  a 
sufiicient  number  of  the  council  to  hold  such  election  the  qualified  elec- 
tors may  supply  the  vacancy  from  the  electors  present  by  a  viva  voce 
vote.

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•of  the  tame*  To  authorize  the  levy  of  an  annual  tax  not  exceeding  two 
mills  OD  the  dollar  for  corporation  purposes  on  the  property  within  the 
limita  of  said  town  returned  on  the  grand  levy  and  made  subject  to  tax* 
ation  by  the  laws  of  this  Slate;  which  tax  shall  be  levied  and  collected

All  ordinances,  by-laws  and  regulatiosis  of  said  town  shall 
before  taking  eflfect  be  published  in  two  successive  numbers  of  a  weekly 
newspaper  printed  in  said  town,  or  posted  fifteen  days  previous  thereto 
in  three  public  places  in  said  town;  and  there  shall  in  like  manner  be 
annually  published  by  the  recorder,  previous  to  the  election  of  corpora- 
tion officers  of  said  town,  an  exhibit  of  the  receipts  and  disbursenaents 
of  the  preceding  year,  and  the  then  exising  condition  of  the  finances  of 
jiaid  town.  « 


Sec*  Id.  All  persons  etected  or  appointed  to  G&ce  is  said  corpora^ 
tion  previous  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of  their  respectire  offioeo^  shall 
take  an  oath  before  some  judicial  <ofScer  authorized  by  law  to  administer 
oaths,  to  support  the  eonstitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State, 
and  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  and  a 
-certificate  thereof  under  the  hand  of  the  officer  before  whom  the  same 
was  taken,  sfaaH  be  filed  by  the  person  taking  the  same  with  the  recorder;

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the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Wilmington,  in  said  county,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  two  thousand  dollars  of  the  surplus  revenue,  deposited  with 
«aid .county:  Provided^  That  tlie  said  town  council  shall  give  bond  for 
the  repayment  of  the  same  to  the  satisfaction  of  said  fund  commissioners. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  money  authorized  to  be  loaned  as  aforesaid  shall  be

Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  Ohio^  That 
the  trustees  of  the  township  of  Cincinnati  are  hereby  authorized  in  their 
discretion,  and  whenever  they  nnny  consider  it  advisable,  to  admit  the 
faculty  of  the  Cincinnati  college  to  an  equal  participation  with  the  facul- 
ty of  the  nnedical  college  of  Ohio,  in  tne  medical  and  surgical  supervision 
of  the  commercial  hospital  and  lunatic  nsylum  of  Ohio,  under  such 
regulations  as  they  may  prescribe:  Provided^  That  the  students  of  the 
several  medical  schools  or  colleges  in  the  state  of  Ohio,  shall  be  admitted 
into  the  commercial  hospital  and  lunatic  asylum  of  Ohio,  in  said  town- 
ship, to  witness  the  treatment  of  diseases  and  such  surgical  operations  as 
maybe  performed  therein,  upon  equal  terms:  Provided^  further^  Thttt 
all  medical  colleges  which  may  avail  themselves  of  the  right  of  intro- 
ducing pupils  into  the  asylum,  shall  each  agree  to  educate  one  youth 
from  each  judicial  district  in  this  state,  free  of  expense,  in  the  same  man- 
ner the  medical  college  of  Ohio  is  bound  to  do:  Provided^  also^  That  all 
the  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  hospital  tickets  to  siudents  of  the  medi- 
cal college  of  Ohio^  shall  be  applied  in  the  same  manner  as  said  funds  are 
now  applied;  and  all  the  funds  arising  from  the  sale  of  tickets  to  students 
other  than  those  attending  the  medical  college  of  Ohio,  shall  be  applied 
by  said  trustees  to  the  support  of  said  hospital,  or  in  aid  of  any  charitable 
object  or  institution  within  said  township,  as  the  trustees  may  deem 
proper,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  trustees  to  make  to  the  Greneral 
Assembly  an  annual  report  on  the  manner  in  which  they  have  provided 
medical  and  surgical  attendance  on  said  hospital  and  asylum,  together 
with  a  statement  of  the  number  of  cases  treated  therein,  the  name  of  the 
diseases,  and  the  termination  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Any  future  legislature  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this  act.

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stal4*,  of  Ohioj  That 
Harmon  How  and  John  Slewart,  of  the  county  of  Lawrence,  and 
John  Bennett,  of  the  county  of  Scioto,  are  hereby  appointed  commis- 
sioners, and  Thomas  Walton,  of  Liiwrence  county,  surveyor,  to  lay  out 
and  establish  a  graded  state  road,  commencing  at  the  Ohio  river,  in  the 
county  of  Lawrence,  a  little  below  the  mouth  of  Big  Guyandotte  river, 
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thence  to  James  Buffington's  house,  thence  to  How  and  EarPs  mill, 
thence  to  Lapgdon'g  mills,  thence  to  Salt  Well  on  Syms  creek,  thence 
to  Jonathan  Denison's,  thence  to  Marion,  thence  to  Fishborn's  mills, 
thence  to  Walter  HalPs,  of  John's  creek,  thence  by  the  Mount  Vernon, 
Bloom  and  Jackson  Furnaces,  to  the  Piketon  state  road,  in  the  direction 
of  Corwin'g. 

Sec.  2,  That  said  road  shall  in  no  case  exceed  an  angle  of  six  degrees 
with  tlie  horizon;  and  said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to 
receiye  and  collect  all  subscriptions  and  donations  that  may  he  m£^de, 
for  opening  and  improving  said  road,  or  for  constructing  bridges  on- the 
same,  and  shall  appropriate  the  same  so  received  on  such  part  of  said 
road,  or  such  bridge  or  bridges  on  the  same,  as  said  subscribers  or  donors 
sb«m  designate. 

Sec.  S.  That  in  the  event  of  the  death  of  either  of  the  commissioners, 
or  surveyor,  named  in  this  act,  or  should  either  of  th^n^  refuse  to  serve, 
or  remove  out  of  the  county,  his  place  shall  be  supplied  by  the  commis- 
sioners of  the  county  in  which  such  vacancy  or  vacancies  shall  happen* 
The  commissioners  and  surveyor  aforesaid  shall  be  governed,  in  all  re- 
spects, by  the  law  now  in  force,  defining  the  mode  of  laying  out  and 
establishing  state  roads,  and  shall  receive  the  fees  provided  for  in  said  act 
passed  March  14, 1831.

Sec.  t .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Newark  may,  when  they  deem  proper, 
cause  a  revaluation  of  the  town  lots  and  real  estate  in  said  town,  for  the 
purpose  of  assessing  the  special  tax  thereon,  for  the  sinking  fund  pro* 
vided  to  pay  the  money  borrowed  by  said  corporatiftn;  and  after  such 
revalttatioD  said  council  shall  appoint  a  board  of  equalization  of  not  less 
than  three  nor  more  than  five  freeholders,  to  equalize  the  said  valuations 
Prodded^  That  there  shall  be  nt  least  two  years  between  such  revalua* 
tion,  so  that  the  tax  assessed  thereon  shall  be  equitably  apportioned  ac* 
cording  to  the  real  value  of  each  lot  or  parcel  of  land,  and  with  reference 
also  to  the  benefit  to  such  lot  or  parcel  of  land  derived  from  any  im<» 
provements  made  by  said  council. 

Sec*  2«  That  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make  and  en-* 
force  all  necessary  ordinances  to  protect  improvements  made  upon  the 
public  square  or  streets  in  said  town,  and  to  punish  by  fine  and  imprison- 
ment, for  any  wilful  or  malicious  injury  thereto:  Praoided^  Such  fine  shall 
not  exceed  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars  upon  any  one  person  for  the  same 
oflfence,  and  the  time  of  such  imprisonment  shall  not  exceed  six  days: 
Jind provided  alson  That  double  damages  may  be  recovered  against  any 
person  convicted  of  such  injury. 

Sec*  S.  That  in  all  cases  of  prosecution  under  any  ordinance  of  said 
town,  when  the  fine  may  exceed  twenty  dollars,  at  the  request  of  the  de- 
fendant  or  defendants,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  cause  the 
marshal  to  summon  a  jury  of  six  judicious  citizens  of  said  town,  who 
shall  be  sworn,  and  determine  the  question  of  fact  in  each,  and  return 
their  verdict  as  jurors  in  other  rases;  and  upon  the  return  of  such  ver- 
dict, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor  to  pronounce  judgement:  Provided^ 
That  the  usual  challenges  and  sumnnoning  of  talismen  may  be  allowed

To  incorporate  the  Leading  Creek  Toil  Bridge  Company  in  the  county  of  Meigs. 

Sec.  \*  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
y.  B.  Horton,  Oliver  Grant,  John  Mauk,  Benjamin  Smith,  and  Abel  J. 
Phelps,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Leading  Creek  Toll 
Bridge  Company  in  the  county  of  Meigs;  and  as  such  shall  remain  and 
have  succession  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  and  by  their  corporate  name 
may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  answer  and  be 
answered,  plead  and  he  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  any  court 
of  competent  jurisdiction,  and  may  have  a  common  seal  which  they  may 
alter  or  change  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
erect  a  toll  bridee  over  Leading  creek,  at  or  near  where  the  State  road 
leading  from  Gallioplis  to  Chester  crosses  said  creek:  Provided^  The  said 
company  shall  own  the  land  on  both  banks  of  said  creek  where  said 
bridge  shall  be  erected,  or  shall  obtain  in  writing  from  the  owner  or 
owners  of  the  land  on  both  sides  of  the  creek  their  consent  to  the  build- 
ing unless  the  said  banks  on  both  sides  be  a  public  highway. 

Sec.  3.  That  after  the  completion  of  said  bridge  as  aforesaid,  the 
proprietors  thereof  are  hereby  authorized  to  demand  and  receive  from 
passengers  who  may  cross  the  same,  the  following  rates  of  toll,  to  wit: 

For  each  foot  passenger,  two  cents; 

For  each  horse  or  mule,  rider  included,  six  cents; 

For  every  carriage,  chaise,  riding  chair,  or  any  two-wheeled  carriage 
of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  ten  cents;  for  each 
horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  two  cents; 

For  each  sleigh  or  sled,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  ten  cents; 
for  each  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition  two  cents: 

For  each  wagon  or  cart,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twelve  cents; 
for  each  horse  or  oxen  in  addition  three  cents; 

For  each  head  of  neat  cattle,  one  cent;  and  for  each  head  of  sheep  or 
hogs,  one  half  cent:  Provided,  That  all  troops  of  the  United  States 
or  of  this  State,  with  their  artillery,  baggage  and  stores,  all  persons  going 
to  or  returning  from  public  worship,  and  all  teachers  and  children  going 
to  or  returning  from  school,  all  funeral  processions,  and  persons  going  to 
or  returning  from  elections,  and  all  persons  necessarily  going  to  or  re^ 
turning  from  military  trainings,  shall  pass  on  said  bridge  free  of  toll. 
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Sec.  4.  That  the  proprietors  of  said  bridge  shall,  previous  to  receiv- 
ing any  toll,  set  up  and  Keep  in  a  conspicuous  place  over  or  near  the 
gate  to  be  erected  on  said  bridge,  a  board  on  which  shall  be  painted  or 
printed  in  a  plain  and  legible  manner  the  rates  of  toll  allowed  by  this 
act. 

Sec.  5.  That  if  the  proprietors  of  said  bridge  shall  demand  and  re- 
ceive any  higher  or  greater  tolls  than  is  by  this  act  allowed,  they  ahall  be 
subject  to  the  like  fines  and  penalties  which  are  or  may  be  provided  in 
cases  of  ferries. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  company  shall  have  power  to  adopt  such  by- 
laws, rules,  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  the  same  as  they  may 
deem  expedient,  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the 
United  States  or  of  this  State. 

Sec.  7.  That  at  any  time  when  the  county  commissioners  of  the 
county  of  Meigs  may  think  it  for  the  interest  of  the  county  so  to  do,  they 
may  take  possession  of  said  bridge  by  paying  the  company  hereby  cre- 
ated the  cost  of  construction,  and  six  per  cent  thereon,  if  taken  posses- 
sion of  at  any  time  within  five  years  alter  the  completion  of  said  bridge; 
but  if  taken  possession  of  at  any  time  thereafter  they  shall  take  it  at  the 
appraised  value  of  three  disinterested  freeholders,  each  of  the  parties 
cnoosing  one,  the  two  so  chosen  to  choose  the  third. 

Sec  8.  That  the  commissioners  of  the  said  county  of  Meigs  shall  if 
they  deem  it  expedient,  take  stock  in  said  bridge  company,  or  they  may 
appropriate  any  amount  of  the  three  per  cent  fund  that  may  be  in  the 
treasury  of  said  county,  and  not  otherwise  appropriated  to  the  purchase 
of  said  stock.

.real  estate,  not  exceeding  twenty  acres,  which  shall  be  used  as  a  burial 
'  place  for  the  dead,  and  for  no  other  purpose  whatever;  may  have  a  com-

mon  tf^I,  which  they  may  alter,  abolish,  and  reneit  at  pleasure^  may 
make,  establish  and  enforce  all  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations,  not

Making  Bpecisd  provisions  for  the  sale  of  section  sixteen,  in    township  nine, 

and  range  three,  in  Jefferson  county. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  That 
whenever  a  sale  shall  have  been  ordered,  agreeably  to  law,  of  section 
sixteen  in  original  surveyed  township  numbered  nine,  and  range  thriee,  in 
Jefferson  county,  granted  by  congress  for  the  use  of  schools,  it  shall  be 
the  duty  of  the  assessor  when  directed  to  appraise  said  section,  to  notify 
the  trustees  of  said  township  thereof,  and  in  such  notice  to  specify  a  day 
on  which  to  meet  said  trustees  on  the  premises,  and  the  assessor  and  trus- 
tees having  met  accordingly,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a 
board  of  appraisers,  and  they  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  value  said  sec- 
tion in  such  separate  parcels  or  tracts  as  to  them  shall  seem  most  conve- 
nient for  the  purposes  of  sale,  of  which  division  and  valuation  the  said 
assessor  shall  make  an  accurate  return  to  the  county  auditor  of  the  county 
aforesaid. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  trustees,  at  a  meeting  held  by  them  for  that  pur«^ 
pose,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  fix  the  terms  of  pay- 
ment which  shall  be  required  upon  the  sale  of  said  section,  and  shall  cer- 
tify the  same  to  the  county  auditor  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of  the 
valuation  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  county  auditor  upon  the  return  of  the  assessor,  and 
upon  the  terms  of  sale  being  certified  to  him  as  stated  in  the  preceding 
section  of  this  act,  shall  give  three  months  notice  by  advertisement  in 
one  or  more  newspapers  printed  and  in  general  circulation  in  said  county, 
of  the  time  and  place  of  sale,  and  shall  also  state  the  number  of  tracts  or 
parcels  in  which  said  section  shall  be  offered,  and  the  terms  of  payment, 
and  should  said  lands  or  any  part  thereof  remain  unsold  after  the  day  of 
sale,  it  may  be  sold  by  the  auditor  at  private  sale  upon  the  terms  pre- 
scribed as  herein  before  provided;  but  said  lands  shall  not  be  sold  for  less 
than  thirty  dollars  an  acre,  and  in  case  any  purchaser  at  the  first  sale 
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shall  fail  to  make  payment  of  the  sum  by  him  bid  therefor,  said  land 
shall  not  be  sold  at  any  subsequent  sale  for  less  than  was  bid  therefor  at 
the  first  sale,  with  interest  thereon. 

Sec.  4.  That  so  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  sale  of  the  lands  described  in  the  preceding  sections,  shall  be  gov- 
erned in  every  particular  by  the  existing  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  sec- 
tion sixteen,  granted  by  congress  for  the  use  of  schools;  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  however  be  eficctual,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwith- 
standing. 

Sec.  5*  But  this  act  shall  not  take  eflfect  and  be  in  force  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  accepted  by  the  inhabitants  of  said  township,  at 
their  election  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  next;  and  for  this  purpose  at 
said  election  a  poll  book  shall  be  prepared  for  the  purpose,  in  which  shall 
be  registered  and  returned  the  votes  given  on  this  subject;  and  each  elec- 
tor may  endorse  on  his  ballot,  or  on  a  piece  of  paper  provided  for  that 
purpose,  the  words  *^sale  of  sixteen;^  and  if  on  counting  said  votes  it 
shall  be  ascertained  that  a  majority  of  the  said  voters  at  said  election  shall 
have  sanctioned  said  sale  as  aforesaid,  the  trustees  and  assessor  shall  pro- 
ceed to  appraise,  and  the  said  auditor  to  sell  said  section  as  prescribed 
in  this  act.

Sec.  1  •  Be  U  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Abner  Enoch  of  Butler  county,  is  hereby  authorized  to  proseeute  his  wiit 
against  the  State  of  Ohio,  by  filing  his  bill  in  chancery,  in  the  court  of 
common  pleas  of  Butler  county,  aforesaid,  for  compensation  under  his 
contract  bearing  date  the  second  day  of  June^  1826,  with  the  canal  com- 
missioners of  the  State  of  Ohio,  for  the  construction  of  a  canal  dam  across 
the  Great  Miami  river,  and  other  works  therein  specified,  and  for  mate- 
nals  furnished  and  labor  done;  in  which  suit  the  original  contract,  and 
the  official  reports  and  estimates  of  the  engineers  and  agents  of  the  State 
having  charge  and  superintendence  of  said  work  at  the  time  of  its  con- 
struction, and  the  repair  thereof;  and  the  records  and  the  vouchers  of  the 
ftoapd  of  canal  commissioners,  and  of  the  board  of  public  works,  or  offi- 
cial copies  of  all  such  reports,  estimates,  vouchers  and  records,  shall  be 
received  as  evidence  on  the  trial  of  said  cause,  for  the  pu'^pose  of  ascer- 
taining the  facts  in  the  case,  so  far  as  the  same  may  relate  to  said  claim 
of  the  siHd  Abner  Enoch;  and  it  shall  be  competent  for  the  complainant 
and  defendant  to  adduce  such  other  testimony  in  relation  to  the 
said  contract,  and  the  work  performed  under  the  same,  or  in  addition 
thereto,  touching  the  merits  of  the  cause,  as  may  be  properly  adduced; 
whereupon  the  court  shall  compute  the  amount  justly  due  to  said  Enoch, 
after  deducting  all  payments  made  to  him  on  behali'of  the  State,  and  to 
render  a  decree  therefor. 

An  appearance  to  said  suit  dhall  be  effected  by  leaving  a  no- 
tice thereof  in  the  nature  of  a  subpcena  with  the  Governor,  at  least  sixty 
days  before  the  term  next  after  filing  said  bill;  and  the  governor  shall 
employ  counsel  on  behalf  of  the  State,  to  make  defence  to  the  final 
hearing;  an  appeal  may  be  taken  to  the  supreme  court  by  either  party^ 
and  in  case  of  an  appeal  on  behalf  of  the  State,  the  same  shall  be  effected 
by  entering  notice  thereof  on  the  minutes  of  the  court  of  common  pleas, 
and  directing  a  transcript  to  the  supreme  court. 

Sec  3.  On  a  final  hearing  of  the  cause,  if  a  decree  shall  be  rendered 
for  the  complainant,  the  clerk  of  the  proper  court  on  demand  of  the  com-

Sec*  5*  Each  stockholder  shall,  in  all  elections  held  by  said  compaQy, 
be  entitled  to  one  vote  for  each  and  every  share  by  him  subscribed  and 
then  owned,  and  upon  which  all  instalments  duly  called  for  shall  have 
been  paid,  and  any  stockholder  may  vote  by  proxy  appointed  in  writing, 
but  none  but  a  stockholder  shall  be  a  proxy* 

Sec*  6*  So  soon  as  three  thousand  dollars  of  the  capital  stock  shall  have 
been  subscribed,  the  stockholders  owning  a  majority  of  the  stock  sub- 
scribed shall  have  power  to  elect  aboard  of  five  directors,  one  of  whom 
shall  be  president  of  said  company,  any  three  of  whom  shall  be  a  quorum 
to  transact  business,  and  the  election  of  directors  shall  take  place  an- 
nually thereafter,  at  such  time  and  place,  and  on  such  notice  being  given, 
as  their  by-laws  prescribe. 

Sec*  7*  The  company  shall  cause  a  book  of  record  to  be  kept  in  a 
suitable  place  for  that  purpose,  of  all  stock  subscribed  and  all  transfers 
of  stock,  with  the  owners^  names  and  tiie  shares  held  by  each,  which 
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record  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the  inspection  of  all  persons  interest- 
ed, or  having  claims  against  said  company.  The  stock  of  said  company 
shall  be  considered  personal  property. 

Sec.  8.  The  stockholders  shall  be  individually  liable  for  all  the  debts 
of  the  company  in  proportion  to  the  amount  of  stock  owned  by  each; 
and  judgment  against  said  company  shall  hold  good  in  law  against  each 
stockholder. 

Sec.  9,  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  dispose  of  any  water 
privilege  or  power  which  they  may  create  under  the  provisions  of  this  act, 
either  by  sale  of  any  part  or  the  whole  -of  their  interest  in  said  water 
power,  or  by  leasing,  precisely  as  individuals  could  dispose  of  their  pri- 
vate property. 

Sec.  10.  Said  company  shall  have  power  to  enter  upon  any  lands 
necessary  to  construct  any  ditch  or  race,  or  to  erect  any  mills  or  other 
water  works  that  may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of 
this  act:  Provided^  The  consent  of  the  owner  or  owners  of  such  lands 
shall  first  be  obtained. 

Sec.  1 1.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be 
received  as  such  in  all  courts  of  record. 

Sec.  13.  Any  future  legislature  may  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this  act: 
Provided^  Such  alteration,  amendment,  or  repeal,  shall  not  affect  the 
title  to  any  property  acquired  or  conveyed  by  said  company  under  tiie 
provisions  of  this  act«

Egleston,  Henry  C.  Hawkins,  Staufjhton  D.  Hammond,  Nelson  Parker, 
Jonah  Parker,  Washington  Parker,  Carlton  Hanchet,  Amos  H.  Parsons, 
John  J.  Eldridge,  Leonard  Parr,  and  those  who  may  hereafter  be  asso- 
ciated with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate by  the  name  of  the  First  Regular  Baptist  Church  of  Aurora, 
agreeably  to  an  act  passed  March  6th,  1836,  entitled  An  act  in  relation 
to  incorporated  religious  societies,  and  shall  hold  their  first  meeting 
for  t tie  election  of  officers  "by  the  persons  named  in  this  act,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  giving  ten  days  notice  in  writing  posted  up  in  three 


poUic  places  withm  the  boandsof  said  chorch  of  the  time  and  plaee  of 
holding  the  same.  *

AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  town  of  Washington  in  the  county  of  Gaernsey. 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Greneral  Assembly  of  the  State  ofOhio^  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Wills,  in  the  county  of  Guernsey,  as  is  in- 
claded  in  the  original  plat  of  the  town  of  Washington,  together  with 
each  and  every  addition  to  said  town  which  has,  or  have  been  hereto* 
fore  made  and  duly  recorded,  and  each  and  every  addition  to  sad  town 
Which  may  hereafter  be  made  and  duty  recorded,  together  with  all  such 
fractions  ot  land  as  lie  between  said  town  and  the  additions  thereto,  be 
and  the  same  are  hereby  erected  into,  and  constituted  a  town  corporate, 
by  the  name  of  the  town  of  Washington. 

Sec.  9.  That  for  the  good  government  of  said  corporation  and  the 
citizens  thereof,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  who 
shall  have  resided  in  said  corporation  three  months  next  preceding  any 
election  held  by  virtue  of  this  act,  and  having  the  qualifications  of  elec- 
tors of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet  at  tho  house  now 
occupied  by  Joseph  T.  JNoble  in  said  corporation,  on  the  second  Mon« 
day  of  March  of  the  present  year,  and  on  the  second  Monday  of  March 
annually  thereafter,  at  such  place  as  the  town  council  may  direct;  and 
then  and  there  proceed  by  a  plurality  of  votes  to  elect  by  ballot,  ooe 
mayor,  one  recforder,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  reside  within  the  limits 
of  said  corporation,  and  who  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  at  elecliotis 
under  this  act;  who  shall  hold  their  respective  offices  until  the  second 
Monday  of  March  following,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and 
qaalified;  such  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  being  so  elected  and  qual- 
ifled,  shall  constitute  a  town  council,  any  five  of  whom  shall  constitute 
a  qucmim  for  the  transaction  of  any  business  pertaining  to  their  duties 
under  this  act;  but  any  less  number  shall  have  no  power  other  than  to 
adjourn  from  time  to  time  till  a  quorum  be  convened. 

Sec.  3.  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  there 
shall  be  chosen  viva  voce  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk 
of  said  election,  who  shall  each  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to 
discharge  the  duties  required  of  him  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent 
elections,  the  trustees  or  any  two  of  them  shall  be  judges,  and  the  re- 
corder shall  be  clerk  of  the  election;  and  at  all  elections  to  be  held  by 
virtue  of  this  act  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  eight 
and  eleven  before  noon  and  closed  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon; 
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and  at  the  dose  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  canvassed  and  counted 
by  the  judges,  in  the  presence  of  such  of  the  electors  as  choose  to  be 
present,  and  an  accurate  statement  of  the  result  shall  be  proclaimed  in 
an  audU>le  voice  to  the  electors  present  by  one  of  the  judges;  and  the 
clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof,  and  within  three  days  thereafter 
said  clerk  shall  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected  of  their  election; 
and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council,  at  least  ten  days  before  each 
and  every  annual  election,  to  cause  notice  of  the  same  to  be  posted  up 
in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  corporation* 

Sec.  4.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  or  in  case  of  his  ab- 
sence or  inability,  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the  town 
council;  and  it  shall  also  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  to  attend  all  such 
meetings  and  keep  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of  their  proceedings. 

Sec*  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  their  board  from  the  qualified  electors  in  said  cor* 
poration,  whose  appointment  shall  continue  until  the  next  annual  elec- 
tion, and  until  their  successors  are  duly  elected  and  qualified;  and 
whenever  it  may  happen  that  the  recorder  is  not  present  at  such  meet- 
ing9  the  trustees  shall  appoint  one  of  their  number  to  perform  the  duties 
of  the  recorder  j9ro  tempore* 

Sec.  6.  That  the  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  corporation 
ahall  be  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be 
known  and  designated  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  Town  Council  of  the 
town  of  Washington;  and  shall  be  capable  in  their  corporate  name  and 
capacity,  to  acquire  property,  real,  personal,  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of 
said  corporation,  with  power  to  sell  and  convey  the  same;  may  have  a 
conmon  seal,  which  they  may  alter,  break,  amend,  or  renew  at  pleasure; 
may  sue  and  be  sued;  plead  and  be  impleaded;  defend  and  be  defended 
in  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  whether  of  law  or  in  chancery; 
and  when  any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corporation,  the 
first  process  shall  be  a  summons,  an  attested  copy  of  which,  left  with 
the  recorder  or  at  his  usual  place  of  abode,  not  more  than  twenty  nor 
less  than  ten  days  before  the  return  day  thereof,  shall  be  considered  law- 
ful service. 

Sec.  7.  That  each  member  of  said  town  council  shall,  within  ten 
days  next  after  his  election  or  appointment,  and  before  he  enters  on 
the  discharge  of  his  official  duties,  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  sup- 
port the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  of  this  State,  and  an  oath 
of  office. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  ordain  and 
establish  such  b^-laws  and  ordinances,  not  in  contravention  of  the  con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  State,  as  they  may 
think  necessary  for  the  good  government  of  said  corporation,  and  the 
health,  morals,  and  safety  of  its  citizens,  and  to  repeal,  alter,  amend,  re- 
vise, or  modify  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  provide  in  such  by-laws  for  the 
appointment  of  a  treasurer,  town  marshal,  and  all  other  subordinate 
coSicers  they  may  think  necessary  for  the  convenience  of  said  corpo- 
ration, to  prescribe  their  duties  and  the  duration  of  their  appointments, 
the  fees  said  officers  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  (except  in  so  far  as  they 
are  provided  for  by  this  act«)  and  may  require  said  subordinate  officers 
to  take  an  oath  of  office,  and  such  of  them  as  the  said  town  council  may 
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in  such  sums  and  with  such  sureties  as  the  mayor  may  approve;  the 
town  council  shall  also  have  power  to  fix  to  the  infraction  of  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  the  corporation,  such  reasonable  fines  and  penalties  as 
they  may  deem  proper  and  necessary  to  enforce  obedience  to  the  saoie^ 
and  to  provide  for  the  disposition  and  appropriation  of  said  fines  and 
penalties  when  collected:  Provided^  however j  That  no  by-laws  or  ordi- 
nances of  said  corporation  shall  take  effect  or  be  in  force  until  a  copy 
of  the  same  shall  have  been  posted  up  at  least  six  days  in  one  of  toe 
most  public  places  in  said  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  town  council  shall  at  the  expiration  of  each  and 
every  year,  c<iuse  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  a  faif 
schedule  of  the  receipts,  disbursements,  and  expenditures  of  the  prece* 
ding  year. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  uikI 
improve  the  streets,  lanes,  and  alleys  of  said  corporation,  and  to  fix  and 
determine  the  width  thereof;  they  shall*  have  power  to  provide  for  the 
removal  of  all  nuisances  within  ^aid  corporation,  and  all  obstructions  in 
the  streets,  lanes,  or  alleys  thereof;  and  to  do  all  things  which  a  corpc 
ration  of  a  similar  nature  can  do,  to  secure  the  peace  and  preserve  the 
health  of  the  citizens  of  said  corporation,  and  preserve  good  order  within 
the  same. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  the  said 
town  council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  em^ 
powered  to  license  or  prohibit  shows  and  exhibitions,  and  to  levy  a  tax 
on  all  the  real  estate  and  personal  property  subject  to  taxation  for  atate 
or  county  purposes  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  as  the  same  has 
been  or  shall  be  returned  on  the  grand  levy  of  the  State:  Protridedj  how- 
ever^ That  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year,onehalf  of  one  per 
centum  on  the  aggregate  of  all  such  taxable  property  within  the  limits 
of  s^id  corporation;  and  the  town  council  shall,  between  the  second 
Monday  in  March  and  the  last  Monday  in  June  of  each  year^  dete> 
mine  the  amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected  for  the  cunrent 
year. 

Sec.  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  said  corpora- 
tion to  make  out  duplicates  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual  within  said 
corporation  an  amount  of  tax  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  value  of 
taxable  property  belonging  to  said  individual  within  the  limits  of  said 
corporation,  as  the  same  appears  from  the  auditor^s  books  of  Guernsey 
county;  and  the  recorder  of  said  corporation  shall  have  access  to  the 
county  auditor's  books  for  the  purpose  of  making  out  such  duplicates 
free  of  expense;  and  the  duplicates,  when  made  out,  shall  be  certified 
by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  one  of  said  duplicates  shall  be  delivered 
to  the  marshal,  or  to  such  other  person  as  shnll  be  appointed  collector, 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  said  tax,  in  the  same  manner  and  under 
the  same  regulations  as  the  collector  of  state  and  county  tax  are  requir- 
ed by  law  to  collect  state  and  county  taxes;  and  the  said  marshal  or  col- 
lector shall,  immediately  after  collecting  the  said  tax,  pay  over  the  same 
to  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and 
the  said  marshal  or  other  person  charged  with  the  collection  of  the  taxes 
of  said  corporation,  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  property,  real  or 
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personal)  as  is  given  by  the  laws  of  this  State  to  county  treasurers,  and 
when  necessary  the  recorder  shall  have  power  to  make  deeds,  for  real 
estate  so  sold  in  the  same  manner  that  county  auditors  are  authorized 
by  the  laws  of  this  State  to  make  deeds  for  lands  sold  for  taxes  by  the 
county  treasurer;  and  the  marshal  or  other  person  charged  with  the 
collection  of  said  corporate  taxes,  shall  receive  for  his  collection  servi- 
ces  such  sum,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  on  all  moneys  by  him  col- 
lected and  paid  over,  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  to  be  paid  by 
the  treasurer  on  the  order  of  the  mayor,  duly  attested  by  the  re- 
corder. 

Sec.  13.  That  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation  shall  not  payout 
any  moneys  belonging  to  said  corporation  to  any  person  for  any  pur- 
pose, except  upon  the  written  order  of  the  mayor  duly  attested  by  the 
recorder:  and  the  said  treasurer  shall  keep  in  a  book  to  be  provided  at 
the  expense  of  the  corporation,  a  fair  and  accurate  account  of  his  re- 
ceipts and  disbursements,  which  book  shall  at  all  times  be  open  to  the 
inspection  of  the  mayor  or  any  other  member  of  the  town  council; 
and  which  book  the  treasurer  shall  deliver  over  to  his  successor  in 
office. 

See.  14.  That  for  the  purpose  of  more  effetually  preserving  peace 
and  good  order  in  said  corporation  the  said  town  council  are  authorized 
to  pass  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  as  to  them  may  seem  necessary  to 
prevent  the  selling  and  retailing  spirituous  liquors  within  said  eorpora- 
tiony  excepting^regularly  licensed  taverns. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  appropri- 
ate any  moneys  remaining  in  the  corporation  treasury  to  the  payment 
of  lawful  fees  of  the  corporation  officers;  to  the  purchasing  of  blank 
books  and  other  things  of  alike  nature  which  may  be  necessary  for  the 
use  of  the  corporation;  to  improvement  of  the  streets, alleys,  lanes  and 
side-walks  of  said  corporation;  and  to  the  making  of  any  and  all  such 
•  other  public  impiovements  in  said  corporation  as  the  town  council  Biay 
think  conducive  to  the  convenience  and  prosperity  of  said  corporation; 
all  payments,  however,  to  be  made  by  the  treasurer  pursuant  to  the  re- 
quirements of  the  thirteenth  section  of  this  act,  and  in  no  other  manner 
whatever. 

Sec.  16.  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation  shall  be  a  conservator 
of  the  peace  throughout  said  corporation,  and  is  authorized  to  do  and 

gerform  within  said  corporation  all  things  which  by  the  laws  of  this 
tate  a  justice  of  the  peace  may  do  and  perform  within  the  township 
and  county  for  which  such  justice  of  the  peace  is  elected  and  may  reside; 
and  said  mayor  shall  do  and  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him  by 
the  by*laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation;  and  appeals  may  be 
taken  from  the  decision  of  said  mayor,  and  wiitsof  cerlioraii  allowed  to 
revise,  reverse  or  correct  his  proceedings  and  judgments,  in  the  same 
manner  as  is  provided  in  the  statutory  laws  of  this  State  for  appeals  from, 
and  writs  of  certiorari  to  correct  the  judgments  and  proceedings  of  jus- 
tices of  the  peace  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer 
of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  within  said  corpo- 
ration that  constables  have  in  their  various  townships,  and  in  criminal 
cases  bis  jurisdiction  shall  be  co-extensive  with  that  of  constables  in  sim- 
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4ar  cases;  and  in  serving  subpoenas  on  witnesses  in  civil  cases, his  jum^ 
diction  shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county,  and  he  shall  execute  all 
process  of  the  mayor,  and  he  shall  receive  the  same  fees  for  his  services 
that  constables  are  entitled  to  for  similar  services  by  the  laws  of  this 
Slate. 

Sec.  18.  That  in  all  cases  of  the  absence  or  inability  to  serve,  of 
the  marshal,  the  mayor  shall  have  power  to  appoint,  temporarily,  any 
person  who  will  serve  as  marshal  of  said  corporation:  Provided^  Said 

Eerson  appointed  be  a  resident  and  voter  in  said  corporation;  and  a 
rief  certificate  of  said  appointment,  officially  signed  by  the  mayor,  shall 
authorize  said  person  to  act,  and  make  his  acts  legah  Provided,  however. 
The  said  appointment  shall  continue  no  longer  than  the  continuance  of 
the  absence  or  inability  of  the  marshal  as  aforesiid. 

Sec.  19.  That  the  mayor  shall  receive  the  same  fees  for  his  services 
that  justices  of  the  peace  are  entitled  to  by  law  for  services  of  a  similar 
nature;  and  the  recorder  such  fees  as  may  be  provided  by  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  corporation. 

Sec  20.  That  if  no  election  be  held  by  the  electors  of  said  corpora- 
lion,  on  the  second  Monday  of  March  of  the  present  year,  pursuant  to  the 
second  section  of  this  act,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  citicen  .of  said  cor- 
poration who  may  be  entitled  to  vote  at  its  elections,  at  any  time  there- 
after, to  call  a  meeting  of  the  electors,  by  giving  ten  days  notice,  by 
notices  posted  up  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  corporation, 
signed  by  the  persons  giving  the  notice,  and  stating  the  time,  place,  and 
object  of  the  meeting;  at  which  meeting  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  elec- 
tors present  to  elect  the  officers  in  the  same  manner  pointed  out  by  the 
second  and  third  sections  of  this  act;  which  officers  so  elected  shall  hold 
their  offices  until  the  second  Monday  of  March  following,  and  until  their 
successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  21.  That  said  corpor^ation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
Guernsey  county,  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  law- 
fully imprisoned  by  the  officers  of  said  corporation,  under  the  by-laws 
and  ordinances  of  said  corporation;  and  all  persons  so  imprisoned  shall 
be  kept  in  charge  of  the  sheriff  or  other  person  having  charge  of  the  jail, 
until  lawfully  discharged. 

Sec.  32.  That  this  act  shall  be  received  in  all  courts  of  this  State  as 
a  public  act. 

Sec.  23.  That  the  mayor  of  said  corporation  shall  deliver  over  to  his 
successor  all  dockets,  books,  papers,  and  other  property  of  the  corpora- 
tion in  his  custody. 

Sec.  24.     That  all  notices  required  to  be  given  by  this  act,  may  be 

f^iven  by  a  publication  of  at  least  two  insertions  in  any  newspaper  pub- 
ished  in  said  corporation.

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Edmund  Badger,  Wesley  C.  Clark,  Joseph  Jones  and  Ansel  Badger,  and 
their  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  cor- 
porate, by  the  name  of  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  of  Medina, 
agreeably  to  an  act  p^sed  March  5,  1831,  entitled  An  act  in  relation  to 
incorporated  religious  societies;  and  the  persons  named  in  this  act,  or  a 
majority  of  them,  shall  hold  the  first  election  of  officers,  and  organize 
said  corporation  after  ten  days  notice  in  writing,  posted  up  in  three  public 
places  within  the  limits  of  said  society,  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  elecr

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  That 
John  Young,  Charles  F.  Bartlett,  Johh  P.  Robinson,  and  their  associ- 
ates and  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  incorporated  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  First  Church  of  Disci- 
ples of  the  town  of  Bedford,  county  of  Cuyahoga;  and  as  such  shall  en- 
joy and  be  subject  to  all  and  singular  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled

An  act  in  relation  to  incorporated  religious  societies,  passed  March  5th| 
1831. 

Sec,  2.  That  ten  days  notice  'shall  be  given  by  the  corpwators  by 
public  notice  in  one  of  the  public  newspapers  of  the  county,  or  by  post- 
ing up  in  three  or  more  public  places  in  said  town,  of  their  intention  to 
hdd  tneir  first  meeting  under  this  act.

AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  town  of  Minster,  in  th©  county  of  Mercer. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
«o  much  of  the  township  of  German,  in  the  county  of  Mercer,  as  is  inr 
eluded  within  the  limits  of  the  recorded  plat  of  the  town  of  Minster,  in 
fltaid  county,  be  and  the  same  is^  hereby  created  a  town  corporate,  by  the 
name  of  the  town  of  Minster. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  order  and  good  government  of  said  town,  it  shall  be 
lawful  for  the  male  inhabitants  thereof,  over  twenty-one  years  of  age, 
possessing  the  right  of  electors,  and  having  been  residents  of  said  town 
at  least  six  months  previous  to  any  such  election,  to  meet  at  some  suit- 
able place  in  said  town  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April  next,  and  at  the 
same  time  annually  thereafter,  at  such  place  in  said  town  as  the  town 
council  may  direct,  and  then  and  there  proceed  by  ballot  to  elect  one 
mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  being  householders  of  said  town, 
and  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  as  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold 
their  ofiices  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
And  such  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  being  so  elected  and  qualified, 
shall  constitute  the  town  council  of  said  town,  any  five  of  whom  shall 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  pertaining  to  their 
duties. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  there  shall 
be  chosen  viva  voce  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk  of 
said  election,  who  shall  take  an  oath  or  aflirmation  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections, 
the  trustees  or  any  two  of  them,  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder,  or  in 
his  absence  some  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  judges,  shall  be  clerk; 
the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  eleven  o^clock  in 
the  forenoon,  and  close  at  four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  said  day:  and 
at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  statement 
thereof  proclaimed  to  the  voters  present  by  one  of  the  judges,  and  the 
clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof,  and  within  five  days  thereafter  he 
shall  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected  of  their  election;  and  it  shall  be 
tjie  duty  of  sa^d  towa  council  at  least  ten  days  before  each  and  every 
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election^  to  give  notice  of  the  same,  by  setting  up  advertisements  at  three 
of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  Each  member  of  said  town  council,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  constitution  of  this  State,  and 
also  an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  5.  The  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  and 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  ffucces- 
tion,  to  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Town 
of  Minster;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  their  corporate  name  afore- 
said, to  acquire  property,  re»l'  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of  said 
town,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  may  have  a 
common  seal,  which  they  may  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure;  they 
may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended , 
in  all  manner  of  actions,  and  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity;  and  when 
any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  said  incorporation,  the  first  process 
shall  be  served  by  an  attested  copy  thereof  left  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his 
usual  place  of  residence, -at  least  five  days  previous  to  the  return  day  of 
such  process. 

Sec.  6.  The  mayor,  and  in  his  absence  the  recorder,  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  town  council,  and  the  recorder  shall  attend  at  all  meet- 
ings of  the  town  council,  and  make  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of  all  their 
proceedings,  and  of  the  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances,  made  or  passed  by 
the  common  council  aforesaid;  and  the  same  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  but  in  case  of  the  absence 
or  inability  of  the  recorder,  the  trustees  may  appoint  one  of  their  own 
body  cleTK  p7'o  tempore* 

Sec.  7.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vncaneies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders  who  are  quali- 
fied electors  of  said  town;  who  shall  hold  their  appointment  until  the 
next  annual  election,  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified; 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor  and  recorder  from  any  meeting  of  the 
town  council,  (he  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  two  of  their 
number  to  perform  the  duties  of  mayor  and  recorder  for  the  time 
being. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain,  and 
establish  by-laws,  or  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  town,  and  the  same  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  at  pleasure; 
to  provide  in  such  by-laws  for  the  appointment  or  election  of  a  treasu- 
rer, town  marshal,  and  all  the  subordinate  officers  which  they  may  think 
necessary  for  the  good  government  and  well  being  of  said  town;  to  pre- 
scribe their  duties  and  determine  the  period  of  their  appointment,  and 
the  fees  which  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  their  respective  ser- 
vices, where  the  same  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  act,  and  to 
require  of  them  to  take  an  oath  of  office  previous  to  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices;  and  may  further  require  of  them  a  bond 
with  security,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respec- 
tive offices;  the  town  council  shall  also  have  power  to  fix  to  the  viola- 
tion of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation  such  reasonable 
fines  and  penalties  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  enforce  obedience  to  the 
same^  and  to  provide  for  the  disposition  and  appropriation  of  such  fines 
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and  penal tiei:  Provided,  That  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  be  not  incon<« 
sistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
State:  And  provided  also,  that  no  by-law  or  ordinance  of  said  corporation 
shall  take  effect  or  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been  posted  up 
at  least  ten  days  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  within  said  town;  and 
the  certificate  of  the  recorder,  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  town 
council,  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  sufficient  evidence  of  such  pub- 
lication. 

Sec.  9.  The  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  every 
year,  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  10.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and  im- 
prove the  streets  and  alleys,  and  determine  the  width  of  the  side-walks 
in  said  town,  to  regulate  the  public  grounds,  to  erect  a  market  house  and 
regulate  the  markets,  to  remove  all  nuisances  and  obstructions  from  the 
streets  and  commons  of  said  town;  and  to  do  all  things  which  similar 
corporations  have  power  to  do  in  order  to  provide  for  and  secure  health, 
cleanliness  and  good  order  in  said  town. 

Sec.  1 1.  For  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  the  said  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  assess  a  tax  for  corporation  purposes, 
within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  on  all  properly  made  taxable  by 
the  laws  of  this  State,  for  State  and  county  purposes,  so  that  said  tax 
shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation,  as 
the  same  may  be  found  valued  on  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  Mercer 
county  at  the  time  of  assessing  said  tax;  the  town  council  shall  also 
have  power,  if  authorized  to  do  so  by  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  in 
said  town  at  any  meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  to  levy  an  additional 
tax  as  above  specified,  suflicient  to  organize  and  establish  a  fire  company, 
and  purchase  an  engine,  hose,  and  other  necessary  appparatus  for  the 
extinguishment  of  fires  in  said  town;  public  notice  of  which  meeting  and 
the  object  thereof  shall  be  given  by  posting  up  a  written  or  printed  no- 
tice thereof  in  at  least  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town  ten 
days  before  the  time  of  such  meeting. 

Sec.  12.  When  any  tax  is  levied  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder 
to  make  out  a  duplicate  of  the  taxes,  charging  each  individual  owning 
property  in  said  corporation  with  the  amount  assessed  on  each  item  of 
property  as  found  on  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  Mercer  county,  which 
duplicate  shall  be  certified  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  one  copy 
thereof  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  marshal,  or  such  other  person 
as  shall  be  appointed  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  said  tax  in 
the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  the  several  county 
treasurers  are  required  by  law  to  collect  State  and  county  taxes;  and 
the  said  marshal,  or  such  other  person  as  shall  be  appointed  collector, 
shall  immediately  after  collecting  said  tax  pay  the  same  over  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  corporation  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  the  said 
marshal,  or  other  collector,  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both  real 
and  personal  property  for  the  non-payment  of  the  corporation  taxes,  as 
is  given  by  law  to  the  county  treasurer;  and  when  necessary  the  re- 
corder shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate  sold  in  the  same 
manner  that  county  auditors  are  by  law  entitled  to  do  foi  lands  sold  by

the  county  treasurer;  and  the  marshal,  or  other  collector,  §hafl  receive 
for  his  fees  such  sum  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six 
per  centum  on  all  moneys  so  by  him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  trea- 
surer on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  1 3.  For  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  preserving  the  peace 
and  good  order  of  said  corporation,  it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  the  town 
council  to  grant  a  license  to  any  person  to  keep  a  coffee  house,  or  to  re- 
tail spirltous  liquors,  or  to  keep  a  house  of  entertainment  in  said  town; 
and  the  said  town  council  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  pro- 
hibit the  establishment  of  any  coffee  houses  or  groceries  for  retailingar- 
dent  spirits  in  said  town,  by  inflicting  penalties  for  the  violation  of  such 
prohibitory  ordinances;  they  may  license  or  prohibit  shows  or  exhibi- 
tions within  the  cot  pirate  limits  of  said  town,  and  regulate  the  same  as 
they  naay  deem  proper;  and  all  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures  which  may 
be  incurred  for  a  violation  of  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  shall 
be  recoverable  by  action  of  debt  brought  before  the  mayor  in  the  name 
of  the  town  of  Minster;  and  \yhen  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands 
of  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation,  and  expended  under  the  direction  of 
said  town  council  in  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  side< walks  of 
said  town,  or  such  other  improvements  as  may  conduce  to  the  conveni- 
ence and .  prosperity  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town:  Provided^  That 
nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  give  the  said  cor- 
poration any  authority  or  jurisdiction  overC  5verns  licensed  by  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  proper  county. 

Sec.  14.  The  mayor  of  said  town  shall  be  conservator  of  the  peace 
within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  hi\ve  and  exercise  all  the 
ordinary  powers  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  limits  of  said  cor- 
poration, in  all  matters  civil  or  criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this 
State:  he  shall  give  bond  and  security  as  required  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
except  that  said  bond  shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Minster; 
and  appeals  may  be  taken  from  his  judgment  in  alt  civil  cases  and  in  all 
penal  cases  arising  under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  (own,  to  the 
court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county  of  Mercer,  in  the  same  manner, 
and  within  the  same  time  as  appeals  are  or  may  be  taken  and  perfected, 
in  ordinary  cases  before  justices  of  the  peace;  said  mayor  shall  keep  a 
docket,  and  a  fair  and  true  record  of  his  proceedings,  judgment  and  ex- 
ecutions in  all  (  ases  which  may  come  before  him;  and  shall  be  entitled  to 
the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  services 

Sec.  1  J.  The  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of  saiJ 
town;  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  therein  as  constables  have  b) 
law  in  their  respective  townships,  and  his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  ctses 
shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county;  he  si  all  execute*  all  process  issuv^d 
by  the  mayor,  and  receive  the  same  tees  that  constables  are  allowed  in 
similar  cases  for  like  services. 

Sec.  16.  {Said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of  the 
county  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  imprison- 
ment under  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation;  and  such 
persons  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  as  in  other 
cases. 

Sec.  17.     That  the  mayor,  recorder,  trustees,  or  other  officers  of  said 
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corporation  shall  on  demand  deliver  to  their  successors  in  office,  all  such 
books,  papers,  and  property,  as  appertain  in  any  wise  to  said  ^corpora- 
tion.

AN  ACT 
I'd  incorporato  the  town  of  Logan,  in  Hocking  county. 

Sec-  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  ofOhio^  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Falls  in  the  county  of  Hocking,  as  is  included 
in  the  original  recorded  plat  of  in  and  out-lots  of  the  town  of  Logan,  to- 
gether with  all  additions  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  out  and 
recorded,  and  also  so  much  of  the  Hocking  valley  canal  as  lies  south  of, 
6?  adjoining  to,  or  passes  through  said  original  plat  or  additions,  be  and 
the  same  arc  hereby  created  a  town  corporate,  and  shall  be  known  by 
the  name  of  the  town  of  Logan. 

Sec.  2.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  inhabitants  of  said  town  hav- 
ing the  qualification  of  electors  of  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to 
meet  at  the  Court  House  in  said  town  on  the  second  Monday  of  May 
next,  and  on  the  second  Monday  of  May  annually  thereafter,  and  then 
and  there  proceed  by  a  plurality  of  votes  to  elect  by  ballot  a  mayor,  re- 
corder, treasurer,  marshal,  and  five  trustees,  who  shall  have  the  qualifi- 
cations of  electors  in  said  town,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year 
and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified,  and  said  mayor, 
recorder  and  trustees  shall  constitute  the  town  council,  a  majority  of 
whom  shall  be  a  quorum:  Provided^  That  a  failure  to  elect  as  aforesaid 
on  the  second  Monday  of  May  shall  not  work  a  forfeiture  of  charter. 

Sec.  3«  That  at  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act  there  shall 
be  chosen  viva  voce,  by  the  electors  present,  three  judges  and  a  clerk  of 
said  election,  who  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act,  and  at  all  subsequent  elections 
the  trustees  or  any  three  of  them  shall  be  judges  and  the  recorder,  or  in 
his  absence  some  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  judges,  shall  be  clerk; 
the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  10  and  1 1  o'clock,  A.  M., 
and  closed  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  said  day,  and  at  the  close 
of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted  and  the  result  proclaimed  by  one 
of  the  judges  to  the  voters  present,  and  the  clerk  shall  make  a  true  re- 
cord thereof,  and  the  recorder  shall  within  five  days  thereafter  give  no- 
tice to  the  persons  so  elected  of  their  election;  all  contests  of  elections 
to  be  tried  as  contests  of  elections  of  justices  of  the  peace  are  tried,  and 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  town  council  at  least  ten  days  before  every 
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annual  election  to  give  notice  of  the  same  by  setting  up  advertisements 
in  at  least  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  That  in  case  of  the  absence  of  themuyor,  the  recorder  diall 
preside,  and  shall  also  attend  all  meeting  of  the  town  council  and  make 
a  true  and  accurate  record  of  all  their  proceedings. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  town  council  shall  iiave  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  their  own  body  or  in  the  offices  of  marshal  or  treas- 
su re r  from  the  qualified  electors  in  said  town,  and  the  officers  so  ap- 
pointed shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next  annual  election  and  until 
their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified,  and  in  the  absence  of  the 
major  or  recorder  from  any  meeting  of  the  town  council,  the  trustees 
shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  one  of  their  own  number  to  perform 
the  duties  of  such  absentee  for  the  time  being. 

Sec-  6.  That  the  mavor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  (own  shall 
be  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known 
by  the  name  of  the  Tow^n  Council  of  Logan,  and  shall  be  capable  in 
law  by  their  corporate  name  to  acquire  property  of  all  kinds  for  the 
use  of  said  town,  Jind  mny  sell  and  convey  the  same;  they  may  sue  and 
be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  manner 
of  actions  in  all  manner  of  courts  of  judicature  in  this  State,  and  when 
any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  the  corporation,  an  attested  copy 
of  the  summons  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder  or  at  his  place  of  resi- 
dence, ten  days  before  the  return  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  mayor,  marshal  and  treasurer,  shall  before  entering 
on  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  each  give  bonds  to  the  State  of  Ohio 
for  the  use  of  said  corporation  with  two  good  and  sufficient  securities 
acceptable  to  the  trustees,  which  bonds  when  accepted  shall  be  lodged 
with  the  recorder;  and  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  marshal,  and  trustees 
and  treasurer,  shall  within  ten  days  after  iheir  election  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States,  the  consti- 
tution of  this  State,  also  an  oath  of  office,  and  any  person  elected  to  any 
of  the  aforesaid  offices  and  failing  so  to  qualify,  shall  be  deemed  as  hav- 
ing resigned  his  office,  and  shall  moreover  pay  into  the  treasury  of  the 
corporation  two  dollars  each:  Promdcd^  'Wwxi  no  person  shall  be  com- 
pelled to  serve  in  the  same  office  two  years  in  succession. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make  and  estab- 
lish by-laws,  regulations  and  ordinances  for  the  government  of  said  town, 
and  to  alter  and  repeal  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  prescribe  the  duties  and 
compensation  of  such  subordinate  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper,  to 
appoint  and  remove  the  same  at  plci'sure,  to  fix  reasonable  fines  and 
penalties  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  and  ordinancesof  the  corporation, 
and  to  provide  for  the  collection  and  disposition  of  the  same:  Provided^ 
That  no  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules  or  regulations  shall  take  efifect  until 
the  same  shall  have  been  published  ten  days  by  posting  up  a  copv  of  the 
same  in  at  least  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town,  unless  in 
the  case  of  emergency  when  the  health  or  safety  of  the  town  would  be 
endangered  by  such  delay,  in  which  case  they  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  their  passage. 

Sec#  9.  That  the  town  council  shall  at  the  expiration  of  every  year, 
cause  to  be  made  out  a  statement  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures  of  the 
preceding  year,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  posted  up  as  aforesaid. 


Sec.  10.  That  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and 
improve  all  streets,  alleys  and  public  grounds  in  said  town,  to  make,  regu- 
late and  improve  the  side-walks,  drain?,  or  sewers,  to  remove  nuisances, 
and  build  and  regulate  a  market:  they  shall  also  have  power  to  license  or 
prohibit  such  shows  or  exhibitions  as  are  not  prohibited  by  the  laws  of 
this  State;  they  shall  have  power  to  audit  and  settle  all  accounts  of  the 
corporation,  appropriate  and  draw  out  all  moneys  from  the  treasury,  and 
in  fine,  to  do  ill  things  which  similar  corporations  have  power  to  do,  to 
promote  the  health,  safety,  cleanliness,  good  order,  sobriety  and  moral- 
ity of  said  town. 

Sec.  I  ].  That  the  town  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect 
a  tax  on  all  the  real  and  personal  proporty  subject  on  the  grand  levy 
to  taxation  within  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  on  the  appraisement 
tnade  and  returned  on  the  grand  levy:  Provided^  That  said  tax  so  levied 
by  the  said  town  council  shall  in  any  one  year  exceed  one  half  of  one 
per  centum  of  the  aggregate  amcunt  of  all  such  taxable  property,  within 
the  limits  of  the  corporation;  nnd  the  said  town  council  snail  annually 
between  the  first  Saturday  in  June  and  the  first  Monday  in  July,  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected  the  current  year. 

Sec.  1 2.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  the  corporation  to 
make  out  duplicates  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual  with  an  amount 
of  taxes  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  taxable  property 
belonging  to  such  individual  within  the  corporation,  as  the  same  appears 
on  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  the  county,  and  when  the  said  recorder 
shall  have  made  out  such  duplicates  as  aforesaid,  he  shall  deliver  one  of 
such  duplicates  to  the  marshal  of  said  town,  or  such  other  person  as  may 
be  appointed  collector,  whose  duly  it  shall  be  to  proceed  to  collect  the 
taxes  charged  thereon  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  regula- 
lations  as  are  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  state  and  county  taxes; 
and  the  said  collector, immediately  after  collecting  said  taxes,  shall  pay  the 
same  to  the  treasurer  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  said  collector 
shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both  real  and  personal  property  as  is 
given  by  law  to  county  treasurers,  and  when  necessary  the  recorder 
shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate  so  sold,  in  the  same 
manner  that  county  auditors  are  by  law  empowered  to  do  for  land  sold 
by  county  treasurers;  and  the  marshal  or  collector  shall  receive  such 
fees  for  his  services  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six 
per  centum  on  all  moneys  so  by  him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  trea- 
surer on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  13.  The  mayor  of  said  town  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peace 
within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  therein  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  all  matters  either 
civil  or  criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  state;  he  shall  perform 
all  the  duties  enjoined  upon  him  by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  cor- 
poration; and  appeals  may  be  taken  from  his  decis'ons  in  all  cases 
where  by  law  appeals  are  allowed  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  the 
peace,  and  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec,  14.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  execute  and  return 
all  process  directed  to  him  by  the  mayor;  and  when  necessary,  in  crimi- 
nal cases,  or  for  a  violation  of  any  law  or  ordinance  of  said  corporation, 
he  may  servo  the  same  in  any  part  of  Hocking  county.     It  shali  be  hiy 
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duty  to  suppress  all  riots,  disturbances,  and  breaches  of  the  peace,  to  ap- 
prehend all  disorderly  persons  in  said  town,  and  to  pursue  and  arrest  any 
person  fleeing  from  justice  in  any  part  of  the  state  of  Ohio,  lo  apprehend 
any  person  in  the  act  of  committing  any  offence  against  the  laws  of  the 
state,  or  laws  or  ordinances  of  the  town,  and  forthwith  to  bring  such 
person  or  persons  before  competent  authority  for  examination,  and  to  do 
and  perform  all  such  acts  and  duties  as  may  lawfully  be  enjoined  on  him 
by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and  he  shall  have  power  to 
appoint  one  or  more  deputies,  to  be  approved  by  the  town  council,  but 
for  whose  official  acts  he  shall  be  responsible,  of  whom  he  may  require 
bail,  and  he  shall  receive  for  his  services  such  fees  as  are  allowed  to 
constables  in  like  cases. 

Sec.  15.  That  the  mayor  shall  receive  for  his  services  such  fees  as 
are  allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  services  in  like  cases. 
The  recorder  shall  receive  such  fees  for  his  services  as  shall  be  fixed  by 
the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation.  The  treasurer  shall 
receive  any  sum  not  exceeding  three  per  centum  on  all  moneys  by  him 
received  and  paid  out;  but  the  trustees  shall  receive  no  compensation  for 
any  official  services  by  them  rendered. 

Sec.  16.  That  in  case  no  election  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday 
of  May  next,  as  before  provided,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  five  electors 
of  said  town  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  electors,  by  giving  ten  days'  notice, 
by  posting  up  advertisements  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  therein, 
which  advertisement  shall  state  the  time,  place,  and  object  of  the  meet^ 
ing,  and  be  signed  by  the  said  electors;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
electors  who  may  assemble  in  accordance  with  said  advertisement,  to 
proceed  to  the  election  of  officers  in  the  same  manner  as  though  the 
meeting  had  taken  place  on  the  second  Monday  in  May  last,  aforesaid; 
and  the  officers  so  elected  shall  hold  their  offices  until  their  successors 
be  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  17.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the 
county  jail  for  the  imprisonment  ot  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  im» 
prisonment  under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation;  and  all 
persons  so  imprisoned  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  jailor  as  in  other 
cases. 

Sec.  18.  That  this  act,  and  all  printed  copies  of  the  same,  shall  in  all 
cases  be  received  and  respected  as  a  public  act.

Lloyd,  Isaac  Winans,  William  Stevens,  Alfred  G.  Sturgis,  Timothy 
Goodwin,  Billings  O.  Plimpton,  Miles  H.  Bettis,  E.  J.  L.  Baker,  Joseph 
H*  Hailock,  Seth  S.  Handerson,  Daniel  Kerr,  Benjamin  Bissell,  Lewis

John  Randall, Nathaniel  Jordon,  William  Slonn,  James  G.  Dimmett,  John 
Kugler,  John  W.  Jones,  John  Beatty,  Silas  V.  Jordan,  William  McGrew, 
Adam  Bob?,  Watson  Barker,  A.  F.  Morrison,  of  the  county  of  Clermont, 
and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic, 
by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Clermont  andWoodviile  Graded  Road  Compa- 
ny, and  as  such  shall  remain  and  have  succession  for  thirty  years;  and  by 
their  corporate  name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued, 
answer  and  be  answered,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  de- 
fended in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  corporation  be,  and  they  are  hereby  authorized

addition,  two  cents;  for  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  two  horses  or 
oxen,  three  cents;  for  every  horse  or  vx  in  addition,  two  cents;  for  eveiy 
horse,  mule,  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  one  cent; 
for  every  score  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  six  and  one- 
fourth  cents,  and  a  less  number  in  proportion;  for  every  score  of  sheep

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio^  That 
Elmlah  Swearingen,  Mahlon  Martin,  George  S.  Hamton,  Jacob  Stewart, 
George  Endle y,  George  McCook,  John  Street,  and  Nathaniel  McCrack- 
en,  of  the  county  of  Cohimbiana;  John  Dever,  Munn  Day,  Frederick 
Wadsworth,  John  C.  Singletory,  Frederick  Bald  win,  and  Cyrus  Prentiss, 
of  the  county  of  Portage;  Charles  M.  Giding,  Ahinas  Sherwin,  jr., 
Alfred  Hall,  and  David  B.  Dunham,  of  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  and 
their  associate?,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and 
politic,  under  the  name  of  the  Wellsville  and  Cleveland  MacAdamized 
Road  Company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road,  com- 
mencing at  the  north  end  of  Lisbon*street  in  the  town  of  Wellsville,  in 
the  county  of  Columbiana;  thence  by  the  nearest  and  best  route  to  the 
town  of  Cleveland  in  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  which  company  shall  have 
all  the  rights,  privileges  and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restric- 
tions defined  m  the  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  compa- 
nies, passed  7th  January,  1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto, 
except  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  modified  or  changed  by  the  special 
provisions  of  this  act.

cents;  for  every  two- wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  one  horse, 
twenty-five  cents;  and  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  a  fourth  cents; 
for  every  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  one  horsd,  twenty- 
five  cents;  for  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  gig,  sulky  or  cart,  or  other 
two-wheeled  carriage  of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse,  twelve  and  a 
half  cents:  Provided^  That  such  persons  shall  be  exempt  from  paying

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioy  That, 
the  act  entitled  An  act  to  incorporate  tke  Circlcville  and  Washington 
Turnpike  Company,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  revived;  and  all  the

88  lies  south  of  Champaign  county,  shall  henceforth  be  a  part  and  par- 
cel of  the  free  turnpilce  road,  authorized  by  the  act  passed  17  March, 
1838,  entitled  An  act  to  establish  a  free  turnpike  road  from  the  south 
boundary  of  Champaign  county  to  Upper  Sandusky,  in  Crawford  coun- 
ty, and  to  establish  a  free  turnpike  road  from  Jefferson,  in  MadisoA 
county,  to  Troy  in  Miami  county.

W.  Cowles,  Potter  Wright,  Moses  Carpenter,  Ozam  Gardner,  Joab  Hoy t^

incorporated  as  a  body  politic,  by  thfk  name  of  the  Worthington  Female 
Seminary;  and  by  that  name,  they,  their  associates  and  successors  shall

al  income  of  ail  such  property  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars;  and  they  shall  nave  power  to  form  and  ratify  a  constitution, 
and  adopt  by-laws  for  the  government  of  said  corporation,  the  manage*

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Medina  shall  not  have  power  to  levy 
any  tax  within  said  town,  except  the  same  shall  be  voted  by  at  leasf 
two-thirds  of  the  legal  voters  attending  any  annual  election  or  special 
election  called  for  that  purpose  in  said  town:  Provided^  That  the  town 
council  of  said  town  shall  have  power  to  call  a  special  meeting  of  the 
voters  of  said  town  for  the  purpose  of  voting  a  tax;  and  in  all  cases 
when  a  tax  is  proposed  to  be  raised,  notice  pf  such  inteption  shall  be 
given  by  putting  up  notices  in  four  of  the  most  public  places  in  said 
town  at  least  twenty  days  previous  to  any  annual  election  or  specia^ 
meeting  as  aforesaid,  which  notices  shall  state  the  amount  of  tax  proposed 
to  be  raised :  Provided,  That  no  tax  shall  be  levied  of  mpre  than  (ive 
mills  on  the  dollar  in  any  one  year.

To  incorporate  the  Portsmouth  Dry-dock  and  Steamboat  Basiu  Company. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio^  That 
Silas  M.  Stilwell,  James  L.  Curtis,  John  Jacob  Astor,  Thomas  L.  Servoss 
and  Edward  Hamilton,  and  tlieir  present  and  future  associates,  shall  be 
and  hereby  are  created,  constituted  and  declared  to  be  a  body  politic 
and  corporate,  hy  the  name  of  the  Portsmouth  Dry- dock  and  Steamboat 
Basin  Company;  and  by  that  name  they  and  their  successors  may  have 
succession  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  and  be  capable  in  law  of  con- 
tracting and  being  contracted  with  relative  to  the  business  of  said  cor* 
poration,  of  suing  and  being  sued  in  all  courts  and  places  whatsoever, 
and  may  have  a  common  seal;  and  by  ihe  name  and  style  aforesaid  the 
said  corporation  shall  have  power  and  authority,  at  any  place  or  places 
in  the  townrfups  of  Wayne  and  Washington  in  the  county  of  Scioto,  to 
construct  and  use  one  or  more  drv  and  wet  docks,  and  to  excavate  and 
make  use  of  a  basin  or  basins  of  such  extent  as  may  seem  to  them  expe^ 
dient  and  fit^  for  the  purpose  of  receiving  steam  and  canal  boats,  and 
connect  the  canal  boat  basin  with  tiie  Ohio  canal,  any  where  upon  the 
land  owned  by  said  company  between  the  Ohio  rivef  and  Moss's  mill, 
and  own  and  employ  water  power  for  the  purpose  of  building,  receiving 
and  repairing  steamboats  and  other  water  crafts;  and  also  the  power  of 
constructing  grades  and  ferries,  and  holding  and  leasinc:  the  same,  dcr 
nianding  such  tolls  and  rates  of  wharfage  as  may  seem  reasonable  and 
proper;  but  said  company  shall  not  cliarge  less  for  wharfage  than  shall 
be  charged  by  the  present  town  of  Portsmouth  for  the  like  privilege; 
and  shall  be  capable  of  hoidin;jc  snc;!i  estate  or  property  as  shall  or  may 
be  necessary  for  the  accommodation  and  furtherance  of  their  said  busi- 
ness and  concerns:  Provided.^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be 
construed  to  give  said  corporation  the  power  to  extend  their  works  be- 
low the  lane  known  as  Thomas'  street  in  the  town  of  Alexandria,  or  to 
connect  either  by  lock  or  rail  road,  or  other  means,  any  basin  or  canal 
which  may  be  constructed  north  and  west  of  the  old  bed  of  the  Scioto 
river,  with  the  steamboat  basin  of  the  company,  or  with  the  Ohio  river, 
excepting  the  necessaiy  connection  between  the  canal  and  steamboat 
basins  and  the  Ohio  canal  hereinbefore  provided  for;  nor  shall  the  said 
corporation  have  power  to  connect  any  basin  or  canal  which  may  be 
hereafter  constructed  by  any  individual  or  individuals,  body  or  bodies 
corporate,  with  their  works;  nor  shall  said  company  construct  any  nav* 
jgable  canal  or  basin  west  of  a  line  running  north  of  the  old  mouth  of 
the  Scioto,  or  interfere  with  the  vested  rights  or  privileges  of  any  other 
person  or  persons,  or  bodies  corporate;  nor  shall  this  act  be  construed 
to  give  the  said  corporation  the  exclusive  right  or  privilege  to  erect  a 
dry-dock  or  docks  at  the  places  aforesaid,  or  to  prevent  the  legislature 
from  granting  like  privileges  to  any  person  or  body  corporate,  so  that 
said  grant  shall  not  interfere  with  the  privileges  hereby  granted  to  said 
company. 
#  Sec.  2.    That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  commence  and 
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coBstruct,  and  they  shall  within  four  years  from  the  first  of  April  next 
construct  and  build  a  good  and  sufficient  bridge  across  the  Scioto  river 
at  the  new  cut;  which  bridge  shall  connect  the  town  of  Portsmouth  on 
the  east  side  of  the  river,  with  the  works  of  the  company,  and  which 
shall  be  kept  in  repair  by  the  said  company;  and  the  said  company  shall 
have  power  to  demand  and  receive  toil  from  travelers  and  others  passing, 
said  bridge^  agreeably  to  the  following  rates,  viz: 

Foot  passengers,  two  cents; 

Horse,  mule  or  ass,  one  year  old  or  upwards,  three  cents; 

Horse  and  rider,  six  and  a  fourth  cents; 

Chaise,  chair,  or  gig  and  two  horses,  twenty-five  cents;  same  with 
one  horse,  eighteen  and  three-fourth  cents; 

Sled  or  sleigh  two  horses  or  oxen,  twelve  and  a  half  cents: 

Coach  or  pleasure  carriage  four  horses,  fifty  cents;  same  with  twa 
horses,  thirty -one  cents; 

Wagon  and  one  horse,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  ditto  with  two  horses^ 
twenty-five  cents;  each  additional  horse,  four  c«nts; 

Horse,  mule  or  ass  under  one  year,  one  cent; 

Neat  cattle  over  six  months  old,  one  cent;  cattle  under  six  months, 
and  each  hog  or  sheep,  one-half  cent:  Provided,  That  all  persons  going 
|o  and  returning  from  pul)lic  worship  on  the  sabbath,  all  funeral  proces- 
sions and  troops  of  this  State,  with  their  artillery,  baggage  and  stores, 
all  persons  f^oing  to  and  returning  from  musters  of  the  militia,  and  elec- 
tions, and  all  children  going  to  and  returning  from  school,  may  pass  over 
said  bridge  free  of  toll;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  this  company  to  keep 
up  at  all  times  exposed  to  public  view  a  board  or  canvass,  on  which  shall 
be  written  or  printed  in  fair  and  legible  characters,  the  rates  of  toll  above 
established:  And  provided  further^  That  if  the  said  company,  or  its  agent 
or  agents,  shall  at  any  time  demand  or  receive  any  higher  nite  of  toll 
than  is  authorized  by  this  act,  or  demand  loll  of  any  pcrsim  by  this  act 
exempted  from  the  payment  thereof,  the  said  company  shall  for  each 
and  every  such  offence  pay  the  sum  of  fifteen  dollars,  the  one  moiety  for 
the  use  of  the  poor,  and  the  other  for  the  use  of  any  person  who  shalf 
sue  for  the  same  before  any  justice  or  court  having  cognizance  thereof: 
Provided^  That  no  suit  or  action  shall  be  brought  unless  within  thirty 
days  after  such  ofience  shall  have  been  committed. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two  milliona 
of  dollars,  and  that  a  share  of  the  same  shall  be  two  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars,  and  shall  be  assignable  and  transferable  on  the  books  of  said 
corporation  according  to  the  by-laws  thereof,  and  shall  be  personal  estate; 
and  the  subscriptions  to  said  stock  sljali  be  opened  under  the  direction 
of  the  directors  hereinafter  named  or  a  majority  of  them,  after  having 
given  fifteen  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  opening  such  subscrip- 
tion by  advertisement  in  one  or  more  of  the  newspapers  printed  in  the 
town  of  Portsmouth,  and  in  the  cities  of  Columbus,  Cincinnati  and  New 
York,  which  said  subscription  shall  be  kept  open  to  all  persons  desirous 
of  subscribing  until  the  whole  number  of  shares  shall  be  subscribed  for, 
and  such  rules  shall  be  adopted  and  proscribed  in  the  premises  by  said 
directors  as  shall  produce  a  fair  and  equitable  distribution  of  said  stock. 

Sec.  4.  That  no  transfer  of  any  stock  in  such  company  shall  be  valid 
until  said  transfer  shall  have  been  endorsed  on  the  certificate  of  stock 
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transftrred  or  registered  in  a  book  or  books  to  be  kept  by  tbe  direct<Mr9 
of  said  company  for  such  purpose;  which  ETaid  book  or  books  shall  at 
reasonable  tinnfesr  during  the  usual  hours  of  transacting  business,  be  open 
to  the  examination  of  any  person  having  in  hit  possession  any  debt 
against  said  company,  the  payment  of  which  shall  have  been  refused; 
and  in  case  any  officer  of  said  company  having  in  his  charge  said  book 
or  books  shall  refuse  to  permit  the  same  to  be  examined  as  aforesaid,  be 
shall  forfeit  for  every  such  offence  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  dcir 
lars,  the  one  moiety  thereof  to  the  State  of  Ohio  and  the  other  to  him 
who  will  sue  for  the  same,  to  be  recovered  together  with  costs  by  actibn 
of  debt  in  any  court  of  record  in  this  State:  Promded^  however^  That 
nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  permit  said  company,  or 
its  officers  or  agents  to  circulate  or  issue  any  certificates  of  deposite  or 
other  evidences  of  debt  to  circulate  as  money. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  stock,  property,  affairs  and  concerns  of  the  said 
company  shall  be  ordered,  managed  and  conducted  by  thirteen  direc- 
tors hereinafter  named,  for  the  time  being,  and  that  the  directors  hereaP 
ter  to  be  chosen  shall  be  stockholders,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  from 
the  first  Tuesday  of  March  in  every  year,  inclusive,  and  shall  be  elected 
on  the  first  Tuesday  of  February  annually  thereafter,  at  such  time  and 
place  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  appoint;  and 
that  at  least  twenty  days  notice  be  given  of  the  said  election  by  adver*

more  persons  shall  have  the  same  number  of  votes  the  directors  in  office 
at  the  time  shall  determine  by  ballot  which  of  said  persons  shall  be 
director  or  directors,  so  as  to  complete  the  whole  number;  and  the  direc- 
tors so  chosen  bhall  as  soon  as  may  be  thereafter  proceed  to  elect  one

Still  well,  Jamej  L.  Curtis,  H.  P.  Robinson,  John  Craighead,  Stiles  Curtis, 
Willis  Hall,  Thomas  L.  Servoss,  Peter  R.  Wycoff,  John  Glover,  Thomas 
Gibbons,  James  Lodwick,  Edward  Hamilton,  and  I.  T.  Hudson  shall  be 
the  first  directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  first  day  of  March, 
1 840,  and  until  others  are  chosen  in  their  places,  and  shall  proceed  to 
choose  their  president  at  such  time  as  they  or  a  majority  of  them  may  ap- 
point: Praddedy  That  the  stockholders  of  said  company  shall  be  individual- 
ly bound  for  any  and  everycontractordebtby  saidcompanycontractedor 
incurred  for  building  said  bridge  and  making  and  constructing  said  canal 
and  steamboat  basin;  and  each  and  every  other  of  the  improvements  con- 
templated by  said  company  in  this  act  after  the  creditor  or  creditors 
shall  have  exhausted  the  corporate  property  of  said  company. 

Sec*  6.    That  in  case  it  shall  happen  at  any  time  that  an  election  of 
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fikeetors  shall  not  be  made  on  the  day  appointed  bj  this  aet  for  that 
purpose^  the  said  corporation  shall  not  for  that  cause,  or  for  any  non  user, 
be  dissolyed,  but  it  shall  and  may  be  lawful  to  hold  an  election  at  any  day 
aubseqaent  to  the  day  herein  appointed. 

Sec*  7.  That  the  directors  for  the  time  being  shall  form  a  board,

Sec.  9.  That  said  company  shall  have  the  right  at  all  times  to  use 
ahci  employ  the  waste  water  passing  from  Mosses  Mills,  and  the  surplus 
and  waste  water  of  the  Ohio  canal  at  and  between  said  mills  and  the 
Ohio  river  for  the  purpose  of  supplying  said  latteral  canal  and  steamboat 
basin,  and  other  employments  incidental  to  and  connected  with  the  bus- 
iness  of  said  company  referred  to  and  described  in  this  act,  reserving  to

Sec  \.  Bek  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  Thsit 
David  Kirkbride,  Henry  H.  Mott,  David  Pei-son,  Joseph  Morris,  Josiah 
M.  Dillon,  Joel  F.  Randolph,  Wm.  F.  Hunter,  together  with  others  who 
are  or  may  be  associated  with  them  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  and 
continuing  an  academy  in  Centre  township,  Monroe  county,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  succession,  for  the 
term  of  thirty  years,  by  the  name  of  the  Monroe  Academical  Associa- 
tion,and  by  that  name  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and^be  contracted 
with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or 
equity  in  this  state  or  elsewhere,  and  to  have  a  common  seal,  which  they 
may  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  association,  in  their  corporate  capacity,  shall 
be  capable  of  receiving,  acquiring  and  holding,  by  purchase,  devise,  gift^ 
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bequest,  or  otherwise,  property,  either  real,  personal  or  mixed,  to  be 
ased  or  expended  for  the  promoting  the  interests  of  said  association  as 
theV  shall  think  proper:  Provided^The  annual  income  of  said  association 
shall  not  exceed  ten  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  S.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  association  shall  be  divided 
into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each*  to  be  paid  in  four  equal  annual  in^tal- 
ments,  which  stock  shall  be  transferrable  on  the  books  of  the  association, 
and  each  bona  fide  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  vote  a(  the  election 
of 'officers  of  the  association:  Provided^  That  no  stockholder  shall  htfve 
more  than  one  vote. 

Sec.  4.  That  said  association  shall  annually,  on  the  first  Monday  in 
March,  elect  by  ballot  one  president,  one  secretary,  one  treasurer,  and 
three  trustees,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  association  shall  have  power  to  prescribe  the 
duties  of  its  respective  officers  and  agents,  and  to  make  and  establish 
soch  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  they  shall  deem  necessary  in  coop- 
ducting  the  affairs  of  the  corporation:  Provided,  The  same  be  not  repug- 
nant to  the  constitution  ami  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state<r 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  the  primary  object  of  this  institution  to  culti** 
rate  and  strengthen  the  intellectual  and  moral  faculties  of  the  youth 
who  may  resort  to  it  for  instruction,  to  teach  them  the  art  of  self-govern- 
ment, and  to  fit  them  by  a  judicious  course  of  moral  discipline  for  virtue, 
usefulness,  and  happiness:  Provided,  That  no  peculiar  tenets  of  religion 
shall  ever  be  taught  in  said  institntion,  nor  shall  any  denomination  of 
Christians  be  excluded.

Provided^  That  none  of  the  above  last  mentioned  laws  or  contracts  be  in 
contravention  of  the  laws  of  the  United  states  or  of  this  state. 

Sec.  9.  That  no  forfeiture  of  this  charter^hall  accrue  from  a  failure 
to  hold  any  annual  meeting;  nor  shall,  the  property  or  funds  of  said  asso- 
ciation ever  be  diverted  from  the  purposes  oi  education  so  long  as  the 
corporation  exists.

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Isaac  Hoover,  John  N.  llunt,  Kelion  Hager,  Beal  Manahan,  John  Gib- 
son sen.,  James  W.  Hare,  Isaac  Barnes,  Kobert  Hopper,  Goutson  Da- 
venport, Newal  Kennon,  John  W.  Kennon,  John  Davenport  sen-,  and 
Panter  Laws,  and  their  associates  be,  and  ihey  are  herebv  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Barnesville  Male

AN  ACT 

To  amend  the  act  to  provide  for  clearing  certain  ponds  in  the  county  of  Butler, 

passed  March  2,  1B38. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  canal  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered  in  behalf 
of  the  State  to  construct  a  drain  or  drains  in  the  county  of  Butler,*  so  far 
and  of  such  width  and  depth  as  they  or  their  engineer  may  deem  neces- 
sary for  the  purpose  of  draining  the  ponds  and  marshy  lands  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  canal  situate  in  the  townships  of  Fairfield  and  Union,  in  the 
Gounty  of  Butler  aforesaid;  being  situate  in  the  vicinity  of  the  canal  locks 
numbered  seven  and  eight,  being  known  as  McGonnigle's  and  Murray^s 
lecks^  upon  the  Miami  canal;  and  the  said  canal  commissioners  are  here- 
by  authorized  and  required  to  appropriate  out  of  the  canal  fund,  from  time 
to  time  as  said  work  progresses,  such  sum  or  sums  as  may  in  the  aggregate 
be  deemed  equivalent  to  the  burthen  of  expence  necessary  in  draining 
said  ponds  or  marshy  grounds  which  the  construction  of  the  Miami  canal 
in  its  vicinity  caused  to  be  inundated,  so  far  as  to  leave  said  lands  in  a 
situation  as  favorable  for  draining  as  they  were  previous  to  the  construc- 
tion of  said  canal:  Provided,  however^  That  any  moneys  heretofore  paid 
by  the  State  to  the  owners  or  occupiers  of  said  land  for  damages,  shall 
be  taken  and  considered  as  so  much  payment  on  the  State's  proportion 
contemplated  by  this  act,  and  with  a  view  to  the  faithful  and  speedy 
prosecution  of  said  work;  and  the  same  shall  be  commenced  during  the 
•nsuing  spring  and  summer,  and  carried  on  under  the  superintendence 
and  direction  of  said  canal  commissioners,  or  their  engineer  by  them  se- 
lected to  superintend  the  prosecution  of  the  same. 

Sec.  2.  Before  the  said  canal  commissioners  shall  proceed  to  drain 
said  ponds  as  directed  by  the  first  section  of  this  act,  the  said  county  of 
Botler  shall  pay  or  secure  to  be  paid  to  the  said  canal  commissioners, 
such  sum  or  sums  being  equal  in  the  aggregate  to  the  sum  necessary  to 
drain  the  ponds  and  marshy  grounds  in  the  first  section  mentioned  which 
existed  prior  to  the  commencement  of  said  canal;  which  sum  or  sums 
shall  be  paid  in  such  proportions,  and  at  such  time  or  times  as  the  said 
canal  commissioners  and  the  commissioners  of  Butler  county  may  agree 
npon,  touching  the  payment  and  time  of  payment  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  For  the  purpose  of  carrying  into  effect  this  act,  all  the 
nets  and  parts  of  acts  now  in  force  in  relation  to  the  canals  of  this  State, 
is  hereby  extended  to  the  work  specified  in  this  act. 

Sec.  4.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  the  commissioners  of  Butler 
county  to  comply  with  the  provisions  of  the  second  section  of  this  act, 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  appoint  two  suitable  freeholders  of  the 
county  of  Butler,  who  shall  proceed  to  re-appraise  before  the  first  day 
of  May  next,  and  to  make  an  estimate  of  the  increase  in  the  value  of  the 
several  tracts  of  land  covered  by  said  ponds  and  stagnant  water,  and  of 
the  lands  adjoining  thereto  on  each  side  of.the  Miami  canal,  in  Fairfield 
and  Union  townships,  which  would  arise  from  draining  said  ponds;  in 
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making  such  re-estimate  the  s;;id  freeholders  shall  be  governed  in  ail 
thin<;s  by  the  first  section  of  the  act  to  ^'hich  this  is  an  amendment,  en- 
titled An  act  to  provide  for  draining  certain  ponds  in  the  county  of  But- 
ler, passed  March  2, 1838:  Provided^  however^  That  said  freeholders  may 
include  in  their  assessment  such  other  lands  as  may  not  have  been  her&« 
tofore  appraised  under  the  above  named  act^  the  whole  of  which  is  not 
more  than  two  and  one  half  miles  from  said  canal,  or  the  same  distance 
from  said  ponds. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  owner  of  any  tract  of  land  shall  be  dissatisfied  with 
the  estimate  of  said  freeholders,  he  shall  apply  for  relief  as  under  the 
second  section  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

Sec.  6.  The  commissioners  of  Butler  county  shall  in  the  assessment 
of  the  additional  taxes  upon  said  lands,  be  governed  by  the  third  section 
of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment;  Provided^  however,  That  not 
more  than  the  estimated  portion  of  the  cosls  which  the  county  is  liable 
to  furnish  in  the  draining  of  said  ponds  or  niarshy  grounds  shall  in  the  ag^ 
gregate  be  levied  as  therein  provided;  and  the  same  shall  be  collected 
as  by  the  fourth  section  of  said  aet  provided;  and  when  so  collected  shal) 
be  paid  over  to  the  canal  commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  being  expen- 
ded upon  said  improvement:  Provided,  further.  That  should  it  be  deemed 
advisable  by  said  commissioners  of  Butler  county  to  borrow  the  portion 
of  the  costs  of  said  work,  or  any  part  thereof,  so  by  them  provided  to 
be  forthcoming,  they  are  hereby  granted  the  power  to  borrow  the  same 
and  to  pledge  the  taxes  so  raised  by  the  provisions  of  this  act,  or  any  part 
thereof,  for  the  re-payment  of  the  same,  when  the  same  shall  become 
due  and  payable. 

Sec.  7.  That  fur  the  purpose  of  ascertaining  the  portion  of  costs  in 
drainmg  said  ponds  and  marshy  grounds,  which  the  county  of  Butler  and 
the  State  respectively  will  by  virtue  of  this  act  contribute,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  canal  commissioners  to  cause  to  be  made  from  time  to  time 
a  careful  and  accurate  estimation  of  the  expense  of  draining  the  same^ 
carefully  designating  the  expense  of  draining  that  part  which  is  properly 
taxable  to  the  State,  from  the  portion  with  which  the  county  of  Biutler 
'will  be  chargeable. 

Sec.  8.  So  much  of  the  act  passed  March  S,  1838,  as  conflicts  with, 
or  is  inconsistent  with  this  act,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  repealed.

Sec.  !•  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  Thsi 
John  Patterson,  Wilson  Vance,  Squire  Carlin,  Edson  Goit,  Frederick 
Henderson,  John  Ewing,  John  McCurdy,  Robert  L,  Stroiher,  John  P; 
Hambleton,  John  Dukesj  Philip  Kramer,  John  Bishop,  Michael  Missi- 
more,  and  Major  Bright,  of  Hancock  county;  Erastus  Cook,  and  Fred- 
erick Waggoner,  of  Seneca  county;  William  Brown,  and  John  Ragan^ 
of  Crawford  county;  together  with  those  who  may  hereafter  become 
stockholders  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  by  the  name 
mnd  style  of  the  Findlay  Railroad  company;  and  by  that  name  and  style 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  capable  to  have,  purchase,  receive,  possess 
and  enjoy  real  and  personal  estate,  and  retain  to  them,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  as  shall  be  ne- 
iSesSary  for  the  transaction  of  their  business;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defend* 
€^d  in  all  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere;  and  also  to  have,  make  and 
use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  <ihangc  at  pleasure:  Pro- 
t)idedi  Said  corporation  shall  not  be  entitled  to  purchase  or  hold  any  lands 
Other  than  sUch  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  construction  of  said  road 
or  for  the  erection  of  depots;  and  the  capital  stock  shall  not  exceed  the 
sura  of  one  hundred  thousand  dollars,  no  part  of  which  shall  be  used  for 
banking  purposes. 

S(ec.  2.  The  said  company  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  vested  with 
Che  right  and  authority  to  construct  a  rail  road  from  some  convenient 
part  of  the  town  plat  of  Findley  to  ^ome  convenient  point  for  intersect- 
ing the  Mad  river  and  Lake  Erie  rail  road,  on  such  rout  and  line  as  may 
be  deemed  most  eligible  and  proper  by  said  company,  in  the  mode  which 
they  may  adopt  for  that  purpose,  to  transfer,  take  and  carry  persons  and 
property  upon  the  same,  by  the  power  of  steam,  of  animal  or  other  pow- 
er which  said  company  may  choose  to  employ. 

See.  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  4.  The  above  named  persons  or  a  majority  of  them,  are  author- 
ized to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock,  at 
such  time  and  place,  or  times  and  places,  on  giving  such  notice  in  the 
newspapers  printed  at  Findley  as  they  may  think  proper,  not  less  than 
twenty  days  previous  to  the  time  of  opening  said  books;  and  as  soon  as 
twelve  thousand  dollars  thereof  shall  be  subscribed  they  shall  give  a  lika 
notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  seven  directors  by 
ballot,  by  such  stockholders  as  shall  attend  for  that  purpose  either  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  (which  proxy  shall  be  authorized  in  writing  with 
the  signature  of  the  stockholder  thereto;)  each  share  of  said  stock  on  which 
all  instalments  due  are  paid  shall  entitle  the  owner  to  one  vote;  a  plu- 
rality of  votes  only  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election;  any  three  of  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  inspectors  of  such 
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election,  and  shall  certify  under  their  hands  5^ho  are  elected  directors, 
and  appoint  the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  first  meetinir  of  direc^ 
tors,  four  of  ^vhom  shall  form  a  quorum  to  transact  the  business  of  the 
company;  an  election  for  directors  shall  take  place  annually  thereafter 
at  such  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders  at  their  first  meetmg  shall  ap* 
point)  but  if  no  election  be  held  on  the  day  appointed,  such  election  may 
be  held  at  any  other  time  appointed  by  the  by- laws  of  the  corporation; 
and  the  directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall  choose  out  of  their  num- 
ber one  person  to  be  president,  one  to  be  treasurer,  and  one  to  be  re> 
cording  clerk  of  said  company,  said  directors  and  officers  to  serve  one 
year  and  until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec,  5.  The  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  servants 
whatsoever  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  ot  the  business 
of  the  company,  and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  pleasure;  they  or  a 
majority  of  them  shall  have  power  to  determine  by  contract  ihe  compen- 
sation of  the  engineers,  officers,  agents  or  servants  in  the  employ  of  said 
company;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  make  and  pass  such  by-laws  as 
they  may  deem  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act: 
Provided^  Such  by-laws  be  consistent  with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the 
United  States. 

Sec.  C.  Upoii  each  share  of  said  subscription  there  shall  be  paid  at 
the  time  of  subscribing  five  dollars  to  the  persons  so  authorized  to  open 
said  books,  and  the  residue  thereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and 
at  such  times  as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directors  of  said 
company,  to  the  treasurer  of  said  company,  to  whom  the  first  instalment 
shall  also  be  paid  by  the  persons  who  have  received  the  same  as  soon  as 
he  is  appointed  and  qualified:  Pro vz(/ecf,  No  payment  other  than  the  first 
instalment  of  five  dollars  shall  be  demanded  until  at  least  twenty  days 
notice  of  the  same  shall  have  been  given  in  at  least  one  of  the  newspa* 
pers  printed  in  Findiey;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to 
pay  any  instalment  or  part  of  such  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the 
space  of  thirty  days  after  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,,  the  direc- 
tors shall  have  power  to  collect  the  same  by  dug  course  of  law  as  any 
other  debts  or  dues. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  cause  such  examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made  between  the  afore- 
said points  as  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  most  advantageous 
rout  whereon  to  construct  said  rail  road;  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  com- 
panv  by  themselves  or  their  agents  to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of 
and'pass  over  all  and  any  lands  indispensably  necessary  for  constructing 
said  rail  road;  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  said  company  or  their  agents 
to  enter  upon  any  lands  or  tenements  lying  on  or  contiguous  to  said 
rail  road,  and  take  and  use  any  timber,  stone,  gravel,  or  other  materials 
necessary  for  constructing  said  rail  road :  Provided^  however^  That  the 
said  corporation  shall  pay  a  fair  price  or  compensation  for  all  such  tim- 
ber, stone,  gravel  or  other  materials  (except  those  procured  on  said  rail 
road  line;)  incase  the  parties  cannot  agree  upon  the  price  of  such  mate- 
rials either  party  may  apply  in  person  or  in  writing  to  any  judge  of  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  vyhich  said  materials  are,  who  &hall 
thereupon  issue  his  warrant  to  three  disinterested  persons  who  possess 
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thd  qualifications  of  ao  elector,  requiring  them  to  meet  on  the  ground 
where  such  materials  are  at  a  certain  time  of  a  day  therein  mentioned, 
not  longer  than  one  ^eck  from  the  date  of  such  warrant,  which  warrant 
either  party  so  applying  oi*  their  agent  may  serve;  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  persons  so  summoned  to  attend  at  the  time  and  place  specified  in 
d'aid  warrant,  and  after  taking  an  oath  or  affirmation  well  and  truly  to  ap- 
praise and  value  such  materials  or  damages  as  is  or  will  be  used  or  dam- 
age occasioned  by  said  company  or  their  agents,  and  give  to  each  party 
a  statement  in  writing  signed  by  them  or  a  majority  of  them,  of  the 
awards  they  shall  make,  containing  a  description  of  the  materials  so  ap- 
praised, to  be  recorded  by  the  said  company  or  corporation  in  the  com- 
missioners office  of  said  county:  Provided^  That  either  of  the  parties 
shall  have  the  power  of  appealing  from  the  decision  of  the  appraisers  to 
the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county,  at  any  time  within  thirty 
days  after  the  appraisers  have  made  their  returns  as  aforesaid;  and  the 
couit  shall  proceed  thereon  as  in  cases  of  appeals  for  damages  in  con- 
structing and  laying  out  Stale  roads;  any  two  of  said  commissioners  or 
appraisers  shall  be  a  quorum  to  appraise  such  materials  if  they  can  agree 
on  the  price  thereof,  and  in  case  of  a  disagreement  in  the  value  thereof 
they  are  hereby  authorized  to  call  on  a  third  person  having  the  qualifi* 
cations  aforesaid  as  an  umpire  to  fill  the  vacancy  occasioned  by  the  non- 
attendance  of  any  one  of  said  appraisers:  And  provided  furAer^  That 
the  same  rules  shall  be  observed  in  assessing  damages  for  the  use  and 
occupancy  of  land  as  are  prescribed  for  taking  materials,  except  that  in 
the  use  and  occupancy  of  lands,  advantages  that  may  accrue  to  the 
owner  shall  be  allowed  to  offset. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  determine  the 
width  (nrhich  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  feet)  and  dimensions  of  said 
rail  road,  and  whether  it  shall  be  a  single  or  double  track,  to  regulate 
the  time  and  manner  in  which  passengers  and  property  shall  be  trans- 
ported thereon,  and  the  manner  of  collecting  tolls  for  the  same;  they 
fiihall  also  have  power  to  construct  said  rait  road  across  any  road,  high- 
way, stream  ot  water,  or  water  course,  if  the  same  shall  be  necessary, 
but  the  said  corporation  shall  restore  such  road,  highway,  stream  of 
water,  or  water  course  so  intersected  to  its  former  state,  or  in  a  suffi- 
cient manner  not  to  impair  its  usefulness  or  value  to  the  owner  or  the 
public. 

Sec.  9.  When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any 
individual  with  said  rail  road,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporation  to 
provide  for  such  individual  proper  wagon  ways  across  said  rail  road  from 
one  part  of  his  land  to  another  without  delay;  and  if  said  corporation 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  provide  proper  wagon  ways  across  said  road  as 
aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  injured  thereby  to  sue  said 
company,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  such  damages  as  a  jury  may  think  him 
or  her  entitled  to  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  said  company; 
and  moreover  be  permitted  to  pass  over  said  rail  road  with  impunity  un- 
til such  wagon  way  be  provided  as  aforesaid. 

Sec.  10.  Any  other  rail  road  now  or  hereafter  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  state,  may  join  and  connect  said  road  with  the  rail  road  here- 
by contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same  under  the  rules  and  reg«. 
ulations  of  said  Findley  rail  road  company  as  to  the  construction  and 
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ipeed  of  said  cars;  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  tiid 
state,  or  to  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  authority  of  this 
state,  to  cross  the  rail  road  hereby  incorporated:  Provided,  That  in  so 
crossing  no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby 
incorporated. 

Sec.  11.  That  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  purchased 
with  the  funds  of  said  company,  and  place  on  any  rail  road  constructed 
by  them  under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles,  or  carriages  of 
any  description  necessary,  or  that  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  purpose 
of  transportation  on  said  road;  and  they  shall  have  power  to  charge  for 
tolls  upon,  and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  produce,  merchan* 
dize  or  property  of  any  description  whatever,  any  sum  not  exceeding 
the  following  rates:  On  all  goods,  merchandize,  or  property,  a  sum  not 
exceeding  four  cents  per  mile,  per  ton,  and  two  cents  per  mile  for  pas- 
sengers, for  tolls;  and  for  transportation  a  sum  not  exceeding  eight  cents 
f)er  mile  per  ton,  for  merchandize,  and  five  cents  per  mile  for  produce, 
umber,  stone,  &:c.,  and  four  cents  per  mile  for  each  passenger;  and  it 
shall  be  lawful  for  any  other  company,  or  any  other  person  or  persons 
whatsoever,  paying  the  tolls  aforesaid  and  complying  with  the  regular 
(ions  of  said  company,  with  suitable  carriages  to  transport  any  persons, 
merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description  whatsoever,  along  said  road^ 
or  any  part  thereof;  and  the  said  road,  with  all  their  works,  improve- 
ments and  profits,  and  all  machinery  on  said  road  for  transportation  are 
hereby  vested  in  said  company  incorporated  by  this  act,  and  their  sucr 
pessors  forever;  and  the  shares  of  said  company  shall  be  deemed  and 
considered  personal  property,  transferrable  by  assignment,  agreeably  to 
the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

Sec.  12.  At  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  thq 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  ofBce  foF 
the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  affair^ 
of  said  company,  and  the  directors  shall  annually  or  semi-annually,  de- 
clare a.nd  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper  of  the  nett  pro- 
fits arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the  necessary 
current  and  probable  contingent  expenses,  and  they  shall  divide  the  sum 
^mong  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  in  proper  proportion  to  their 
respective  shares. 

Sec.  13.  .Every  president,  director,  treasurer  or  clerk  of  said  company 
before  he  acts  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  well 
and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill 
and  judgment;  and  the  appraisers  authorized  by  this  act,  before  they 
proceed  to  estimate  damages,  shall  severally  take  an  oath  or  affirmation 
faithfully,  impartially,  and  honestly  to  discharge  their  duty;  and  said  ap- 

f)raisers  shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive  from  said  corporation  one  dol- 
ar  per  day  for  each  day  necessarily  employed. 

Sec.  14.  That  said  company  shall  be  held  liable  in  their  corporate  capa? 
city  in  all  their  capital  stock  and  effects,  for  all  the  debts  due  and  owing 
by  said  company;  and  if  the  effects  of  said  company  when  exhausted 
become  insufficient  to  satisfy  all  demands,  then  the  individual  stockholdr 
ers  shall  be  held  individually  liable  for  the  unsatisfied  claims  against  said 
.company,  in  proportion  to  the  stock  held  by  them  respectively;  nor 
f^all  the  debts  of  said  corporation  at  any  time  exceed  the  amount  of 
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capital  stock  subscribed;  and  if  at  any  time  the  company  shall  incur 
debts  to  a  greater  amount  than  the  capital  stock  subscribed,  in  that  case 
the  directors  assenting  thereto  shall  be  held  liable  in  their  individual  ca- 
pacities for  the  payment  of  such  excess  after  the  corporate  property 
shall  have  been  exhausted,  and  the  stock  of  said  company  shall  in  ail 
cases  be  considered  personal  property. 

Sec.  15.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully  by  any  means  whatever  injure, 
impair,  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  rail  road  constructed  by  said  compa- 
ny under  this  act^  or  any  of  the  necessary  works  or  building:^,  cars  or 
machinery  of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons  oiTending  shall,  each 
of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  company  three 
times  the  amount  of  damages,  which  may  be  recovered  in  the  name  of 
the  company  by  an  action  of  debt  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  hav- 
ing cognizance  thereof,  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  indictment  in  the 
court  of  common  pleas  in  the  county  in  which  such  offence  was  commit- 
ted)  and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  doliars,  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  days  in 
the  jail  of  said  county. 

Sec.  16.  Whenever  the  dividends  of  said  company  ^hall  amount  to 
a  sum  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum  upon  the  cost  of  said  rail  road, 
and  the  necessary  expenses  of  the  same,  the  legislature  of  this  state  may 
impose  such  reasonable  taxes  on  the  amount  of  such  dividends  as  may 
be  received  from  other  rail  road  companies. 

Sec.  17.  That  if  said  company  shall  not  construct  and  complete 
4(aid  road  within  ten  years  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  then 
'fin^  in  that  case  this  act  shall  be  null  and  void. 

Sec.  18.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be 
so  construed  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere. 

Sec.  19.  That  any  future  legislature  have  the  right  to  alter,  amend 
jor  repeal  this  act.:  Provided^  Such  alteration,  repeal  or  amendment,  shall 
not  affect  the  right  or  title  to  any  property  acquired  under  the  provisions 
pf  this  act.

AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  town  of  Rocheeter  in  the  county  of  Coshocton. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
•o  much  of  the  township  of  Tiverton,  in  the  county  of  Coshocton,  as  is 
jgoicluded  within  the  limits  of  a  certain  forty  acre  tract  of  land,  being  one 
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hundred  and  sixty  rods  in  length  on  the  east  and  west  lines,  siicty-fouf 
rods  on  the  north,  and  sixteen  rods  on  the  south ;  being  parts  of  lots  Nos. 
39  and  40,  part  of  the  third  quarter  of  the  seventh  township  in  the  ninth 
range,  United  States  military  land,  including  the  original  town  plat  of 
Rpchcster,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate  by  the 
Dame  of  the  town  of  Rochester. 

Sec.  2.  That  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  said  corporation 
it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  thereof,  having  the^qual-' 
ifications  of  electors  of  members  of  the  gejieral  assembly,  to  meet  at 
some  convenient  place  in  said  town  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April  next^ 
and  at  that  time  annually  thereafter  at  such  place  m  said  town  as  the 
town  council  may  direct,  and  then  and  there  proceed  by  ballot  to  elect 
one  mayor,  one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  being  householders  of  said 
corporation,  and  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  as  aforesaid,  wha 
shall  hold  their  offices  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected 
and  qualified;  and  such  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  being  so  elected 
and  qualified,  shall  constitute  the  town  council  of  said  town,  any  five  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  tlie  transaction  of  business  pertain- 
ing to  their  duties. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  there  shall 
be  chosen  viva  voce  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk  of 
said  election,  who  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections', 
the  trustees  or  any  two  of  them  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder,  or  in 
his  absence  some  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  judges,  shall  be  clerk; 
the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  eleven  o^clock  in 
the  forenoon,  and  close  at  four  o^clock  in  the  afternoon  of  said  day;  and 
at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  a  true  statement 
thereof  proclaimed  to  the  voters  present  by  one  of  the  judges;  and  the 
clerk  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof,  and  within  five  days  thereafter 
he  shall  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected  of  their  election;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  town  council  at  least  ten  days  before  each  and 
every  election,  to  give  notice  of  the  same,  by  setting  up  advertisements 
at  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  Each  member  of  said  town  council  before  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  his  office,  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  con- 
stitution x)f  the  United  States  and  the  constitution  of  this  state,  and  also 
an  oath  of  office. 

Sec.  5.  The  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be,  and 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  perpetual  succes* 
sion,  to  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  town 
of  Rochester;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law,  by  their  corporate  name 
aforesaid,  to  acquire  property,  real,  personal  and  mixed,  for  the  use  of 
said  town,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same  at  pleasure;  they  may 
have  a  common  seal  which  they  may  break,  alter,  or  renew  at  pleasure; 
they  may  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  de- 
fended in  all  manner  of  actions,  and  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity;  and 
when  any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  said  corporation,  the  first 
process  shall  be  served  by  an  attested  copy  thereof  left  with  the  recor- 
der, or  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  at  least  five  days  previous  to  the 
return  day  of  such  process. 
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Sec.  6»  The  mayor,  and  in  his  absence  the  recorder,  shall  preside  at 
all  meetings  of  the  town  council;  and  the  recorder  shall  attend  all  meet- 
ings of  the  town  c«*uncil,  and  make  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of  all  their 
proceed ings«  and  of  the  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances  made  or  passed  by 
the  common  council  aforesaid;  and  the  same  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  but  in  case  of  the  absence 
or  inabilit]^  of  the  recorder,  the  trustees  may  appoint  one  of  their  own 
body  clerk  pro  tern. 

Sec.  7.  The  town  council  shall  hare  power  to  fil!  all  vacancies  which 
may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders  who  are  qualified  elec- 
tors of  said  town;  who  shall  hold  their  appointment  until  the  next  an* 
nual  election,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified; 
and  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor  and  recorder  from  any  meeting  of  the 
town  council,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any  two  of  their 
number  to  jperform  tlie  duties  of  mayor  and  recorder  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain  and 
establish  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  government 
of  said  town,  and  the  same  to  alter,  amend  or  repeal  at  pleasure;  tJ  pro* 
vide  in  such  by-laws  for  the  appointment  or  efection  of  a  treasurer, 
town  marshal,  and  all  the  subordinate  officers  which  they  may  think  ne- 
cessary for  the  good  government  and  well  being  of  said  town;  to  pre- 
scribe their  duties,  and  determine  the  period  of  their  appointment,  and 
the  fees  which  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  their  respective  ser- 
vices, where  the  same  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  ibis  act,  and  to 
require  of  them  to  take  an  oath  of  office  previous -to  entering  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices;  and  may  further  require  of  them  a 
bond  with  security,  conditioned  for  the  faithrul  performance  of  their  re- 
spective offices;  the  town  council  shall  also  have  power  to  fix  to  the 
violation  of  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation  such  reason- 
able fines  and  penalties  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  enrorce  obedience 
to  the  same,  and  provide  for  the  disposition  and  appropriation  of  such 
fines  and  penalties:  Provided,  That  no  by-law  or  ordinance  of  said  cor- 
poration shall  take  effect  or  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been 
posted  up  at  least  ten  days  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  within  said 
corporation;  and  the  certificate  of  the  recorder  entered  upon  the  records 
of  said  town  council  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  sufficient  evidence 
of  such  publication. 

Sec.  9.  The  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  each  and  every 
year^  cause  to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts  and 
expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

Sec.  to.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and  improve 
the  streets  and  allevs,  and  determine  the  width  of  the  side  walks  in  said 
town,  to  regulate  the  public  grounds,  to  erect  a  market  house  and  regu- 
late the  markets,  to  remove  all  nuisances  and  obstructions  from  the 
streets  and  commons  of  said  town;  and  to  do  all  things  which  similar 
corporations  have  powir  to  do,  in  order  to  provide  for  and  secure  healthf 
cleanliness,  and  good  order  in  said  town. 

Sec.  1 1.  For  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  enabling  the  said  town 
council  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  iiereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  assess  a  tax  for  corporation  purposes, 
within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  this

state,  for  state  and  county  purposes,  so  that  said  tax  shall  not  in  anyone 
year  exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation,  as  the  same  may  be 
found  valued  on  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  Coshocton  county  at  tiie 
time  of  assessing  said  tax;  the  town  council  shall  also  have  povrer,  if 
authorized  to  do  so  by  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  in  said  town  at  any 
meeting  called  for  that  purpose,  to  levy  an  additional  tax,  as  above  spe- 
cified, sufficient  to  organize  and  establish  a  fire  company,  and  purchase 
an  engine,  hose,  and  other  necessary  apparatus  for  the  extinguishment 
of  fires  in  said  town;  public  notice  of  which  meeting  and  the  object 
thereof  shall  be  given,  by  posting  up  a  written  or  printed  notice  thereof 
in  at  least  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  corporation,  ten  days 
before  the  time  of  such  meeting. 

Sec.  1 :?.  When  any  tax  is  levied,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder 
to  make  out  a  duplicate  of  the  taxes,  charging  each  individual  owning 
property  in  said  corporation  with  the  amount  assessed  on  each  item  of 
property  as  found  on  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  Coshocton  county,  which 
ddplicate  shall  be  certified  by  the  mayor  and  recorder,  and  one  copy 
thereof  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  marshal,  or  such  other  person 
as  shall  be  appomted  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  said  tax 
in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  regulations  as  the  several  coun- 
ty treasurers  are  required  by  law  to  collect  state  and  county  taxes;  aod 
the  said  marshal,  or  such  other  person  as  may  be  appointed  collector, 
shall  immediately  after  collecting  said  tax  pay  the  same  over  to  the 
treasurer  of  said  corporation,  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  the  said 
marshal,  or  other  collector,  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both  real 
and  personal  property  for  the  non-payment  of  the  corporation  taxes  as 
is  given  by  law  to  the  county  treasurer;  and  when  necessary  the  re- 
corder shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  rea}  estate  gold  in  the  same 
manner  that  county  auditors  are  by  law  entitled  to  do  for  lands  sold  by 
the  county  treasurer,^  and  the  marshal,  or  other  collector,  shall  receive 
for  his  fees  such  sum  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six 
per  centum  on  all  moneys  so  by  him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasu- 
rer on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  1 3.  For  the  purpose  of  more  effectually  preserving  the  peace 
and  good  order  of  said  corporation,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  town  coun- 
cil to  grant  a  license  to  or  prohibit  shows  or  exhibitions  within  the  cor- 
porate limits  of  said  town,  and  regulate  the  same  as  they  may  deem 
proper:  and  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures,  which  may  be  incurred 
for  a  violation  of  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  shall  be  recov- 
ered by  action  of  debt  brought  before  the  mayor  in  the  name  of  the  town 
of  Rochester,  and  when  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer  of  said  corporation,  and  expended  under  the  direction  of  said 
town  council  in  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  side  walks  of  said 
corporation,  or  such  other  improvements  as  may  conduce  to  the  conve- 
nience and  prosperity  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  corporation:  Provided^ 
That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  give  the  said  corpo- 
ration any  authority  or  jurisdiction  over  taverns  licensed  by  the  courts 
of  common  picas  of  the  proper  county. 

Sec.  14.  The  mayor  of  said  town  shall  be  a  conservator  of  tbe 
peace  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  ordinary  powcrsof  a  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  limits  of  said 
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corporation,  id  all  matters  civil  or  criminal  arising  under  the  laws  of  this 
state;  he  &ha1I  give  bond  and  security  as  required  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
except  that  said  bond  shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Roches* 
ter,  and  appeals  may  be  taken  from  his  judgment  in  all  civil  cases  and 
in  all  penal  cases,  arising  under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town  to 
the  court  of  common  pleas  for  the  county  of  Coshocton,  in  the  same  man« 
ner  and  within  the  same  time  as  appeals  are  or  may  be  taken  and  per- 
fected,  in  ordinary  cases  before  justices  of  the  peace;  said  mayor  shall 
keep  a  docket,  and  a  fair  and  true  record  of  his  proceedings,  judgments 
and  executions  in  all  cases  which  may  come  before  him;  and  he  shall 
be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  are  allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace  for 
similar  services. 

Sec.  15.  The  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of  said 
town;  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  therein  as  constables  have  by 
law  in  their  respective  townships,  and  his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases 
shall  be  co-extensive  with  the  county;  he  shall  execute  all  process  issued 
by  (he  mayor,  and  receive  the  same  fees  that  constables  are  allowed  in 
similar  cases,  for  like  services. 

Sec.  16.  Said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of  the 
county  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  impri- 
sonment under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation;  and  such 
person  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county,  as  in  other 
cases. 

Sec.  17.  The  mayor,  recorder,  trustees,  or  other  officers  of  said  cor- 
poration shall,  on  demand,  deliver  to  their  successors  in  office,  all  such 
books,  papers,  and  property  as  appertain  in  any  wise  to  said  corporation.

AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  town  of  Royalton  in  Fairfield  county. 

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Asseinbly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Amanda,  in  the  county  of  Fairfield,  as  is  in- 
cluded in  the  original  recorded  plat  of  in  and  out  lots  of  the  town  of 
Royalton,  together  with  all  additions  to  said  town  that  have  been  or 
may  hereafter  be  laid  out  and  recorded,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby 
created  a  town  corporate^  and  shall  be  known  by  the  name  of  the  town 
of  Royalton. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  white  male  inhabitants  of  said  town 
having  the  qualifications  of  electors  of  members  of  the  general  assem* 
bly,  to  meet  in  said  town  on  the  second  Monday  of  April  next,  and  on 
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the  second  Monday  in  April  annually  thereafter,  and  then  and  there 
proceed  by  a  plurality  of  votes  to  elect  by  ballot  a  mayor,  recorder, 
treasurer,  marshal,  and  five  trustees,  v^ho  shall  have  the  qualifications 
of  electors  in  said  town,  and  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until 
their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  and  said  mayor,  recorder 
and  trustees  shall  constitute  the  town  council,  a  majority  of  whom  shall 
be  a  quorum:  Provided^  That  a  failure  to  elect  as  aforesaid  on  the 
second  Monday  of  April  shall  not  work  a  forfeiture  of  charter. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act,  there  shall 
be  chosen  viva  voce  by  the  electors  present,  three  judges  and  a  clerk  of 
said  election,  who  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  discharge 
the  duties  required  of  thepi  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections, 
the  trustees  oi:  any  three  of  them  shall  be  judges,  and  the  recorder,  or  in 
his  absence  some  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  judges,  shall  be  clerk; 
the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  ten  and  eleven  o'clock 
A.  M.,  and  close  at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  of  said  day;  and  at 
the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted,  and  the  result  pro* 
claimed  by  one  of  the  judges  to  the  voters  present,  and  the  clerk  shall 
make  a  true  record  thereof,  and  the  recorder  shall  within  five  days 
thereafter  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected  of  their  election;  all  coq« 
tests  of  elections  to  be  tried  as  contests  of  elections  of  justices  of  the 
peace  are  tried,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  town  council  at  least 
ten  days  before  every  annual  election,  to  give  notice  of  the  same, 
by  setting  up  advertisements  in  at  least  three  of  the  most  public  places 
in  said  town. 

Sec.  4.  That  m  case  of  the  absence  of  the  mayor,  the  recorder  shall 
preside,  and  shall  also  attend  all  meetings  of  the  town  council  and  make 
a  true  and  accurate  record  of  all  their  proceedings. 

Sec.  5.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  which 
may  happen  in  their  own  body  or  in  the  offices  of  marshal  or  treasurer 
from  the  qualified  electors  in  said  town;  and  the  officers  so  appointed 
shall  hold  their  offices  until  the  next  annual  election,  and  until  their  sue* 
cessors  are  elected  and  qualified;  and  in  the  absence  of  the  mayor  or 
recorder  from  any  meetings  of  the  town  council,  the  trustees  shall  have 
power  to  appoint  any  one  of  their  own  number  to  perform  the  duties  of 
such  absentee  for  the  time  being. 

Sec.  6.  The  mayor,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  with  perpetual  succession,  to  be  known  by 
the  name  of  the  town  council  of  Royalton;  and  shall  be  capable  in  law, 
by  their  corporate  name,  to  acquire  property  of  all  kinds  for  the  use  of 
said  town,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same;  they  may  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  manner  of 
actions  in  all  manner  of  courts  of  judicature  in  this  state;  and  when  any 
suit  shall  be  commenced  against  the  corporation,  an  attested  copy  of  the 
summons  shall  be  left  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his  place  of  residence,  ten 
days  before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  7.  The  mayor,  marshal,  and  treasurer  shall,  before  entering  on 
the  duties  of  their  respective  offices,  each  give  bonds  to  the  state  of  Ohio 
for  the  use  of  said  corporation  with  two  good  and  sufficient  securities 
acceptable  to  the  trustees,  which  bonds  when  accepted  shall  be  lod^d 
^th  the  recorder;  and  the  said  mayor,  recorder,  marshal,  and  trustees 
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tnd  treasurer,  shall  within  ten  days  after  their  election  take  an  oath  or 
affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  con* 
stitution  of  this  state,  also  an  oath  of  office,  and  any  person  elected  to 
any  of  the  aforesaid  oflices  and  failing  so  to  qualify  shall  be  deemed  as 
having  resigned  his  office,  and  shall  moreover  pay  into  the  treasury  of 
th^  corporation  two  dollars  each:  Provided,  That  no  person  sliali  be 
donrlpelled  to  serve  in  the  same  office  two  years  in  succession. 

Sec.  8.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  make  and  establish 
by-laws,  regulations  and  ordinances  for  the  government  of  said  town, 
and  alter  and  repeal  the  same  at  pleasure;  to  prescribe  the  duties  and 
compensation  of  such  subordinate  officers  as  they  may  deem  proper  to 
appoint  and  remove  the  same  at  pleasure,  to  fix  reasonable  fines  and 
penalties  for  any  violation  of  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corpora* 
tioD,  and  provide  for  the  collection  and  disposition  of  the  same:  Provu 
dedf  That  no  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules  or  regulations  shall  take  effisct 
until  the  same  shall  have  been  published  ten  days  by  posting  up  a  copy 
of  the  same  in  at  least  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town,  unless 
in  the  case  of  emergency  when  the  health  or  safety  of  the  town  would  be 
Endangered  by  such  delay,  in  which  case  they  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  their  passage. 

Sec.  9.  The  town  council  shall,  at  the  expiration  of  every  year, 
cause  to  be  made  out  a  statement  of  the  receipts  add  expenditures  of  the 
preceding  year,  one  copy  of  which  shall  be  posted  up  as  aforesaid* 

Sec.  10.  Said  town  council  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and  improve 
all  streets,  alleys,  and  public  grounds  in  said  town,  to  mnke,  regulate 
and  improve  the  side  walks,  drains,  or  sewers,  to  remove  nuisances  and 
to  build  and  regulate  a  market;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  license  or 
prohibit  such  shows  or  exhibitions  as  are  not  prohibited  by  the  laws  of 
this  state;  they  shall  have  power  to  audit  and  settle  all  accounts  of  the 
eor|5oration,  appropriate  and  draw  out  all  moneys  irom  the  treasury,  and 
in  fine,  to  do  all  things  which  similar  corporations  have  power  to  do^ 
to  promote  the  health,  safety,  cleanliness,  good  order,  sobriety,  and  mo« 
rality  of  said  town. 

S^c.  II.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  levy  and  collect  a 
tax  on  all  the  real  and  personal  property  subject  on  the  grand  levy  to 
taxation  within  the  limits  of  the  corporation,  on  the  appraisement  made 
and  returned  on  the  grand  levy:  Provided,  That  said  tax  so  levied  by 
the  said  town  council  shall  not  in  any  one  year  exceed  one-half  of  one 
per  centum  on  the  aggregate  amount  of  all  such  taxable  property  with- 
in the  limits  of  the  corporation,  and  the  said  town  council  shall  annually 
between  the  first  Sistturday  in  May  and  the  first  Monday  in  July,  deter- 
mine the  amount  of  tax  to  be  assessed  and  collected,  the  current  year* 

Sec.  1 2.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder  of  the  corporation  to 
make  out  duplicates  of  taxes,  charging  each  individual  with  an  amount 
of  taxes  in  proportion  to  the  aggregate  amount  of  taxable  property  be* 
longing  to  such  individual  within  the  corporation,  as  the  same  appears  on 
the  books  of  the  auditor  of  the  countv,  and  when  the  said  recorder  shall 
have  made  out  such  duplicates  «is  aforesaid,  he  shall  deliver  one  of  such 
duplicates  to  the  marshal  of  said  town,  or  such  other  person  as  may  bo 
appointed  collector,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  proceed  to  collect  the  taxp 
es  charged  thereon  in  the  same  manner,  and  under  the  same  regulations 
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as  are  provided  by  law  for  the  collection  of  state  and  county  taxes,  and 
the  said  collector  immediately  after  collecting  said  taxes,  shall  pay  the 
same  to  the  treasurer  and  take  bis  receipt  therefor;  and  the  said  collec- 
tor shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both  real  and  personal  property  as 
19  given  by  law  to  county  treasurers,  and  when  necessary  the  recorder 
shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate  so  sold,  in  the  same  man- 
ner that  county  auditors  are  by  law  empowered  to  do  for  land  sold  by 
county  treasurers;  and  the  marshal  or  collector  shall  receive  such  fees 
for  his  services  as  the  town  council  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per 
centum  on  all  moneys  so  by  him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer 
on  the  order  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  13.  The  mayor  of  said  town  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the 
peace  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  therein  all  the 
powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  in  all  matters  either 
civil  or  criminal,  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  state;  he  shall  perform 
all  the  duties  enjoined  upon  him  by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  the  cor- 

E oration;  and  appeals  may  be  taken  from  his  decisions  in  all  cases  where 
y  law  appeals  are  allowed  from  the  decisions  of  justices  of  the  peace, 
and  in  the  same  manner. 

Sec.  14.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  marshal  to  execute  and  return 
all  process  directed  to  him  by  the  mayor;  and  when  necessary  in  crim- 
inal cases,  or  for  a  violation  of  any  law  or  ordinance  of  said  corporation, 
he  nmy  serve  the  same  in  any  part  of  Fairfield  county.  It  shall  be  his 
duty  to  suppress  all  riots,  disturbances,  and  breaches  of  the  peace,  to 
apprehend  all  disorderly  persons  in  said  town,  and  to  pursue  and  arrest 
any  person  fleeing  from  justice  in  any  part  of  the  stale  of  Ohio;  to  ap- 
prebend  any  person  in  the  act  of  committing  any  offence  against  the 
laws  of  the  state,  or  laws  or  ordinances  of  the  town,  and  forthwitli  to 
bring  such  person  or  persons  before  competent  authority  for  examina* 
tion,  and  to  do.and  perform  all  such  acts  and  duties  as  may  lawfully  be 
enjoined  on  him  by  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town;  and  he  shall 
receive  for  his  services  such  fees  as  are  allowed  to  constables  in  like 
cases. 

Sec.  15.  The  mayor  shall  receive  for  his  services  such  fees  as  are 
allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  services  in  like  cases.  The 
recorder  shall  receive  such  fees  for  his  services  as  shall  be  fixed  by  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation.  The  treasurer  shall  receive 
any  sum  not  exceeding  three  per  centum  on  all  moneys  by  him  received 
and  paid  out. 

Sec.  16.  In  case  no  election  shall  be  held  on  the  second  Monday  of 
April  next,  as  before  provided,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  five  electors  of 
said  [town]  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  electors  by  giving  ten  days  notice, 
by  posting  up  advertisements  in  three  of  the  most  public  places  therein , 
which  advertisement  shall  state  the  time,  place,  and  object  of  the  meet*

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  ihe  State  of  Ohio,  Tha^ 
the  township  of  Day  ton,  in  the  county  of  Montgomery,  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  divided  into  two  election  districts,  as  follows:  Tlie  line  dirW 
ding  the  same  shall  begin  at  a  point  on  the  county  line  dividing  the 
counties  of  Montgomery  and  Greene,  where  the  Dayton  and  Springfield 
turnpike  road  crosses  said  county  line;  thence  with  said  turnpike  road 
to  the  east  end  of  Third-street  in  the  town  o£  Dayton;  thence  with  said 
Third-street  and  the  state  road  running  from  Dayton,  through  6reen<> 
castle,  to  Eaton,  in  the  county  of  Preble,  to  the  west  line  of  Dayton 
township;  and  the  territory  north  of  said  dividing  line  shall  compose  the 
north  election  district  of  the  township  of  Dayton;  and  the  territory  south 
of  said  dividing  line  shall  compose  the  south  election  district  of  the  town* 
ship  of  Dayton;  and  the  places  of  holding  elections  in  the  said  districts 
shall  be  fixed  by  the  trustees  of  the  township  of  Dayton  within  the  cor* 
porate  limits  of  the  said  town. 

Sec.  2.  The  elections  in  each  of  said  districts  to  be  held  on  the 
second  Tuesday  of  October  annually,  shall  be  conducted  by  three  judges 
and  two  clerks  as  in  other  election  districts  composed  of  townships; 
the  trustees  and  clerk  of  said  township,  acting  in  the  capacity  of  judg^

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and  clerk  io  the  election  district  in  which  they  respectively  reside,  and 
others,  to  make  up  the  competent  number  of  judges,  haring  the  ^ualifr 
cations  for  electors,  shall  be  chosen  by  the  electors  of  the  district  in  the 
same  manner  as  is  or  may  be  provided  by  law  for  the  election  of  judges, 
when  the  trustees  of  a  township  do  not  attend,  or  are  incompetent  to 
act;  and  the  judges  shall  appoint  a  clerk  or  clerks  as  the  case  requires, 
all  of  whom,  not  being  trustees  or  clerk  of  the  township,  shall  be  sworn 
faithfully  to  discharge  their  respective  duties. 

Sec.  3.  The  elections  held  in  said  districts  on  the  second  Tuesday 
of  October  annually,  shall  in  all  respects  be  conducted,  and  the  returns 
thereof  made,  agreeably  to  the  laws  of  this  state  regulating  such  elec- 
tions and  prescribing  the  manner  of  conducting  the  same  in  the  township 
composing  election  districts;  and  the  judges,  clerks  and  other  officers 
shall  receive  the  same  fees  as  are  or  may  be  provided  by  law  for  like 
services  in  other  election  districts;  and  the  judges,  clerks,  electors,  and 
all  others,  shall  be  governed  by  the  provisions  and  subject  to  the  penal- 
ties which  are  or  may  be  prescribed  by  the  laws  of  this  state  regulating 
elections  to  be  held  in  the  several  townships  on  the  second  Tuesday  of 
October  annually.

For  the  support  and  better  reguUUon  of  the  public  schools  hi  the  town  of 

Zanesville. 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  of  the  town  of  Zanesville,  on 
or  before  the  first  day  of  April  next,  to  hold  an  election  at  the  court 
house  in  said  town,  for  the  election  by  ballot  of  six  school  directors  for 
said  town,  to  serve  as  follows:  Two  to  serve  until  the  third  Tuesday 
in  September,  1839,  two  to  serve  until  the  third  Tuesday  in  September, 
1840,  and  two  to  serve  until  the  third  Tuesday  in  September,  1841 ;  and 
annually  afterwards  on  the  third  Tuesday  in  September,  two  directors 
as  aforesaid  shall  be  elected  to  serve  for  the  period  of  three  years,  and 
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until  their  successors  nre  elected  and  qualified;  the  council  giving  by 
public  advertisement  fifteen  days  notice  of  the  time  of  holding  such  elec- 
tions, and  the  vacancies  to  be  filled;  all  vacancies  by  death,  resignation, 
or  otherwise,  to  be  filled  by  appointment  of  the  council;  the  person  so 
appointed  holding  his  office  until  the  next  annual  election,  vrhen  the  va- 
cancy shall  be  filled  by  election:  Provided,  that  none  but  freeholders, 
householders,  and  heads  of  families  shall  vote. 

Sec.  2,  Within  ten  days  after  the  first  election  of  directors,  they 
shall  meet  and  organize  by  chosing  of  their  number  a  president,  a  secre- 
tary, and  a  treasurer;  and  the  said  director  so  chosen  treasurer  as  afore- 
said, before  entering  on  the  duties  of  his  said  office,  shall  give  bond  and 
security,  to  be  approved  by  the  town  council,  and  filed  in  the  office  of 
the  recorder  of  said  town,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  disbursement  of 
all  moneys  that  shall  come  into  his  hands  as  such  treasurer;  which  bond 
shall  be  made  payable  to  the  state  of  Ohio;  and  when  such  bond  shall  be 
forfeited, it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  council  to  sue  and  collect  the  same  for 
the  use  of  the  public  schools  in  said  town;  and  the  said  directors  so  or- 
ganized and  qualified,  and  their  successors  in  office,  shall  be  a  body  pol- 
itic and  corporate  in  law  by  the  name  of  the  Board  of  Education  of  the 
town  of  Zanesville;  and  as  such  and  by  said  name  shall  be  authorized  to 
receive  all  moneys  accruing  to  said  town  or  any  part  thereof  for  school 
purposes^  (the  Mclntire  fund  excepted,)  the  moneys  so  received  to  form 
a  common  fund  for  school  purposes;  and  the  board  shall  be  capable  of 
contracting  and  being  contracted  with,  suing  and  being  eued,  pleading 
and  being  impleaded,  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this  state;  and  be 
capable  of  receiving  any  giA,  grant,  donation,  or  devise,  made  to  and 
for  the  use  of  the  public  schools  of  said  town;  said  board  shall  by  reso* 
liition  direct  the  payment  of  all  moneys  that  shall  come  into  the  hands  of 
vaid  treasurer;  and  no  money  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  treasury,  except 
HI  pursuance  of  such  resolution,  and  on  the  order  of  the  president,  coun- 
tersigned by  the  secretary. 

Sec  3*  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  board,  on  or  before  the  first 
day  of  May  next,  to  determine  the  location  of  a  site  or  sites  for  a 
school  house  or  school  houses,  having  in  view  the  possibility  of  purchase 
on  reasonable  terms;  and  they  shall  determine  the  number  and  descrip- 
tion of  buildings  necessary  for  school  purposes  in  said  town,  and  report 
the  same  in  writing  to  the  council. 

Sec.  4.  Thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  council,  at  the  expense 
of  said  town^  to  purchase  such  site  or  sites,  and  cause  to  be  erected 
thereon,  under  the  supervision  of  said  board,  such  school  building  or 
buildings  as  may  be  described  in  said  report.  And  for  the  purpose  of 
enabling  said  council  to  meet  the  expense  that  may  be  incurred  by  the 
purchase  of  such  site  or  sites,  and  the  erection  of  such  school  building 
or  buildings  thereon  as  are  already  provided,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said 
council  to  borrow  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  fifteen  thousand 
dollars,  for  a  period  not  exceeding  twenty-five  years,  at  such  rat«  of 
interest  as  the  council  may  think  proper.  And  to  enable  said  town  to 
pay  the  interest,  and  ultimately  to  discharge  the  principal,  the  council 
shall  levy  in  addition  to  the  other  taxes  of  the  town,  such  additional  sum 
per  annum  as  they  niay  deem  necessary  for  that  purpose;  the  same  to 
be  levied  and  collected  as  other  taxes  of  the  town  are  or  may  be;  but  if 
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said  council  shall  fail  to  borrow  such  sum  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
purpose  aforesaid,  then  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said' council  to  levy,  io 
collect  annually  as  aforesaid,  the  swn  of  fifteen  hundred  dollars,  antit 
the  sum  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  such  site  or  sites,  and  the  erec- 
tion thereon  of  such  building  or  buildings  shall  be  fully  raised:  Provi- 
dedj  That  no  tax  to  be  levied  and  coNected  for  the  purposes  aforesaid, 
shall  be  levied  upon  the  property  of  any  black  or  mulato  person. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  board  shall  have  power  to  adjourn  from  time  ta 
lime,  and  to  such  place  in  said  town  as  they  may  think  proper;  that  a 
quorum  shall  be  at  least  four  of  said  board  in  all  cases;  that  special  meet- 
ings of  said  board  may  be  called  by  a  written  notice  signed  by  the  pres- 
ident of  said  board,  or  any  other  two  of  its  members,  left  at  the  residence 
of  each  director;  but  at  no  special  meeting  except  all  the  directors  be 
present,  shall  any  resolution  in  relation  to  sites  for  school  bouses  to  be 
built  thereon,  or  financial  resolution  or  order  be  passed,  unless  three 
days  notice  as  aforesaid  shall  be  given,  nor  then  unless  the  subject  or 
subjects  to  be  acted  upon  be  specified  in  the  notice,  and  a  quorum  of  at 
least  four  members  be  present. 

Sec.  6»  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tbe  board  of  education,  so  soon  as  the 
necessary  building  or  buildings  as  aforesaid  shall  be  erected  sufficient 
for  the  accommodation  of  all  the  white  children  and  youth  of  Zanesville 
who  may  attend  the  same  and  be  between  six  and  twenty  years  of  age 
inclusive,  to  employ  all  necessary  n^le  and  female  teachers,  to  establish 
rulea  and  regulations  for  the  government  of  both  teachers  and  scholars^ 
and  to  enforce  the  same  bj  the  removal  of  those  teachers  and  the  expul- 
sion of  those  scholars  who  may  violate  themj  they  shall  keep  said  school 
or  schools  in  constant  operation  except  during  reasonable  vacations  to 
be  by  them  established;  and  should  the  public  money  be  foand  insuffi- 
cient for  that  purpose,  tbe  deficiency  may  be  raised  at  the  end  of  every 
term  of  said  school  by  a  levy  made  upon  the  parents  and  guardians  of 
the  scholars  who  may  have  attended,  under  such  regulations  as  to  the 
time  of  attendance  as  the  board  may  adopt;  the  teachers  in  said  school 
shall  be  required  to  keep  lists  of  the  names  of  all  scholars  attending  said 
schools,  the  amount  of  the  daily  attendance  of  each,  and  tbe  name  of 
his  parent  or  guardian;  which  lists  they  shall  at  the  expiration  of  every 
term  deliver  to  the  board;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  treasurer  with- 
in ten  days  thereafter,  if  there  be  a  deficiency  of  tbe  public  money,  to 
notify  the  parents  or  guardians  of  the  amount  levied  upon  each;  which 
levy,  if  not  paid  within  ten  days  after  such  notice  given,  shall  be  left  with 
a  proper  omcer  for  collection:  Provided^  That  the  board  shall  have 
power  to  exempt  from  charge  persons  in  their  opinion  not  able  to 
pay,  and  who  may  not  have  the  privilege  of  sending  to  the  Mclntire 
school. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tbe  board  by  its  secretary  and  trea- 
surer, on  or  before  the  first  Friday  in  September  of  each  year,  to  make 
report  in  writing  to  the  town  council  of  all  moneys  received,  how  and 
for  what  purpose  expended,  with  the  proper  vouchers,  and  such  other 
information  in  relation  to  said  schools  as  they  may  deem  important,  and 
also  such  as  may  be  asked  for  by  the  council;  and  the  council  shall  cause 
such  report  to  be  published,  or  so  much  thereof  as  they  may  deem  ne- 
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cettary,  the  report  itseir  being  left  with  the  recorder  o(  the  town,  open 
to  public  inspection. 

Sec.  8.  All  legal  titles  to  property  acquired  under  this  act  except 
as  already  provided,  shall*  be  in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Zanesville;  and 
the  council  with  the  consent  of  the  board  shall  have  power  to  lease  any 
unoccupied  part  thereof,  and  the  building  or  buildings  thereon;  the  rent 
arising  therefrom  to  go  into  the  public  school  fund  of  said  town;  and 
the  council,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the  board,  shall  have  power  to 
sell  and  convey  any  property,  the  title  of  which  shall  as  aforesaid  be 
vested  in  the  town  of  Zanesville,  and  expend  the  money  arising  from 
such  sale  in  other  like  property;  evidence  of  such  consent  by  said 
board,  being  given  by  the  president  and  secretary  acknowledging  the 
same  before  some  person  authorized  to  take  the  acknowledgement 
of  deeds,  and  the  endorsement  thereof  upon  the  deed  of  conveyance. 
fRSec  9.  Until  such  building  or  buildings  as  hereinbefore  provi- 
ded for  shall  be  erected  and  completed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the 
council,  under  the  advice  of  the  board  of  education,  to  rent  suitable 
buildings  for  schools,  and  the  board  shall  conduct  the  schools  as  herein* 
before  provided;  it  shall  also  be  the  doty  of  said  board  to  report  to  the 
council  an  estimate  yearly  of  the  probable  expense  of  repairs,  fuel  and 
furniture  for  said  rented  buildings;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  coun- 
cil to  cause  the  amount  of  such  rent  and  estimated  expense  to  be  levied 
and  collected  with  the  other  taxes  of  the  town;  and  it  shall  also  be  the 
duty  of  the  board  to  report  to  the  council  as  is  already  provided  by 
this  act  in  other  cases,  the  manner  in  which  the  same  has  been  ex* 
pended. 

Sec.  10.  The  board  may  at  any  time  receive  into  the  public  schools 
white  persons  not  entitled  to  the  benefit  of  the  Zanesville  school  fund, 
and  make  such  stipulations  as  to  the  terms  of  their  admission,  as  to  them 
shall  seem  proper;  and  the  trustees  of  Zanesville  township,  by  and  with 
the  consent  of  the  board,  may  engage  the  tuition  of  scholars  not  within 
the  town,  in  the  said  public  schools,  or  may  open  separate  schools,  as  to 
them  shall  seem  proper:  Provided^  That  if  the  trustees  aforesaid  shall 
within  twenty  days  from  the  organization  of  the  board  of  education 
hereby  created,  apply  to  the  said  board  to  cause  the  part  of  the  town- 
ship not  in  the  town  to  be  attached  to  the  town  for  school  purposes, 
then  this  act  shall  with  the  consent  of  the  board  be  co-extensive  in  juris- 
diction with  the  township;  the  whole  township  as  at  present  organized 
bearing  the  expense  and  enjoying  the  benefits  of  the  schools  created 
under  this  law. 

Sec.  11.  The  town  council  shall  immediately  after  the  first 
election  of  directors  as  already  provided,  appoint  three  persons,  to  be 
called  the  board  of  examiners,  to  serve  as  school  examiners  of  said  town, 
all  of  whom  shall  be  citizens  of  Zanesville,  one  to  serve  until  the  first 
Monday  in  August,  1 839,  one  till  the  first  Monday  in  August,  1 840,  and 
one  till  the  first  Monday  of  August,  1 84 1 ;  and  annually  in  the  month  of 
July  they  shall  appoint  one  person  for  examiner,  to  serve  for  three 
years;  and  the  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  such  vacancies  as 
may  occur  in  the  board  by  death,  removal,  or  otherwise;  the  board  of 
examiners,  or  any  two  of  them  acting  together,  shall  examine  such  as 
shall  apply  for  that  purpose,  and  if  they  find  the  applicant  qualified  they

shall  give  him  a  certificate,  naming  the  branches  he  is  qualified  to  teach; 
that  they  have  carefully  inquired  into  his  character  and  believe  it  moral 
and  good;  that  they  believe  him  well  qualified  to  govern  and  teach; 
they  shall  also  in  every  case  where  two  shall  concur,  have  power  to 
annul  any  certificate  previously  given,  and  the  person  holding  the  same 
shall  be  discharged  from  the  public  schools;  they  shall  also  separately 
or  otherwise  visit  said  schools,  observe  the  discipline,  mode  of  instruc- 
tion, progress  of  the  scholars,  and  such  other  circumstances  as  they  may 
deem  oi  interest;  and  semi-annually  at  such  times  as  the  board  of  edu- 
cation shall  appoint;  shall  report  their  proceedings  to  the  town  council 
and  to  the  board  of  education,  with  such  commendations  and  sugges- 
tions of  improvements  as  they  may  think  proper;  the  publication  of 
which  shall  be  in  the  discretion  of  the  town  council. 

Sec.  12.  Annually,  in  the  month  of  October,  public  examinations  of 
all  the  schools  shall  be  held  under  the  direction  of  the  president  of  the 
town,  and  the  board  of  education  and  examiners. 

Sec.  13.  The  board  of  education  shall  annually  at  such  time  as  the 
town  council  shall  require,  make  out  and  present  to  the  council  an  esti- 
mate of  the  probable  expense  for  the  ensuing  year  for  fuel,  furniture^ 
repairs,  &c«,  for  the  school  house  or  houses  in  the  town;  which  sum  the 
council  shall  cause  to  be  raised  by  a  tax  in  addition  to  other  taxes  in 
the  town;  which,  when  collected,  shall  be  paid  over  to  the  treasurer  of 
the  board,  to  be  by  him  accounted  for  annually  to  the  council,  at  the 
tiine  be  makes  the  report  already  provided  for,  but  separate  and  distinct 
therefrom. 

Sec.  14.  So  much  of  the  general  school  law,  passed  March  7,  18SB, 
as  is  inconsistent  with  this  act,  is  hereby  repealed  as  to  the  said  town  of 
Zanesville. 

Sec.  15.  That  any  future  legislature  may  aiter^  amend  or  repeal 
this  act.

AN  ACT 

To  extend  the  time  of  making  payment  by  the  purchasers  of  the  lands  of  the 

Salt  Reservation  in  the  couniy  of  Jackson. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio^  That 
the  time  for  making  payment  by  the  purchasers,  their  assignees  and  legal 
representatives,  of  the  lands  commonly  called  the  lands  of  the  Salt  Reser- 
vation, in  the  county  of  Jackson,  which  have  been  sold  in  conformity 
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to  the  provisions  of  an  act  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  the  Salt  Reservation 
belonging  to  the  state  of  Ohio,  passed  February  7,  1  &26,  be  and  the 
same  n  hereby  extended  to  those  persons  who  purchased  prior  to  the 
4th  day  of  July,  1 836;  and  also  to  such  purchasers  whose  time  of  pay- 
ment has  expired  and  the  lands  not  yet  sold,  for  the  term  of  three  years^ 
in  addition  to  the  time  allowed  the  purchasers  by  law  at  the  time  of 
making  the  respective  purchases:  Provided^  That  the  purchasers,  their 
assignees  and  legal  representatives  shall  pay  to  the  agent  of  the  state, 
on  or  before  the  4th  day  of  July  next,  the  full  amount  of  interest  which 
may  then  be  due  on  any  deferred  payment;  and  shall  also  annually 
thereafter  pay  the  interest  that  may  accrue  on  all  payments  which  have 
or  may  become  due;  Provided,  That  none  of  said  purchasers,  their  as- 
signees or  legal  representatives  who  have  received  the  benefit  of  any 
law  heretofore  passed  extending  the  time  of  making  payment  by  the 
purchasers  of  the  lands  of  said  salt  reservation,  shall  receive  any  privi- 
lege or  benefit  from  this  act. 

Sec.  3.  That  if  any  of  said  purchasers,  their  assignees  or  legal  rep- 
resentatives shall  fail  to  to  pay  the  interest  as  required  by  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  all  the  benefits  and  privileges  intended  by  this  act  to  the 
said  purchasers,  their  assignees  or  legal  representatives  shall  cease  and 
determine.

AN  ACT 

To  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  bridge  in  the  county  of  Clermont. 

Sec  \.  Beitenadedbythe  Oenertd  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohto,  That 
the  county  commissioners  of  Clermont  county  are  hereby  authorized  to 
cause  to  be  constructed  a  bridge  across  the  east  fork  of  the  Little  Miamit 
at  the  town  of  Williamsburffh,  in  said  county. 

Sec.  2.  Said  bridge  shall  have  a  double  track,  and  shall  be  construc- 
ted in  such  manner  as  said  commissioners  shall  direct;  the  contract  or 
contracts  for  its  construction  shall  be  made  by  said  commissioners,  and 
the  work  shall  be  done  under  their  superintendence,  or  some  other  suit- 
able person  or  persons  appointed  by  said  commissioners  for  that  purpose;, 
and  no  money  shall  be  paid  to  the  contractor  or  contractors,  except 
upon  the  certificate  of  said  commissioners  that  work  to  the  amount  of 
twenty-five  per  cent,  more  than  that  amount  has  been  done  according 
to  contract,  until  the  completion  of  the  same. 

Sec.  3.  Said  commissioners  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  any 
sum  of  money  not  exceeding  ten  thousand  dollars,  at  a  rate  of  interest 
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not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum,  which  they  may  deem  necessary 
for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  and  execute  therefor  any  instrument  or  assur- 
ance which  may  be  necessary  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  interest 
thereon,  and  the  principal,  at  such  times  as  may  be  agreed  upon;  and 
said  commissioners  are  also  hereby  authorized  and  required  to  levy  such 
annual  tax,  not  exceeding  a  half  a  mill  on  the  doHar,  on  the  taxable 
property  of  the  county,  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  the  interest  upon 
said  debt,  and  finally  the  principal,  at  such  time  or  times  as  may  be 
specified  in  the  contract:  Provided^  nothing  in  the  foregoing  section 
shall  be  so  construed  as  to  prevent  said  commissioners  from  receiving 
any  gift,  grant,  or  donation,  and  of  appropriating  the  same  to  the  liqui- 
dation of  the  debt  or  interest  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  Said  commissioners  shall  be  authorized  to  appropriate  such 
portions  of  the  three  per  cent  fund  belonging  to  said  county  to  the 
construction  of  said  bridge  as  they  may  deem  necessary,  and  said  bridge 
shall  forever  be  free.

Sec.  1.  Beiienactedby  the  GeTieralAssenUfly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Josiah  Miller,  Schuyler  N.  Beach,  John  Webb,  Henry  Bennett,  Elijah 
N.  Knight,  Gilbert  Beach,  John  Fay,  Walter  W.  Wheelock,  James  M. 
Spafiford  and  W.  P.  Griswold  of  the  town  of  Perrysburg,  in  the  county 
of  Wood,  and  such  persons  as  are  or  may  hereafter  of  [be]  associated 
with  them,  are  hereby  made  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  under  the 
name  of  Fire  Company  No.  1.  in  the  town  of  Perrysburg,  with  succes- 
sion for  the  period  of  thirty  years;  and  by  such  name  and  in  their  cor^ 
porate  capacity  they  may  make  contracts,  may  sue  and  be  sued,  answer 
and  be  answered  unto  in  all  courts  of  this  state  having  cognizance,  may 
hold  property,  personal  and  real,  whether  by  purchase,  gift,  bequest  or 
devise,  and  make  and  establish  by-laws  for  their  government  not  incom- 
patible with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this 
state,  and  do  all  other  acts  and  thmgs  necessary  to  be  done  to  carry  out 
the  intention  of  this  act. 

Sec.  %  That  the  annual  income  of  said  company  over  and  above 
their  expenditures  shall  not  exceed  the  sum  of  three  thousand  dollars, 
nor  shall  their  funds  be  used  for  any  other  purpose  than  for  the  extin- 
guishment and  guarding  against  fires. 

Sec.  3.  The  said  company  shall  have  power  to  use  a  common  seal 
which  they  may  break,  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure. 
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Sec.  4*  TluLt  this  act  ia  all  courts  of  this  state  sHall  be  taken  as  a 
public  act* 

Sec.  5.  That  the  stockholders  of  said  company  shall  be  individually 
liable  for  the  debts  of  said  company,  after  the  funds  of  said  company 
shall  be  exhausted. 

Sec.  6.  That.any  future  legislature  may  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  this 
act:  Provided^  such  alteration,  amendment,  or  repeal  shall  in  no  vray 
affect  the  rights  or  title  to  any  property  acquired  under  this  act  of  in- 
corporation.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Stale  of  OAu),  That 
John  Mills,  Nnhum  Ward,  Augustus  Stone,  Win.  A.  Whittlesey,  Abijah 
Brooks,  James  M.  Booth,  John  Delavergnc  of  the  county  of  Washingtoa, 
with  their  associates  who  may  hereafter  unite  with  them  for  that  pur- 
pose, are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  with  succession 
for  the  term  of  forty  years,  by  the  name  and  style  of  Marietta  and  Har- 
mar Bridge  company,  for  the  purpose  of  erecting  a  toll  bridee  across  the 
Muskingum  river  near  its  mouth,  between  the  towns  of  Marietta  and 
Harmar,  in  Washington  county,  with  power  by  their  corporate  name  to 
contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be  sued,  defend  and  be  de- 
fended, to  answer  and  be  answered  unto  in  ail  courts  aTid  places,  before 
all  public  magistrates  and  other  officers  in  all  cases  whatsoever,  and  to 
make,  use,  alter,  break  and  again  renew  a  common  seal. 

Sec.  2*  That  the  Marietta  and  Harmar  Bridge  company  hereiti  in- 
corporated, are  hereby  authorized  and  invested  with  power  and  authoi> 
ty  to  erect  a  bridge  across  the  Muskingum  river,  at  or  near  the  point 
designated  in  the  above  section,  and  the  said  bridge  to  keep  in  repair; 
and  in  consideration  thereof  to  charge  and  be  entitled  to  demand  ami 
Feceire-the  following  tolls,  to  wit: 

For  each  carriage  or  vehicle  drawn  by  four  horses,  fifty  cenlB;  for 
each  additional  horse,  six  and  a  fourth  cents; 

For  each  sled,  sleigh,  wagon,  or  other  vehicle,  drawn  by  two  houses^ 
thirtj^seven  and  a  half  cents;  for  an  additional  horse,  six  and  a  fourth 
cents; 

Fop  each  sled,  sleigh,  wagon,  or  other  carriage  or  vehicle,  drawn  by 
one  horse,  twenty-five  cents; 

For  each  sled,  sleigh,  wagon,  cart,  or  other  vehicle,  drawn  by  twa 
oxen,  twenty-five  cents;  for  each  additional  ox  three  cents-; 

For  every  horse  and  rider,  ten  cents; 

For  every  foot  passenger,  three  cents; 

For  every  horse,  mule,  or  ns3,six  months  old  or  upwards,  led  or  drivea^ 
three  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle  six  months  old  or  upwards,  two  cents; 

For  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogSj  one  cent. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  a 
sufficient  number  of  shares,  not  exceeding  two  thousand,  at  fifty  dollarw 
each,  to  erect  a  bridge  and  the  necessary  appendages  thereto,  and  to 
purchase  such  real  and  personal  property  connected  with  the  same  a8 
may  be  necessary;  and  that  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of 
this  act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  proceed  to  open  books  for  subscript 
tion  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at  such  time  or  place  and 
under  such  regulations  as  ihey  may  deem  proper;  and  that  the  corpora- 
tions of  the  towns  of  Marietta  and  Harmar  by  their  respective  town 
eouncils  be  authorized  to  subscribe  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company. 
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Sec.  4.  That  whenever  twenty  thousand  doll  irs  of  the  capital  slock 
shall  be  subscribed,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  persons  named  in  the  first 
section  of  this  act,  or  a  majority  of  them,  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders, by  giving  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  meeting  for  at  least 
ten  days  in  some  newspaper  printed  at  Marietta,  for  the  purpose  of 
electing  five  directors;  and  the  directors  thus  chosen  shall  hold  their 
offices  until  their  successors  arc  elected  and  qualified;  and  they  shall 
forthwith  after  their  election  choose  a  president  from  their  own  body, 
who  flhali  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  shall  be  elected  and  qualified; 
the  stockholders  may  vote  by  proxy,  and  each  share  holden  to  entitle 
the  holder  to  one  vote. 

Sec.  5.  That  after  the  first  election,  all  subsequent  elections  for  di- 
rectors shall  be  holden  on  the  first  Monday  in  May  in  each  and  every 
year  thereafter,  at  such  place  as  a  majority  of  the  directors  may  appoint; 
which  directors,  thus  elected,  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and 
until  tbrir  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified;  and  the  directors 
thus  elected  shall  in  like  mnnncr  proceed  to  choose  a  president  from  their 
own  body,  who  shall  hold  his  office  until  his  successor  be  chosen  and 
qualified:  Provided^  That  if  the  election  for  directors  should  not  be  holden 
at  the  time  prescribed' by  this  section,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  hold  an  elec- 
tion at  any  other  time,  notice  having  been  given  as  provided  in  the  fourth 
section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  fix  the  location  of  said 
bridge,  determine  the  mode  in  which  it  shall  be  erected,  in  all  cases 
manage  the  concerns  of  said  company,  appoint  such  officers  and  agents 
as  nay  be  necessary,  fill  all  vacancies  that  mny  happen  in  their  own 
body  until  the  next  annual  election,  make  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regu- 
Jations  for  the  government  of  said  company  as  they  may  deem  cxpcdi- 
ont;  Provided^  That  the  same  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution 
and  laws  of  the  tJnited  States  or  of  the  state  of  Ohio;  they  may  require 
an  oath  or  affirmation  of  any  of  tlie  agents  of  said  company,  may  call 
special  meetings  of  the  stockholders,  always  giving  at  least  ten  days 
notice  of  such  meeting;  they  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  the  proceedings 
Illative  to  the  business  of  the  company,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open 
to  the  inspection  of  any  person  interested. 

Sec,  7.  That  if  any  stockholder  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay  any 
iastalment  of  the  stock  by  him  subscribed  after  thirty  days  notice,  he 
shall  for  every  month  the  same  shall  remain  unpaid,  forfeit  and  pay  the 
MWUBt  of  five  per  cent  on  the  amount  of  each  instalment;  and  if  the 
same  shall  remain  unpaid  four  months,  it  shall  be  at  the  option  of  the 
directors  to  declare  the  stock  of  such  delinquent  forfeited  to  the  com- 
pany, together  with  what  may  have  been  paid  thereon,  or  collect  the 
same  by  suit,  nor  shall  such  delinquent  stockholder  have  a  right  to  vote 
at  any  meeting  of  the  company. 

Sec*  8.  That  the  said  bridge  shall  be  erected  and  substantially  con-

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Sec.  9*  That  if  anj  person  or  persons  shall  wantonly  or  wilfuHy  in- 
jure said  bridge,  or  any  part  thereof,  or  any  gate  thereto  attached,  oth- 
erwise than  in  the  just  and  lawful  use  of  the  same,  he,  she  or  tbey  shall 
be  liable  to  treble  the  amount  of  damages  therefor,  to  be  recovered  by 
said  company  before  any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction. 

Sec.  10.  At  any  time  after  ten  years  from  the  completion  of  said 
bridge,  the  tolls  herein  specified  may  be  reduced  by  the  general  assem* 
biy,  as  right  and  justice  may  require. 

Sec.  11.  That  any  future  legislature  may  alter,  amend,  or  repeal 
this  act.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Timothy  G.  Bales,  Nathaniel  F.  Stowe,  Jonathan  Fallis,  William  JMTiJIs, 
John  Barber,  Horace  Lawrence,  Robert  Mercer,  WilMam  Read,  Simeon 
Dunn,  Isaac  F.  Gasad  and  Charles  01dwine»  and  those  who  may  hereaf-' 
ter  be  associ*nted  with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body 
politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  title  of  the  Clifton,  Yellow 
Springs,  and  Fairfield  Turnpike  road  company,  for  the  purpose  of  con- 
structing a  turnpike  road  on  the  most  eligible  rout,  commencing  at  some 
point  on  the  turnpike  road  leading  from  the  town  of  Dayton  to  the  town 
of  Springfield,  at  or  near  the  town  of  Fairfield,  in  the  county  of  Green^ 
and  from  thence  to  the  Yellow  Springs;  and  thence  to  Clifton;  and  from 
thence  to  some  suitable  point  on  the  turnpike  leading  from  Xenia  to 
South  Charleston;  which  company  shall  have  all  the  powers,  privileges

For  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve 
and  ono-half  cents;  and  lor  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,,  m\ 
and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  coach  or  other  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by 
two  horses  or  other  animals,  twenty-five  cents;  and  for  every  horse  or 
other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse  or  other  animal  and  rider,  six  and  one-fourtli  cents; 

For  every  horse,  mule  or  ass,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  led  or 
driven,  three  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  one  cent;  and  the  said  company  shall 
be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  one  half  of  the  aforesaid  rates  of  toll 
on  the  said  road,  when  the  same  or  any  part  thereof,  being  not  less  than 
ten  miles  together,  shall  have  been  graded  and  bridged  though  not  fully

Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
on  petition  fi!ed  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Picka« 
"^^y^  ^J  persons  owning  lots  in  the  town  of  Circleville  in  the  said  county^ 

1)raying  that  any  alley  or  alleys  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  such  lot  or 
ots  may  be  vacated,  the  said  court  may  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
upon  hearing,  and  being  satisfied  that  it  will  conduce  to  the  general  in* 
terest  of  the  said  town,  to  declare  such  alley  or  alleys  vacated* 
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Sec.  3.  That  in  all  cases  where  application  shall  be  made  in  the 
manner  and  for  the  purpose  aforesaid,  sach  petition  shall  be  filed  in  the 
office  of  the  clerk  of  said  court  at  least  forty  days  previous  to  the  next 
term  of  the  said  court,  and  the  petitioners  shall  also  give  notice  in  some 
newspaper  printed  in  said  county  in  general  circulation  therein^  of  the 
filing  of  such  petition  and  the  substance  and  prayer  thereof;  and  if  the 
court  shall  be  of  opinion  that  any  person  or  persons  owning  any  lot  or 
lots  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  such  alley  or  alleys  prayed  to  be  TftcH' 
ted,  not  assenting  to,  or  petitioning  therefor,  will  sustain  damage  thereby, 
Ibey  may  proceed  to  hear  proof  in  reference  thereto,  and  may  render 
judgment  against  the  petitioners  for  such  damages  as  they  may  think 
just,  and  the  same  shall  be  assessed  by  the  court  against  the  petitioners 
rateably  according  to  the  value  of  the  property  owned  by  the  petition^ 
ers  as  the  same  stands  taxed  on  the  tax  duplicate  of  said  county;  nnA 
when  necessary  the  court  shall  appoint  a  guardian  or  guardians  ad  litwi^ 
for  all  minors  or  persons  of  nonsane  mind  who  may  be  interested  in  the 
premises. 

Sec.  3.  That  such  alley  or  alleys  as  shall  be  declared  vacated  under 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  shall  not  be  closed  or  obstructed  until  the  dam* 
ages  assessed  or  adjusted  under  the  second  section  shall  have  been  fuHy 
paid  to  the  persons  entitled  to  the  same. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  director  of  said  town  of  Circleviile  shall  be  and  19 
hereby  authorized  to  convey  to  the  persons  owning  the  lots  adjoining  to 
or  bounded  by  such  alley  or  alleys  so  vacated,  the  ground  so  occupied 
by  such  alley  or  alleys  vacated  in  proportions  equal  to  the  size  of  such^ 
lots,  for  such  sum  and  on  such  credits  as  the  court  may  direct,  which 
shall  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  the  county  of  Pickaway ;  and  such  alley 
or  alleys  shall  not  be  closed  or  obstructed  until  such  persons  shall  have 
complied  with  the  terms  prescribed  by  the  court.

Sec.  1  •  Beit  enacted  by  tlie  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Benjamin  Blackburn,  Francis  Lucas,  George  Kesling,  Amos  Smithy  John 
Hopkins,  Matthias  Roosa,  Robert  Wilson,  and  Richard  Parcell,  jr.,  of 
the  county  of  Warren,  and  their  associates,  are  hereby  created  a  body 
corporate  and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Lebanon  and  Hop- 
kinsville Turnpike  company,  with  power  and  for  the  purpose  of  con* 
atructing  a  turnpike  road  from  some  suitable  point  in  the  town  of  Leba- 
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BOD,  in  the  county  of  Warren»  to  intersect  the  CitociniHiti,  Montgomery i 
Uopkin^Tille^  Rochester,  and  Clarksriile  turnpike  road,  in  the  tovm  of 
Hopkinsville,  in  the  said  county  of  Warren;  which  cotanpan^  shall  haye  all 
the  privileges  and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  defined 
in  the  act  to  proiride  For  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  passed 
January  7th,  1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  (hereto,  except 
ia  so  fiir  as  the  same  may  be  modified  and  changed  by  the  provisions 
of  this  act. 

Sec*  2*  The  capitd  stock  of  said  company  shall  consist  of  fifiy 
thoosand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollar' each; 
and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  stock,  the  persons  named  in  this  ati  or 
any  three  of  them  may  open  books  of  subscription  for  said  stock  at 
Lebanon,  Hopkinsville,  and  such  other  places,  and  at  such  times  as  they 
may  deem  proper,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  for  the  reguhn 
tion  of  turnpike  companies  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  That  so  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  persons  named  in  the 
first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  three  of  them,  may  call  a  meeting  of  the 
stockholders  of  said  company  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  act  to

Sec.  5.  That  the  following  shall  be  the  rates  of  toll  which  said  com^ 
pany  shall  be  authorised  to  demand  and  receive  from  persons  traveling 
Ibe  whole  distance  of  said  road,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  a  less- 
distance,  to  vfit: 

*  For  every  two-wheekd  carriaffe  or  other  vehicle,  drawn  by  one 
horse  or  other  animal,  ten  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  ad- 
dition, five  cents; 

For  every  four-wheeled  carriage  or  other  vehicle,  drawn  by  two 
horses  or  other  animals,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  animal  in 
addition,  five  cents; 

For  every  horse  or  other  animal  and  rider,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse,  mule,  ass,  or  other  animal  of  that  kind,  led  or  drivem 
five  cents; 

For  every  sleigh  or  sled,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  ten 
cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  five  cents; 

For  every  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses  or 
QHber  animals,  twenty  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal,  five  cents^ 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  two  cents; 

For  each  score  of  sheep  or  hogs,  ten  cents;  and  in  the  same  propor- 
tion fop  a  less  number. 

.  Sec.  6.  As  soon  as-  said  company  shall  construct  a  good^  substan* 
tiai  bridge  across  the  Little  Miami  river,  where  the  said  road  shall 
cross  the  same,  which   they  are  hereby  authorized  to  do,  they  shall 
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bridge,  one  half  of  the  aforesaid  tolls  which  are  allowed  by  the  fifth  sec- 
tion of  this  act:  Provided^  however^  That  said  company  shall  in  no 
way  obstruct  the  ford  of  the  river,  ao  as  to  compel  travelers  to  cross 
said  bridge. 

Se«.  7.  Said  company  shall  cause  to  be  put  up  and  kept  in  plain 
view  «od  in  legible  characters,  at  each  gate,  the  rates  of  toll  to  be  paid 
according  to  the  provisions  of  this  act  at  such  gate.

the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec«  U  Be  it  enacted  by  the  Oenerat  AsseaMy  of  the  Slate  ^  O/Uoj  That 
Alva  Curtis,  Samuel  Curtis,  David  Stow,C.  C.  Pendleton,  Isaiah  Lunb» 
kin,  Z.  Hussey,  S«  H.  Witham,  Thomas  McCowan,  £•  Bishop,  W.  & 
Earl,  and  Abner  Enoch,  and  their  associates  and  successors^  who  shaH 
never  at  any  one  time  exceed  fifteen  in  number,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  to  be  styled  the  Board  of  Direo- 
tors  of  the  Literary  and  Botanico  Medical  College  of  the  State  of  Ohio, 
to  be  located  in  the  city  of  Columbus;  and  by  that  name  to  remain  i& 
guccession  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  with  full  powers  to  acquire  by 
purchase,  devise,  gift  or  bequest  any  properly,  real  personal  or  mixed, 
that  may  be  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  for  which  they 
are  incorporated,  and  to  hold  or  convey  the  same  under  a  common  seal, 
which  the>'  may  alter  or  change  at  pleasure,  in  any  way  that  is  consit* 
tent  with  the  interest  of  the  said  institution,  and  the  condition  on  which 
it  shall  be  obtained,  and  not  repugnant  to  the  laws  of  this  state  and  of 
the  United  States. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  directors  in  their  corporate  capacity  shall  be 
competent  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded;  and  have  power 
to  make  such  by-laws  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  good  govern^ 
mentof  themselves  or  the  officers  and  students  of  the  college:  Provided^ 
That  such  laws  do  not  conflict  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  thk 
state  and  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  3*  That  one  third  of  the  existing  members  or  directors  shall 
have  power  to  call  at  any  time  a  meeting  of  the  board,  by  giving  to  every 
memner  at  least  ten  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  such  nueeliiiff; 
that  a  majority  of  all  the  existing  members  when  thus  assembled  shiul 
constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business,  and  have  power  to 
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choose  a  president  and  other  officers,  professors  of  the  sciences,  and 
agents  of  the  institution,  to  displace  entirely  or  remove  to  other  depart- 
ments, any  or  all  of  them,  for  good  and  sufficient  reasons;  and  sliall  pre- 
vious to  the  organization  of  said  institution  publish  a  dispensatory  of 
medicine  and  pharmacy,  with  the  advice  of  the  president  and  other  pro- 
fessors; to  prescribe  the  course  of  studies  to  be  pursued  in  each  depart- 
ment of  the  college;  and  to  confer  on  those  students  and  others  whom 
they  may  deem  worthy,  honors  and  degrees  similar  to  those  that  are 
usually  conferred  in  other  kindred  institutions:  Provided^  The  said  stu- 
dents shall  have  devoted  three  years  to  the  study  of  medicine,  surgery 
and  other  branches  connected  with  the  science  of  medicine,  including 
two  full  courses  of  lectures  upon  the  usual  subjects  taught  in  reputable 
medical  institutions:  And  provided  also^  That  all  diplomas,  certificates, 
or  other  evidences  of  the  conferring  of  such  honors  or  degrees,  shall 
designate  the  name  and  character  ot  the  institution,  and  the  nature  or 
kind  of  degree  or  honor  conferred,  so  as  distinctly  to  show  that  such 
diploma  is  issued  by  the  literary  and  botanico  medical  college  of  Ohio, 
and  be  written  or  printed  in  the  English  language,  to  distinguish  th(» 
same  from  honors  or  degrees  conferred  by  other  colleges  or  medical 
institutions. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  said  board  of  directors  or  a  majority  of  them  shall 
have  power,  after  giving  at  least  one  month's  notice  of  charges  of  mis- 
conduct preferred  against  any  member  or  members  of  said  board,  upon 
coiivict:on  to  expel  him  or  them,  and  to  supply  all  vacancies  therein  by 
appointment. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  president  of  the  college  shall  be  ex  officio  president 
of  the  board  of  directors,  his  temporary  absence  at  any  meeting  or  meet- 
ings to  be  supplied  by  a  special  election  from  the  members  of  the  board 
itiat  constitute  the  quorum. 

Sec.  6.  That  the  said  board  shall  have  power  to  choose  a  secretary, 
who  shall  keep  a  correct  record  of  all  their  important  transactions,  and 
a  treasurer,  who  if  required  shall  before  he  is  entrusted  with  the  keeping 
of  their  funds  give  such  security  to  the  board  and  the  public  for  the  faith- 
ful execution  of  the  trust  as  the  board  may  require. 

Sec.  7.  That  the  board  of  .directors  shall  faithfully  use  all  the  funds 
by  them  received  or  collected,  according  to  the  best  of  their  judgment, 
in  erecting  suitable  buildings,  purchasing  books,  charts,  maps,  philosophi- 
cal and  chemical  apparatus,  collections  of  natural  history,  &c.,  and  in 
supporting  the  professors  and  other  officers  necessary  to  the  institution.

That  any  future  legislature  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal 
this  act,  Provided^  such  alteration,  amendment  or  repeal  shall  not  affeet 
the  title  to  any  property  acquired  under  its  provisions. 

Sec.  11.    That  this  institution  shall  not  be  authorized  to  establish

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a  medical  school  or  college  ia  more  than  one  of  the  counties  of  this 

Sec.  1 2.    That  the  members  of  this  corporation  shall  be  liable  in  their 
individual  capacity  for  all  the  debU  of  the  incorporation.

To  provide  for  the  extension  of  the  WalhondiDg  canal  up  the  Killbuck  creek  ta 

Millersburgh,  in  the  county  of  Holmes. 

Sec.  \.  £eii  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohibj  That 
the  board  of  canal  commissioners  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  author^ 
ized)  for  and  on  behalf  of  the  state,  to  construct  a  navigable  canal  from 
some  suitable  point  on  the  Walhonding  canal,  near  the  mouth  of  Kill- 
buck  creek,  thence  along  the  valley  of  said  Killbuck  to  the  town  of  Mil- 
lersburgh, in  the  county  of  Holmes,  with  the  necessary  dams,  feedem 
and  other  works  and  devices  properly  appertaining  thereto:  Providedf 
That  the  Lake  Erie  and  Muskingum  road' and  canal  companj^  shall  first 
have  surrendered  to  the  state  so  much  of  their  rights  and  privileges  as 
shall  in  any  manner  interfere  with  the  interests  of  the  state  in  the  con- 
struction of  said  canal. 

Sec.  2.  That  before  any  contracts  shall  be  made  for  the  execution  of 
the  work  on  said  canal,  and  before  the  work  shall  in  any  manner  be 
commenced,  the  board  of  canal  commissioners  shall  cause  to  be  made 
an  accurate  survey,  plan  and  estimate  of  the  cost  of  said  eanal,and  sub- 
mit the  same  to  the  general  assembly  for  their  revision  as  to  the  plan  or 
location;  and  the  said  board  of  canal  commissioners  shall  also  by  volun- 
tary cession  or  purchase,  at  such  price  as  they  may  deem  reasonable, 
procure  a  proper  conveyance  of  all  the  lands  necessary  for  the  erection* 
of  dams,  the  sites  for  locks,  and  the  profitable  use  of  the  water  power 
which  may  be  created  along  the  route  of  such  canal :  Provided^  That  if 
said  survey  and  estimate  cannot  be  made  without  interfering  with  the 
other  duties  of  the  canal  commissioners  and  engineer  corps  already  em- 
ployed by  the  state,  some  two  or  more  responsible  persons  friendly  to 
said  work  shall,  before  said  commissioners  or  engineers  be  required  to^ 
commence  said  survey,  enter  into  bond  with  such  good  and  sufficient 
security  as  the  canal  commissioners  may  require,  payable  to  said  com- 
missioners, conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all  expenses  attending  the 
survey  and  estimate  in  case  their  report  shall  be  unfavorable  to  the  conr 
struction  of  said  canal  under  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3.    That  whenever  the  board  of  cana>  commissioners  shall  be 
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satisfied  that  the  work  on  said  canal  may  be  commenced  and  prosecuted 
with  economy,  and  without  material  detriment  to  the  other  public  works 
in  the  ricinity  which  may  be  then  in  progress;  and  that  within  seven 
years  from  the  completion  thereof  the  net  proceeds  from  the  tolls  and 
water  rents  on  said  canal,  together  with  the  increased  tolls  on  the  Wal- 
honding  and  Ohio  canals,  resulting  from  the  canal  hereby  authorized, 
will  be  equal  to  the  interest  on  the  cost  of  such  canal,  they  shall  certify 
the  same,  together  with  an  estimate  of  the  sum  which  can  be  advantage- 
ously expended  on  the  same  within  the  year  next  ensuing,  and  so  on 
from  year  to  year  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  to  the  commissioners 
of  the  canal  fund. 

Sec,  4.  That  the  commissioners  of  the  canal  fund  shall  from  time  to 
time,  on  receiving  such  certified  estimates  from  the  board  of  canal  com- 
missioners, be  authorized  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  the  State,  at  a  rate 
of  interest  not  exceeding  six  per  centum  per  annum,  the  sums  so  certi- 
fied to  be  necessary  for  the  prosecution  of  the  work:  Provided,  said  loans 
can  in  their  opinion  be  made  on  reasonable  terms;  all  of  which  loans 
shall  be  reimbursable  at  the  option  of  the  state  at  any  time  after  the 
year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty;  and  for  the  payment  of  the  sums  so 
borrowed  and  the  interest  thereon  the  faith  of  the  state  is  hereby 
pledged. 

Sec.  5.  That  for  the  payment  of  the  interest,  and  the  redemption  of 
the  principal  of  all  sums  borrowed  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  the 
net  proceeds  of  all  tolls,  rents  of  water  privileges,  and  other  revenues

For  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one-fourth  of  a  cent;  and  the  said 
company  shall  be  entitled  to  one  half  of  the  foregoing  rates  of  toll  or 
[when]  any  part  of  said  road,  not  leas  than  ten  miles  together,  shall  have 
been  graded  and  bridged,  though  not  fully  finished:  Prooided^  That  meh 
persons  shall  be  exempt  from  paying  tolls  as  are  exempted  in  the 
eleventh  seetn>n  of  the  general  bcU  paiaed  January  Tth,  1817,  saving  and 
excepting  persons  carrying  the  public  mails  as  above  provided.

demand.

of  this  act,  the  said  Morris  Seely  shall  file  with  the  clerk  of  said  court 
his  bond  with  one  or  more  sufficient  securities  to  be  approved  of  by  said 
clerk,  conditioned  that  he  will  pay  all  costs  that  may  be  adjudged  against 
him  in  said  court:  Provided,  That  nothing  in  this  act  contained  shall  be 
so  construed  as  to  recognize  the  existence  of  any  contract  between  the 
the  state  of  Ohio  or  her  duly  authorized  agents  and  the  said  Morris 
Seely  on  which  said  Seely  would  be  entitled  to  recover  damages,

sors shall  examme  and  hear  all  legal  testimony  which  shall  be  ofiered  on

Sec.  1.  Beit  enacted  by  the  Creneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioy  That 
the  county  commissioners  of  Butler  county  are  hereby  authorized  to  ap- 
point one  or  more  appraisers  in  the  township  of  Oxford,  in  the  county  of 
Butler,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  proceed,  between  the  first  day  of  April 
and  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  to  ap- 
praise the  lands  held  under  permanent  leases  in  said  township  at  their 
true  value  in  money  considered  in  their  natural  state;  and  in  making  such 
appraisment,  said  appraisers  shall  also  take  into  view  the  rent  incum- 
brance upon  the  same  which  is  annually  or  otherwise  payable  to  the 
Miami  university  by  reason  of  the  condition  of  the  leases  under  which 
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said  lands  are  holden,  designating  the  name  of  the  bolder  oi  each  tracti 
with  a  pertinent  description  of  the  tract  so  appraised,  a  retom  of  which 
appraisement  shall  be  made  to  the  commissioners  on  or  before  the  firrt 
day  of  their  annual  meeting  in  June  following:  Pr^ided^  That  before 
anj  such  appraiser  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  under  this 
act,  he  shall  first  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  faithfully  and 
impartially  perform  the  duties  of  his  appointment  under  this  act  to  the 
best  of  his  ability:  Provided^  also.  That  if  upon  such  return  being  made 
any  person  or  persons  should  feel  aggrieved  by  the  same,  he  or  they 
may  apply  to  the  commissioners  for  relief  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided in  like  cases  of  valuation  in  fee  simple  estates,  the  appraisers  shall 
receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  under  this  act  as  the  comr 
missioners  of  Butler  county  shall  allow  them  out  of  the  treasury  of  said 
county* 

Sec.  2*  Said  commissioners  shall,  in  addition  to  the  levying  of  a  tax 
upon  personal  property  in  said  township,  authorize  the  levying  of  a 
school  taj[,  annually,  upon  the  ad  valorem  amount  of  appraisement 
in  said  township,  the  property  of  blacks  and  mulattoes  excepted,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  mill  on  the  dollar,  which  assessment  shall  be  made  by  the 
county  auditor  and  attested  by  the  county  treasurer,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  county,  township,  or  state  taxes  are  levied  and  collected. 

Sec.  3.  The  taxes  so  levied  and  collected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  support  of  common 
schools  in  the  respective  several  districts  in  the  township  of  Oxford,  and 
in  the  disbursement  of  the  same,  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  an  act 
for  the  support  and  better  regulation  of  common  schools,  and  to  create 
permanently  the  office  of  superintendent,"  passed  March  7,  1838,  shall 
be  conformed  to,  at  least  so  far  as  it  is  practicable  to  carry  out  the  ob- 
jects of  this  act,  having  in  view  the  support  of  common  schools  in  the 
said  township  of  Oxford.

That  all  the  powers,  duties  and  privileges  conferred  upon  and 
required  of  the  trustees  of  said  church  under  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  conferred  and  imposed  upon 
the  deacons  which  now  are  and  may  hereafter  be  constituted  deacons 
of  said  church,  according  to  the  provisions  of  the  third  section  of  the  act 
(o  which  this  is  ao  amendment,  and  all  process  against  said  church  shall 
hereafter  be  served  upon  one  or  more  of  the  deacons  at  least  five  days 
before  the  return  day  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  That  all  the  rights  acquired  by  said  church  under  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall  remain  unimpaired  and  all  suits  and 
contracts  heretofore  entered  into  or  commenced  shall  be  carried  into 
execution  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  passed.

Be  {(enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  act  passed  February  7th,  1838,  to  provide  for  the  sale  of  the  north- 
west quarter  of  section  number  27,.  in  township  19,  of  range  number 
is,  in  Richland  county,  and  belonging  to  the  original  surveyed  fraction- 
al township,  number  18,  of  range  18,  in  the  county  of  Knox,  be  and  the 
same  is  hereby  revived,  and  that  the  auditor  of  Knox  county  is  hereby 
authorized  to  make  said  sale  by  the  first  day  of  December  next,  and  to 
have  all  other  proceedings  under  and  according  to  the  provisions  of  said 
act.

Powell,  H.  A.  Hurl  but,  Charles  Winslow,  Amos  Tufts,  Finlay  Strong, 
Stephen  O.  Bennett,  Luther  M.  Parsons,  Albert  Powell,  Anson  Smith, 
Haynes  Johnson,  George  Remington  and  Nathaniel  Bennett,  or  such  of 
them  and  their  associates  as  shall  become  subscribers  for  stock  of  this 
association,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constitu- 
ted  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Ohio  City 
Insurance  company;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  corporate  succession, 
be  capable  in  Jaw  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer 
and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended  in  allcourtsof  law  and  equity, 
and  elsewhere,  with  full  power  and  authority  to  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  all  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  shall 
be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which 
shall  be  conveyed  to  said  company  for  the  security  or  in  the  payment  of 
any  debt  which  may  become  due  and  owing  to  the  same,  or  in  satisfac- 
tion of  any  judgment,  order  or  decree  of  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in 
their  favor;  and  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  alter  the  same  at  plea- 
sure. 

Sec#  2.  The  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  time  of  subscribing  there  shall  be  paid  on  each  share 
five  dollars,  and  the  balance  due  on  the  shares  subscribed  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  the  call  of  the  directors,  and  shall  be  secured  to  be  paid  accord-

Sec«  6.  There  shall  be  an  election  for  directors  held  on  the  first

choose  from  among  themselves  a  president  to  serve  until  the  next  elec-

Provided^  said  company  shall  not  at  any  time  reserve  or  receive  on  its 
loans  a  greater  amount  of  interest  than  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
authorize  said  company  to  issue  any  notes,  bills,  checks,  drafts,  orders, 
certificates  of  deposit,  or  other  evidences  of  debt  to  circulate  as  money, 
or  in  any  manner  either  directly  or  indirectly  exercise  the  powers  of 
banking- 
Sec.  9.  The  president  and  directors  shall  declare  such  dividends  of 
the  profits  of  the  business  of  said  company  as  shall  not  impair  or  lessen 
the  capital  stock  of  the  same;  which  dividend  shall  be  declared  on  the 
first  Monday  of  March  and  September  in  each  year,  and  shall  be  paid  to 
the  stockholders  at  any  time  after  ten  days  thereafter,  bui  no  dividend 
shall  be  paid  to  any  stockholder  who  is  delinquent  to  the  company. 

Sec.  1 0.  Any  house  or  building  insured  by  this  company  which  should 
be  destroyed  by  fire  from  the  first  floor  upwards,  shall  be  deemed  demol- 
ished, and  the  directors  in  such  case  shall  order  the  money  insured  there- 
on to  be  paid  in  sixty  days  after  due  notice  is  given  of  the  loss,  in  such  ma> 
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tier  as  shall  be  required  and  specified  in  the  policy  of  conditions  annexed, 
thereto;  and  in  case  of  partial  loss  by  fire,  one  of  the  conditions  shalf 
be  that  the  loss  shall  be  determined  by  assessors  appointed  as  followEr; 
The  person  whose  property  is  insured  shall  have  the  privilege  of  select^ 
ing*  one  disinterested  man,  the  board  of  directers  shall  select  another; 
should  these  two  disagree  in  their  valuation  of  the  loss,  they  shall  select 
a  third  disinterested  man,  and  their  award  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  1 1 .  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  appoint  such  officers  under  them  as  shall  be  necessary  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  company,  to  fix  their  salaries  and  prescribe  their  duties; 
to  ordain  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  as  nhall  appear  to 
them  necessary  for  conducting  the  concerns  of  said  company,  consis- 
tent with  the  laws  of  Ohio  and  of  the  United  States:  and  they  shall  keep

be  elected,  which  books  shall  be  opened  in  the  city  of  Ohio,  on  the  first

Sec.  t .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
for  the  assessment  of  the  damages  sustained  by  Caleb  Imlay  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Miami,  by  reason  of  tlie  construction  of  (he  Miami  canal  in  said 
county,  north  of  Troy,  the  board  of  canal  commissioners  shall  within  a 
reasonable  time  after  the  fifth  day  of  April  next  appoint  three  disinter- 
ested persons  who  shall  meet  at  some  convenient  place  and  assess  the 
damage  sustained  by  the  said  Caleb  Imlay  by  reason  of  the  construction 
of  the  Miami  canal  aforesaid;  and  they  or  a  majority  of  them  shall  make 
out  their  award  in  writing  and  deliver  a  copy  thereof  to  the  said  Caleb 
Imlay  and  one  to  the  acting  members  of  the  board  of  canal  commission- 
ers in  charge  of  the  Miami  canal  north  of  Troy :  Provided^  That  no  per- 
sons of  kin  to  any  member  of  the  board  of  canal  commissioners  appoint- 
ing such  assessors,  or  in  the  employ  of  the  stale,  or  directly  or  indirectly 
connected  with  the  public  works  thereof,  or  who  has  or  may  be  at  the 
time  of  such  appointment  an  assessor  of  damages  on  any  canal  in  thi^ 
state,  shall  be  appointed  an  assessor  under  the  provisions  of  this  act:

Sec.  2.  The  said  assessors  in .  estimating  the  damage  sustained  by 
the  said  Caleb  Imlay,  shall  take  into  consideration  as  well  the  advan- 
tages to  the  property  of  the  said  Caleb  Imlay,  through  which  the  Miami 
canal  passes  as  the  damage  by  him  sustained  and  to  be  sustained  in  his 
said  property  by  reason  of  the  construction  of  said  canal  and  the  abstrac- 
tion of  the  water  of  the  Miami  river  from  his  mills;  and  the  said  asees- 
sors  shall  examme  and  hear  all  legal  testimony  which  shall  be  ofiered  on 
the  part  of  the  state  and  of  the  said  Caleb  Imlay* 

Sec.  3.  When  the  award  of  the  assessors  or  a  majority  of  them  shall 
be  made  out  and  delivered  as  aforesaid,  the  amount  of  damages  assessed 
after  deducting  the  amount  heretofore  assessed  and  paid  shall  be  paid  to 
the  said  Caleb  Imlay  out  of  the  proper  fund  on  the  order  of  the  acting 
member  of  the  board.

Sec.  1  •  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That" 
William  K.  Johnson,  Thomas  C.  Rickets,  Morris  Burt,  John  Frew,  Ed- 
ward Bennett,  George  £.  Conwell,  John  Burt,  W.  G.  Williams,  Joseph 
W.  Rue,  Peter  Humrickhouse,  Arnold  Medberry,  Alexander  Matthews, 
sen.,  Robert  M.  Lamb,  James  Miskimins,  John  Glen,  John  Dean,  Joseph 
Heslip,  and  Archibald  Eleson,  Thos.  Johnson,  Jacob  Waggoner,  Reason 
Baker  and  Robert  Johnson,  of  the  county  of  Coshocton;  and  William 
Ferguson, Robert  Moore, Neplhail  Luccock,  Alexander  Mitchell,  George 
Phillips,  of  the  county  of  Guernsey,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  of  the  Co-

For  every  two-wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  eigh- 
teen and  three  fourths  cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  a 
fourth  cents; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twelve  and 
a  half  cents;  and  for  every  horse  or  ox  in'addition,  six  and  a  fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse  and  rider,  Ax  and  a  fourth  cents; 
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For  every  horse,  mule  or  ass,  six  months  old,  or  upwards,  led  or 
driven,  three  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  one  cent} 

For  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  half  cent; 

For  every  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses,  thir- 
ty-seven and  a  half  cents;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  a  fourth 
cents; 

Four  every    two-wheeled   pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse, 
twenty-five  cents;  and  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  a  fourth  cents; 

For  every  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  twenty- 
five  cents; 

For  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  gig,  sulky  or  cart,  or  other  two-wheeled 
carriage  of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 
Provided,  That  such  persons  shall  be  exempt  from  paying  tolls,  as  are 
exempted  in  the  eleventh  section  of  the  general  act  passed  January  7th, 
1817,  before  mentioned,  saving  only  persons  conveying  public  mails  of 
the  United  States,  which  last  mentioned  persons  shall  not  pass  free  as 
in  said  U\ci\  provided,

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
Hugh  Thompson,  John  VV.  Gary,  Joseph  Cummins,  Alexander  Stewart, 
J.  S.  Updegratf,  Hugh  McElroy,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  under  the  name  of  the  Sid- 
ney, Carysville  and  Millerstown,  turnpike  company,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  the  town  of  Sidney,  to  the  town  of 
Carysville  in  said  county,  and  from  thence  to  Millerstown,  to  intersect 
the  Urbana,  Troy  and  Greenville  turnpike  road  at  Smith's  tavern,  in 
Champaign  county,  which  company  shall  have  all  the  right?,  privileges 
and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  defined  in  the  act  to 
provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  passed  January  7th, 
1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto,  except  so  far  as  the  saooe 
may  be  modified  or  changed  by  the  special  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  above  named  persons,  or  any  ten  of  them,  may 
proceed  to  open  boc^ks  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  compa- 
ny, at  such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  proper,  agreeably  to  the 
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seconj  section  of  the  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  com- 
panies aforesaid* 

Sec.  4.  That  so  soon  as  ten  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sub- 
scribed to  the  stock  of  said  company,  the  persons  named  in  the  first  sec- 
tion of  this  act,  or  any  ten  of  them,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stock- 
holders in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation 
of  turnpike  companies  aforesaid,  for  the  election  of  nine  directors  for  the 
government  of  said  company. 

Sec.  5,  That  the  following  shall  be  the  rates  of  toll  for  each  ten 
miles  of  said  road,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  a  less  distance,  to  wit: 

For  every  four-wheeled  carriage,  wagon  or  other  vehicle,  drawn 
by  one  horse  or  other  animal, eighteen  and  three-fourths  cents;  for  every 
horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  cart,  chaise,  or  other  two-wheeled  vehicle,  drawn  by  one 
horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  one-half  cents;  for  every  horse  or 
other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve 
and  one-half  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition  thereto, 
six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  coach  or  other  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by 
one  horse  or  other  animal,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other 
animal  in  addition,  twelve  and  a  half  cents; 

For  every  horse,  or  other  animal  and  rider,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  led  or 
driven,  three  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle  six  months  old  and  upwards,  one  cent; 

And  for  every  bead  of  sheep  and  hogs,  one-half  cent,

Providing  for  the  levying  of  a  school  tax  in  Oxford  township,  in  Butler  county. 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  county  commissioners  of  Butler  county  are  hereby  authorized  to  ap- 
point one  or  more  appraisers  in  the  township  of  Oxford,  in  the  county  of 
Butler,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  proceed,  between  the  first  day  of  April 
and  the  fifteenth  day  of  May,  eighteen  hundred  and  thirty-nine,  to  ap- 
praise the  lands  held  under  permanent  leases  in  said  township  at  their 
true  value  in  money  considered  in  their  natural  state;  and  in  making  such 
appraisment,  said  appraisers  shall  also  take  into  view  the  rent  incum- 
brance upon  the  same  which  is  annually  or  otherwise  payable  to  the 
Miami  university  by  reason  of  the  condition  of  the  leases  under  which 
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said  lands  are  holden,  designating  the  name  of  the  bolder  oi  each  tracts 
with  a  pertinent  description  of  the  tract  so  appraised,  a  retam  of  which 
appraisement  shall  be  made  to  the  commisnoners  on  or  before  the  fint 
day  of  their  annual  meeting  in  June  following:  Profcided,  That  before 
anj  such  appraiser  shall  enter  upon  the  discharge  of  his  duties  under  this 
act,  he  shall  first  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  that  he  will  faithfully  and 
impartially  perform  the  duties  of  his  appointment  under  this  act  to  the 
best  of  his  ability:  Provided^  also^  That  if  upon  such  return  being  made 
any  person  or  persons  should  feel  aggrieved  by  the  same,  he  or  they 
may  apply  to  the  commissioners  for  relief  in  the  same  manner  as  is  pro- 
vided in  like  cases  of  valuation  in  fee  simple  estates,  the  appraisers  shall 
receive  such  compensation  for  their  services  under  this  act  as  the  com- 
missioners of  Butler  county  shall  allow  them  out  of  the  treasury  of  said 
county. 

Sec.  2*  Said  commissioners  shall,  in  addition  to  the  levying  of  a  tax 
upon  personal  property  in  said  township,  authorize  the  levying  of  a 
school  tax,  annually,  upon  the  ad  valorem  amount  of  appraisement 
in  said  township,  the  property  of  blacks  and  mulattoes  excepted,  not  ex- 
ceeding one  mill  on  the  dollar,  which  assessment  shall  be  made  by  the 
county  auditor  and  attested  by  the  county  treasurer,  in  the  same  man- 
ner as  other  county,  township,  or  state  taxes  are  levied  and  collected. 

Sec*  3.  The  taxes  so  levied  and  collected  under  the  provisions 
of  this  act  shall  be  appropriated  exclusively  to  the  support  of  common 
schools  in  the  respective  several  districts  in  the  township  of  Oxford,  and 
in  the  disbursement  of  the  same,  the  provisions  of  the  act  entitled  an  act 
for  the  support  and  better  regulation  of  common  schools,  and  to  create 
permanently  the  office  of  superintendent,"  passed  March  7,  1838,  shall 
be  conformed  to,  at  least  so  far  as  it  is  practicable  to  carry  out  the  ob- 
jects of  this  act,  having  in  view  the  support  of  common  schools  in  the 
said  township  of  Oxford.

That  ali  the  rights  acquired  by  said  church  under  the  act  to 
which  this  is  an  amendment,  shall  remain  unimpaired  and  all  suits  and 
contracts  heretofore  entered  into  or  commenced  shall  be  carried  into 
execution  in  the  same  manner  as  if  this  act  had  not  passed.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Calvin  0.  Waller,  Horatio  N.  Barstow,  Edward  Bronson,  Archibald 
Powell,  H.  A.  Hurl  but,  Charles  Winslow,  Amos  Tufts,  Finlay  Strong, 
Stephen  O.  Bennett,  Luther  M.  Parsons,  Albert  Powell,  Anson  Smith, 
Haynes  Johnson,  George  Remington  and  Nathaniel  Bennett,  or  such  of 
them  and  their  associates  as  shall  become  subscribers  for  stock  of  this 
association,  and  their  successors,  shall  be  and  thej  are  hereby  constitu- 
ted a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Ohio  City 
Insurance  company;  and  by  that  name  shall  have  corporate  succession, 
be  capable  in  law  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer 
and  be  answered,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity, 
and  elsewhere,  with  full  power  and  authority  to  acquire,  hold,  possess, 
use,  sell,  convey,  and  dispose  of  all  such  real  and  personal  estate  as  shall 
be  necessary  and  convenient  for  the  transaction  of  its  business,  or  which 
shall  be  conveyed  to  said  company  for  the  security  or  in  the  payment  of 
any  debt  which  may  become  due  and  owing  to  the  same,  or  in  satisfac- 
tion of  any  judgment,  order  or  decree  of  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in 
their  favor;  and  to  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  alter  the  same  at  plea- 
sure. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  this  company  shall  be  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each- 
Sec.  3.  At  the  time  of  subscribing  there  shall  be  paid  on  each  share 
five  dollars,  and  the  balance  due  on  the  shares  subscribed  shall  be  sub-

month  after  two  thousand  shares  of  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed;  at 
which  meeting  the  stockholders  present  shall  proceed  by  ballot  to  elect 
a  board  of  directors,  who  shall  continue  in  office  until  their  successors 
shall  be  chosen;  at  which  election,  as  well  as  at  all  elections  thereafter, 
each  stockholder  shall  have  one  vote  for  each  share  of  stock  by  him,  her 
or  them  held;  and  in  case  any  shareholder  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  pay 
any  instalment  on  any  shares  by  him,  her  or  them  held,  within  sixty 
days  after  the  same  shall  become  due  and  payable,  the  directors  may  at

tbflir  option  declare  the  same,  and  all  payments  previously  made,  forfeit- 
ed to  the  company,  or  the  same  to  sell  at  public  auction,  first  giving  two 
weeks  public  notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  in  said  city,  of 
the  time!  and  place  of  such  sale,  or  to  proceed  to  prosecute  and  collect 
the  same  in  any  court  having  cognizance  thereof:  Provided^  That  in  the 
event  of  selling  the  said  stock  at  auction,  the  surplus,  if  any  after  pay- 
ing the  said  instalment  and  the  expense  of  selling,  shall  be  refunded  and 
paid  to  the  said  shareholder  or  his  her  or  their  legal  representative* 

Sec.  6«  There  shall  be  an  election  for  directors  held  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  January  in  each  year  after  the  organization  of  the  company; 
and  the  directors  at  their  first  meeting  after  the  election  shall  by  ballot 
choose  from  among  themselves  a  president  to  serve  until  the  next  elec- 
tion of  directors;  but  in  case  of  death  or  disability  of  the  president  they 
shall  fill  the  vacancy  by  ballot  as  before,  and  in  case  of  vacancy  in  the 
board  of  directors  it  shall  by  the  directors  be  likewise  filled  in  the  same 
manner. 

Sec.  7.  If  it  shall  at  any  time  from  any  cause  happen  that  no  elec- 
tion shall  be  held  on  said  firstTuesday  of  January,  the  directors  may  order 
Sn  election  at  any  time  thereafter:  Provided^  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  directors  to  give  at  least  two  weeks  notice  in  some  newspaper 
printed  in  the  city  of  Ohio,  of  the  time  and  place  at  which  any  stated  or 
special  election  will  be  held. 

Sec.  8.  The  corporation  hereby  created  shall  have  power  and  au- 
thority to  insure  all  kinds  of  property  against  loss  or  damage  by  fire,  to 
make  all  kinds  of  insurance  on  life  or  lives,  and  against  loss  or  damage 
on  goods,  wares  and  merchandize  in  the  course  of  transportation,  wheth- 
er on  land  or  water,  and  on  any  vessel  or  other  water  craft;  and  also  to 
cause  themselves  to  be  insured  against  any  loss  or  risk  in  the  course  of 
their  business;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  company  to  use  and  employ 
its  capital  stock,  money  or  other  funds  in  the  purchase  of  any  public 
stocks,  and  any  such  stock  to  sell  again  at  pleasure;  and  they  may  loan 
their  money  or  other  funds,  or  any  part  thereof,  to  individuals  or 
corporations,  on  real  or  personal  security,  for  such  period  of  time  as  the 
directors  shall  deem  prudent  for  the  interest  and  safety  of  the  company; 
Provided^  said  company  shall  not  at  any  lime  reserve  or  receive  on  its 
loans  a  greater  amount  of  interest  than  at  the  rate  of  six  per  cent,  per 
annum:  Provided^  That  nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
authorize  said  company  to  issue  any  notes,  bills,  checks,  drafts,  orders, 
certificates  of  deposit,  or  other  evidences  of  debt  to  circulate  as  money, 
or  in  any  manner  either  directly  or  indirectly  exercise  the  powers  of 
banking. 

Sec.  9.  The  president  and  directors  shall  declare  such  dividends  of 
the  profits  of  the  business  of  said  company  as  shall  not  impair  or  lessen 
the  capital  stock  of  the  same;  which  dividend  shall  be  declared  on  the 
first  Monday  of  March  and  September  in  each  year,  and  shall  be  paid  to 
the  stockholders  at  any  time  after  ten  days  thereafter,  bui  no  dividend 
shall  be  paid  to  any  stockholder  who  is  delinquent  to  the  company. 

Sec.  1 0.  Any  house  or  building  insured  by  this  company  which  should 
be  destroyed  by  fire  from  the  first  floor  upwards,  shall  be  deemed  demol- 
ished, and  the  directors  in  such  case  shall  order  the  money  insured  there- 
on to  be  paid  in  sixty  days  after  due  notice  is  given  of  the  loss,  in  such  mai- 
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tier  as  shall  be  required  and  specified  in  the  policy  or  conditions  annexecl 
thereto;  and  in  case  of  partial  loss  by  fire,  one  of  the  conditions  sfaalf 
be  that  the  loss  shall  be  determined  by  assessors  appointed  as  followff; 
The  person  whose  property  is  insured  shall  have  the  privilege  of  select-' 
ing  one  disinterested  man,  the  board  of  directers  shall  select  another; 
should  these  two  disagree  in  their  valuation  of  the  loss,  they  shall  select 
a  third  disinterested  man,  and  their  award  shall  be  final. 

Sec.  1 1.  The  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  and  authority 
to  appoint  such  officers  under  them  as  shall  be  necessary  to  transact  the 
business  of  the  company,  to  fix  their  salaries  and  prescribe  their  duties; 
to  ordain  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  as  nhali  appear  to 
thetti  necessary  for  conducting  the  concerns  of  said  company,  consis* 
tent  with  the  laws  of  Ohio  and  of  the  United  States:  and  they  shall  keep 
full  and  fair  entries  of  their  transactions,  which  shall  at  all  times  be  open^ 
to  the  inspection  of  the  stockholders. 

Sec.  12.  The  stock  of  this  company  may  be  assigned  and  transfer- 
red on  the  books  of  the  company  by  any  stockholder,  or  by  his  attor- 
ney duly  constituted  agreeably  to  the  rules  of  the  company;  but  no 
stockholder  shall  be  permitted  whilst  indebted  to  the  company,  to  assign 
his  stock,  or  any  part  thereof,  until  such  indebtedness  be  discharged  or 
secured  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  directors. 

Sec.  13.  All  policies  or  contracts  of  insurance,  or  other  contracts^ 
made  by  the  company  or  their  authorized  agent,  shall  be  signed  by  the 
president  or  such  other  person  as  the  directors  agreeably  to  their  by- 
laws shall  appoint,  and  attested  by  the  acting  clerk  or  secretary  of  the 
board  of  directors;  and  any  contract  thus  signed  and  attested,  which 
may  afterwards  be  filled  up  by  any  ajrent  of  the  company  authorized  Ic 
contract  in  behalf  of  the  company,  shall  be  obligatory  and  binding  on  the 
company. 

Sec.  14.  The  business  of  said  company  shall  be  transacted  at  the 
city  of  Ohio,  in  the  county  of  Cuyahoga,  but  they  shall  have  power  and 
authority  to  appoint  agents  at  other  places,  to  make  and  receive  surveys 
of  property,  and  fill  up  and  deliver  policies  executed  as  aforesaid^ 

Sec.  15.  In  all  suits  prosecuted  against  said  company  the  process 
may  be  served  by  a  copy  thereof  being  delivered  to  the  president  by  any 
officer  authorized  to  serve  such  process:  and  the  president  shall  at  the 
next  meeting  of  the  board  report  the  fact. 

Sec.  16.  Nathaniel  Bennet,  Calvin  Waller,  Anson  Smith,  Horatio 
N.  Barstow,  H.  A.  H url be rt,  Edward  Bronson,  Charles  Winslow,  Albert 
Powell,  and  Stephen  O.  Bennet,  or  any  five  of  them,  are  hereby  ap- 
pointed commissioners  to  open  books  for  subscriptionof  stock,  and  to  su- 
perintend the  business  of  the  subscribers  until  a  board  of  directors  shall 
be  elected,  which  books  shall  be  opened  in  the  city  of  Ohio,  on  the  first 
Monday  of  May  next;  and  with  the  exception  of  Sundays  shall  be  kept 
open  every  day  between  the  hours  of  nine  in  the  forenoon  and  four  in 
the  afternoon  for  twenty-five  days,  inclusive,  or  until  at  least  two  thou- 
sand shares  of  the  stock  shall  be  subscribed  for;  and  if  there  should  be  a 
failure  to  open  the  books  as  aforesaid,  or  if  there  should  be  a  failure  to 
subscribe  two  thousand  shares  of  the  capital  as  aforesaid,  within  one 
year  from  the  passage  of  this  act,  then  this  act  shall  become  void  and  of 
no  effect:  Providedj  however ^  That  in  case  more  than  the  capital  stock 
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«iiall  be  subscribed  in  the  said  twenty-five  days,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  commissioners  to  make  such  equal  deduction  upon  each  and  every 
share  so  subscribed  as  shall  leave  the  total  amount  of  the  remainder  of 
said  shares  so  subscribed  equal  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company: 
Praoided,  no  deduction  shall  be  made  on  any  subscription  often  shares 
or  less;  and  no  demand  shall  ever  thereafter  be  made  of  the  subscribers 
by  the  board  of  directors,  of  any  greater  sum  than  the  remainder  on  the 
shares  by  each  person  subscribed,  after  such  deduction  shall  have  been 
made.

AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  Belville  Railroad  Company. 

Sec.  1  •  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Benjamin  Jackson,  John  Singery,  John  Leidy,  James  Welch,  Joseph 
Hildreth,  William  Morrow,  Samuel  Poppelton,  Adam  Shaffer,  John  Mar- 
key,  Albert  Herrington,  and  Ephraim  Walters,  of  Jefferson  township  in 
the  county  of  Richland,  together  with  those  who  may  hereafter  become 
stockholders  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Belville  Railroad  Company,  and  by  that  name  and  style 
shall  be  and  are  hereby  made  capable  to  have,  purchase,  receive,  possess 
and  enjoy  real  and  personal  estate,  and  retain  to  them,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  as  shall  be  re- 
quisite lor  their  accommodation  and  convenience  in  the  transaction  of 
their  business;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended  in  all  courts  of  record  or  else- 
where; and  also  to  have,  make  and  use  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to 
alter  or  change  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.    That  the  said  corporation  are  hereby  authorized  and  enu 
powered  to  cause  such  examination  and  surveys  to  be  made  from  the 
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town  of  Belville  to  MaDsfield,  in  the  county  of  Richland,  as  shall  be  ne« 
cessary  to  ascertain  the  most  advantageous  route  whereon  to  construct 
a  railroad,  and  shall  cause  an  estimate  to  be  made  of  the  probable  cost 
thereof  for  each  mile  separately;  and  the  said  corporation  shall  be  and 
they  are  hereby  invested  with  the  right  to  construct  a  railroad  with  one 
or  more  railways  or  tracks,  from  the  said  town  of  Belville  to  intersect 
the  southern  termination  of  the  Mansfield  and  New  Haven  railroad  at 
Mansfield,  on  such  terms  as  the  said  Belville  and  Mansfield  and  New 
Haven  railroad  companies  may  agree  on;  and  in  case  said  companies 
cannot  agree,  then  on  such  terms  as  the  supreme  court  of  Richland 
county  may  in  chancery  direct. 

Sec,  3.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  seventy-five 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  4.  The  above  named  persons  or  a  majority  of  them  are  author- 
ized to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock,  at 
such  time  and  place,  or  times  and  places,  on  giving  such  notice  in  a  news- 
paper printed  in  Mansfield,  as  they  may  think  proper,  not  less  than  twen- 
ty days  previous  to  the  time  of  opening  sn  d  books;  and  as  soon  as  eight 
thousand  dollars  thereof  shall  be  subscribed,  they  shall  give  a  like 
notice  for  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  to  choose  seven  directors  by 
ballot,  by  such  stockholders  as  shall  attend  for  that  purpose,  either  in 
person  or  by  proxy,  (which  proxy  shall  be  authorized  in  writing  with 
the  signature  of  a  stockholder  thereto;)  each  share  of  said  stock  on  which 
all  instalments  due  are  paid,  shall  entitle  the  owner  to  one  vote;  a  plu- 
rality of  votes  shall  be  necessary  to  an  election;  any  three  of  the 
persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act  shall  be  inspectors  of  such 
election,  and  shall  certify  under  their  hands  who  are  elected  directors, 
and  appoint  the  time  and  place  for  holding  the  first  meeting  of  directors, 
four  of  whom  shall  form  a  quorum  to  transact  the  business  of  the  com- 
pany; an  election  for  directors  shall  take  place  annually  thereafter  at 
Buch  time  and  place  as  the  stockholders  at  their  first  meeting  shall  ap- 

Eoint,  but  if  no  election  be  held  on  the  day  appointed,  such  election  may 
e  held  at  any  other  time  appointed  by  the  by-laws  of  the  corporation; 
and  the  directors  chosen  at  any  election  shall  choose  out  of  their  number 
one  person  to  be  president,  one  to  be  treasurer,  and  one  to  be  recording 
clerk  of  said  company,  said  directors  and  officers  to  serve  one  year  and 
until  their  successors  are  elected  and  qualified. 

Sec.  5.  The  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall 
have  power  to  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents  or  persons 
whatsoever  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  the  businesi 
of  the  company,  and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  pleasure;  they  or  a 
majority  of  them  shall  have  power  to  determine  by  contract  the  com- 
pensation of  the  engineers,  officers,  agents  or  persons  in  tlie  employ  of 
said  company;  they  shall  also  have  power  to  make  and  pass  such  by- 
laws as  they  may  deem  proper  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this 
act:  Provided,  such  by-laws  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  this 
state  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  6.  Upon  each  share  of  said  subscription  there  shall  be  paid  at 
the  time  of  subscribing,  five  dollars  to  the  persons  so  authorized  to  open 
said  books,  and  the  residue  shereof  shall  be  paid  in  such  instalments,  and 
at  such  times  as  may  be  required  by  the  president  and  directon  of  said 
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company,  to  the  treasurer  of  said  company,  to  whom  the  fiist  instalment 
shall  be  paid  by  the  stockholders  who  have  received  the  same  as  soon  as 
he  is  appointed  and  qualified:  Provided^  no  payment  other  than  the  first 
instalment  of  Rve  dollars  shall  be  demanded  until  at  least  twenty  days 
notice  of  the  same  shall  have  been  given  in  at  least  one  of  the  newspa- 
pers printed  in  Mansfield;  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to 
pay  any  instalment  or  part  of  such  subscription  thus  demanded,  for  the 
space  of  thirty  days  after  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  direc- 
tors shall  have  power  to  collect  the  same  by  due  course  of  law  as  any 
other  debts  or  dues. 

Sec.  7.  The  said  company  are  hereby  authorized  and  empowered 
to  cause  such  examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made  between  the  afore-r 
said  points  as  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  most  advantageous 
route  whereon  to  construct  said  railroad;  it  shall  be  lawful  for  said  com- 
pany by  themselves  or  their  agents  to  enter  upon  and  take  possession  of, 
and  pass  over  all  and  any  lands  indispensably  necessary  for  constructing 
said  railroad;  it  shall  also  be  lawful  for  said  company  or  their  agents  to 
enter  upon  any  lands  or  tenements  lying  on  or  contiguous  to  said  rail- 
road, and  take  and  use  any  timber,  stone,  gravel,  or  other  materials  ne- 
cessary for  constructing  said  railroad:  Provided  howevei'^  That  the  said 
corporation  shall  pay  a  fair  price  and  compensation  for  all  such  timber, 
stone,  gravel  or  other  materials,  (except  those  procured  on  said  road 
line;)  in  case  the  parties  cannot  agree  upon  the  price  of  such  materials^ 
either  party  may  apply  in  person  or  in  writing  to  any  judge  of  the  court 
of  common  picas  of  the  county  in  which  said  materials  are,  who  shall 
thereupon  issue  his  warrant  to  three  disinterested  persons  who  possess 
the  qualifications  of  an  elector,  requiring  them  to  meet  on  the  ground 
where  such  materials  are,  at  a  certain  time  of  [a]  day  therein  mentioned, 
not  longer  than  one  week  from  the  date  of  such  warrant,  which  war- 
rant either  party  so  applying,  or  their  agent,  may  serve;  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  persons  so  summoned  to  attend  at  the  time  and  place  speci- 
fied in  said  warrant,  and  after  taking  an  oath  or  affirmation  well  and 
truly  to  appraise  and  value  such  materials  or  damages  as  is  or  will  be 
used  or  damage  occasioned  by  said  company  or  their  agents,  and  give 
to  each  party  a  statement  in  writing  signed  by  them,  or  a  majority  of 
them,  of  the  awards  they  shall  make,  containing  a  description  of  the 
materials  so  appraised,  to  be  recorded  by  the  said  company  or  corpora- 
tion in  the  commissioners^  office  of  said  county:  Provided^  That  either 
of  the  parties  shall  have  the  power  of  appealing  from  the  decision  of  the 
appraisers  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county,  at  any  time 
within  thirty  days  after  the  appraisers  have  made  their  returns  as  afore- 
said; and  the  court  shall  proceed  thereon  as  in  cases  of  appeals  for  dam- 
ages in  constructing  and  laying  out  state  roads;  any  two  of  said  com- 
missioners or  appraisers  shall  be  a  quorum  to  appraise  such  materials,  if 
they  can  agree  on  the  price  thereof,  and  in  case  of  a  disagreement  in 
the  value  thereof,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  call  a  third  person,  hav- 
ing the  qualifications  aforesaid,  as  an  umpire  to  fill  the  vacancy  occa- 
sioned by  the  non-attendance  of  any  one  of  said  appraisers. 

Sec.  8.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  determine  the 
width  (which  shall  not  exceed  one  hundred  feet)  and  dimensions  of  said 
railroad,  and  whether  it  shall  be  a  single  or  double  track,  to  regulate  the 
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time  and  manner  in  whicli  passengers  and  property  shall  be  transported 
thereon,  and  the  manner  of  collecting  tolls  for  the  same;  they  shall  also 
have  power  to  construct  said  railroad  across  any  road,  highway,  stream 
of  water,  or  water  course,  if  the  same  shall  be  necessary,  but  the  said 
corporation  shall  restore  such  road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water 
course  so  intersected  to  its  former  estate,  or  in  a  sufficient  manner  not 
to  impair  its  usefulness  or  value  to  the  owner  or  the  public. 

Sec.  9.  When  it  shall  be  necessary  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any 
individual  with  said  railroad,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  corporation  to 
provide  for  such  individual  proper  wagon  ways  across  said  railroad  from 
one  part  of  his  land  to  another  without  delay;  and  if  said  corporation 
shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  provide  proper  wagon  ways  across  said  road 
as  aforesaid,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  person  injured  thereby  to  sue  said 
company,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  such  damages  as  a  jury  may  think  him 
or  her  entitled  to  for  such  neglect  or  refusal  on  the  part  of  said  compa- 
ny; and  moreover  be  permitted  to  pass  over  said  road  with  impunity, 
until  such  wagon  way  be  provided  as  aforesaid. 

♦Sec.  10.  Any  other  railroad  now  or  hereafter  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  state,  may  join  and  connect  snid  road  with  the  railroad  here- 
by contemplated,  and  run  cars  upon  the  same  under  the  rules  and  regu- 
lations of  said  Belville  railroad  company  as  to  the  construction  and  speed 
of  said  cars;  and  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  state, 
or  to  citizens,  or  any  company  incorporated  by  authority  of  this  state, 
to  cross  the  railroad  hereby  incorporated:  Provided^  That  in  so  crossing 
no  injury  shall  be  done  to  the  works  of  the  company  hereby  incor- 
porated. 

Sec.  11.  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  purchase  with 
the  funds  of  said  company,  and  place  on  any  railroad  constructed  by 
them  under  this  act,  all  machines,  wagons,  vehicles,  or  carriages  of  any 
description,  necessary,  or  that  they  may  deem  proper  for  the  purpose  of 
transportation  on  said  road;  and  the  said  corporation  shall  have  power 
to  charge  for  tolls  upon,  and  the  transportation  of  persons,  goods,  pro- 
duce, merchandize  or  property  of  any  description  whatever,  any  sum 
not  exceeding  the  following  rates:  On  all  goods,  merchandize  or  pro- 
perty, a  sum  not  exceeding  three  cents  per  mile  for  toll,  and  one  cent 
per  mile  for  passengers,  for  tolls;  and  for  transportation,  a  sum  not  ex- 
ceeding ten  cents  per  mile,  per  ton,  for  merchandize,  and  seven  cents 
per  mile  for  produce,  lumber,  stone,  &;c.,  and  four  cents  per  mile  for 
each  passenger;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  other  company,  or  any 
other  person  or  persons  whatsoever,  paying  the  tolls  aforesaid,  and  com- 
plying with  the  regulations  of  said  company,  with  suitable  carriages  to 
transport  any  persons,  merchandize,  or  property  of  any  description  what- 
soever, along  said  road,  or  any  part  thereof;  and  tlie  said  road,  with  all 
their  works,  improvements  and  profits,  and  all  machinery  on  said  road 
for  transportation  are  hereby  vested  in  said  company  incorporated  by 
this  act,  and  their  successors  forever;  and  the  shares  of  said  company 
shall  be  deemed  and  considered  personal  property,  transferrable  by  as- 
signment, agreeably  to  the  by-laws  of  said  company. 

Sec.  12.  At  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  the 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  ofQce  for 
the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  affairs 
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of  said  companVy  and  the  directors  shall  annually  or  seniiannually  declare 
and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper  of  the  nett  profits 
arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the  necessary  cur- 
rent and  probable  contingent  expenses,  and  they  shall  divide  the  sum 
among  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  in  proper  proportion  to  their 
respective  shares. 

Sec.  1 3.  Every  pre$«ideut,  director,  treasurer  or  clerk  of  said  com- 
pany, before  he  acts  as  such,  shall  take  an  oath  or  aflirmation  that  he  will 
%veH  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  the  best  of  his  skill 
and  judgment;  and  the  appraisers  authorized  by  this  act,  before  they 
proceed  to  estimate  damages,  shall  severally  take  an  oath  or  affirmation 
faithfully,  impartially,  and  honestly  to  discharge  their  duty;  and  said 
appraisers  shall  each  be  entitled  to  receive  from  said  corporation,  one 
dollar  per  day  for  each  day  necessarily  employed. 

Sec.  14.  If  any  person  shall  w  ilfully,  by  any  means  whatever,  injure, 
impair,  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  rail  road  constructed  by  said  compa- 
ny under  this  act,  or  any  o(  the  necessary  works  or  buildings,  cars  or 
machinery  of  said  company,  such  person  or  persons  offijnding  shall,  each 
of  them,  for  every  such  offence,  forfeit  and  pay  to  said  company  three 
times  the  amount  of  damages,  which  may  be  recovered  in  the  name  of 
the  company  by  an  action  of  debt  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  hav- 
ing cognizance  thereof,  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  indictment  in  the 
court  of  common  pleas  in  the  county  in  which  such  offence  was  commit- 
ted, and  upon  conviction  thereof  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  not  exceed- 
ing one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  not  exceeding  ten  days  iQ 
the  jail  of  said  county. 

Sec.  1 6.  This  act  is  hereby  declared  to  be  a  public  act,  and  shall  be 
Ko  considered  in  all  courts  of  justice  and  elsewhere.

To  amend  an  act  entitled  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Cuyahoga  Falls,  Medina,Wel- 

lington  and  Norwalk  Turnpike  road  company. 

Whereas,  by  an  act  passed  March  14th,  1838,  a  company  was  incor- 
porated by  the  name  of  the  Cuyahoga  Falls,  Medina,  Wellington  and 
Norwalk  Turnpike  road  company;  And  whereas,  by  a  provision  con- 
tained in  the  fourth  section  of  said  act  [it]  is  required  that  thirty  thou- 
sand dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company, 
before  the  commissioners  shall  be  authorized  to  call  a  meeting  for  the 
election  of  the  directors  thereof:  And  whereas,  it  is  estimated  that  the 
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fvhole  cost  of  the  contemplated  road  will  probably  not  exceed  the 
sum  of  twenty  thousand  dollars;  Therefore, 

Sec  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
so  soon  as  five  thousand  dollars  shall  be  subscribed  to  the  capital  stock 
of  said  company,  the  commissioners  ot  a  majority  of  them  shall  call  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  Uie  third  sec- 
tion of  the  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies, 
for  the  election  of  nine  directors  for  the  government  of  said  company* 

Sec.  2*  That  said  company  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
demand  and  receive  from  persons  travelings  on  said  road  the  following 
tolls  for  every  ten  miles  travel  thereon,  and  suitable  proportions  for  a 
less  distance,  viz: 

For  every  four-wheeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or 
other  animal,  tw^elve  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal 
in  addition,  four  cents; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  eigfal 
cents;  for  every  animal  in  addition,  four  cents; 

For  every  coach,  chariot,  or  other  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage 
drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  eighteen  and  three-fourths  cents; 
for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents ^ 

For  every  horse  or  other  animal  and  rider,  six  and  one-foarth  cents; 

For  every  horse,  mule  or  ass,  led  or  driven,  six  months  old  or  up- 
wards, two  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  one  cent;- 

For  every  head  of  sheep  or  swine,  one-iburdi  of  a  cent;  and  said 
company  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  one  half  of  the  fore- 
going rates  of  toll  on  said  road,  when  the  same  or  any  part  thereof  not 
less  than  ten  miles  together,  shall  have  been  graded  and  bridged,  though 
not  fully  completed:  Praoidedj  That  such  persons  shall  be  exempt  from 
paying  tolls  as  are  exempted  in  the  eleventh  section  of  the  general  act,, 
passed  Jan.  7th,  1817,  before  mentioned,  saving  only  persons  conveying 
the  public  mails  of  the  United  States,  which  last  mentioned  persons  shall 
not  pass  free  as  in  said  act  provided.

Sec.  \*  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Okioj  That 
all  mechanics,  laborers,  or  furnishers,  who  under  contract  with  the 
6wner,  shall  employ  their  labor,  skill,  or  materials  in  the  construction  of 
any  building  or  water  craft,  or  shall  supply  any  article  in  the  construc- 
tion or  furnishing  the  same,  within  the  township  of  Zanesviile,  may  se- 
cure a  lien  on  such  building  or  water  craft  for  the  value  or  stipulated 
price  of  such  labor,  skill  and  miaterials,  in  the  manner  hereinafter  provi- 
ded. 

Sec.  3.  Persons  entitled  to  a  lien  tinder  this  act,  shall  make  a  state- 
ment or  account  in  writing,  containing  a  suitable  description  of  the  prop- 
erty on  or  towards  which  such  labor,  skill  and  materials,  or  either,  have 
been  done  or  furnished,  together  with  the  items  and  amount  of  each,  and 
afl:er  making  oath  or  affirmation  thereto,  shall,  within  two  months  after 
stfch  labor  done,  skill  or  materials  furnished  or  provided,  file  the  same  in 
the  recorder's  ofiice  of  Muskingum  county,  which  account  or  statement,

&c.  4.  When  the  owner  of  any  building  or  water  craft  shall  sus- 
pend the  progress  or  completion  of  the  same,  wkhout  the  consent  of 
such  laborers,  mechanics,  or  furnishers,  or  if  their  progress  or  comple- 
tion be  suspended  by  the  death  of  the  owner,  at  a  stage  when  from  the 
unfinished  state  thereof  the  building  or  water  craft  would  go  to  waste, 
the  laborers,  mechanics  and  furnishers,  or  any  of  them,  may  at  their 
election,  proceed  with  the  same  at  their  own  cost,  so  far  as  to  prevent 
such  waste:  Provided^  the  work  so  done,  after  such  suspension,  shall  be 
according  to  the  contract  between  the  parties,  and  upon  the  plan  in- 
tended by  the  owner. 

Sec.  5.  If  the  owner,  at  the  time  of  suspension,  or  at  the  time  of 
completion  of  such  work,  be  not  possessed  of  the  legal  title  to  the  land 
on  which  the  building  (if  a  fixture,)  is  erected,  but  is  possessed  of  an 
equitable  title  thereto,  and  the  fact  of  such  defect  of  title  be  made  to  ap* 
pear  to  the  court  before  whom  any  judgment,  under  this  act  may  have 
been  obtained,  the  court  may  direct  the  officer  to  whom  any  execution 
may  he  directed  for  the  collection  of  any  such  judgment,  to  rent  or  lease 
such  buildings  until  the  rents  thereof  shall  pay  and  satisfy  the  several 
liens  arising  under  this  act:  Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  be  construed  so  as  to  take  away  any  prior  bonajide  lien  upon  the 
land,  nor  as  ousting  the  jurisdiction  ot  courts  of  chancery  over  sales  of 
equitable  inteiests,  where  such  jurisdiction  can  be  beneficially  exerci-^ 
sed.

Sec.  1.    BeitenactedbyiheGeTieral  Assembly  of  ihe  State  of  Ohio^ThzX 
Samuel  Halliday,  Randal  Stivers,  James  Ralston,  Abner  Stout,  Asel  Hoit, 
33 — L.  L. 
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Arthur  Merrill,  James  Hogg,  Stephen  Titus,  James  Hatleton,  jn,  Bial 
Dains,  Thomas  Irvin,  Columbia  Downing,  Thomas  P.  Fogg,  Noah  S. 
Hoit,  Win.  Greon,  jr.,  John  Barton,  John  McQuigg  George  Dnskey, 
and  iheir  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  by  the  name  of  the  Meigs  county  High  School  and  Teachers' 
Institute,  and  as  such  they  shall  have  succession  for  thirty  years. 

Sec.  2.  Each  subscriber  of  ten  dollars  shall  have  a  vote  in  the 
election  of  trustees,  and  one  additional  vote  for  each  additional  ten 
dollars. 

Sec.  3.  Persons  subscribing  less  than  ten  dollars  may  unite  and 
delegate  one  of  their  number  to  give  the  vote  to  which  they  would  be 
jointly  entitled,  in  the  ratio  of  one  vote  for  each  ten  dollars,  or  the  sub- 
scribers in  any  school  district  may  by  vote,  delegate  their  school  officers 
to  vote  for  them. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person  may  be  eligible  to  the  office  of  trustee  who  has 
an  interest  often  dollars  in  the  institution. 

Sec.  5.  Any  person  who  shall  subscribe  one  hundred  dollars  or  up- 
wards, and  secure  the  payment  thereof  to  the  funds  of  the  corporation 
shall  be  a  trustee  for  life. 

Sec.  6»  There  shall  be  a  meeting  in  the  town  of  Chester  on  the 
second  Monday  in  April,  A.  D.  1839,  for  the  purpose  of  transacting  the 
necessary  business  of  the  corporation,  and  there  shall  then  and  there  be 
elected  by  ballot,  twenty  trustees;  but  if  by  neglect  or  casualty,  an

The  trustees  shall  be  competent  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead 
and  be  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  may  have  a  seal  and 
alter  the  same  at  pleasure,  and  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in 
their  own  body,  occasioned  by  death,  resignation,  or  neglect  for  more 
than  one  year  to  attend  to  the  duties  of  the  trust. 

Sec.  8.  The  trustees,  (any  five  of  whom  may  form  a  quorum,)  shall 
constitute  a  board,  and  have  power  to  appoint  a  president,  secretary, 
and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officers  and  agents  as  they  may  deem  ne-

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Jonathan  Dresbach,  John  Coons,  George  Dresbach,  and  their  associates, 
to  be  elected  agreeably  to  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  church  of  the 
United  Brethren  in  Christ,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  declared  to  be 
a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  succession  for  thirty  years,  by  the 
name  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Conference  Printing  Establishment  of  the 
United  Brethren  in  Christ,  in  the  town  of  Circleville,  Pickaway  county, 
Ohio,  and  by  that  name  shall  be  capable  in  law  of  suing  and  being  sued, 
pleading  and  being  impleaded  in  all  courts  of  law  or  equity,  may  have  a 
common  seal  and  the  same  alter  or  renew  at  pleasure,  and  also  to  ordain 
and  establish  ail  such  by-laws,  rules  and  regulations  as  shall  be  necessary 
and  proper  for  the  government  and  well-being  of  the  said  establishment, 
the  same  beins  consistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  and  of  this  state.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Benjamin  Hoyle,  John  JStreef,  Henry  Crow  and  Jacob  Halloway,  to- 
gether with  such  other  persons  as  have  associated  with  them,  for  the 
purpose  of  establishing  and  conducting  a  boarding  school,  near  Mount 
Pleasant  in  the  county  of  Jefferson,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a 
body  politic  and  corporate,  with  succession  for  the  tenn  of  thirty  years, 
by  the  name  of  the  Mount  Pleasant  Boarding  School;  and  by  that  name 
^hall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be 
8ued,  to  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  all  courts  of  law  and  equity; 
and  to  acquire  by  devise,  gift,  grant  or  otherwise,  possess  and  enjoy,  to 
sell,  convey  and  dispose  of  property,  both  real  and  personal;  and  shall 
possess  all  the  powers  usually  incident  to  such  corporations:  Provided^ 
the  yearly  nett  income  arising  from  such  property,  and  subject  to  the 
annual  disposition  of  said  corporate  body,  shall  not  exceed  five  thousand 
dollars.

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  Uie  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
J.  S.  Darden,  George  Kent,  C.  C.  James,  Silas  W.  Mand,  Francis  Bry- 
ant, and  Isaac  Nash,  and  their  associates,  together  with  such  other  per- 
sons as  may  hereafter  be  associated  wilh  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
created  a  body  corporate  and  politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Fre- 
donia  Social  Library,  to  be  located  in  the  town  of  Fredonia,  in  the  county 
of  Licking,  as  such  shall  remain  for  thirty  years,  and  by  their  corporate 
name  may  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and 
be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended,  in 
any  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  in  all  manner  of  actions  whatsoever, 
and  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  break,  alter,  or  renew 
at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  corporation,  by  the  name  and  style  aforesaid^ 
shall  be  capable  in  law  of  acquiring,  holding,  and  conveying  property, 
real,  personal,  or  mixed,  either  by  purchase,  donation,  gift, grant,  devise, 
deed,  or  legacy:  Provided,  the  amount  of  such  propertv  at  any  one  time 
shall  not  exceed  five  thousand  dollars:  And  also  provided^  that  no  part  of  the 
stock  or  property  of  said  corporation  shall  be  used  or  employed  for  any  oth- 
er than  literary  and  scientific  purposes,  the  purchase  of  books,  maps,  charts 
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pamphlets,  newspapers,  or  other  useful  publications,  aikl  lands  and  buil- 
dings necessary  for  said  society. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  members  of  said  corporation  may  from  time  to 
time  meet  and  elect  such  officers  as  may  be  deemed  necessary,  and  in 
such  manner  as  may  be  pointed  out  by  the  constitution  or  by-la ws,  rules, 
and  regulations,  as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  good  order  and 
government  of  the  same:  Provided^  that  such  by-laws  and  regulations 
shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  constitution  or  laws  of  the  United  States  or 
of  this  state:  And  also  provided^  that  any  future  legislature  may  repeal, 
alter,  or  amend  this  act.

AN  ACT 

I'o  amend  an  act  entitled  An  act  to  incorporate  the  Ripley  and  Hillsborougti 
Turnpike  company,  passed  February  19,  1833;  and  for  other  purposes. 

Sec.  1 .  Sett  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  ofOhio^  That 
the  Ripley  and  Hillsborough  turnpike  company  be  extended  from  Hills- 
borough, in  the  county  of  Highland,  to  Washington,  in  Fayette  county, 
with  all  the  powers  and  privileges  necessary  to  construct  said  turnpike 
road,  agreeably  to  the  provisions  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amend- 
ment. 

Sec.  2.  That  Allen  Trimble,  Samuel  Bell,  David  Miller,  John  Smith, 
John  W.  Popcf,  Augustus  Brown,  Richard  Cherry  and  Joseph  Morrow, 
of  Highland  county,  and  Robert  Robinson,  Daniel  McLean,  Samuel  F. 
terr,  Joel  S-  Berryman  and  Wade  Loof borrow,  of  the  county  of  Fay- 
ette, be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  commissioners  to  act  with  the 
commissioners  appointed  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  capital  stook  of  said  turnpike  company  be  increased 
to  three  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  county  commissioners  of  Highland  county  and  the 
county  commissioners  of  Fayette  county,  be  and  they  are  hereby  author- 
ized in  behalf  of  the  said  counties  respectively  to  subscribe  to  the  capital 
stock  of  the  Ripley  and  Hillsborough  turnpike  company,  and  to  pay  the 
same  to  such  person  or  persons,  and  at  such  time  and  times  as  the  direc- 
tors of  said  company  shall  direct,  and  in  the  same  proportion  that  indi- 
viduals are  required  to  pay. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  county  commissioners  and  their  successors  in 
office  are  hereby  authorized  to  borrow  on  the  credit  of  said  counties 
respectively,  such  sum  or  sums  of  money  as  they  may  deem  necessary 
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fe  pay  the  stock  subscribed  as  aforesaid,  at  a  rate  of  interest  not  exceed- 
ing seven  per  cent  per  annum. 

Sec  6*  That  all  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  the  said  turn- 
pike company  heretofore  made  by  the  county  commissioners  of  the  coun- 
ty of  Highland,  are  hereby  declared  to  be  good  and  valid  to  all  intents 
and  purposes,  as  though  the  subscription  was  made  after  the  passage  of 
ibis  acti

Sec.  1  •  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Hie  Slate  of  Ohio^  That 
John  P.  Helfenstein,  Jeremiah  Ayres,  Jamei^  Elliott,  George  W*  Hol- 
bfook,  John  C*  Bothe,  and  Henry  B.  Thorn,  of  Allen  county,  and  John 
Armstrong  and  John  Elliott,  of  the  county  of  Mercer;  together  with 
those  who  may  hereafter  become  stockholders  in  the  manner  here- 
inafter prescribed,  their  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby 
treated  a  body  corporate  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Wapaukon- 
iietta  and  St.  Mary's  Rail  road  company,  and  shall  so  continue  for  the 
beriod  of  forty  years;  and  by  that  name  and  style  shall  be  and  are 
nereby  made  capable  in  law  to  have,  purchase,  receive,  possess  and 
enjo^  real  and  personal  estate,  and  retain  to  them,  their  successors 
and  assigns,  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  as  shall  be  re- 
<iuisite  for  their  accommodation  and  convenience  in  the  transaction  of 
their  business;  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and 
ht  answered  unto,  defend  and  be  defended,  in  courts  of  record  and 
Nowhere;  and  also  to  have,  make  atid  use  a  common  seal,  and  the 
dame  to  alter,  break,  renew  or  change  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  vest- 
ed with  the  right  and  authority  to  construct  a  rail  road  from  some 
convenient  point  in  the  town  of  Wapaukonnetta,  in  Allen  county,  to 
liome  soitable  point  in  or  near  the  town  of  St.  Mary's,  in  the  county  of 
Mercer,  on  such  route  or  line  as  fnay  be  deemed  most  eligible  and  prop- 
^^  by  said  company,  in  the  mode  which  they  may  adopt  for  that  purpose, 
to  transfer,  take  and  carry  persons  and  property  upon  the  same  by  the 
J)iower  ahd  force  of  steam,  of  animals,  or  any  other  mechanical  or  other 
piower  which  said  corporation  may  choose  to  employ. 

Sec.  3.  The  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty  thousand  dol- 
lars,* and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fiftv  dollars  each. 

See.  4.     The  above  named  persons  or  any  three  of  them,  are  au- 
thorized to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock 
S4 — ^L.  I*. 
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of  said  corporation,  >wiihia  twelve  mofiths  after  the  passing  of  this  act,  al 
such  place  or  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient^  having  given- twenty 
days'  previous  notice  in  one  or  more  newspapers^of  the  time  and  place 
of  opening  said  books;  and  as  soon  as  said  stock  shall  be  subscribed^  or 
six  thoasand  dollars  thereof,  they  shall  give  a  like  notice  for  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  to  choose  directors;  at   the  time  and  place  ap- 

fointedy  nine  directors  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  such  of  the  stock- 
olders  as  shall  attend  for  thart  purpose,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful 
proxies;  each  share  of  the  capital  stock  shall  entitle  the  hokler  to  one 
vote;  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a  majority  of 
them^  shall  be  inspectors  of  such  election,  and  shall  certify  umler  their 
hands  what  persons  are  elected  directors,  and  appoint  the  time  and 
place  for  holding  the  first  meeting  of  directors^  five  directors  shall  form 
a  board,  and  be  competent  to  transact  all  business  of  the  corporation^ 
a  new  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  stockholders  at  their  first  meeting  shall  appoint,  bnt  if  no  election

neglect  to  pay  any  instalment  or  part  of  said  subscription  thus  demand- 
ed, for  the  space  of  thirty  days  next  after  the  sanoe  shall  be  due  and 
payable,  the  said  president  and  directors,  upon  giving  twenty  days'  pia* 
vious  notice  thereof  in  manner  aforesaid,  may  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  sell  at  public  vendue,  so  many  of  the  shares  of  such  delin- 
quent stockholder  as  shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such  instalment  and  tlie 
expense  of  advertising  and  sale,  and  transfer  sueh  shares  so  sold  to  the 
purchaser;  and  the  residue  of  the  money  arising  from  such  sale^  after 
paying  such  instalment  and  expenses,  shall  be  paid  to  such  delinquent 
stockholder  on  demand. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  corporation  be  and  they  are  hereby  authori- 
zed to  cause  such  examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made,  by  their  sur- 
veyors, agents,  and  engineers,  of  the  ground  lying  between  the  afofe- 
mentioned  points,  as  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  most  eligible 
and  advantageous  route  whereon  to  construct  said  railroad;  and  it  shall 
also  be  lawful  for  said  corporation,  by  themselves  or  their  lawful  agents, 
to  enter  upon  or  take  possession  of  all  such  lands  and  real  estate  as  may 
be  indispensable  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  railroad, 
and  the  examination  requisite  thereto;  but  all  lands  and  real  estate  thus 
entered  upon,  which  are  not  donations,  shall  be  purchased  by  said  cor- 
poration of  the  owner  or  owners  thereof,  at  a  price  to  be  mutually  agreed 
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opon  between  them;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  as  to  flie  price,  it  shall 
he  the  duty  of  the  commissioners  of  Allen  or  Mercer  county,  in  either  of 
the  counties  wh^re  the  disagreement  may  occur,  upon  a  notice  to  be 
given  them  by  the  corporation  m  writing,  or  a  like  notice  from  the  per- 
son claiming  damages,  to  appoint  three  disinterested  freeholders  of  said 
county  to  determine  the  damage  which  the  owner  or  owners  of  said 
land  or  real  estate  so  entered  upon  by  said  corporation  have  or  has  sus- 
tained by  the  occupation  of  the  same;  and  upon  the  payment  by  the  said 
corporation  of  such  damages  to  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  same 
may  be  awarded  as  aforesaid,  and  in  estimating  the  damages  aforesaid, 
the  freeholders  appointed  shall  estimate  the  actual  vahie  of  said  land  so 
taken  possession  of,  and  all  other  damages  which  may  accrue  to  the 
owner  or  owners  in  consequence  of  the  location  of  said  road;  and  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  appraisers  to  deliver  to  the  said  corporation, 
and  also  to  said  applicants  for  damage,  a  written  statement  signed  by 
them  or  a  majority  of  them  of  the  awards  they  shall  make,  containing  a 
^lescription  of  the  land  or  real  esta^  appraised,  to  be  recorded  by  the 
said  corporation  in  the  oommissioners'  office  of  said  county:  Provided, 
That  either  party  shall  have  the  power  of  appealing  from  the  decision 
of  the  appraisers  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county  at  any 
lime  within  thhrty  days  after  the  appraisers  shall  have  made  their  returns 
as  aforesaid,  and  the  said  court  shall  proceed  thereon  as  in  cases  of  ap- 
peals for  damages  in  the  constructing  and  laying  out  state  roads. 

Sec*  7«  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  determine  the 
iwidfb  and  dimensions  of  said  railroad,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  feet, 
vrhether  it  shall  be  a  double  or  single  track,  to  regulate  the  time  and 
manner  in  which  passengers  and  property  shall  be  transported  thereon, 
9aid  the  manner  of  collecting  tolls  for  such  transportation. 

Sec.  8U  That  said  company  may  construct  said  railroad  across  or 
upon  any  public  road,  highway,  stream  of  water,  or  water  course,  if  the 
«ame  shall  be  necessary:  but  the  said  company  shall  restore  such  road, 
highway,  stream  of  water,  or  water  course  to  its  former  state,  or  in  a 
wifficient  manner  not  to  impair  the  usefulness  of  the  same  to  the  owner 
or  the  public. 

Sec.  9.  That  any  rail  road  company  now,  or  yet  to  be  chartered  by 
law  of  this  state,  shall  have  power  to  join  and  unite  with  the  road  hereby 
.  incorporated  at  any  point  which  the  directors  of  such  company  may 
think  advisable,  on  such  terms  aa  the  directors  of  said  companies  may 
respectively  agree,  and  in  case  of  disagreement,  on  such  terms  as  the 
supreme  court  may  in  chancery  determine. 

Sec  10.  That  full  right  and  privilege  is  hereby  reserved  to  the  state, 
or  citizens,  or  any  company  now  or  hereafter  to  be  incorporated  by  law 
of  this  state,  to  cross  this  road  with  any  canal,  rail  road  or  other  road: 
Provided,  That  in  so  crossing,  no  unnecessary  injury  shall  be  done  to 
the  road  hereby  incorporated. 

Sec.  1 1.  That  whenever  it  shall  become  necessary  in  the  location  or 
construction  of  said  road,  to  pass  through  the  land  of  any  individual,  it 
shall  be  the  duty  of  said  company  to  provide  proper  wagon  ways  from 
one  part  of  his  land  to  the  other  forthwith,  and  on  failure  of  said  compa- 
ny to  provide  said  wagon  ways,  it  shall  be  liable  to  said  individual  in 
double  the  amount  of  damages  occasioned  by  such  neglect,  and  such 
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such  way  is  provided  asaforesaid. 

Sec.  12*  Tb«  said  corporation  may  demand  and  recover  from  all 
persons  using  or  traveling  upon  said  road  the  following  rates  of  toll  per 
mite,  to  wit:  for  every  ton  weight  of  goods  or  freight  of  any  descriptioni 
eight  cents  for  every  mile  the  same  shall  pass  upon  said  railroad,  and  a 
rateable  proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  quantity ;  for  every  pleasure 
carriage,  or  carriage  used  foi  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  four  cent9 
per  mile,  in  addition  to  the  toll  by  weight  upon  the  road;  all  persons 
paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may,  with  suitable  and  proper  carriages  use 
and  travel  upon  said  rail  road,  subject  to  such  regulations  and  rules  a$ 
the  said  corporation  are  authorized  to  make  by  the  seventh  section  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  13.  At  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  saki 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  fop 
the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  affairs 
of  the  company;  and  the  president  and  directors  shall  annually  or  semian- 
nually declare  and  make  such  dividend  as  they  may  deem  proper  of  the 
net  profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting  the 
necessary  current  and  probable  contingent  expenses,  and  that  they  shall 
divide  the  sum  among  the  stockholders  of  said  company,  in  proper  pro? 
portion  to  their  respective  shares. 

Sec.  14.  Every  president,  director,  i^nd  treasurer  of  said  company, 
before  he  acts  as  such,  shall  swear  or  affirm,  as  the  case  may  be,  that  he 
will  well  and  truly  discharge  the  duties  of  his  said  office  to  the  best  of  his 
skill  and  judgment;  and  that  the  appraisers  authorized  by  the  sixth  section 
of  this  act,  before  they  proceed  to  estimate  damages,  shall  severally  take 
an  oath  or  affirmation,  faithfully,  impartially,  and  honestly  to  disct^arge 
their  duty;  and  the  said  appraisers  shall  severally  be  entitled  to  receive 
from  said  corporation,  one  dollar  per  day  for  every  day  they  may  be  nc-s 
cessarily  employed. 

Sec.  15.  The  said  president  and  directors,  or  a  majority  of  them, 
may  appoint  all  such  officers,  engineers,  agents,  or  servants  vifhatsoever^ 
as  they  may  deem  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  [the]  business  of  the 
company,  and  may  remove  any  of  them  at  their  pleasure;  that  they  or  ^ 
majority  of  them  shall  have  power  to  determine  by  contract  the  com^ 
pensation  of  the  engineers,  officers,  agents,  or  servants  in  the  employ  of 
said  company,  and  to  determine,  by  their  by-laws,  the  manner  of  adjust- 
ing and  settling  all  accounts  against  the  said  company,  and  also  the 
manner  and  evidence  of  transfers  of  stock  in  said  company;  and  they  or 
a  majority  of  them  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they  may 
deem  proper  or  necessary  for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested  in  the 
company  hereby  incorporated  and  for  carrying  tne  objects  of  this  apt 
into  effect:  Provided  only^  That  such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to 
the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  16.  If  any  person  shall  wilfully,  by  any  means  whatsoever,  in- 
jure, impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  rail  road,  constructed  by  said 
company  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  necessary  works,  buildings,  cars, 
or  machinery  of  the  said  company,  such  person  or  persons  so  offending, 
shall  each  of  them  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said 
company  two-fold  damages,  which  may  be  recovered  in  tlie  name  of  the 
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aaid  company  by  an  action  of  debt,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  coart  having 
cognizance  thereof^  and  shall  also  be  subject  to  an  indictment  in  the  court 
of  common  pleas  in  the  county  where  the  damage  has  been  done,  and 
upon  conviction  of  such  o£fence  shall  be  punished  by  fine  not  exceeding 
one  hundred  dollars,  and  imprisonment  in  the  jail  of  the  county  where 
the  ofience  was  committed  not  exceeding  ten  days. 

Sec*  17.  That  the  said  company  shall  be  held  liable  in  their  corpo- 
rate capacity  in  all  their  capital  stock  and  effects  for  all  the  debts  due 
and  owing  by  said  company;  and  should  the  effects  of  said  company 
when  exhausted,  become  insufficient  to  satisfy  all  demands,  then  the  in- 
dividual stockholders  shall  be  held  individually  liable  for  the  unsatisfied 
claims  against  said  company,  in  proportion  to  the  stock  held  respective^ 
ly ;  nor  shall  the  debts  of  said  corporation  at  any  time  exceed  the  amount 
of  the  capital  stock  subscribed;  and  if  at  any  time  the  company  shall 
incur  debts  to  a  greater  amount  than  the  capital  stock  subscribed,  the 
directors  assenting  thereto  shall  be  held  liable  in  their  individual  capaci? 
ties  for  the  payment  of  such  excess,  after  the  corporate  property  shal) 
b^ve  been  exhiaustedt 

Sec.  1 8.  The  state  shall  have  the  right  at  all  times  to  assess  8ucl| 
reasonable  taxes  upon  said  road  as  are  paid  by  other  rail  road  compa* 
Dies. 

Sec.  19.  Nothing  in  this  act  shall  be  so  construed  as  to  authorize 
said  company  to  issue  any  bonds,  bills,  checks,  drafts,  notes,  certificate^ 
Qf  deposite,  or  other  paper,  intended  to  circulate  as  money;  or  in  any 
tl^anner  whatever  to  engage  in  the  business  of  banking. 

Sec.  20*    Any  futi^re  legislature  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this  act,

AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  town  of  Madison,  in  the  county  of  Hamilton, 

Sec,  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
so  much  of  the  township  of  Columbia,  in  the  county  of  Hamilton,  as  is 
included  in  the  following  boundaries,  viz:  commencing  at  the  northwest 
corner  of  out-lot  number  fifteen,  and  running  south  to  the  southwest 
corner  of  out-lot  number  ten;  thence  east  to  the  southeast  corner  of 
out-lot  number  five;  thence  north  to  the  northeast  corner  of  out-lot  num'* 
her  one;  thence  west  with  the  north  line  of  section  sixteen,  fractional 
township  number  four,  and  second  fractional  range  of  townships  in  the 
Miami  purchase,  to  the  place  of  beginning,  so  as  to  include  the  entire 
town  plat  of  the  town  of  Madison,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a 
town  corporate  by  the  name  of  the  town  of  Madison. 
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Sec.  2.  That  for  the  good  order  and  government  of  said  town,  it 
4|hall  be  lawful  for  the  male  inhabitants  thereof,  having  the  constittitional 
qualifications  to  vote  for  members  of  the  General  Assembly,  to  meet 
at  some  convenient  place  in  said  town  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April 
next,  and  at  the  same  time  annually  thereafter,  at  such  place  in  said 
town  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  direct,  and  then  and  ^ere  proceed 
}^y  ballot  to  elect  five  trustees  and  one  recorder,  being  householders  of 
said  town,  and  having  the  qualifications  of  electors  as  aforesaid,  who 
•hall  hold  their  offices  one  year,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected 
and  qualified;  and  such  trustees  and  recorder,  being  so  elected  and  qual» 
ified,  shall  constitute  the  board  of  trustees  of  said  town,  any  five  of 
whom  shall  constitute  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business  pertaining 
to  their  duties. 

Sec.  3.  At  the  first  election  to  be  holden  under  this  act,  there  shall 
be  chosen  viva  voce  by  the  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk  of 
said  election,  who  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  faithfully  to  dis* 
charge  the  duties  required  of  them  by  this  act;  and  at  all  subsequent 
elections  the  trustees  or  any  two  of  them  shall  be  judges,  and  the  re- 
corder,  or  in  hb  absence  some  person  to  be  appointed  by  the  judgesi 
shall  be  clerk;  the  polls  shall  be  opened  between  the  hours  of  ten  and 
eleven  o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  and  close  at  four  o'clock  in  the  aft«r« 
noon  of  said  day;  and  at  the  close  of  the  polls  the  votes  shall  be  counted^ 
and  a  true  statement  thereof  proclaimed  to  the  voters  present  by  one 
of  the  judges;  and  the  cleik  shall  make  a  true  record  thereof,  and  vrithu 
five  days  thereafter  he  shall  give  notice  to  the  persons  so  elected  of  their 
election;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  town  council  at  least  ten  days 
before  each  and  every  election,  to  give  notice  of  the  same  by  setting  up 
advertisement  at  three  of  the  most  public  places  in  said  town* 

Sec.  4.  Each  member  of  said  board  of  trustees,  before  entering  upon 
the  duties  of  his  office^  shall  take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the 
constitution  of  the  United  States  and  the  constitution  of  this  state,  and 
also  an  oath  of  office. 

Sec  5*  That  so  soon  as  the  trustees  shall  have  been  elected  and 
qualified,  they  shall  proceed  to  elect  from  their  own  body  a  presidenti 
who  shall  hold  his  office  for  one  year,  and  until  his  successor  is  elected 
and  qualified;  and  said  president,  recorder  and  trustees  shall  be  called 
the  board  of  trustees  of  the  town  of  Madison. 

Sec.  6.  The  president,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be 
and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  with  succe^ 
sion,  for  the  term  of  thirty  years,  to  be  known  and  distinguished  by  the 
pame  and  style  of  the  town  of  Madison,  and  shall  be  capable  in  law  by 
their  corporate  name  aforesaid,  to  acquire  property,  real,  personal  and 
mixed,  for  the  use  of  said  town,  and  may  sell  and  convey  the  same  at 
pleasure;  they  may  have  a  common  seal,  which  they  may  break,  alter, 
or  renew,  at  pleasure;  they  may  sue  and  be  sued, plead  and  be  implead- 
ed, defend  and  be  defended,  in  all  manner  of  actions,  and  in  all  courts  of 
law  or  equity;  and  when  any  suit  shall  be  commenced  against  said  cor- 

E ration,  the  first  process  shall  be  served  by  an  attested  copy  thereof 
\  with  the  recorder,  or  at  his  usual  place  of  residence,  at  least  five 
days  previous  to  the  return  day  of  such  process. 
Sec.  7.    The  president,  and  in  his  absence  the  recorder,  shall  preside 
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at  ail  meethigB  of  the  board  of  trustees;  and  the  recorder  shall  attend  all 
meetings  of  the  board  of  trustees,  and  make^  a  fair  and  accurate  record  of 
all  their  proceedings,  and  of  the  by-laws,  rules  and  ordinances  made  or 
passed  by  the  board  ot  trustees  aforesaid;  and  the  same  shall  at  all  tiroes 
Do  open  for  the  inspection  of  the  electors  of  said  town;  but  in  case  of 
the  absence  or  inability  of  the  recorder,  the  trustees  may  appoint  one  of 
ibeir  own  body  clerk  pro  tempore* 

Sec.  8.  The  boaitl  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  may  happen  in  said  board,  from  the  householders  who  are  qualifi- 
ed electors  of  said  town;  who  shall  hold  their  appointment  until  the 
next  annual  election,  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qual- 
ified; and  in  the  absence  of  the  president  and  recorder  from  any  meet- 
ing of  the  board  of  trustees,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  any 
two  of  their  number  to  perform  the  duties  of  president  and  recorder  for 
the  time  being. 

Sec«  9.  The  said  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain 
and  establish  by-laws,  ordinances,  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  said  town,  and  the  same  to  alter,  amend,  or  repeal  at  pleasure; 
to  provide  in  such  by-laws  for  the  appointment  or  election  of  a  treasu- 
rer^  town  marshal,  and  all  the  subordinate  officers  which  they  may  think 
necessary  for  the  good  government  and  well  being  of  said  town;  to  pre- 
scribe their  duties  and  determine  the  period  of  their  appointment,  and  the 
fees  which  they  shall  be  entitled  to  receive  for  their  respective  services, 
where  the  same  is  not  otherwise  provided  for  by  this  act,  and  to  require 
of  them  to  take  an  oath  of  office  previous  to  entering  upon  the  duties  of 
their  respective  offices;  and  may  further  require  of  them  a  bond  with  se* 
curity,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their  respective  offices; 
the  board  of  trustees  shall  also  have  power  to  fix  to  the  violation  of  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation  such  reasonable  fines  and  pen- 
aJties  as  they  may  deem  proper  to  enforce  obedience  to  the  same,  and  to 
provide  for  the  disposition  and  appropriation  of  such  fines  and  penalties: 
Provided,  That  no  by*laws  or  ordinance  of  said  corporation  shall  take 
effect  or  be  in  force  until  the  same  shall  have  been  posted  up  at  least  ten 
days  in  one  of  the  most  public  places  within  said  town;  and  the  certificate 
of  the  recorder  entered  upon  the  records  of  said  board  of  trustees  shall 
be  deemed  and  taken  to  be  sufficient  evidence  of  such  publication* 
.  Sec#  10.  The  board  of  trustees  shall,  at  the  expiratbn  of  each  and 
«very  year,  cause  .to  be  made  out  and  posted  up  as  aforesaid,  the  receipts 
and  expenditures  of  the  preceding  year. 

See.  11.  The  board  of  trustees  shall  have  power  to  regulate  and  im- 
prove the  streets  and  alleys,  and  determine  the  width  of  the  side-walks 
in  said  town,  to  regulate  the  public  grounds,  to  erect  a  market  house  and 
regulate  the  markets,  to  remove  all  nuisances  and  obstructions  from  the 
streets  and  commons  of  said  town;  and  to  do  all  things  which  similar 
corporations  have  power  to  do,  in  order  to  provide  for  and  secure  health, 
cleanliness  and  good  order  in  said  town. 

Sec  1 2.  For  the  purpose  of  more  eiiectually  enabling  the  said  board 
of  trustees  to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  they  are  hereby 
authorized  and  empowered  to  assess  a  tax  for  corporation  purposes  with- 
in the  limits  of  said  corporation,  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  this  state, 
for  state  and  county  purposes,  so  that  said  tax  shall  not  in  any  one  year 
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exceed  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valaation,  as  (he  same  may  be  fMnd 
Tulued  on  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  Hamilton  county  at  the  time  of  a»* 
sessingsaid  tax;  the  board  of  trustees  shall  also  have  power,  if  authorised 
to  do  so  by  a  majority  of  all  the  electors  in  said  town  at  any  meeting 
called  for  that  purpose,  to  levy  an  additional  tax,  as  above  specified;  pub-' 
Kc  notice  of  which  meeting  and  the  object  thereof  shall  be  given,  by 
posting  up  a  written  or  printed  notice  thereof  in  at  least  three  of  the  mosif 
public  places  in  said  town,  ten  days  before  the  time  of  such  meeting. 

0ec^  i  3«  When  any  tax  is  levied,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  recorder 
io  make  out  a  duplicate  of  the  taxes,  charging  each  individual  owning 
|)Toperty  in  daid  corporation  with  the  amount  assessed  on  each  itefli  of 
property  as  found  on  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  Hamilton  county^  which 
duplicate  shall  be  certified  by  the  president  and  recorder,  and  one  copy 
thereof  shall  be  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  marshal,  or  such  other  person 
as  shall  be  appointed  collector;  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  said 
tax  in  the  same  manner  atid  under  the  same  regulations  as  the  several 
couoty  treasurers  are  required  by  law  to  collect  State  and  county  taxesf 
and  the  said  marshal,  or  such  other  persons  as  may  be  appointed  collec- 
tor,  shall  immediately  after  collecting  said  tar  pay  the  same  over  to^  the 
treasurer  of  said  corporation  and  take  his  receipt  therefor;  and  the  said 
marshal,  or  other  collector,  shall  have  the  same  power  to  sell  both  reat 
and  personal  property  for  the  non-payment  of  the  corporation  taxes,  atf 
ii  given  by  law  to  the  county  treasurer;  and  when  necessary  the  recorder 
shall  have  power  to  make  deeds  for  real  estate  sold  in  the  same  manner 
ihat  county  auditors  are  by  law  entitled  to  do  for  lands  sold  by  the  county 
treasurer;  and  the  marshal,  or  other  collector,  shall  receive  for  his  fees 
such  sum  as  the  board  of  trustees  may  direct,  not  exceeding  six  per  cen^^' 
tum  on  all  moneys  so  by  him  collected,  to  be  paid  by  the  treasurer  on  the 
6rder  of  the  recorder. 

Sec.  14.  For  the  purpose  of  more  efFecfuallj  presferviAg  Aie  pl^ace 
ted  good  order  of  said  corporation,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  town  couD^ 
6il  to  grant  license  to  or  prohibit  shows  or  exhibitions  within  the  corpo* 
fate  limits  of  said  town,  and  regulate  the  same  as  they  may  deem  proper; 
and  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfeitures  which  may  be  incurred  for  a  vie 
lation  ot  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  shall  be  recoverable  by. 
Iiction  of  debt  brought  before  the  president  in  the  name  of  the  town  c« 
Madison;  and  when  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the  treas- 
urer of  said  corporation,  and  expended  Under  the  direction  of  said  boaitl 
6f  trustees  in  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  side  walks  of  said 
town,  or  such  other  improvements  as  may  conduce  to  the  convenience 
and  prosperity  of  the  inhabitants  of  said  town:  Prcroided^  That  nothing 
herein  contained  shall  be  construed  to  give  the  said  corporation  any  au^ 
ttiority  or  jurisdiction  over  taverns  lieensed  by  the  court  of  common* 
pleas  of  the  proper  county. 

Sec.  1 5.  The  president  of  said  town  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the 
j^eace  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  and  exercise 
all  the  ordinary  powers  of  a  justice  of  the  peace  within  the  limits  of  said, 
torporation,  in  all  matters  civil  and  criminal  arising  under  the  laWs  of 
this  State;  he  shall  give  bond  and  security  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand 
dollars,  which  bond  shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  town  of  Madison' 
and  approved  of  by  the  trustees  of  said  town,  and  appeals  may  be  taken 
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from  his  judgment  in  all  civil  cases,  and  in  all  penal  cases  arising  under 
the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  for 
the  countj  of  Hamilton,  in  the  same  manner,  and  withia  the  same  time 
as  appeals  are  or  may  be  taken  and  perfected  in  ordinary  cases  before 
justices  of  the  peace;  said  president  shiill  keep  a  docket,  and  a  fair  and 
trae  record  of  his  proceedings,  judgments  and  executions  in  all  cases 
which  may  come  before  him;  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as 
are  allowed  to  justices  of  the  peace  for  similar  services* 

Sec.  16.  The  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  town;  and  shall  have  the  same  power  therein  as  constables  have  by 
law  in  their  respective  townships,  and  his  jurisdiction  in  criminal  cases 
shall  be  coextensive  with  the  county;  he  shall  execute  all  process  issued 
by  the  president^  and  receive  the  same  fees  that  constables  are  allowed 
in  similar  cases  for  like  services. 

Sec.  17.  Said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of  th^ 
county  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  impris* 
onment  under  the  by-laws  and  Ordinances  of  snid  corporation;  and  such 
persons  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county  as  in  other 
cases. 

Sec.  1  d.  The  president,  recorder,  trustees,  or  other  officer  of  said 
corporation  shall,  on  demand,  deliver  to  their  successors  in  office,  all 
such  books,  papers,  and  property  as  appertain  in  any  wise  to  said  cor- 
poration.

clared to  be  for  the  appearance  of  the  persons  bound  by  such  recognizance 
at  the  then  next  term  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  said  county, 
or  the  then  next  term  of  the  said  special  courts,  whichever  may  first 
occur,  unless  in  the  said  recognizance  the  said  special  court  shall  be 
designated,  in  which  case  that  court  alone  shall  be  the  court  at  which 
the  persons  recognized  shall  be  bound  to  appear. 
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Sec.  3.  That  the  captions  of  all  indictments  found  at  the  said  special 
courts,  may  be  .as  found  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county, 
and  all  process  shall  be  returnable  to  said  court  as  the  court  of  comrooiti 
pleas,  and  recognizances  taken  may  be  forfeited,  and  judgments  thereoa 
rendcred,and  executions  on  the  same  issued  in  the  said  special  courts, as  in 
the  court  of  common  pleas  at  its  regular  session,  and  the  records  of  judg- 
ments made  up  as  in  the  court  of  common  pleas. 
Sec.  S.     This  act  shall  take  effect  from  its  passage.

To  incorporate  the  Wilmington  and  London  Turnpike  Company. 

Sec.  1  •  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
John  Coulter,  Isaac  Telfair,  George  D.  Ha  worth,  James  Garland,  and 
Rice  Gaddice,  of  the  county  of  Clinton,  Membrance  Blue,  William 
Palmer,  and  Edward  Popejoy  of  the  county  of  Fayette,  and  William 
Morris,  Frances  Thompson  and  John  Moore,  of  the  county  of  MadisoOr 
and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and 
corporate,  under  the  name  of  the  Wilmington  and  London  Turnpike 
company,  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  Wilming- 
ton, m  Clinton  county,  by  way  of  Jeffersonville,  in  Fayette  county,  and 
Midway  in  Madison  county,  to  London  in  Madison  county;  which  com^ 
pany  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  powers,  and  be  subject  to 
all  the  restrictions  defined  in  the  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of 
turnpike  companies,  passed  January  7th,  1817. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  one  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  The  above  named  persons,  or  any  six  of  them,  may  proceed 
to  open  books  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  at 
such  times  and  places  as  they  may  deem  proper,  agreeably  [to]  the 
second  section  of  the  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  com- 
panics  aforesaid. 

Sec.  4.  So  soon  as  fifteen  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  subscribed 
to  the  stock  of  said  company,  the  above  named  commissioners,  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them,  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in  the  manner 
prescribed  in  the  third  section  of  the  said  act  to  provide  for  the  regula- 
tion of  turnpike  companies,  for  the  election  of  nine  directors  for  the 
government  of  said  company. 

Sec.  5.  The  said  cojnpany  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
demand  and  receive  from  persons  traveling  said  road  the  following  tods 
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for  every  ten  miles  travel  on  said  road,  and  in  suitable  proportion  for  a 
less  distance,  to- wit: 

For  every  four-wheeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  one  horse  or 
other  animal,  eighteen  and  three-tourths  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other 
jinimal  in  addition,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  cart,  gig,  or  other  two-wheeled  car- 
riage of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve  and  a 
half  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  one- 
fourth  cents; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve 
and  one-half  cents;  and  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six 
«nd  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  coach,  chariot,  or  other  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage, 
drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  ad- 
-ditional  horse  or  other  animal,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse  or  other  animal  and  rider,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  led  or  driven,six  months  old  andupwards, 
two  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  three- 
fourths  of  a  cent; 

For  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one-fourth  of  a  cent* 
And  the  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  one  half 
of  the  foregoing  rates  of  toll  on  the  said  road,  when  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  being  not  less  than  ten  miles  together,  shall  have  been  graded  and 
bridged,  though  not  fully  completed:  Provided,  That  such  persons  shall  be 
exempt  from  paying  tolls  as  are  exempted  in  the  eleventh  section  of  the 
general  act,  passed  January  7th,  1817,  before  mentioned,  saving  only  per- 
sons conveying  the  public  mails  of  the  United  States;  which  last  men- 
tioned persons  shall  not  pass  tree  as  in  said  act  provided.

Sec.  1  •  Be  il  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Jacob  Matthias,  James  rocock,  James  S.  Smiley,  Samuel  Weaver,  Joel 
Collens,  S.  G.  Sweeney,  Philip  McGonigle,  Isaac  Matthias,  and  G.  So- 
nidthman,  of  the  county  of  Butler,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they  are 
hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  for  the  purpose  of  construct- 
ing a  turnpike  road  from  a  point  on  the  Colerain  and  Oxford  turnpike 
at  or  near  J.  G.  StillwelPs  mill,  to  Rossviile,  by  the  nearest  and  most 
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practicable  rout  to  as  to  intersect  the  turnpike  road  from  RossviHe  io 
Darrtown,  at  a  point  northwestwardly  from  Rossville,  in  the  county  of 
Butler,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Hanover,  Stillwell  and  Rossville 
Turnpike  road  company;  which  company  shall  have  all  the  rights, privi- 
leges and  powers,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  restrictions  defined  in  the 
act  to  provide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  passed  7th  Jan- 
uary, 1817,  and  the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto,  except  in  to  far  aar 
the  same  may  be  modified  or  changed  by  the  special  provisions  of 
this  act. 

Sec.  2«  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3,  That  the  above  named  commissioners  or  any  three  of  them 
shall  meet  at  the  town  of  Rossville  or  at  such  other  place  as  they  may  deem 
proper,  at  such  time  as  they  shall  think  fit,  and  proceed  to  organize  the 
said  company,  and  to  take  order  for  the  opening  of  books  for  the  sub- 
scription of  stock  agreeable  to  the  second  section  of  the  said  act  to  pro? 
vide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies. 

Sec.  4,  That  as  soon  as  two  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed  the 
above  named  commissioners  shall  call  a  meeting  of  the  stockholders  in 
the  manner  prescribed  in  the  third  section  of  the  said  act  to  provide  for 
the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  for  the  election  of  nine  director? 
(or  the  government  of  the  said  company. 

Sec.  5.  That  said  company  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to 
demand  and  receive  the  following  tolls  for  every  ten  miles  travel  on  said 
road,  and  in  the  same  proportion  for  a  less  distance,  to  wit: 

For  every  four-wheeled  carriage  or  wagon,  drawn  by  two  horses  or 
oxer^,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  i^ddition,  six 
and  a  fourth  cents; 

For  every  two- wheeled  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  eigh- 
teen and  three  fourths  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition, 
six  and  a  fourth  cents; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twelve  and  a 
half  cents;  and  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and  a 
fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  a  fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse,  mule  or  ass,  sii^  months  old  or  upwards,  led  or  driven, 
three  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  one  centj 

For  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one  half  cent. 

For  every  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  two  horses,  thirty* 
Beven  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  a  fourth 
cents; 

For  every  two-wheeled  pleasure  carriap;e  drawn  by  one  horse,  twen- 
tyrfive  cents;  and  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  a  fourth  cents; 

For  every  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage  drawn  by  one  horse,  twen- 
ty-five cents; 

For  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  gig,  sulky,  or  cart,  or  other  two-wheeled 
carriage  of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse,  twelve  and  a  half  cents:  P^^ 
vided.

S.  T.  Heffner,  Jacob  Sly,  S.  G.  Renick,  Miskel  Saunders,  Samuel  &• 
Davis,  Henry  McCracken,  John  Sells,  Zenas  Hutchinson,  Orange  Davis, 
William  Sells,  and  Daniel  Wright,  of  Franklin  county,  John  Ashbaugh, 
John  Cutler,  James  Cooken,  James  Crnvi^ford,  and  John  Hoskins,  of  Iiel- 
aware  county,  Samuel  Beach,  Doctor  Norton,  Christopher  Brady,  of 
Marion  county,  together  with  such  other  persons  as  may  hereafter  be

Jonathan  Sloane,  Darius  Lyman,  Isaac  Swift,  Alvan  Nash,  Charles  Clapp, 
Joseph  Lyman,  Frederick  Wadsworth,  Elisha  Whiltlesey,  George  E. 
Pierce,  Zalmon  Fitch,  Ephraim  L.  Williams,  and  Walter  Dickinson,  and 
their  successors,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  cor* 
porate,  to  be  styled  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Ravenna  Female  Semi^ 
nary;  and  by  that  name  to  remain  in  succession  for  thirty  years,  with 
full  powers  to  sue  and  be  sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded;  to  acquire,  hold 
and  convey  property,  real  and  personal,  not  exceeding  fifty  thousand 
dollars;  to  have  and  use  a  common  seal,  to  alter  and  renew  the  same  at 
pleasure;  to  make  and  alter  from  time  to  time  such  by-laws  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  for  the  government  of  said  institution,  iU  officers  and 
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agents:  Pr^ded^  such  by-laws  are  not  inconsisteot  with  the  constUu* 
tio»  and  laws  of  the  United  States  or  of  this  state. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  said  female  seminary  shall  be  located  in  Ravenna, 
in  the  county  of  Portage,  and  shall  be  erected  on  a  plan  sufficiently  ex* 
tensive  to  afford  instruction  in  the  arts  and  sciences;  and  the  trustees 
may  as  their  ability  shall  increase  and  the  interests  of  the  community 
require,  erect  such  buildings  as  may  be  necessary. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  affairs  of  said  female  seminary  shall  be  under  die 
management  and  control  of  a  board  of  twelve  trustees,  to  be  elected 
annually  on  the  first  Wednesday  of  July  by  a  plurality  of  the  members

of  said  seminary,  his  office  of  trustee  shall  be  deemed  vacant,  and  the 
board  of  trustees  shall  fill  the  same  accordingly.

Sec.  I.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  That 
the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  shall  have  power  by  ordinance 
to  grade  and  regrade,  and  pave,  repave,  repiiir  or  McAdamizeany  pave- 
ment, street,  lane,  alley,  side  walk,  market  space,  public  landing,  or 
common  or  any  part  thereof,  within  the  corporate  limits  thereof,  by  pe- 
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titioiT  as  provided  for  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  or  with- 
out petition;  and  they  shall  hare  power  to  levy  and  collect  a  speeial  tai 
to  defray  the  expenses  thereof  as  is  provided  for  in  the  fonrteenth  sec* 
tion  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment. 

Sec.  3.     That  the  said  city  council  shaH  have  power  by  ordinance  to 
open,  widen,  straighten  or  extend  any  street,  lane,  irlley  or  market  spacCf 
and  to  lay  out,  widen,  straighten  or  extend  any  common  or  public  land- 
ing, whenever  Ihey  may  be  of  opinion  that  the  public  good  or  conveni- 
ence of  the  citizens  may  require  the  same  te  be  done;  and  to  condemn 
and  appropriate  /or  that  purpose  any  real  estate  necessary  for  such  im- 
provement by  making  to  the  owners  compensation  for  the  value  tbereoff 
or  for  the  damages  they  may  sustain  thereby;  they  shall  have  power  to 
make  any  ordinance,  not  inconsistent  with  this  act,  to  ascertain  ail  dam- 
ages and  benefits  that  may  accrue  to  the  real  estate  in  the  section  or  seo* 
tions  in  the  vicinity  of,  or  through  which  such  street,  lane,  alley,  market 
space,  or  common  may  pass  or  be  maderor  by  going  beyond  the  vicinity, 
when  in  their  opinion  it  shall  be  just  and  equitable  so  to  do,  and  to  pro- 
vide for  a  final  adjustment  of  the  same  by  the  assessment  and  collection 
of  a  special  tax  from  the  real  estate  bounding  on  and  in  the  vicinity  of 
such  street,  lane,  alley,  market  BpecCf  or  common  benefited  therebyr 
and  in  adjusting  the  rights  of  parties  under  this  section  for  estates  for 
a  term  of  years,  for  estates  for  life,  remainders  or  reversionary  inter-^ 
estSy  the  said   assessments  and  compensations  shall  be  nr>ade  prorata 
^f  said  city  council:  Provided^  That  the   city  council  shall  provide  by 
ordinance  for  the  review  of  any  assessment  or  valuation  or  any  part 
thereof  which  may  be  made  under  the  provisions  of  this  section  by  the 
appointment  of  two  freeholders  on*  the  part  of  the  city,  two  by  the  party 
aggrieved,  and  a  fifth  by  the  four  thus  appointed:  Praoided^  also,  Thai 
said  improvement  may  in  the  mean  time  progress:  and  provided^  further, 
that  all  private  property  condemned  for  public  landings  by  said  city 
eouncil  under  authority  of  law,  shall  be  paid  for  out  of  the  treasury,  at 
such  periods  as  may  be  agreed  upon  before  said  city  council  shall  be  ea- 
pable  of  appropriating  the  same  to  the  public  use,  and  if  the  piirties  caa^ 
not  agree  on  the  value  of  the  property  in  question,  the  same  shall  be  as^ 
certained  by  the  three  respectable  disinterested  freeholders  residing  io 
Cincinnati;  one  to  be  chosen  by  the  mayor  on  behalfof  the  city,  one  by 
the  owner  of  the  ground  eondemned,  and  the  third  by  the  two  chosev 
as  aforesaid,  who  shall  under  oath  or  affirmation  examine  and  detei^ 
mine  the   value  thereof  and  make   returns  of  their  award  within  left 
days  after    their  agreement  to  the  clerk  of  the  ciiy   council,*  wWcb 
he  shall  file  with  the  city  archives  subject  to  the  inspection  of  the 
parties  interested;  either  party   may  appeal   from  the  award  to  the 
eourt  of  comDQon  pleas  of  Hamilton  county,  or  the  superior  court  of  the 
city  of  Cincinnati,   which   appeal    shall  be   perfected    by   the  party 
taking   such  appeal,  filing   with   the  clerk  of  the   court  appealed  to 
a  copy  of  said  award  within  twenty  days  after  the  same  shall  be  returns 
ed  to  the  clerk  of  the  city  council;  and  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  the 
clerk  of  the  city  council  to  furnish  to  such  appellant  a  certified  copy  of 
such  award  upon  demand;  and  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the  city  counoil  to 
receive  voluntary  relinquishment  of  property,  subscriptions  in*  money^ 
and  obligations  for  money,  which  may  be  offered  ta  induce  said  city 
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council  to  establish  public  landings,  which  taid  contributions  shall  be  for 
the  use  of  the  city. 

Sec.  8.  That  said  city  council  shall  also  have  power  to  cause  said 
city  or  any  part  thereof  to  be  lighted  with  oil  or  gas  either  by  petition  as 
provided  for  in  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  or  without  peti- 
iJoO)  and  to  levy  and  collect  such  taxes  for  that  purpose  from  the  real 
estate  bounding  on  the  section  or  sections  which  may  be  so  lighted,  and 
in  such  manner  as  they  may  provide  by  ordinance;  and  in  order  to  fa- 
cilitate the  means  of  lighting  said  city,  the  city  council  shall  have  power^ 
on  behalf  of  the  city,  to  borrow  any  sum  of  money  not  exceeding  fifty 
thousand  dollars,  for  such  length  of  time  and  at  such  rate  of  interest  as 
iliiey  may  contract  to  pay,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent  per  annum,  and 
pledge  the  faith  of  the  city  for  the  redemption  and  payment  of  said  debt; 
and  the  said  city  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  any  ordinances  to 
regulate  the  lighting  of  said  city,  and  the  protection  of  the  works  used 
for  that  purpose,  and  for  the  selling  and  disposing  of  gas  lights  to  ind>> 
viduals  and  corporations  for  the  benefit  of  said  city. 

8ec.  4.  That  for  the  purpose  of  grading  and  regrading,  paving,  re- 
paving,  repairing,  M'Adamizing  or  lighting  any  street,  lane,  alley,  mar- 
ket space,  common  or  public  lauding,  or  other  purpose,  the  term  owner 
or  owners  used  ia  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  is  hereby  decla- 
red to  mean  any  person  or  persons  who  may  own  any  lease  upon  lands 
for  any  term  not  less  than  ninety-nine  years,  renewable  forever,  or  any 
freehold  estate  either  for  life  or  otherwise,  upon  any  ground  to  be  affect- 
ed by  such  petition;  and  all  taxes  and  assessments  levied  or  made  by 
virtue  of  this  act  shall  be  a  lien  upon  the  real  estate  upon  which  they 
may  be  assessed,  from  the  time  of  filing  such  petition,  or  making  such  as- 
sessment until  it  shall  be  fully  paid  and  satisfied. 

Sec.  5.  That  the  said  city  council  shall  have  the  exclusive  power  to 
establish  and  negulate  the  grades  of  the  wharves,  streets  and  banks 
along  the  Ohio  river  within  the  corporate  limits  of  said  city. 

Sec.  6.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  lor  the  city  council  to  sell  at  public 
or  private  sale  all  such  lots  belonging  to  the  common  school  fund  of  the 
said  city  as  are  not  needed  for  the  use  of  the  said  schools. 

See.  7.  That  in  all  cases  of  appeal  from  judgments  rendered  by  the 
Mayor  for  offences  against  the  ordinances  of  said  city,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  appellant  to  give  notice  of  appeal  at  the  time  of  the  rendition  of 
sneh  judgment,  which  notice  shall  be  entered  by  the  Mayor  on  his  dock- 
et; and  in  ail  such  cases  the  Mayor  shall  have  power  to  recognize  the 
witnesses  who  may  have  been  sworn  before  him  in  the  same  manner  as 
justices  of  the  peace  have  power  to  do  in  state  cases,  and  the  witnesses 
■o  recognized  shall  be  subject  to  the  same  duties  and  liabilities  as  wit- 
nesses recognized  by  justices  of  the  peace,  and  in  case  the  appellant 
shall  not  perfect  his  or  her  said  appeal  by  giving  bond  within  the  time 
limited,  as  prescribed  by  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  Mayor  to  cause  notice  to  be  given  by  the  city  mar- 
ahal  to  the  witnesses  who  may  have  been  recognized  in  the  case,  of  the 
&ct  that  said  suit  is  not  appealed,  which  notice  shall  discharge  said  wit- 
nesses from  their  recognizance,  and  the  citv  marshal  shall  be  allowed  iti» 
name  fees  for  serving  said  notices  as  are  allowed  by  law  for  the  s.e^^ices 
of  subpcenas  for  witnesses,  to  be  taxed  in  the  costs  against  tM  def^o^Mt 
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to  giving  notice  of  appeal;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas  to  give  in  special  charge  to  the  grand  jury  all  appeals  from  the 
Mayor  for  violations  of  the  ordinances  of  the  city;  and  all  such  appeals 
shall  be  prosecuted  by  a  city  attorney  to  be  appointed  by  the  city  coun- 
cily  who  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  for  his  services,  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  city  treasury,  as  the  said  city  council  shall  allow  and  agree  to 
pay. 

Sec*  8.  That  so  much  of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment  as 
is  contrary  to  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  re- 
pealed, and  the  act  to  amend  the  act  to  incorporate  and  establish  the 
city  of  Cincinnati  and  for  revising  and  repealing  all  laws  and  parts  qf 
laws  heretofore  enacted  on  that  subject,  and  to  extend  and  define  the 
powers  of  the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  in  certain  cases^ 
passed  the  12lh  of  March,  1838,  is  hereby  repealed:  Provided^  That  all 
proceedings  had  under  said  acts  be  and  they  are  hereby  confirmed:

Sec.  1  •  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cincinnati  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  purchase  the  property,  rights,  and  interests  of  the  Cincin- 
nati Water  company  to  the  water  works,  and  for  the  purchase  of  said 
^orks,  extending  and  improving  the  same,  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  create  a  debt  not  exceeding  three  hundred  thousand  dollars;  to  issue 
the  bonds  of  the  city  therefor,  bearing  such  interest  as  they  may  cob^ 
tract  to  pay,  not  exceeding  six  per  cent,  per  annum,  redeemable  at  such 
period  as  the  said  city  council  shall  determine;  to  provide  for  the  pay- 
ment of  the  interest  thereon,  and  for  the  final  redemption  of  the  debt;  to 
pledge  the  property  and  revenues  of  the  city  therefor,  in  such  manner 
and  condition  as  may  be  necessary  and  proper  to  consummate  the  pu^ 
chase  of  the  works  and  negociate  the  bonds. 

Sec.  3.  And  the  city  council  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  ordinances 
that  may  be  necessary  to  provide  for  the  government,  oonductingt  and 
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protection  of  the  works,  and  the  assessing  and  collecting  the  water-rents; 
and  in  no  case  shall  the  rates  of  water  rent  be  so  low  as  not  to  ensure  a 
net  revenue  at  least  equal  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on  the  loan 
and  all  other  disbursenncnts  necessary  for  extending,  repairing  and  con- 
ducting said  water  works;  and  if  in  any  year  the  rents  should  fail  short 
of  the  necessary  disbursements  the  amount  of  such  deficiency  shall  be 
levied  and  collected  in  the  succeeding  year  in  addition  to  the  usual  rents; 
Prtrndedj  That  this  act  shall  not  become  a  law  until  it  is  accepted  by  a 
majority  of  the  votes  given,  yea,  or  nay,  by  ihe  qualified  voters  of  the 
city  of  Cincinnati,  at  an  election  to  be  held  for  that  purpose  at  the  usual 
place  of  holding  elections  tit  such  time  as  the  city  council  of  said  city 
may  direct  by  giving  public  notice  thereof,  at  least  twenty  days  previous 
to  the  holding  of  such  election.

cent; 

«.  For  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one-fourth  of  a  cent. 
And  the  said  company  shall  be  entitled  to  demand  and  receive  one  half 
of  the  foregoing  rates  of  tolls  on  the  said  road,  when  the  same,  or  any  part 
thereof,  being  not  less  than  ten  miles  together,  shall  have  been  graded  and 
bridged,  though  not  fully  completed:  Provided^  That  such  persons  shall  be 
exempt  from  paying  tolls  as  are  exempted  by  the  eleventh  section  of  the 
general  act,  passed  January  7th,  1817,  before  mentioned,  saving  only  per- 
sons conveying  the  public  mails  of  the  United  States;  which  last  men^ 
lioned  persons  shall  not  pass  tree  as  in  said  act  provided.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  hy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  State  Agricoltural  Society,  organized  in  the  city  of  Columbus  on  the 
19th  day  of  December,  A.  D.  1838,  be  and  is  hereby  created  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Agricultural  Society  of 
the  State  of  Ohio,  under  its  present  constitution,  so  far  as  the  same  is 
consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  act,  which  may  be  altered,  amend- 
ed, or  repealed  at  the  pleasure  of  said  society,  with  power  to  sue  and 
be  sued  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity;  to  adopt  a  common  seal;  to  pur- 
chase and  hold  lands  or  real  estate,  for  the  purpose  of  establishing  one 
or  more  agricultural  schools,  one  or  more  experimental  farms,  and  to 
provide  a  place  for  the  public  exhibition  of  stock,  the  produce  of  land,  and 
of  domestic  manufactures ;  to  purchase  and  hold  personal  property,  so  far 
as  may  be  necessary  to  improve  the  breeds  of  stock,  the  introduction  of 
or  experimenting  upon  crops,  the  publication  of  one  or  more  periodical 
joarnals,  and  to  do  whatever  in  the  opinion  of  said  society  may  be  ne- 
cessary to  advance  the  interest  of  husbandry  and  domestic  industry; 
which  real  and  personal  property  the  said  society  at  pleasure  may  sell 
and  convey. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  society  shall  not  exceed  one  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  ten  dollars  each: 
Provided  J  that  any  payment  heretofore  made  under  the  constitution  to 
the  treasurer  of  said  society,  by  any  member  thereof,  shall  be  credited 
to  him  in  payment  or  part  payment  of  his  stock,  according  to  the  amount 
paid;  the  board  of  managers  mny  open  books  for  subscription  of  stock 
to  said  society,  or  direct  the  same  to  be  done  at  such  time  and  at  such 
places  as  they  shall  deem  proper,  until  the  whole  of  said  stock  shall  be 
taken,  and  may  receive  voluntary  contributions  in  property  or  money 
for  the  purpose  of  aiding  said  society  in  the  encouragement  of  husbandry 
and  domestic  industry ;  no  dividend  shall  be  made  among  the  stockhold- 
ers of  any  profits  or  moneys  which  may  be  derived  from  any  investment 
of  the  funds  of  said  society  previous  to  the  first  day  of  January,  A.  D. 
1844;  ail  profits  arising  previous  to  said  first  day  of  January,  A.  D.  1844, 
shall  be  exclusively  applied  to  the  advancement  and  promotion  of  hus- 
bandry and  domestic  industry  in  general,  under  the  direction  of  said 
society. 

Sec.  3.  The  officers  of  said  society  shall  consist  of  a  president  and 
such  number  of  vice  presidents  and  directors  as  the  society  at  any  annu- 
al meeting  shall  determine,  a  treasurer,  a  recording  secretary,  and  a  cor-

sona) property,  the  amount  paid  in  premiums,  distinguishing  the  premi- 
ums paid  upon  stock,  the  produce  of  lands,  domestic  manufactures,  me- 
chanic arts,  and  such  other  matters  as  in  the  ppinion  of  said  board  may 
be  of  public  utility.

Sec.  1  •  Beit  enacted  by  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  oj  Ohio,  That 
the  canal  commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  and  required 
to  include  in  their  improvement  of  the  Muskingum  river  under  the  act 
entitled  An  act  to  improve  the  navigation  of  the  Muskingum  river  by 
slackwater  navigation,  passed  March  the  9th,  1836,  the  enlargement  of 
the  lock  at  the  mouth  of  Sym's  creek,  so  as  to  make  said  lock  correspond 
in  size  with  others  to  be  constructed  in  the  improvement  of  said  river, 
and  of  sufficient  capacity  for  the  easy  passage  of  all  boats  that  shall  navi- 
gate said  river  between  Zanesville  and  the  Ohio  river;  and  to  enlarge 
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and  remodel  said  lock  simultaneously  with  the  construction  of  other 
locks  on  said  improvement:  Provided^  that  the  board  of  public  works 
shall  be  of  opinion  that  the  interest  of  the  state  shall  require  such  en- 
lanzements.

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  Oie  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
William  Sawyer,  Philip  Keilar,  Jannes  Morton,  William  Goudy,  Mi* 
chael  Cassady,  Lewis  Hosselman,  and  S.  H.  Hniith,  and  such  other  per- 
sons subscribing  to  s^ock  as  they  or  a  nnajority  of  them  may  choose  to 
associate  with  them,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  cor{>or8to 
and  politic,  with  succession  for  the  period  of  thirty  years,  by  the  name 
and  i^fyle  of  the  Miamiesburg  Fire  Insurance  company,  and  shall  be  ea- 
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paUe  of  suing  and  being  sued,  pleading  and  being  impleaded,  in  any  ac- 
tion or  suit  in  law  or  equity,  in  any  court  having  competent  jurisdiction, 
they  shall  have  power  to  hold  and  possess  real  and  personal  estate,  and 
io  dispose  of  the  same;  and  shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  con-

Sec.  12.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point a  secretary,  and  such  other  clerks  and  officers  under  them  as  shall 
be  necessary  for  transacting  ihe  business  of  the  institution,  and  may 
allow  them- such  salary  as  they  shall  judge  reasonable;  to  ordain  and 
•eatablish  such  by-laws,  ordinances  and  regulations  as  shall  appear  to

meaning  of  such  policies  or  contracts;  and  all  such  policies  and  con- 
tracts may  be  so  signed  and  attested,  and  the  business  of  said  corpora- 
tion may  be  otherwise  conducted  and  carried  on,  without  the  presence 
of  a  board  of  directors,  by  assistants  or  committees,  to  be  appointed  for 
such  purposes;  and  the  acts  of  such  assistants  and  committees,  if  done 
under  and  in  conformity  to  the  by-laws  of  said  corporation,  shall  be  bind- 
ing and  obligatory  upon  it  to  all  intents  and  purposes.

Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio  j  That 
upon  the  rendition  of  any  judgment  or  decree  in  any  court  of  record  id 
Cuyahoga  and  Portage  counties  against  any  person  resident  therein 
upon  any  contract  or  mortgage  which  shall  contain  a  stipulation  waiving 
the  right  to  an  appraisement  of  real  estate,  the  clerk  shall  make  an  entry 
upon  the  journal  that  the  right  of  appraisement  is  waived,  and  endorse 
the  same  upon  the  execution  or  order  of  sale,  and  real  estate  shall  there- 
upon in  that  case  be  sold  without  appraisement. 

Set.  2.  The  defendant  to  the  judgment  or  decree,  his  heirs,  legal 
representatives,  or  assigns,  may  redeem  such  real  estate  within  on6  year 
from  the  day  of  sale  by  paying  to  the  purchaser  the  amount  paid  by  him

For  every  sled  or  sleigh  drawn  by  one  horse  or  other  animal,  twelve 
and  one-half  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other  animal  in  addition,  six  and 
one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  coach  or  other  four-wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by 
one  horse  or  other  animal,  twenty-five  cents;  for  every  horse  or  other 
animal  in  addition  thereto,  twelve  and  one-half  cents; 

For  every  horse,  or  other  animal  and  rider,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 
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For  every  horse,  mule,  or  ass,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  led  or 
driven,  three  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle  six  months  old  and  upwards,  one  cent; 
And  for  every  head  of  sheep  and  hogi^  one-half  cent 
Sec.  7.  That  the  mail  coaches  and  horses  used  for  the  transportation 
of  the  mail  shall  be  subject  to  such  regulation  as  the  carrier  or  agent  and 
directors  of  the  aforesaid  turnpike  company  may  agree  upon:  Provided, 
that  the  rates  shall  at  no  time  exceed  the  amount  charged  in  the  sixth 
section  of  this  act,  any  thing  in  the  general  law  regulating  tumpke 
companies  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding.

George  Hamilton^  of  Harrison  county,  and  their  associates,  be  and  they 
are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  and  politic,  under  the  name  of  the 
Cadiz  and  Mount  Vernon  turnpike  road  company,  for  the  purpose  of 
constructing  a  McAdamized  or  other  turnpike  road,  from  Cadiz,  in  Har^ 
risen  county,  or  at  such  point  on  the  Steubenville,  Cadiz  and  Cambridge 
turnpike  road  west  of  Cadiz,  as  may  be  desirable  to  said  company,  thence 
to  Newcomerstown,  in  Tuscarawas  county,  thence  to  Coshocton  and 
Walhonding,  in  Coshocton  county,  and  thence  to  Mount  Vernon,  in 
Knox  county;  which  company  shall  have  all  the  rights,  privileges  and 
powers,  and  subject  to  ail  the  restrictions  defined  in  the  act  to  provide 
for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  passed  January  7th,  1817,  and 
the  several  acts  amendatory  thereto,  except  so  far  as  the  same  may  be 
modified  or  changed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  2.  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty-five  dollars  each. 

Sec.  3.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  any  ten 
of  them  shall  meet  at  any  time  and  place  they  may-  think  fit,  and  pro^ 
ceed  to  organize  the  said  company,  and  to  take  order  for  the  opening  of 
books  for  the  subscription  of  stock,  agreeably  to  the  second  section  of 
said  act  to  pravide  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies:  Provided, 
That  said  meeting  may  be  held  on  any  other  convenient  days,  of  which 
ten  days'  notice  may  be  given  by  any  ten  of  said  company,  and  publirii^ 
ed  in  the  newspapers  printed  in  either  Mount  Vernon,  Coshocton,  or 
Cadiz* 

Sec*  4.  As  soon  as  two  hundred  shares  shall  be  subscribed,  the  par* 
sons  named  in  the  first  section,  or  any  ten  of  them,  shall  call  a  meeting 
of  the  stockholders  in  Ihe  manner  prescribed  in  the  third  section  of  the 
said  turniHke  act 

Sec.  6*  The  said  company  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized 
to  deaiand  and  receive  from  persons  traveling  said  road,  the  same  rates 
of  toll  as  the  2iane8ville  and  Maysville  turnpike  road  company  are  au- 
thorized  to  demand  and  receive^  and  sach  persons  shall  be  exempt  from' 
paying  tolls  as  are  exempt  by  the  general  turnpike  act  before  mentioned, 
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except  persons  cariyiog  the  United  States  mail,  who  shall  not  be  ex- 
empt. 

Sec.  6.  Any  person  desirous  of  discharging  his  subscription  to  the 
capital  stock  of  said  company  in  labor  or  materials  on  or  for  said  .road, 
shall  specify  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  in  which  case  the  labor  to  be 
performed  by  such  subscriber  shall  be  assigned,  and  the  value  of  the 
same  estimated  by  the  principal  engineer  superintending  the  construc- 
tion of  the  road,  or  if  materials  tie  subscribed,  the  value  thereof  shall  be 
estimated  by  such  engineer* 

Sec«  7*  That  any  future  Legislature  may  alter,  amend,  or  repeal 
this  act,  not  affecting  thereby  the  rights  of  any  individual  concerned*

Sec.   1 .    Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
the  more  eAectually  to  enable  the  president,  recorder,  and  trustees  oC 
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the  town  of  Zanesville  to  make  the  loans  authorized  by  the  act  to  au- 
thorize the  president,  recorder,  and  trustees  of  the  town  of  Zanesville  to 
borrow  money  for  the  purposes ,  therein  specified,  passed  18lh  Decem- 
ber, 1832,  and  the  act  amendatory  thereto,  passed  20th  February,  1837, 
it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  president,  recorder,  and  trustees,  when 
any  part  of  the  principal  sum  so  borrowed,  or  any  interest  accruing 
thereon^  shall  become  due  or  be  about  to  become  due,  to  levy  and  coC 
lect  such  tax  upon  and  from  the  taxable  property  of  said  town  as  will  be 
iufficient  to  enable  said  president,  recorder,  and  trustees  to  pay  off  and 
discharge  such  sum  or  sums  of  money.

AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  Town  of  Alexandria,  in  the  county  of  Licking. 

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assemhlif  of  the  State  ofOhio^  That 
all  that  part  of  the  township  of  St.  Albans  known  and  distinguished  as 
the  town  of  Alexandria,  in  the  county  of  Licking,  which  is  included  in 
the  recorded  plat  of  said  town  of  Alexandria  in  the  recorder's  office  of 
said  county,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate,  and 
shall  hereafter  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  of  Alexandria: 
Provided^  That  when  any  addition  is  made  to  said  town,  and  the  plat 
of  said  addition  is  recorded  according  to  law,  it  shall  be  considered  as 
incorporated  with  said  town  of  Alexandria. 

Sec.  2.  For  the  good  order  and  government  of  said  town,  it  shall 
be  lawful  for  the  male  inhabitants  thereof  having  the  qualifications 
of  electors  of  members  of  the  general  assembly,  to  meet  at  the  school 
house  in  said  town  on  the  first  Saturday  of  April  next;  and  at  the  same 
time  thereafter,  annually,  at  such  place  in  said  town  as  the  town  coun- 
cil may  direct,  and  then  and  there  proceed  to  elect  by  ballot  one  mayor, 
one  recorder,  and  five  trustees,  being  householders  of  said  town,  and 
having  the  qualifications  of  electors  aforesaid,  who  shall  hold  their  olfli- 
ces  one  year  and  until  their  successors  shall  be  elected  and  qualified: 
Provided^  There  shall  be  at  least  ten  days'  notice  given  of  the  time  and 
place  of  holdidg  all  such  elections  by  written  notice  for  the  first  election, 
signed  by  two  or  more  freeholders  of  said  town,  and  afterwards  by  the 
recorder  thereof,  and  posted  up  at  three  or  more  public  places  in  said 
town;  and  at' the  first  election  to  be  held  under  this  act  there  shall  be 
chosen  viva  voce  by  any  seven  electors  present,  two  judges  and  a  clerk 
bfsaid  election;  and  at  all  subsequent  elections,  the  trustees  or  any  two 
of  them  shall  be  judges  and  the  recorder  the  clerk  of  said  elections. 

Sec.  3.     At  all  elections  hereby  provided  for  the  polls  shall  be  opened 
between  the  hours  of  two  and  three  o'clock,  P.  M.,  and  close  at  six 
43 — ^L.  u 
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o^clock»  P.  M.,  of  said  day;  and  the  cleik  at  such  election  shall  keep  a 
true  record  and  poll  book  of  such  election,  and  on  the  votes  being  count- 
ed out  shall  procFaim  to  such  persons  as  shall  be  prefsent  the  result  there- 
of^ and  notify  any  and  all  persons  elected  of  their  election  within  five 
days  thereafter;  and  the  persons  so  elected  shall  within  five  days  after 
being  notified  as  aforesaid^  attend  at  the  office  of  the  township  clerk  and 
take  an  oath  or  affirmation  to  support  the  constitution  of  this  state  and  of 
the  United  States,  and  to  faithfully  discharge  the  duties  of  theii*  offices 
respectively;  which  oath  or  affirmation  the  township  clerk  is  hereby  au- 
thorized to  administer,  and  a  certificate  thereof  give  to  be  filed  in  the  re- 
cords of  the  corporation;  and  any  person  elected  to  any  office  aforesaid 
and  refusing  or  neglecting  to  take  said  oath  6r  affirmation  within  the 
time  above  specified,  shall  forfeit  the  sum  of  five  dollars,  to  be  recovered 
by  action  of  debt  before  the  mayor  of  said  town,  and  in  the  name  of  the 
corporation,  and  be  paid  into  the  treasury  of  said  town  as  hereinafter 
provided  for:  Provided,  That  a  majority  of  said  town  coancil  may  remit 
any  fine  upon  satisfactory  evidence  being  made;  and  no  person  shall  be 
compelled  to  serve  in  any  office  herein  provided  for  more  than  two 
years  in  succession. 

Sec.  4.  The  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  of  said  town  shall  be  and 
they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate  with  succession,  to 
be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  of  the  town  council  of  the  town 
of  Alexandria;  and  shall  use  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same  at  plea- 
sure, and  to  receive^  take  and  hold,  purchase  and  acquire  any  estate, 
real,  personal  or  mixed,  and  sell,  convey,  dispose  of  and  manage  the 
same  in  such  manner  as  a  majority  may  direct,  for  the  sole  benefit  and 
advantage  of  said  town;  they  shall  be  capable  in  their  corporate  name 
aforesaid  of  suing  and  being  sued  in  any  court  of  law  or  equity  in  this 
state;  and  when  any  suit  is  commenced  against  said  corporation  the 
first  process  shall  be  a  summons,  a  copy  of  which  being  left  with  the 
mayor  or  at  his  usual  place  of  abode  at  least  four  days  before  the  return 
day  thereof  shall  be  due  service. 

Sec.  5.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  mayor,  and  in  case  of  his  absence 
or  inability  to  serve,  of  the  recorder,  to  preside  at  all  meetings  of  the 
town  council;  and  the  recorder  shall  at  all  such  meetings  keep  an  accu- 
rate record  of  their  proceedings  in  a  book  provided  for  the  purpose;  but 
in  his  absence  or  inability  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  appoint  One 
of  their  body  clerk  pro  tempore  for  such  meeting. 

Sec.  6.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies 
which  shall  occur  in  their  body  by  death>  resignation  or  otherwise;  and 
when  it  may  hnppea  that  either  the  mayor  or  recorder,  or  both  are  ab* 
sent  at  any  nneeting  of  the  council,  the  trustees  shall  have  power  to  ap- 
point out  of  their  own  body  a  mayor,  or  recorder,  pro  tempore;  and 
the  mayor,  or  any  two  trustees,  or  the  recorder  and  one  trustee  shall'Qave 
power  to  call  a  meeting  of  the  council. 

Sec.  7^  The  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees,  or  a  majority  of  all  of 
them  concurring,  shall  have  power  and  authority  to  make  and  ordain, 
enact  and  publish,  all  such  by-laws  and  ordinances  consistent  with  the 
constitution  and  laws  of  this  state  or  of  the  United  States  as  they  may 
deem  necessary  and  expedient  for  the  good  government,  convenience, 
health,  cleanliness,  interest  and  safety  of  said  town,  and  the  same  to 
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alter^  amend  or  repeal  at  pleasure;  they  shall  have  power  to  prohibit 
the  establishment  of  any  grocery  or  groceries  for  the  retailing  of  ardent 
spirits  in  said  town,  by  inflicting  penalties  on  the  violator  of  such  pro- 
hibitory ordinances;  also  to  prohibit  or  license  the  exhibition  of  all 
shows  within  their  corporate  limits;  and  all  fines,  penalties  and  forfei- 
tures which  may  accrue  to  said  town  council  by  means  of  the  violation 
of  its  laws  and  ordinances,  shall  be  recoverable  by  action  of  debt  be- 
fore the  mayor,  and  when  collected  shall  be  paid  into  the  hands  of  the 
treasurer  of  said  corporation  and  expended  under  the  direction  of  said 
council  to  the  improvement  of  the  streets  and  side- walks  of  said  town: 
Provided^  That  nothing  herein  contained  shall  be  so  construed  as  to 
confer  upon  the  said  mayor,  recorder  and  trustees  authority  to  license 
groceries  for  (he  sale  of  spirituous  liquors  within  the  limits  of  said  town. 

Sec.  8.  The  town  council  shall  have  power  to  appoint  a  treasurer, 
town  marshal,  and  such  other  subordinate  officers  as  they  may  deem 
necessary,  to  prescribe  their  duties,  and  to  require  of  them  such  security 
a»  they  may  judge  necessary  to  secure  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
several  duties,  and  to  remove  them  at  pleasure,  to  fix  and  establish  their 
fees,  as  well  as  the  fees  of  the  mayor  and  recorder  not  prescribed  by  this 
act;  to  lay  out  and  establish  the  width  of  the  side  walks;  to  erect  a 
market  house  and  regulate  the  markets;  and  to  remove  all  nuisances 
prejudicial  to  healtli,  cleanliness  and  comfort  of  said  town. 

Sec.  9.  For  the  purpose  of  enabling  said  town  council  more  effectu- 
ally to  carry  into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act,  ihey  are  hereby  au- 
thorized and  empowered  to  assess  a  tax  for  corporation  purposes  on  all 
i>roperty  within  said  town  plat  made  taxable  by  the  laws  of  this  state 
or  state  and  county  purposes,  so  that  said  tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any 
one  year  five  mills  on  the  dollar  of  valuation,  as  the  same  may  be  found 
valued  on  the  books  of  the  auditor  of  the  county  at  the  time  of  assessing 
said  tax;  the  town  council  shall  have  power  if  authorized  so  to  do  by  a 
ihajority  of  the  votes  of  all  the  electors  in  said  town,  at  a  meeting  called 
for  that  purpose,  to  levy  an  additional  tax  as  above  specified  sufficient  to 
organize  and  establish  a  fire  company  and  purchase  an  engine,  hose  and 
other  apparatus  necessary  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  in  said  town. 

iSec  10.  When  any  tax  shall  be  levied  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  re- 
corder to  mako  out  a  duplicate  of  the  taxes,  charging  each  individual 
with  the  amount  assessed  on  each  item  of  property  as  found  on  the  audi- 
iorh  books;  which  duplicate  shall  be  certified  by  the  mayor  and  record- 
er, and  one  copy  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  treasurer  of  said  corporation, 
and  the  other  delivered  to  the  marshal  of  the  town,  or  such  other  officer 
as  shall  be  charged  with  the  collection  of  said  taxes;  and  said  collector 
shall  proceed  to  collect  the  said  taxes,  and  pay  the  same  over  at  such 
time  as  the  said  council  may  direct,  into  the  hands  of  the  treasurer,  who 
shall  pay  out  moneys  only  on  the  order  of  the  recorder  as  directed  by 
the  council. 

Sec.  11.  The  mayor  and  town  council  shall  have  power  to  require 
by  ordinance  each  able  bodied  male  person  above  the  age  of  twenty -one 
years,  resident  within  said  town,  to  perform  labor  upon  the  streets  and 
alleys  of  the  same,  not  exceeding  two  days  in  any  one  year,  and  which 
shall  be  in  lieu  of  two  days  labor  required  under  the  present  laws  regu- 
lating roads  and  highways,  and  upon  refusal  or  neglect  to  perform  such 
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work  under  the  proper  supervisor,  the  delinquent  shall  be  liable  to  the 
same  penalties  as  are  provided  by  law  against  persons  refusing  to  perform 
the  two  days  labor  required  in  said  law;  they  shall  also  have  the  exclu- 
sive right  of  forming  the  road  districts  within  the  limits  of  said  corpora- 
tion,  and  the  appointment  of  suitable  supervisors  for  such  districts  when 
formed,  who  shall  be  governed  in  the  performance  of  their  duties  by  the 
by-laws  of  said  corporation;  and  all  road  tax  charged  on  the  county  du- 
plicate on  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town  shall  be  worked  out 
under  the  direction  of  the  proper  supervisor?,  within  said  town,  as  the 
said  authorities  may  by  resolution  designate  and  point  out;  and  all  taxes 
charged  for  road  purposes  as  aforesaid  on  property  within  the  limits  of 
said  town,  and  collected  by  the  county  treasurer,  shall  be  paid  into  the 
hands  of  the  town  treasurer  as  aforesaid,  to  be  specially  appropriated  by 
the  town  council  to  road  purposes  within  said  town. 

Sec.  1 2.  All  public  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town  shall  be  post* 
ed  up  in  three  or  more  public  places  in  said  town  at  least  ten  days  be- 
fore they  shall  take  effect,  and  the  certificate  of  the  recorder  entered 
upon  the  records  of  the  town  council  shall  be  deemed  and  taken  to  be 
sufficient  evidence  of  such  publication 

Sec.  1 3,  The  mayor  of  said  town  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peacfl 
in  the  limits  of  said  corporation,  and  shall  have  and  exercise  the  ordmary 
powers  of  a  Justice  of  the  peace  within  the  limitt^of  said  corporation,  iq 
all  matters  civil  or  criminal  arising  under  the  laws  of  this  state;  he  shall 
give  bond  and  security  as  required  of  justices  of  the  p.eace,  except  that 
said  bond  shall  be  taken  in  the  name  of  the  town  council  of  the  town  of 
Alexandria;  and  appeals  may  be  taken  in  all  civil  cases  and  all  penal 
cases  arising  under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town  to  the  court 
of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Licking,  in  the  same  manner  as  ap^ 
peals  are  taken  and  perfected  in  ordinary  cases  before  justices  of  the 
peace;  the  mayor  shall  keep  a  docket  and  a  fair  and  true  record  of  hi^ 
proceedings,  judgments  and  executions  in  all  cases  which  shall  come 
before  him»  and  for  such  judicial  proceedings  shall  be  allowed  the  same 
fees  as  justices  of  the  peace  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  14.  The  marshal  shall  be  the  principal  ministerial  officer  of 
said  town,  and  shall  have  the  same  powers  that  constables  have  by  law, 
and  his  jurisdiction  m  criminal  cases  shall  be  coextensive  with  the 
county;  he  shall  serve  and  execute  all  process  issued  by  the  mayor, and 
receive  the  same  fees  that  constables  are  allowed  in  similar  cases. 

Sec.  15.  The  said  corporation  shall  be  allowed  the  use  of  the  jail  of 
the  county  for  the  imprisonment  of  such  persons  as  may  be  liable  to  im- 
prisonment under  the  laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation,  and  si^cb 
persons  shall  be  under  the  charge  of  the  sheriff  of  said  county  as  in  other 
cases. 

Sec.  16.  One  week  previous  to  each  annual  election  the  recorder 
shall  make  out  an  exhibit  of  all  the  moneys  that  have  been  assessed  and 
collected  for  the  current  year,  and  for  what  purpose;  also  of  all  fines  and 
penalties  collected,  and  all  other  moneys  that  have  come  into  the  hands 
of  the  said  common  council  in  their  official  capacity;  also  of  all  moneys 
expended  by  them,  and  the  particular  object  or  objects  for  which  ex- 
pended; which  exhibit  shall  be  approved  by  the  mayor  and  read  to  the 
•lectors  at  the  opening  of  the  polls  of  the  said  election;  and  the  mayor, 
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recorder,  trustees  or  other  officers  of  said  corporation  shall  on  demand 
deliver  to  their  successors  in  office  all  such  books,  papers  and  other  prop- 
erty as  appertain  in  any  wise  to  said  corporation.

Sec.  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
Aaron  Bliss,  Justus-H.  Vincent,  Boardman  H.  Bosworth,  James  Griffith* 
Ethan  Wait,  Caleb  Alvord,  Phinehas  Bael,  Jonathan  Cole  and  Noah 
Graves,  together  with  those  who  inay  hereafter  become  stockholders, 
their  successors  and  assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  cor- 
porate and  politic,  with  succession  for  thirty  years,  for  the  purpose  of 
manufacturing  iron,  paper,  cotton,  woolen  and  silk  goods,  to  be  known 
and  distinguished  as  the  Chagrin  Palls  Manufacturing  Company;  and 
by  that  name  are  hereby  made  competent  to  prosecute  and  defend  actions 
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of  every  kind,  before  all  courts  of  law  and  equity,  and  they  are  hereby 
authorized  to  have,  purchase,  receive,  possess,  enjoy  afld  retain  to  them 
and  their  successors  all  such  lands,  tenements  and  hereditaments  as  shall 
.  be  requisite  for  their  accommodation  and  convenience  in  the  transaction 
of  their  business,  and  such  as  may  [be]  in  good  faith  conveyed  to  them  by

That  said  society  shall  elect  annually  a  president,  vice  pres- 
ident, secretary  and  treasurer;  the  treasurer  shall  give  bond  and  security 
for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties,  in  such  sum  as  the  society  shall 
deem  proper. 

Sec.  4.  That  the  funds  of  said  society  shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  all 
its  members,  and  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  dispense  charity,  if  the  tcaaau- 
rer  of  said  society  is  in  a  condition  to  do  so,  to  any  Irishman,  his  widow 
or  orphan,  or  to  all  or  any  of  them  applying  therefor,  if  he,  she  or  they 
be  a  proper  object  in  the  opinion  ofthe  officers  of  said  society;  the  funds 
of  said  society  shall  be  vested  in  such  manner  as  a  majority  of  the  mecB* 
bers  of  said  society  shall  deem  most  expedient  and  advantageous  in  for* 
thering  the  objects  of  its  creation;  Provided^  The  funds  of  said  society 
shall  in  no  wise  be  used  for  banking  purposes. 

Sec.  5.  That  any  future  legislature  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal  thia 
act;  Provided^  Such  alteration,  amendment  or  repeal,  shall  in  no  wise 
affect  the  title  to  any  property  conveyed  or  acquired  under  its provisioiis*

Sec.  \.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohioj  That 
John  W.  Milligan,  James  Fleming  and  R*  J.  Brockway,  of  the  county  of 
Franklin;  Simon  Kenton,  Geo.  McCIimans  and  Isaac  Howsman,  of  the 
county  of  Madison;  James  Galloway,  Matthias  Winans  and  Robert  B. 
Horseman,  of  the  county  of  Green;  Jos.  Barnet,  P.  Auginbaugh  and  Morris 
SeeIy,of  the  county  of  Montgomery,  together  with  those  who  may  here- 
after become  stockhofders  in  the  manner  hereinafter  prescribed,  their 
successors  and  assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate 
and  politic,  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  Scioto  and  Miami  Rail  road 
company,  and  shall  so  continue  for  the  period  of  thirty  years,  and  by 
fivit  name  and  style  shall  be,  and  are  hereby  made  capable  in  law  to 
haye,  purchase,  receive,  possess  and  enjoy  real  and  personal  estate,  and 
retain  to  them,  their  successors  and  assigns,  all  such  lands,  tenemant» 
and  hereditaments,  as  shall  be  requisite  for  their  accommodation  and 
eonyenience  in  the  transaction  of  their  business;  to  sue  and  be  suedf 

Slead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  defend  and  be 
efendedin  courts  of  record  and  elsewhere;  and  also  have,  make  and 
me  a  common  seal,  and  the  same  to  alter,  break,  renew,  or  change  at 
pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  The  said  corporation  shall  be,  and  they  are  hereby  yested 
yrith  the  right  and  authority  to  construct  a  rail-road  from  or  near  the 
town  of  Lockboum,  in  Franklin  county,  by  the  way  of  the  town  of 
Xenia,  in  Green  county,  to  the  town  of  tl^y ton,  in  Montgomery  county, 
to  transfer,  take  and  carry  persons  and  property  upon  the  same,  by  the 
power  and  force  of  steam  or  animals,  or  of  any  other  mechanical  or 
other  power,  which  said  corporation  may  choose  or  employ. 

Sec.  8*  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two  hundred 
and  fifty  thousand  dollars,  and  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  fifty  dol- 
lars each. 

See.  4.  The  aboye  named  persons  or  any  six  of  them,  are  authori- 
zed to  open  books  for  receiving  subscriptions  to  the  capital  stock  of  said 
corporation  within  two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  at  such  place 
or  places  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  having  giyen  twenty  days  pre- 
▼ious  notice  in  at  least  one  newspaper  that  may  be  printed  in  each  of 
the  counties  through  which  the  said  road  [may]  pass,  of  the  time  and 
place  of  opening  said  books,  and  as  soon  as  said  stock  shall  be  subscri- 
bed, or  thirty  thousand  dollars  thereon,  they  shall  give  a  like  notice  of  a 
meeting  of  the  stockholders,  to  choose  directors  at  the  time  and  place 
appointed;  nine  directors  shall  be  chosen  by  ballot,  by  such  of  the  stock- 
holders as  shall  attend  for  that  purpose,  either  in  person  or  by  lawful 
proxies;  each  share  of  the  capital  stock  shall  entitle  [the]  owners  to  one 
vote.  The  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this  act,  or  a  majority 
of  them,  shall  be  inspectors  of  such  election,  and  shall  certify  under  their 
hands  what  persons  are  elected  directors,  and  appoint  the  time  and  place 
for  holding  the  first  meeting  ofdjrectoTS*,  five  directors  shall  form  a 
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board  and  be  competent  to  transact  all  basiness  of  the  corporatioii;  a 
new  election  of  directors  shall  be  made  annually,  at  such  time  and  place 
as  the  stockholders  at  their  first  meeting  shall  appoint,  but  if  no  dec- 
tion  shall  be  held  at  the  time  appointed,  such  election  may  be  held  at  any 
other  time  apfrointed  by  the  laws  of  the  corporation;  and  the  directors 
chosen  at  any  election  shall  as  soon  thereafter  as  may  be  convenient^ 
choose  out  of  their  number  one  person  to  be  president,  and  one  to  be 
treasurer  of  said  corporation.

president  and  directors,  in  one  of  the  newspapers  in  which  the  demand' 
shall  be  ntiade,  and  if  any  stockholder  shall  fail  or  neglect  to  pay  any  in- 
stalment, or  part  of  said  subscribtion  thus  demanded-  for  the  space  of 
&irty  days  next  after  the  same  shall  be  due  and  payable,  the  said  presi- 
dent and  directors  upon  giving  twenty  days  previous  notice  thereof  itf 
the  manner  aforesaid,  may  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  sell  at  pub- 
lic vendue,  so  many  of  the  shares  of  such  delinquent  stockholders  as 
shall  be  necessary  to  pay  such  instalment  and  the  expense  of  advertising 
^nd  sale,  and  transfer  such  shares  so  sold  to  the  purchaser,  and  the  resi- 
due of  the  money  arising  from  such  sale  after  paying  such  instalments 
and.  expense,  ^ball  be  paid  to  such  delinquent  stockholder  on  demand. 

Sec.  6.  The  said  corporation  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to>' 
cause  siich  examinations  and  surveys  to  be  made  by  their  surveyors,- 
agents,  and  engineers,  of  the  ground  lying  between  the  aforementioned 
{>oints  as  shall  be  necessary  to  determine  the  most  eligible  and  advan- 
tageous route  whereon  to  construct  said  railroad;  and  it  shall  also  be 
lawful  for  said  corporation,  by  themselves  or  their  lawful  agents,  to  enter 
upon  or  take  possession  of  all  such  lands  and  real  estate  as  may  be  indis- 
^nsable  for  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  said  railroad,  and  thcf 
examination  requisite  thereto;  but  all  lands  and  real  estate  thus  entered 
upon,  which  are  not  donations,  shall  be  purchased  by  said  corporation  of 
the  owner  or  owners  thereof  at  a  price  to  be  nhutually  agreed  upon  be- 
tween them;  and  in  case  of  disagreement  as  to  the  price^  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  commissioners  of  the  county  in  which  such  disagreement 
may  occur,  upon  notice  to  be  given  them  by  the  corporation  in  writings 
or  a  like  notice  from  the  person  claiming  damages,  to  appoint  three  dia* 
interested  freeholders  of  said  county  to  determine  the  damages  which 
the  owner  or  owners  of  said  land  or  real  estate  so  entered  upon  by  said! 
corporation  have  or  has  sustained  by  the  occupation  of  the  same;  and 
upon  payment  by  the  said  corporation  of  such  damages  to  the  person  or 
persons  to  whom  the  same  may  be  awarded  as  aforesaid,  and  in  estima- 
ting the  damages  aforesaid,  the  freeholders  appointed  shall  estimate  the 
actual  value  of  said  land  so  taken  possession  of,  and  all  other  damages 
which  may  accrue  to  the  owner  or  owners  in  consequence  of  the  location 
of  said  road;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  appraisers  to  deliver  to  the

make,  containing  a  description  of  the  land  or  real  estate  appraised,  to  be 
recorded  by  said  corporation  in  the  commissioners'  office  of  said  county: 
Promdedj  That  either  party  shall  have  the  power  of  appealing  from  the 
decision  of  the  appraisers  to  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county  at 
any  time  within  thirty  days  after  the  appraisers  shall  have  made  their  re- 
turn .as  aforesaid;  and  the  said  court  shall  proceed  thereon  as  in  cases  of 
appeals  for  damages  in  the  constructing  and  laying  out  of  State  roads« 

Sec*  %  The  said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  determine  the 
width  and  dimensions  of  said  railroad,  whether  it  shall  be  a  double  or 
iiingle  track;  to  regulate  the  time  and  manner  in  which  passengers  and 
(>roperty  shall  be  transported  thereon,  and  the  manner  of  collecting  tolls 
for  such  transportation. 

Sec  8*  The  corporation  shall  construct  die  said  railroad  across  any 
road,  highway,  stream  of  water  or  water  course,  if  the  same  shall  be  ne^*' 
cessary ;  but  the  said  corporation  shall  restore  such  road,  highway,  stream 
of  water  or  water  course  thus  intersected,  to  its  former  state^  or  in  a  suf- 
ficient itoanner  not  to  impair  its  usefulness  or  value  to  the  owner  or  the 
p«blic* 

Sec.  9v  The  said  corporation  may  demand  and  receive  from  all  persons 
using  or  traveling  upon  said  road,  the  following  rates  of  toll  per  mile,  to  wit: 

For  every  ton  weight  of  goods  or  freight  of  any  description,  eight 
cents  per  mile  the  same  shall  pass  upon  the  said  railroad,  and  a  rateable 
proportion  for  any  greater  or  less  quantity; 

For  every  pleasure  carriage,  or  .carriages  used  for  the  conveyance  of 
passengers,  four  cents  per  mile,  in  addition  to  the  toll  by  weight  upon 
the  road; 

All  persons  paying  the  toll  aforesaid,  may  with  suitable  and  proper 
^carriages  use  and  travel  upon  said  railroad,  subject  to  such  regulations 
and  rules  as  the  corporation  are  authorized  to  make  by  the  seventh  sec- 
tion of  this  act 

Sec.  10.  At  the  regular  annual  meeting  of  the  stockholders  of  said 
company,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  president  and  directors  in  office  for 
the  previous  year,  to  exhibit  a  clear  and  distinct  statement  of  the  affairs 
of  the  company;  and  the  president  and  directors  shall  annually  or  semi- 
annually declare  and  make  such  dividends  as  they  may  deem  proper,  of 
the  net  profits  arising  from  the  resources  of  said  company,  deducting 
the  necessary  current  and  probable  expenses,  and  that  they  shall  divide 
the  sum  among  the  stockholders  of  said  company  in  proper  proportion 
to  their  respective  shares. 

Sec.  11.  Every  president,  director  and  treasurer  of  said  company,

pany,  and  to  determine  by  their  by-laws  the  manner  of  adjusting  and 
settling  all  accounts  against  the  said  company;  and  also  the  manner  and 
evidence  of  transfers  of  stock  in  said  company;  and  they  or  a  majority 
of  them  shall  have  power  to  pass  all  by-laws  which  they  may  deem  prop- 
er or  necessary  for  exercising  all  the  powers  vested  in  the  company 
hereby  incorporated,  and  for  carrying  the  objects  of  this  act  into  enect: 
Provided  only^  That  such  by-laws  shall  not  be  contrary  to  the  laws  of 
this  State  or  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  1 3.  If  it  shall  be  necessary  for  the  said  railroad  company  in 
die  selection  of  the  rout  or  the  construction  of  the  road  by  them  to  be 
laid  out  and  constructed,  or  any  part  of  it,  to  connect  the  same  with,  or 
use  any  road,  street  or  bridge  made  or  erected  by  any  company  or 

C arsons  incorporated  or  authorized  by  any  law  of  this  State,  it  shall  be 
wfiil  for^the  said  president  and  directors,  and  they  are  hereby  authorised 
to  agree  with  any  such  other  corporation  or  persons,  for  the  right  to  use 
such  road,  street  or  bridge,  or  for  the  transfer  of  any  of  the  corporate  or 
other  rights  or  other  privileges  of  such  corporation  or  persons  to  the  said 
company  hereby  incorporated;  and  every  such  other  corporation  and 
persons  incorporated  by  or  acting  under  the  laws  of  this  State,  are  here^ 
by  authorized  to  make  such  agreement,  contract  or  transfer,  by  and 
through  the  agency  of  the  persons  authorized  by  their  act  of  incorpora- 
tion to  exercise  their  corporate  powers,  or  by  such  other  persons  as  by 
law  of  this  State  are  entrusted  with  the  management  and  direction  of 
aach  roads,  street  or  bridge,  or  of  any  of  the  rights  or  privileges  afore- 
said; and  every  contract,  agreement  or  transfer  made  in  pursuance  of 
tile  power  and  authority  hereby  granted,  when  executed  by  the  several 
parties  under  their  respective  corporate  seals^  or  otherwise,  shall  be  le- 
gally authenticated,  vest  in  the  company  hereby  incorporated  all  such 
roads,  rights  and  privileges,  and  the  right  to  use  and  enjoy  the  same  aa 
Jblly,  and  to  all  intents  and  purposes,  as  they  now  are  or  might  be  used 
and  exercised  by  the  same  corporations  or  persons  in  whom  they  are 
now  vested. 

Sec.  14.  If  any  person  shall  wiifully  by  any  means  whatsoever  in- 
jure,  impair  or  destroy  any  part  of  said  railroad  constructed  by  said  com* 
p  any  under  this  act,  or  any  of  the  necessary  works,  buildings,  cars  or 
machinery  of  the  said  company,  such  peison  or  persons  so  ofiendiog 
shall  each  of  them  for  every  such  offence  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  said 
eompany  two-fold  the  damages,  which  may  be  recovered  in  the  name  of 
said  company  by  an  action  of  debt,  with  costs  of  suit,  in  any  court  hav- 
ing cognizance  thereof;  and  shall  be  subject  to  an  indictment  in  the 
court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  in  which  such  offence  may  be  com* 
mitted,  and  upon  conviction  of  such  offence  shalh  be  punished  by  fine 
not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars,  and  Imprisonment  in  the  jwl  of  aa 
oounty  not  exceeding  twenty  days.

To  amend  an  act  entitled  An  act  to  incorporate  the  town  of  Albion,  in  tlie  coamy 

of  Cuyahoga,  passed  March  8,  1831. 

See^  1 .  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
in  cage  no  election  be  held  on  the  day  pointed  out  by  the  third  section 
of  the  act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
mayor,  recorder  or  any  one  of  [the]  trustees  to  call  a  meeting  for  the 
•election  of  officers,  by  posting  up  notices  in  three  of  the  most  public 
places  in  said  town,  at  least  ten  days  before  the  day  of  such  special  elec- 
tion; which  notices  shall  specify  the  time  and  place  of  such  meeting. 

Sec*  ^*  That  each  member  of  said  town  council  before  entering 
4m  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices  shall  each  take  an  oath  to  sup- 
port the  constitution  of  this  state  and  of  the  United  States,  also  an  oath 
of  office,  which  oaths  the  said  mayor  is  hereby  authorized  to  administer^ 
a  certificate  of  which  shall  be  made  out  under  the  hand  and  seal  of  the 
mayor  and  delivered  to  the  recorder,  and  be  by  him  recorded  in  a  book 
lo  be  provided  for  that  purpose,  and  when  the  mayor  shall  be  sworn 
into  office,  the  officer  administering  said  oath  shall  make  out  under  his 
hand  and  seal  a  like  certificate,  and  lodge  the  same  with  the  recorder  as 
aforesaid,  whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  record  the  same. 

Sec*  3.  That  for  the  puipose  of  enabling  the  town  council  to  carrf 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  this  act  and  the  act  to  which  this  is  an 
amendment,  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  levy  a  tax  on  all  real  and 
personal  property  within  the  bounds  of  said  corporation  as  the  same  has 
keen  or  may  appear  on  the  grand  levy  of  the  state:  Fravided,  that  said 
tax  shall  not  exceed  in  any  one  year  more  than  one  per  centum  of  the 
aggregate  amount  of  taxable  property  within  the  limits  of  said  town,  and 
the  said  town  council  shall  between  the  first  Monday  in  May  and  the 
first  day  of  July  in  each  year,  determine  the  amount  to  be  assessed  and 
collected  the  current  year« 

Sec*  4*  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  town  council  to  cause  to  be 
made  out  a  duplicate  of  taxes  charging  each  individual  therein  an  amount 
of  taxes  as  near  as  may  be  in  proportion  to  the  value  of  the  property  of 
Mich  individual  within  said  town,  which  duplicate  shall  be  signed  by  the 
mayor  and  countersigned  by  the  recorder  and  delivered  to  the  marshaly 
whose  duty  it  shall  be  to  collect  the  same  in  such  manner  and  time  as 
the  by-laws  shall  direct* 

Sec.  6*  The  marshal  shall  have  power  to  sell  real  and  personal  estate 
for  the  non-payment  of  taxes  in  the  same  manner  as  county  treasureii 
do  in  like  cases,  and  may  make  deeds  for  real  estate  which  shall  have 
the  same  effect  as  deeds  made  by  county  treasurers  or  auditors  in  like 
eases,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees. 

Sec.  6*  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  Cuyahoga  county^ 
to  make  out  under  his  hand  and  seal  a  list  of  all  the  taxable  properfif 
within  the  limits  of  said  town,  both  real  and  personal,  and  deliver  tbs 
same  to  the  recorder  of  said  town  of  Albion,  when  thereunto  requested 
by  the  recorder  of  said  town:  said  list  or  duplicate  shall  contain  ia  8i« 
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phabetical  order  the  names  of  all  persons  liable  to  taxation  in  said  town, 
and  the  kind  and  amount  of  property  charged  to  each,  and  the  value 
thereof,  and  said  duplicate  when  so  signed  by  said  auditor  shall  be  prima 
facia  evidence  of  its  correctness. 

Sec.  7.  The  mayor  of  said  town  shall  be  a  conservator  of  the  peaee 
within  the  same,  and  shall  have  all  the  powers  and  jurisdiction  of  a  jus- 
tice of  the  peace  in  all  matters  both  civil  and  criminal  arising  under  the 
laws  of  this  state,  and  the  said  mayor  shall  perform  all  the  duties^  required 
of  him  by  the  by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  town,  and  appeals  may  be 
taken  from  the  final  decision  of  said  mayor  in  all  cases  where  appeals 
are  authorized  by  law  to  be  taken  from  the  final  decision  of  said  mayor 
in  all  cases  where  appeals  are  authorized  by  law  to  be  takea  from  the 
final  decision  of  the  justices  of  the  peace,  and  in  the  same  manner:  said 
mayor  shall  also  keep  a  docket  in  which  he  shall  make  fair  and  accurate 
entries  of  all  proceedings  had  before  him,  and  furnish  transcripts  as  jus* 
tices  of  the  peace  do,  which  docket  shall  be  disposed  of  in  the  same 
manner  as  the  docket  of  justices  of  the  peace  are  in  case  of  vacancy; 
he  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  as  jctstices  of  the  peace  are  for  simi- 
lar services,  he  shall  give  bond  payable  to  the  state  of  Ohio  for  the  faith- 
ful performance  of  his  official  duties  in  such  sum  and  with  such  security 
as  shall  be  determined  by  the  town  council,  which  bond  shall  be  lodged 
with  the  recorder  of  said  town:  he  shall  have  power  to  administer  oaths 
generally. 

Sec.  8.  That  the  marshal  shall  serve  all  process  to  him  directed  by 
the  mayor,  and  shall  have  the  same  power  as  is  or  may  be  by  law  gIveQ 
to  constables,  and  shall  be  entitled  to  the  same  fees  and  be  liable  to  Ae 
same  penalties;  he  shall  perform  all  the  duties  required  of  him  by  the 
by-laws  and  ordinances  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  9.  That  the  town  corporate  of  Albion  shall  be,  and  the  same 
IS  hereby  set  apart  as  a  road  district  to  be  under  the  supervision  of 
the  town  council  of  said  town,  who  may  divide  the  same  into  such 
districts  and  appoint  such  number  of  supervisors  as  they  may  think 
proper. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  supervisor  or  supervisors  who  may  be  appointt 
cd  by  the  town  council  as  aforesaid,  shall  be  governed  by  the  same 
laws,  rules,  regulations  and  customs  that  govern  like  offices  under  the 
general  laws  of  the  state,  shall  be  liable  to  the  same  penalties,  aad 
shall  have  the  same  fees  as  supervisors  generallyii  and  shall  take  the 
same  oath.

That  for  effi^ctually  securing  against  fires,  the  town  council 
shall  have  power  to  make,  ordain  and  establish  such  rules  and  regula- 
tions as  they  may  deem  proper,  and  they  may  make  it  the  duty  of  each 
householder  residing  within  the  limits  of  said  corporation  to  provide  one 
or  more  buckets,  such  as  the  town  council  shall  determine,  and  in  case 
of  fire  to  resort  to  the  place  immediately  with  their  said  bucket  or  buckets^ 
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and  the  town  oouncil  shall  have  power  to  appoint  some  one  to  take 
command  on  all  such  occasions,  which  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  indi- 
vidual to  obey;  that  the  7th,  11th,  l^h,  14th  and  15th  sections  of  the 
act  to  which  this  is  an  amendment,  be  and  the  same  are  hereby  re- 
pealed. This  act  to  take  effect  and  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  pas* 
sage  thereof.

the  safe  keeping  of  idiots,  lunatics  and  insane  persons,  the  protection 
of  their  property  and  other  purposes,  passed  January  28,  1834;  that 
the  general  assembly  passed  an  act  for  the  safe  keeping  of  idiots,  luna* 
tic  or  insane  persons,  the  management  of  their  afluiirs,  and  for  other 
purposes,  passed  March  9,  1838,  which  look  effect  from  its  passage^ 
and  by  which  all  of  the  provisions  of  the  first  act  repc^nant  to  the  lat* 
ter  were  repealed;  that  said  guardian  was  ignorant  of  the  existence 
and  provisions  of  the  act  of  1 838:  upon  this  state  of  facts,  the  giiardian 
prays  the  legislature  to  pass  an  act  legalizing  his  acts  as  guardian  un* 
der  the  law  of  1824;  Therefore, 

Sec*  1.  BeU  enacted  hy  the  Oeneral  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  appointment  and  proceedings  of  George  Arnold,  guardian  of  Bennel . 
Dines,  a  lunatic,  be  as  valid  as  if  said  appointment  and  proceedings  of 
said  guardian  had  been  made  and  had  under  the  act  of  1 838.

Sec*  1  •  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  Tbat 
E.  Scofiekl,  Frederick  A*  Foster,  George  Myers,  Jacob  Claypool,  Oliver 
Long,  Thomas  Holmes,  Wm.  Thompson,  John  Ricketts  and  Samuel  P* 
Maccracken,  of  the  county  of  Fairfield,  and  J.  A^  Reynolds  of  the  coux^ 
ty  of  Franklin,  and  their  associates  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporale 
and  politic  by  the  name  and  stjle  of  the  Lancaster,  Carroll,  Pickering- 
ton  and  National  Road  Turnpike  Company,  with  power  and  for  the  pur- 
pose of  constructing  a  turnpike  road  from  the  town  of  Lancaster,  in  Fair> 
field  county,  by  way  of  Carroll  and  Pickerington,  to  the  national  road, 
at  or  within  three  miles  of  the  town  of  Reynolds  burg,  in  Franklin  coun* 
ty,  which  company  shall  have  all  the  privileges  and  powers,  and  be  sub- 
ject to  all  the  restrictions  defined  in  the  act  to  provide  for  the  regulation 
of  turnpike  companies,  passed  January  7th,  1817,  and  the  several  acts 
amendatory  thereto,  except  in  so  far  as  the  same  may  be  modified  and 
changed  by  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  3*  The  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  two  hundred 
thousand  dollars,  to  be  divided  into  shares  of  thirty-five  dollars  each, 
and  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  stock,  the  persons  named  in  this  act,  or 
a  majority  of  them,  may  open  books  of  subscription  for  said  stock  at 
auch  times  and  at  such  places  as  they  may  deem  proper,  agreeably  to 
the  act  for  the  regulation  of  turnpike  companies,  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  That  so  soon  as  fifteen  thousand  dollars  shall  have  been  sub- 
acribed  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  company,  the  persons  named  in  the

For  every  four-wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twen- 
ty-five cents;  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one  fourth  cents; 

For  every  two-wheeled  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  eigb- 
teen  and  three-fourths  cents;  for  every  horse  ox  in  addition,  six  and  ov^ 
fourth  cents; 

For  every  sled  or  sleigh,  drawn  by  two  horses  or  oxen,  twelve  and 
one-half  cents;  and  for  every  horse  or  ox  in  addition,  six  and  one-foorth 
cents; 

For  every  horse  and  rider,  six  and  one-fourth  cents; 

For  every  horse,  mule  or  ass,  six  months  old  or  upwards,  led  or 
driven,  three  cents; 

For  every  head  of  neat  cattle,  six  months  old  and  upwards,  one  coat; 

For  every  head  of  sheep  or  hogs,  one-half  cent*  > 
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For  every  four-\vheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  two  horses, 
thirty-seyen  and  a  half  cents;  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  a 
*  foarih  cents; 

For  every  two-wheeled  pleasure  carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  twen* 
ty-five  cents;  and  for  every  horse  in  addition,  six  and  a  fourth  cents; 

For  every  four-wheeled  pleasure  Carriage,  drawn  by  one  horse,  twen- 
ty-five cents; 

For  every  chaise,  riding  chair,  gig,  sulky  or  cart,  or  other  two-wheeled 
carriage  of  any  kind,  drawn  by  one  horse,  twelve  and  a  half  cents;

Sec.  1.  Beitenactedlyy  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  Tha.t 
Arthur  Taggart  of  the  county  of  Morgan,  be  and  he  is  hereby  author- 
ized to  commence  and  prosecute  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  for  Mus- 
kingum county,  an  amicable  suit  by  filing  his  bill  in  chancery  in  said  court 
against  the  state  of  Ohio  for  compensation  under  a  contract  made  with

shall  be  given  by  a  copy  of  the  writ  of  subpoena  in  chancery  being  (left 
with  or  served  upon  tlie  governor  of  this  state  at  least  thirty  days  before 
the  term  of  said  court  to  which  said  writ  is  returnable;  and  the  gov- 
ernor is  hereby  authorized  to  employ  council  to  appear  and  attend  to 
said  suit  in  chancery  on  behalf  of  and  for  the  state  of  Ohio, 

Sec.  2.  That  the  said  court  in  deciding  said  cause  shall  be  governed 
by  the  ordinary  rules  of  equity,  as  applicable  to  cases  of  contracts  be- 
tween individuals,  and  shall  compute  the  amount,  if  any,  justly  due  by 
the  state  to  the  said  Arthur  Taggart  on  the  contract  aforesaid,  and  ren- 
der a  decree  therefor:  P^o^iddy  that'll  uo  greater  sum  than  one  hundred 
47— X,.

Sec,  S.  Before  issuing  the  writ  of  subpoena  m  the  case,  the  clerk 
ffhali  require  of  the  said  Tajgart  a  bond  with  sufficient  security,  in  such 
sum  as  the  clerk  may  think  sufficient,  conditioned  for  the  payment  of  all 
costs  that  may  be  decreed  against  said  Taggart  in  said  suit;-  and  either 
party  may  take  an  appeal  to  the  supreme  court  of  said  county,  a»  ia 
other  cases:  Provided^  that  if  an  appeal  be  taken  by  the  state  no  bond 
shall  be  required  of  the  appellant. 

Sec.  4.  On  final  decree  being  rendered  in  favor  of  said  Taggart,  the 
derk  shall  make  out  and  certify  under  the  seal  of  the  court,  a  copjr  of 
the  same;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  auditor  of  state  on  presenfiEition 
of  the  same,  to  issue  his  warrant  on  the  treasurer  of  state  in  favor  of  the

Sec.  2«  That  so  soon  as  the  persons  named  in  the  first  section  of  this 
act^  or  a  majority  of  them,  shall  have  organized  themselves  into  a  com- 
pany by  wiitten  articles  of  association  recognizing  this  act,  they  may 
proceed  to  open  books  of  subscription  to  the  capital  stock  of  said  com- 
pany at  such  time  and  place  and  under  such  regulations  as  they  or  a  ma- 
jority of  them  may  direct,  in  shares  of  five  dollars  each:  Promded^  That 
not  more  than  twenty  per  cent  upon  each  share  so  subscribed  shall  be 
demanded  at  the  time  of  subscribing  nor  at  any  subsequent  instalment; 
and  before  any  penalty  shall  accrue  on  account  of  the  non-payment  of 
any  instalment,  at  least  twenty  days  notice  of  the  time  and  place  of  pay- 
ing such  instalments  shall  be  given.

Sec.  4.  That  the  president  and  directors  shall  have  power,  subject 
to  the  rules  and  by-laws  of  said  company,  to  manage  the  concerns  there- 
of, appoint  such  officers  and  agents  as  may  be  necessary,  to  fill  all  vacan- 
cies that  may  happen  in  their  body,  until  their  next  annual  election, 
which  shall  be  on.the  first  Monday  in  April  in  each  and  every  year,  and 
they  may  require  of  any  officer  or  agent  by  them  appointed,  an  oath  or 
affirmation  with  adequate  security  for  the  faithful  discharge  of  his  duties;

Sec.  10.  That  William  James  Reese,  William  Medill,  Geoi^  My- 
ers, Robert  Baonet,  John  M.  Creed,  A.  Witte,  Daniel  Sifibrd,  Henry 
J.  Myers  and  M.  B.  Browning,  be  and  they  are  hereby  appointed  direo* 
tors  of  said  association,  to  serve  until  others  are  elected  under  this  act; 
and  that  any  engagements  or  contracts  that  may  be  entered  into  by 
them,  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  and  object  of  this  act,  sihall 
be  valid  and  binding  on  the  company,  silthough  prior  to  the  passage 
hereof. 

Sec.  11.  Any  future  legislature  may  alter,  amend  or  repeal  this 
act,  not  thereby  divesting  the  corporators  of  their  title  to  any  property 
acquired  under  its  provisions.

William  Ross,  John  Myers,  Joseph  Thompson,  David  Myers,  James 
Buckey,  Fleming  Buckeye,  and  Abner  Welch,  and  their  associates,  be 
and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  corporate  andjpolitic,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Uricksvillc  Methodist  Episcopal  Cfhurch;  and  as  such 
shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  rights,  privileges  and  immunities  granted,  and 
be  subject  to  all  the  provisions  of  an  act  entitled  An  act  in  relation  to 
incorporated  religious  societies,  passed  March  5th,  A.  D.  1836. 

Sec.  2.    That  the  said  corporation  shall  give  ten  days  notice  by  posting 
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adveitiflemeiits  in  three  of  the  meet  public  places  in  the  vicinity  of  «iU 
church,  and  in  some  newspaper  in  general  circulation  in  the  county  of 
Tuscarawas.

AN  ACT 
To  incorporate  the  proprietors  of  the  Akron  Rural  Ceooetery. 

Seel.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
Simon  Perkins,  jr.  Samuel  A.  Wheeler,  Erastus  Torrey,  Ithiel  Mills^ 
Joseph  Cole,  Richard  Howe,  and  Jedediab  D.  Commins,  and  such  other 
persons  as  may  be  hereafter  associated  with  them,  their  successors  and 
assigns,  be  and  they  are  hereby  created  a  body  politic  and  corporate,  by 
the  name  of  the  proprietors  of  the  Akron  Rural  Cemetery;  and  by  that 
name  may  sue  and  be  sued,  may  have  a  common  seal,  and  alter  the  same 
at  pleasure:  may  elect  their  own  officers,  and  make  such  by-laws  for 
their  own  government  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  not  being  inconsis- 
tent with  the  laws  of  this  State  or  of  the  United  States,  or  the  provisions 
of  this  act,  and  the  same  to  alter  or  abolish  at  pleasure. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  capital  stock  of  said  company  shall  be  twenty  thou- 
sand dollars,  which  shall  be  divided  into  shares  of  twenty  dollars  each,  ten 
per  cent  of  which  shall  be  paid  at  the  time  of  subscribing,  and  the  resi- 
due thereof  in  such  instalments  as  the  directors  of  said  corporation  shall 
judge  necessary,  giving  at  least  thirty  days'  notice  of  the  time  and  place 
of  such  payment  or  instalment,  by  advertising  the  same  in  some  newspa- 
per printed  nearest  to  said  cemetery,  or  by  posting  three  or  more  writ- 
ten notices  thereof  at  the  most  public  places  in  the  town  of  Akron. 

Sec.  3.  The  concerns  of  this  corporation  shall  be  managed  by  seven 
directors,  who  shall  hold  their  offices  for  one  year,  and  until  others  are 
elected  in  their  stead,  each  of  whom  shall  be  a  stockholder  in  this  cor- 
poration, or  the  owner  of  a  lot  in  said  cemetery,  any  four  of  whom  shall 
be  a  quorum  for  the  transaction  of  business.  They  shall  be  chosen  an^ 
nualiy  on  the  first  Monday  of  July,  at  such  time  and  place  in  Akron  as 
the  directors  may  appoint,  giving  at  least  ten  days'  notice  of  the  time  and 
place  of  such  election,  by  posting  up  the  same  in  writing  at  three  of  the 
most  public  places  in  said  town,  or  by  publishing  said  notice  in  some 
newspaper  printed  at  Akron  at  least  ten  days  before  said  election.  The 
votes  shall  be  by  ballot,  and  every  stockholder  shall  be  entitled  to  as 
many  votes  as  he  owns  shares  in  said  corporation;  and  every  person 
■who  has  purchased  and  paid  for  a  lot  in  said  cemetery,  shall  be  deemed

m  member  ofsaid  corporation,  and  entitled  to  one  vote  for  said  directonr. 
The  election  shall  be  conducted  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  the  by-lawa. 
At  least  four  ofsaid  directors  shall  reside  in  the  town  of  Akron,  and  all 
of  them  shall  be  freeholders  over  and  above  their  stock  in  this  corpora- 
tion; and  until  the  first  election,  Samuel  A.  Wheeler,  Erastus  Torrey, 
Ithiel  Mills,  Richard  Howe,  Simon  Perkins,  jr.  Joseph  Cole,  and  Jedediah 
D.  Commins,  shall  be  the  directors  ofsaid  corporation.  The  said  direc- 
tors shall  choose  one  of  their  own  body  to  be  president,  who  shall  also 
be  president  of  the  corpor^ion;  they  shall  also  choose  a  secretary  and 
treasurer,  either  from  their  own  body  or  other  members  of  the  corpora- 
tion, and  the  same  to  remove  at  pleasure.  The  said  directors  shall  have 
the  general  management,  care,  and  superintendence  of  the  property,  ex- 
penditures, business  and  prudential  concerns  of  the  corporation,  and  of 
the^ales  of  lots  in  said  cemetery;  and  they  shall  make  a  report  of  their 
doings  at  the  annual  meeting.  The  treasurer  shall  give  bonds  with  se- 
curity for  the  faithful  performance  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  shall 
have  the  management  and  superintendence  of  the  fiscal  concerns  of  this 
corporation,  subject  to  the  direction  and  control  of  the  directors,  to  whom 
he  shall  make  an  annual  report,  to  be  laid  before  the  corporation  at  their 
annual  meetinfl;;  he  shall  also  make  report  at  any  other  time  when  re- 
quired bv  the  directors.  The  secretary  shall  record  the  proceedings  at 
all  meeting^  of  the  corporation,  and  of  the  directors;  and  both  he  and 
the  treasurer  shall  be  under  oath  for  the  faithful  performance  of  their 
duties,  and  shall  be  allowed  such  compensation  as  may  be  judged  rea- 
sonable from  time  to  time  by  the  directors.  The  directors 'shall  have 
power  to  purchase  and  hold  such  quantity  of  land  in  Akron,  or  in  the 
vicinity  ot  Akron,  or  partly  in  each,  as  they  shall  deem  proper  for  the 
purpose  of  a  cemetry,  not  exceeding  fifty  acres,  and  to  dispose  of  the 
tame  in  such  manner  as  they  shall  judge  proper,  having  regard  to  the 
objects  of  this  charter.  They  shall  have  power  to  dedicate  any  part  of 
said  real  estate  so  to  be  hereafter  purchased  by  them  as  and  for  a  rural 
cemetery  or  burying  ground,  and  cause  the  same  to  be  laid  out  into  suit- 
able lots,  make  or  cause  to  be  made  avenues,  alleys,  and  paths  in  and 
about  the  same,  to  plant  and  embellish,  enclose  and  divide  the  same,  and 
annex  thereto  such  suitable  appendages  and  conveniences  as  they  from 
time  [to  time]  shall  deem  proper  and  expedient;  and  the  laying  out  of 
Haid  real  estate  shall  be  deemed  a  perpetual  dedication  thereof  for  the 
purpose  of  a  rural  cemetery.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  grant 
exclusive  rights  of  burial,  and  of  erecting  tombs  and  monuments,  enclo- 
sures and  ornaments,  upon  any  lots  so  to  be  laid  out  as  aforesaid,  upon 
such  terms  and  conditions  and  subject  to  such  regulations  as  the  said 
directors  shall  prescribe  by  their  by-laws;  and  the  rights  so  granted 
shall  be  held  as  real  estate,  and  not  subject  lo  attachment  or  execution. 
The  directors  shall  also  have  power  to  employ  all  such  help  and  labor  as 
may  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  the  objects  of  this  charter. 

Sec.  4.  Books  of  subscription  for  the  capital  stock  of  said  corpora- 
tion shall  be  opened  at  the  store  of  Jedediah  D.  Gommins  in  Akron,  on 
the  first  Monday  in  April  next,  and  continue  open  for  five  successive 
days,  during  which  no  person  shall  be  entitled  to  subscribe  more  tlum 
five  shares.    If  at  the  expiration  of  five  days  the  shares  be  not  all  taken. 
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any  person  may  thereafter  subscribe  for  such  number  of  shares  so  re^ 
maining  untaken,  as  he  may  judge  proper;  and  as  soon  as  fifty  shares  of 
aaid  stock  shall  have  been  subscribed,  this  corporation  shall  be  deemed 
to  be  organized,  and  the  above  named  directors  may  forthwith  proceed 
to  elect  therr  president,  secretary,  and  treasurer,  and  such  other  officenr 
and  assistants  as  they  shall  judge  necessary  and  proper  for  the  time  be^ 
ing^  Erastus  Torrey,  Samuel  A.  Wheeler  and  Jedediah  D.  Commin» 
shall  be  commissioners  to  receive  subscriptions  to  said  stock.? 

Sec.  5*  Special  meetings  of  said  corporation  may  be  called  by  the 
directors  in  such  manner  as  may  be  provided  in  the  by-laws,  or  by  the 
secretary  upon  the  written  request  of  ten  members,  giving  the  same  no* 
tice  thai  is  required  for  the  annual  meetings.  At  all  meetings  a  quorum 
shall  consist  of  not  less  than  seven  members  personally  present;  and 
any  business  may  be  done  of  which  notice  shall  be  given  in  the  adver* 
tisement  of  the  meeting;  and  questions  shall  be  decided  by  a  majority 
of  members  present  and  voting,  either  in  person  or  by  proxy,  whether  at 
a  special  or  annual  meeting* 

Sec*  6«  The  money  hereafter  to  be  received  for  the  sale  of  lots  in 
said  cemetery,  after  reimbursing  the  stockholders,  both  principal  and  in- 
terest, for  their  expenditures  in  the  purchase  ot  the  said  land  and  enclo« 
sing  the  same,  grading  and  improving  the  avenues,  alleys,  and  paths  in 
said  cemetery,  and  such  incidental  expenses  as  shall  have  occurred,  after 
the  payment  of  all  debts  that  may  be  due  or  to  become  due  in  conse-^ 
quence  of  purchasing  said  land;  shall  be  laid  out  in,  and  forever  devoted 
to,  the  preservation,  improvement,  planting  and  embellishing  the  said 
cemetery,  in  such  manner  as  may  be  deemed  most  expedient  by  the 
directors,  for  and  the  incidental  expenses  of  said  cemetery,  but  for  no 
other  purpose  whatever*  After  the  stockholders  shall  have  been  reim^^ 
bursed  as  aforesaid,  their  stock  shall  be  cancelled,  and  none  shall  be 
members  of  said  corporation  except  such  as  own  lots  in  said  cemetery 
and  have  paid  for  the  same. 

Sec.  7.  Any  person  who  shall  wilfully  destroy,  mutilate,  deface,  in*^ 
jure,  or  remove  any  tomb,  monument  or  grave  stone,  or  other  structure 
placed  in  the  said  cemetery;  or  any  fence,  railing,  or  other  work  for  tha 
protection  or  ornament  of  any  tomb,  monument,  gravestone  or  other 
structure  aforesaid,  or  of  any  cemetery  lot  within  the  limits  of  said  cem- 
etery; or  shall  wilfully  destroy,  remove,  cut,  break,  or  injure  any  treOf 
shrub,  or  plant,  within  the  limits  of  said  cemetery,  or  shall  shoot  or  dis- 
charge any  gun  or  other  fire  arm  witiiin  the  said  limits,  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  shall,  upon  conviction  thereof,  before  any 
justice  of  the  peace,  or  other  court  of  competent  jurisdiction,  be  punish- 
ed by  fine  not  less  than  two  dollars,  nor  more  than  fifty  dollars,  accord- 
ing to  the  nature  and  aggravation  of  the  offence;  and  such  ofiender  shall 
also  be  liable  in  an  action  of  trespass,  to  be  brought  against  him  in  any 
court  of  competent  jurisdiction  in  the  name  of  the  proprietors  of  the 
Akron  Rural  Cemetery,  to  pay  all  such  damages  as  shall  have  been  oc* 
casioned  by  his  unlawful  act  or  acts;  which  money,  when  recovered, 
shall  be  applied  by  the  directors  of  said  corporation  to  the  reparation  or 
restoration  of  the  property  destroyed  or  injured,  and  members  <rf  said 
corporation  shaJJ  be  cooipeteot  witnesses  in  such  suiU:  jPropicfed,  That 
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no  such  suit  shall  be  brought  except  by  the  adviee  and  consent  of  one 
Or  more  of  the  directors  of  this  corporation. 

Sec  8*  The  lots  in  said  cemetery  shall  be  indivisible,  and  shall  con- 
tain not  less  than  two  hundred  square  feet  each;  and  upon  the  death  of 
any  proprietor  of  jlbj  lot  in  said  cemetery,  the  devisee  of  such  lot  or  the 
heirs  at  law,  as  the  case  may  be,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  the  privil^es  of 
membership;  and  if  there  be  more  than  one  devisee  or  heir  at  law  of 
such  lot,  the  board  of  directors  shall  designate  which  of  the  said  devisees 
or  hein  at  law  shall  represent  tfie  said  lot,  and  vote  in  the  meeting  of  the 
torporation;  which  designation  shall  continue  in  force  until  by  deaths 
removal,  or  other  sufficient  cause,  another  designation  shall  become  ne- 
cessaiy;  and  in  making  such  designation,  the  directors  shall,  as  far  as 
they  conveniently  can,  give  the  preference  to  males  over  females,  and  to 
proximity  of  blood  and  pirority  of  age,  having  due  regard  to  proximity 
of  residence. 

SeCk  9.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  said  corporation  to  take  and  hold 
any  grant,  donation,  or  bequest  of  property  upon  trust;  and  to  apply  the 
income  thereof^  under  the  management  of  the  board  of  directors,  for  the 
improvement  or  embellishment  of  said  cemetery,  or  of  any  buildings^ 
fences,  or  structures  erected  or  to  be  thereafter  erected  upon  the  lands  of 
the  said  corporation,  or  of  any  individual  proprietor  of  a  lot  in  said  cem- 
etery; or  for  the  repair,  preservation,  or  renewal  of  any  tomb,  monu* 
ment,  gravestone,  fence  or  railing,  or  other  erection  in  or  around  any 
cemetery  lot;  or  for  the  planting  and  cultivation  of  trees,  shrubs,  flowers 
or  plants  in  or  around  any  cemetery  lot,  according  to  the  terms  of  such 
grant,  donation  or  bequest. 

Sec  10.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  purchase  said  real  estate, 
or  any  part  thereof,  on  such  terms  of  credit  as  they  may  judge  most  ad- 
vantageous for  the  interest  of  the  said  corporation,  not  exceeding  a 
credit  of  ten  years;  and  to  that  intent  may  mortgage  such  part  of  said 
real  estate  as  may  be  purchased  on  a  credit,  to  secure  the  purchase 
money  thereof,  with  its  interest,  and  for  no  other  purpose. 

Sec.  1 1.  The  directors  shall  have  power  to  fill  all  vacancies  in  their 
own  body  in  consequence  of  death,  resignation,  removal  or  other  cause; 
and  in  case  of  the  death,  resignation,  removal  or  other  disability  of  any 
officer  of  this  corporation,  the  directors  may  appoint  another  in  his  place 
whenever  and  as  often  as  such  vacancy  shall  occur:  which  appoint- 
ment shall  be  either  ^Tro/^m.  or  for  the  remainder  of  the  unexpired  term; 
but  no  person  shall  be  so  appointed  who  is  not  a  member  of  this  corpo- 
ration: Contracts  and  obligations  to  be  binding  on  this  corporation,  shall 
be  signed  by  the  president  and  countersigned  by  the  secretary  after  hav- 
ing been  thereunto  authorized  by  a  vote  of  the  directors.  The  directors 
are  also  empowered  to  make,  alter,  or  abolish  the  by-laws  authorized  by 
tike  first  section  of  this  act;  but  the  said  by-laws  may  be  amended  or  al- 
tered by  a  vote  of  the  said  corporation  at  any  meeting  called  in  conform- 
ity to  the  provisions  of  this  act. 

Sec.  19.  The  said  cemetery  shall  be  and  the  some  is  hereby  declared 
exempt  from  all  public  taxes,  so  long  as  it  shall  remain  dedicated  to  the 
purposes  of  a  cemetery:  Provided,  That  notliing  in  this  act  shall  be  so 
construed  as  to  prevent  the  right  of  poor  persons  who  are  unable  to  pay, 
from  being  interred  in  said  cemetery. 
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Sec.  .13.    This  act  shall  be  deemed  lind  considered  a  public  act,  ani 
shall  be  construed  benignly  in  favor  of  said  corporation.

Sec*  \.  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio,  That 
80  much  of  the  State  road,  recently  surveyed  and  established  from  said 
Worthington  to  Marysville«  as  lies  between  the  Olentangy  river,  in  said 
j^ranklin  county,  and  the  fork  of  the  road  east  of  said  Marysville  where 
the  roads  from  said  Marysville  to  Columbus  and  to  Bell  point  separatd^ 
so  as  that  the  said  road  shall  continue  up  the  valley  of  the  said  Olen- 
tangy, from  a  proper  point  west  of  the  bridge  over  said  riven  to  thd 
farm  of  Isaac  Case,  thence  to  cross  the  Scioto  river  at  or  south  of  the 
farm  of  John  Ashbaugh,  and  thence  in  the  best  direction  to  the  said  forks 
of  the  road  east  of  Marysville;  and  that  George  H.  Andrews,  of  Frank- 
lin county,  and  Silas  G.  Strong,  of  the  county  of  Union,  be  the  commis- 
sioners to  review  and  alter  said  road.

AN  ACT 
Regulating  sales  at  Auction  in  the  county  of  Hamilton. 

Sec.  I  ^  Beit  enacted  by  (he  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  OAto,  That 
it  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person  to  exercise  the  trade  or  occupation  of 
4n  auctioneer,  or  to  sell  by  way  of  public  auction,  vendue  or  outcry  ei- 
ther directly  or  indirectly^  in  the  county  of  Hamilton,  any  property  or 
effects  whatsoever^  except  utensils  of  husbandry  and  household  furniture 
at  the  dwelling  of  the  owners,  real  estate,  horses,  sheep,  hogs  and  neat 
48— u  j^ 
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cattle,  without  license  as  herein  provided  for;  and  if  any  person  shall  sell 
or  attempt  to  sell  by  way  of  public  vendue,  auction  or  outcry  in  the 
county  of  Hamilton,  any  property  or  effects  whatsoever  except  as  afore- 
said, without  such  license,  every  person  so  ofiending  shall  for  every  auch 
offence  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  State  of  Ohio  a  sum  not  exceeding  one 
thousand  dollars  nor  less  than  three  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  2.  That  the  prohibition  aforesaid  shall  not  extend  to  any  officer 
or  person  executing  any  process  or  order  of  any  court  in  this  State^  sel- 
ling any  p-operty  or  eflects  directed  by  law,  or  by  such  process  or  order 
to  be  sold  by  public  vendue,  auction  or  outcry. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Hamilton^ 
bhall  have  power  and  authority  to  appoint  and  license  such  number  of 
suitable  persons  residing  in  such  county  as  may  be  proper  to  exercise 
the  trade  or  occupation  of  auctioneers  and  make  sales  at  auction  ac- 
cording to  law,  within  said  county,  for  the  term  of  one  year  from  the 
date  of  such  appointment. 

Sec.  4.  Ail  applications  for  license  shall  be  by  petition  in  writing, 
setting  forth  the  regular  place  of  doing  business  of  such  applicant,  and 
shall  be  signed  by  at  least  six  freeholders  of  said  county. 

Sec.  5.  That  every  auctioneer  appointed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act,  before  he  shall  receive  a  license  or  enter  upon  the  duties  ofhi?' 
appointment  shall  give  bond  to  the  State  of  Ohio,  with  two  or  more  saf- 
ficient  securities  to  be  approved  of  by  the  court  granting  the  license,  in 
Hke  sum  of  two  thousand  dollars,  conditioned  for  the  faithful  discharge  of 
the  duties  of  said  appointment,  and  for  the  payment  of  all  duties  that  are 
or  shall  be  imposed  by  law,  and  that  shall  accrue  on  sales  made  by  him, 
and  shall  file  the  same  with  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of  Hamilton, 
and  pay  to  such  treasurer  the  sum  required  in  the  ninth  section  of  this 
act  for  such  license,  and  take  duplicate  receipts  for  the  same,  one  of 
which  receipts  shall  be  delivered  to  the  auditor  of  the  county,  who  shall 
file  the  same  in  his  ofHce  and  certify  the  payment  of  the  same  to  the 
'  clerk  of  the  court  of  common  pleas;  and  upon  the  receipt  of  such  certifi- 
eate  the  clerk  shall  issue  license  in  proper  form  under  the  seal  of  said 
court,  granting  to  the  auctioneer  so  appointed/ull  power  and  authority  to 
set  up  and  expose  to  sale  at  auction  property  of  every  kind  and  descrip- 
tion, for  which  the  clerk  shall  be  entitled  to  two  dollars  as  his  fee,  to  be 
paid  by  the  auctioneer  on  the  delivery  of  the  same. 

Sec.  6.  That  all  property  and  effects  which  shall  at  any  time  be  ex- 
posed to  sale  by  public  auction  in  said  county  of  Hamilton,  with  the  ex* 
ceptions  mentioned  in  the  first  and  second  sections  of  this  act,  shall  be 
subject  each  and  every  time  the  same  shall  be  struck  off^  to  the  duty  of 
one  dollar  on  every  hundred  dollars;  and  if  any  person  other  than  a  li- 
censed auctioneer,  on  the  day  at  the  place  where  any  public  auction  shall 
be  held,  shall  sell'at  private  sale  any  property  or  effects  liable  to  auction 
duties,  every  person  so  offending  shall  forfeit  and  pay  to  the  State  of 
Ohio  a  sum  equal  to  the  full  value  of  said  property  so  sold. 

Sec  7.  That  if  any  auctioneer  shall  farm  out  his  office  to  another, 
or  derive  profit  or  advantage  from  any  sales  by  auction  that  are  not  su- 
perintended by  himself  personally,  unless  in  case  of  sickness  or  absence, 
when  his  known  clerk  shall  officiate,  every  auctioneer  so  offending  shall 
be  deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  a  conviction  thereof  before  the 
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court  ofoommon  pleaB^ -forfeit  and  pay  to  the  State  of  Ohio  a  sum  not 
exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  nor  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  with 
costs  of  prosecution,  and  shall  moreover  forfeit  his  license. 

Sec.  8.  That  every  auctioneer  appointed  under  the  provisions  of 
this  act  shall  pay  for  such  license  a  sum  not  more  than  six  hundred  dol- 
lars nor  less  than  two  hundred  dollars  annually;  and  shall  moreover 
^ve  bond  in  the  sum  of  two  thousand  dollas  as  provided  in  the  fifth  sec- 
tion of  this  act. 

Sec.  9.  That  every  licensed  auctioneer  within  the  county  aforesaid 
shall  keep  a  regular  sales-book,  in  which  he  shall  set  down  the  name  and 
ijuantity  of  every  article  sold  or  struck  off,  and  the  price  at  which  the 
same  was  sold  or  struck  off,  and  the  name  of  the  purchaser  or  person  to 
whom  the  same  was  struck  off,  and  shall  also  set  down  the  name  of  the 
person  upon  whose  account  said  sale  was  made;  and  the  gross  amount  of 
each  public  sale  subject  by  the  first  section  of  this  act  to  auction  duty^ 
shall  be  posted  up  so  as  to  ^how  the  correct  amount;  and  every  licensed 
auctioneer  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with  the  requisitions  of  the  above 
section,  shall  upon  conviction  thereof  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  be 
fined  in  a  sum  not  exceeding  one  thousand  dollars  nor  less  than  nve  hun- 
dred, with  costs  of  prosecution. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county  of  Hamil- 
ton, shall  appoint  a  suitable  person  annually  as  inspector,  whose  duty  it 
shall  be  to  examine  the  sales  book  of  every  licensed  auctioneer  in  saici 
county,  at  least  once  in  every  three  months,  and  see  that  the  returns 
made  and  duties  paid  correspond  with  said  sales  book,  and  that  said 
book  is  kept  in  regular  form,  and  contains  a  true  statement  of  all  the 
business  done  by  said  auctioneer;  and  in  case  any  auctioneer  refuses  to 
exhibit  such  book  or  books,  the  court  of  common  pleas,  on  complaint  of 
such  inspector,  shall  have  the  power  to  forfeit  the  license  of  the  auction- 
eer so  offending;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  inspector  to  report  the 
amount  sold  by  each  licensed  auctioneer  to  said  court,  once  every  three 
months;  and  the  said  court  shall  allow  said  inspector  for  his  services  a 
reasonable  amount,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  revenue  derived  from  auction 
sales. 

Sec.  11.  That  every  licensed  auctioneer  in  the  county  of  Hamilton, 
shall  make  out  in  writing  a  quarterly  account,  dated  on  the  first  days  of 
March,  June,  September,  and  December,  for  the  year  for  which  he  shall 
have  been  appointed,  and  shall  therein  state  the  date  of  every  auction 
sale  and  sale  on  commission,  together  with  the  sums  of  each  day's  sale, 
and  the  names  of  the  person  or  persons  to  whom  the  same  belonged, 
and  the  amount  of  duties  chargeable  under  the  provisions  of  this  act  on 
all  sales  public  or  private,  of  property  and  effects  subject  to  duties  un- 
der any  of  the  provisions  of  this  act:  and  every  such  account  shall  be 
verified  by  oath  of  said  auctioneer,  in  the  words  following,  viz: 

I,  A  B,  do  solemnly  declare  that  the  account  now  exhibited  by  me, 
and  to  which  I  have  subscribed  my  name,  contains  a  full  and  true  state- 
ment and  exhibit  of  all  the  property  and  effects  of  every  description  sold 
or  struck  off,  or  bought  in  by  me  at  public  sale,  or  sold,  struck  off,  or 
bought  in  as  aforesaid  by  others  in  my  name,  or  under  my  direction,  or 
for  my  benefit,  and  so  far  as  I  know  or  believe,  of  all  goods  and  effects 
sold  by  any  per$on  in  my  employ,  or  connected  with  me  in  business 
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and  subject  to  duties  according  to  an  act  regulating  sales  at  auction, 
within  the  time  stated  in  the  account,  and  that  the  full  amount  of  duties 
chargeable  according  to  law  on  all  such  property  and  effects  is  therein 
clearly  and  accurately  shown.  And  said  auctioneer  shall  within  fifteon 
days  from  the  date  of  such  account  deliver  the  same  to  the  county  treas* 
urer  of  the  said  county  of  Hamilton,  and  shall  at  the  same  time  pay  to 
said  treasurer  the  amount  of  duties  accruing  on  sales  mentioned  in  the 
account;  and  if  any  auctioneer  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  exhibit  his 
quarterly  accounts,  and  deliver  the  same  properly  verified  as  aforesaid^ 
or  shall  neglect  or  refuse  to  make  payment  of  the  duties  required  by  this 
act  within  the  time  aforesaid,  every  auctioneer  so  offending  shall  be 
deemed  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor,  and  on  conviction  thereof  before  tii6 
touTi  of  common  pleas  of  the  county  of  Hamilton,  shall  pay  a  fine  not 
more  than  one  thousand  dollars  nor  less  than  five  hundred  dollars  with 
costs  of  prosecution,  and  shaH  also  be  liable  for  all  such  duties,  to  be  re* 
covered  in  an  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Ohio. 

Sec.  12.  That  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriff  or  other  oflScer  who 
shall  collect  and  receive  any  fine  or  penalty  imposed  under  the  provi^ 
dons  of  thi^  act  to  pay  the  same  to  the  county  treasurer  of  the  said 
county  of  Hamilton  within  ten  davs  after  receiving  the  same. 

Sec.  13.  That  if  the  county  treasurer,  sherifl,  prosecuting  attorney, 
or  other  officer  shall  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  required  by  this  act^ 
he  shall  forfeit  and  pay  a  sum  not  exceeding  five  hundred  dollars  over 
and  above  the  amount  of  money  which  ought  to  have  been  paid  over 
by  such  county  treasurer,  sheriff,  prosecuting  attorney,  or  other  officer^ 

Sec.  14.  That  all  fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures,  imposed  by  and 
incurred  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  may  be  recovered  by  indict* 
ment  before  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  said  county  of  Hamilton,  or 
by  action  of  debt  in  the  name  of  the  State  of  Ohio;  and  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  president  judge  of  the  court  of  common  pleas  of  the  county 
of  Hamilton  to  give  this  act  specially  in  charge  at  every  term  of  thp 
criminal  court  of  said  county  to  the  grand  jury. 

Sec.  15.  That  all  laws  and  parts  of  laws  heretofore  enacted  on  the

Provided^  That  such  repeal  shall  not  operate  to  defeat  any  license 

S anted  or  rights  acquired,  or  to  discharge  any  auctioneer  or  other  person 
)m  any  debt,  tax,  fines  or  penalty  due,  accruing  or  imposed  under  the 
provisions  of  the  acts  so  repealed  or  any  of  them,  or  to  affect  any  prose* 
cution  depending,  or  to  be  instituted  for  the  same:  Provided^  That  noth- 
ing in  this  act  shall  be  construed  as  to  divert  the  application  of  all 
monies  arising  from  sales  at  auction  in  said  county  pf  Hamilton  as  her&» 
tofore  provided  for  by  law.

9ec«  1*  Beit  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  ofOhio^  That 
it  shall  iK>t  be  lawful  for  the  corporation  of  the  city  of  Cleveland,  or  the 
eouncil  or  other  legislative  authority  thereof  to  grant  any  license  to  tav- 
ern keepers,  inn  holders,  retailers  of  spirituous  liquors  by  less  than  a 
quart,  ale  or  porter  houses,  or  any  other  house  of  entertainment  for  the 
distribution  of  stimulant  liquors  to  be  drank  where  sold;  any  thing  in 
the  charters  of  incorporation  of  said  city  or  the  acts  amendatory  thereto^ 
to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

Sec*  3.  The  court  of  common  pleas  for  Cuyahoga  county  may  grant 
licenses  in  the  cky  of  Cleveland,  for  the  establishment  of  taverns  for  the 
entertainment  of  travelers  in  the  manner  and  upon  the  terms  and  condf' 
tions  prescribed  by  the  general  laws  of  the  state  for  granting  tavern 
licenses;  and  in  granting  such  licenses  the  court  of  common  pleas  shall 
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especially  take  care  that  no  tatern  be  licensed  where  the  principal  busi* 
ness  contemplated  is  an  habitual  resort  of  the  citizens  for  tippling  ardent 
spirits,  wine,  ale  or  beer,  or  anj  other  intoxicating  liquors. 

Sec.  3.  The  city  council  of  the  city  of  Cleveland  shall  be  authorized 
and  empowered,  and  it  is  hereby  made  their  duty  to  provide  by  ordi- 
nance under  appropriate  and  effective  penalties  for  the  suppression  of  all 
bouses  of  public  entertainment  wherein  ardent  spirits,  wines,  ale  or  beer, 
or  any  other  intoxicating  liquors  are,  under  any  pretence  whatever,  used 
as  part  of  such  entertainment,  except  taverns  licensed  as  by  this  act  pro- 
vided; all  penalties  enacted  for  this  purpose  shall  be  recovered  in  an 
action  of  debt  before  the  mayor  of  said  city,  or  any  justice  of  the  peace, 
wherein  the  city  shall  sue  as  plaintiff.  An  appeal  to  the  court  of  com- 
mon pleas,  shall  lie  from  the  jodgment  of  said  mayor  for  either  party  in 
all  cases  where  the  penalty  demanded  exceeds  ten  dollars;  and  upon 
such  appeal  the  parties  shall  proceed  in  the  court  of  common  pleas  as  in 
a  penal  action  of  debt,  and  the  pleading,  trial,  and  judgment  shall  be  had 
accordingly. 

Sec.  4.  The  city  council  of  said  city  shall  have  poiver  and  authority  to 
provide  by  ordinance  all  necessary  penalties  accdmolative  upon  those  of

Sec.  5.  All  licenses  granted  before  the  taking  effect  of  this  act  shall 
continue  in  force  according  to  the  period  of  their  respective  grants,  but

Sec.  2.  The  territory  south  of  said  line  of  division  shall  be  called  the 
South  School  District  of  Akron;  and  the  territory  north  of  said  line  of  di- 
vision shall  be  called  the  North  School  District  of  Akron. 

Sec.  3.  Each  of  said  school  districts  shall  have  power  to  elect  its 
own  directors  and  clerk,  and  also  tolevy,  collect  and  appropriate  its  own 
taxes  separately  and  independently  of  the  other;  and  each  of  them  shall 
have  all  the  powers  and  privileges,  and  be  subject  to  all  the  liabilities  of 
a  separate  and  distinct  school  district.

Sec,  \.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
the  county  of  Paulding  as  heretofore  laid  off  shall  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  organized  into  a  separate  and  distinct  county,  and  all  suits  and 
prosecutions  which  shall  be  pending  and  all  crimes  which  shall  have 
been  committed  within  said  county  of  Paulding  previous  to  its  organiza- 
tion, shall  be  prosecuted  to  final  judgment  and  execution  within  the 
county  of  Williams  in  the  same  manner  as  they  would  have  been  had 
the  county  of  Pauljjng  "^^  ^^^^  organized;  and  the  sheriff,  constables, 
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and  coroner  of  Williams  county  shall  execute  within  the  county  of 
Paulding  such  process  as  shall  be  necessary  to  carry  into  effect  such 
suits,  prosecutions  and  judgments;  and  the  treasurer  of  the  county  of 
Williams  shall  collect  all  such  taxes  as  shall  have  been  levied  and  impo- 
sed within  the  county  of  Paulding  previous  to  the  taking  effect  of  this 
act;  that  all  justices  of  the  peace  and  constables  within  the  county  of 
Paulding  shall  continue  to  exercise  the  duties  of  their  respective  offices 
until  their  term  of  service  shall  expire,  in  the  same  manner  as  if  the 
county  of  Paulding  had  remained  attached  to  the  county  of  Williams.

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comprised  and  designated  in  the  town  plat  of  the  town  of  Bucyrus,  re* 
€M>Rled  in  vol.  2,  page  No.  36,  of  the  records  of  said  county  of  Crawford, 
with  all  additions  that  have  been  or  may  hereafter  be  laid  out  and  re« 
corded  as  such,  be  and  the  same  is  hereby  created  a  town  corporate, 
and  the  inhabitants  thereof  a  body  politic  and  corporate  with  perpetual 
sticcession,  to  be  known  and  designated  by  the  name  and  style  of  the  town 
of  Bunyras,  and  shall  in  all  respects  he  governed  by  the  provisions  of  an 
act  entitled  an  act  for  the  regulation  of  incorporated  towns,  passed  Feb* 
raary  16,  1839.' 

See.  2.  The  act  for  the  regulation  of  incorporated  towns,  so  far  as 
regards  the  town  of  Bucyrus,  shall  be  in  force  and  take  effect  from  the 
passage  of  this  act.

AN   ACT 

ito  authorize  the  sale  of  Section  sixteen,  Township  five,  Range  two,  Jefierson 

County. 

Sec.  1.  Beit  cTiacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohio^  That 
whenever  a  sale  shall  be  ordered  agreeably  to  law,  of  section  sixteen,  in 
the  original  surveyed  township  number  five,  and  range  two,  in  Jefferson 
county,  granted  by  congress  for  the  use  of  schools,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  assessor,  when  directed  to  appraise  said  section,  to  notify  the  trus- 
tees of  said  township  thereof,  and  in  such  notice  to  specify  a  day  on 
'which  to  meet  said  trustees  on  the  premises;  and  the  assessor  and  trus- 
tees having  met  accordingly,  shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  constituted  a 
board  of  appraisers,  and  they  shall  forthwith  proceed  to  value  and  ap- 
praise said  section  in  such  separate  parcels  and  tracts  as  to  them  shall 
seem  most  convenient  for  the  purposes  of  said  sale  and  the  advantage 
thereof;  of  which  division  and  valuation,  the  said  assessor  shall  make  an 
accurate  return  to  the  county  auditor  of  the  said  county  of  Jefferson. 

Sec.  2.  That  said  trustees,  at  a  meeting  held  by  them  for  that  pur- 
pose, shall  be  and  they  are  hereby  empowered  to  fix  the  terms  of  pay- 
ment which  shall  be  required  upon  the  sale  of  said  section,  and  shall 
certify  the  same  to  the  county  auditor  within  ten  days  from  the  time  of 
the  valuation  aforesaid. 

Sec.  3.  That  the  county  auditor,  upon  the  return  of  the  assessor, 
and  upon  the  terms  of  sale  being  certified  to  him  as  stated  in  the  prece- 
ding section  of  this  act,  shall  give  three  months'  notice  by  advertise- 
ment in  one  or  more  newspapers  printed  and  in  general  circulation  in 
said  county,  of  the  i^^^^  ^^^  place  of  sale,  and  shall  also  state  the  num- 
ber of  tracts  or  parcels  in  which  said  section  shall  be  offered,  and  the 
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terms  of  payment}  and  should  [said]  lands,  or  any  part  thereof, 

unsold  after  the  day  of  sale,  it  hiay  be  sold  by  the  auditor  at  private  aalei^ 
upon  the  terms  prescribed  as  hereinbefore  provided;  but  said  lands 
shall  not  be  sold  for  less  than  their  appraised  value  respectively;  and  ia 
case  any  purchaser  at  the  first  sale  shall  fail  to  make  payment  of  the  sum 
bid  therefor  by  him,  her  or  them,  said  land  shall  not  be  sold  at  any  sob* 
sequent  sale  for  less  than  was  bid  therefor  at  the  first  sale  with  interest 
thereon. 

iSec.  4.  That  so  far  as  may  be  consistent  with  the  provisions  of  this 
act,  the  sale  of  the  lands  described  in  this  act  shall  be  governed  in  every 
particular  by  the  existing  law  relating  to  the  sale  of  section  sixteen, 
granted  by  congress  for  the  use  of  schools;  the  provisions  of  this  act  shall 
however  oe  effectual,  any  law  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

i^ec.  5.  That  this  act  shall  not  take  effect  and  be  in  force  until  the 
same  shall  have  been  accepted  by  the  inhabitants  of  said  township,  at 
their  election,  either  on  the  first  Monday  in  April  or  on  the  second 
Tuesday  in  October;  and  for  this  purpose,  at  one  of  said  elections  a  poll 
book  shall  be  prepared  for  the  purpose,  in  which  shall  be  registered  and 
returned  the  votes  given  on  this  subject;  and  each  elector  may  endorse 
on  his  ballot,  or  on  a  piece  of  paper  provided  for  that  purpose,  the  words 
Sale  of  16;  and  if  in  counting  said  votes,  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  a 
majority  of  said  voters  at  said  election  shall  have  sanctioned  said  sale  as 
aforesaid,  the  trustees  and  assessor  shall  proceed  to  appraise  and  the  said 
auditor  to  sell  said  section  as  prescribed  in  this  act.

Sec.  1 .  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  oj  the  Slate  of  Ohio,  That 
James  Clark,  Joseph  Sacy,  W.  S.  Baker,  John  CuUison,  Richard  Wilson, 
George  Geiger,  N.  Peters,  H.  Peters,  G.  H.  Busly,  C.  B.  Mann,  T.  J. 
Anderson,  Richard  Sargent,  Charles  Minsinburgh,  with  their  associates 
who  have  associated  together  in  establishing  a  society  in  the  town  of 
Marion  for  the  purpose  of  promoting  and  pursuing  their  mutual  fellow- 
ship,  and  for  relievmg  the  wants  and  sufferings  of  their  fellows,  and  espe- 
cially their  widows  and  orphans,  together  with  such  persons  as  may  here- 
after become  members  of  the  same,  be  and"  they  are  hereby  created  a 
body  corporate  and  poliUc  with  succession  for  thirty  years,  by  the  name 
and  style  of  the  Marion  Mechanics' Beneficial  Society,  and  by  that  name 
shall  be  competent  to  contract  and  be  contracted  with,  to  sue  and  be 
sued,  plead  and  be  impleaded,  answer  and  be  answered  unto,  in  all  courU 
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and  places  whatsoever,  either  in  law  or  equity,  and  may  have  a  com- 
mon seal,  and  the  same  to  change  at  pleasure* 

Sec  2.  That  they  shall  be  capable  of  acquiring  property,  both  real 
and  personal,  to  the  amount  of  twenty  thousand  dollars,  by  purchase, 
gift,  grant,  or  devise,  may  hold,  possess,  sell,  dispose  of,  and  convey  the 
same,  for  the  use  and  benefit  of  said  corporation. 

Sec.  3.  That  they  shall  have  power  to  form  a  constitution  and  by- 
laws for  the  government  of  said  society,  the  management  and  regulation 
of  its  fiscal  concerns,  the  admission  of  its  members,  and  election  of  its 
officers,  together  with  all  other  powers  necessary  for  the  corporate  exis- 
tence and  the  proper  management  of  its  concerns:  Provided,,  such  con- 
stitution and  by-laws  be  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  laws 
of  this  state  and  of  the  United  States. 

Sec.  4«  Said  corporation  shall  have  power  to  sue  for  the  recovery 
of  subscriptions,  fines,  and  liabilities,  of  every  description,  by  action  of 
debt,  before  any  court  or  justice  of  the  peace  in  this  state  having  juris- 
diction. 

Sec*  5.  That  no  part  of  the  estate,  real  or  personal,  of  said  society, 
or  the  funds  thereof,  shall  be  applied  or  appropriated  to  any  purpose 
other  than  contemplated  by  this  act. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  future  legblature  may  alter,  amend,  or  repeal 
this  act*

Whereas,  by  the  declaration  of  independence  on  the  4th  of  July,  1776, 
the  United  States  of  America  became  a  sovereign  and  independent 
nation,  with  full  power  over  the  territory  within  her  limits;  And 
whereas,  at  the  treaty  of  1783  between  the  United  States  of  America 
and  Great  Britain,  the  northern  and  northeastern  boundaries  between 
the  two  governments  were  fairly  designated  and  distinctly  described; 
And  whereas^  the  said  British  government  has  since  set  up  claims  to 
a  part  of  the  territory  of  these  states,  and  now  lying  within  the  state 
of  Maine;  And  whereas,  the  subjects  of  the  British  crown  have  re- 
cently invaded  and  trespassed  upon  the  territory  of  the  state  of  Maine 
and  within  the  limits  of  this  confederacy,  and  destroyed  the  property 
belonging  to  the  state;  Therefore, 

Be  ir  resolved  by  the  General  Assembly  of  the  State  of  Ohto^  That  we 
view  with  united  approbation  the  prompt  and  energetic  action  of  the 
authorities  of  Maine  to  protect  the  rights  and  honor,  not  only  of  their 
own  state -but  of  the  whole  Union. 

Resolved^  That  the  act  of  congress  conferring  upon  the  president  of 
the  United  States  ample  power  and  means  to  protect  this  nation  from 
foreign  invasion,  has  our  full  and  most  hearty  assent. 

Resolved,  That  while  we  highly  approve  the  efforts  made  by  the  presi- 
dent of  the  United  States  to  avert  from  this  country  all  the  calamities  of 
war,  and  earnestly  hope  that  they  may  be,  as  they  have  been  hitherto, 
tuccessful;  yet  should  a  collision  take  place  between  this  government  and 
Great  Britian  in  the  settlement  of  the  pending  dispute,  Ohio  tenders  her 
whole  means  and  resources  to  the  authorities  of  this  Union  in  sustaining 
our  rights  and  honor. 
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Resolved^  That  the  governor  be  directed  to  transmit  a  copy  of  the 
foregoing  preamble  and  resolutions  to  the  president  of  the  United  States 
and  to  the  governors  of  the  several  statps.

A  small  surplus  of  the  State  Revenue,  as  will  be  seen  by  the  fore- 
going statement,  remains  in  the  Treasury  over  the  amount  reported 
at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year; — and  something  more  than  one 
hundred  thoi)sand  dollars  has  been  paid  into  the  State  Treasury  from 
the  several  County  CoUectioos,  more  than  was  received  from  the  like 
source  in  1837. 

The  tax  upon  Banks,  Insurance  and  Bridge  Companies,  as  received 
for  the  past  year,  is  rising  $18,000  less  than  the  amount  collected  up- 
on dividends  declared  by  the  same  institutions  for  the  preceding  year; 
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but  the  members  of  the  Legislature  will  be  at  little  loss  to  accouai  for 
the  reason  of  the  reduction  of  this  item  of  the  Public  Revenue, 
nor  can  they  be  uninformed  of  the  particular  causes  that  have  produced 

These  exhibits  show  that  the  total  of  the  year  just  closed,  is  nearly 
lone  hundred  and  txoenty  thousand  dollars  more  than  the  amount  receiv* 
fid  into  the  Treasury  from  similar  objects,  and  for  the  like  purposes, 
during  the  year  preceding.  The  additional  levy  under  the  laws  and 
instructions  of  the  last  General  Assembly,  will  make  heavy  accessions 
to  the  Revenue  of  the  present  Financial  year,  and  even  add  to  it  an 
amount  beyond  what  will  be  necessary  to  supply  the  different  funds 
for  which  taxes  have  been  imposed. 

T\iQ  general  disbursements  of  the  year  fall  considerably  short  of  the 
receipts  into  the  Treasury,  as  will  be  readily  perceived  by  viewing  the 
foregoing  statement  of  the  present  condition  of  the  public  finances. 
The  principal  items  of  disbursement  are  incorporated  under  the  head 
of  Bills  redeemed  at  the  Treasury^  amounting  to  two  hundred  and  twen- 
ty-nine thousand,  one  hundred  and  seventy-seven  dollars  and  ninety- 
seven  cents; — being  something  over  thiriy-seven  thousand  dollars  more 
than  the  disbursements  of  the  preceding  year*  A  component  part  of 
this  sum  has  arisen  from  the  payments  of  the  salaries  of  several  addi- 
tional officers  of  government,  created  since  the  close  of  the  year  1837; 
the  expenditure  of  the  Geological  Board;  additional  appropriations 
for  the  Lunatic  and  Blind  Asylums;  payments  to  SherifTs  for  the  trans- 
portation of  convicts  to  the  Penitentiary,  4&c.  &c.  This  latter  item  of 
expenditure,  formerly  disbursed  by  the  Warden,  under  an  appropria- 
tion by  the  General  Assembly,  is  now  paid  by  warrants  drawn  directly 
upon  the  Treasury  through  this  office,  which  will  account,  in  part,  for 
the  difference  in  the  public  expenditure  of  the  two  years. 

To  this  statement,  however,  it  is  proper  toappend  the  remark,  that  the 
Warden  of  the  Penitentiary  has  made  several  deposits  into  the  Trea- 
sury arising  from  the  labor  of  the  convicts^  and  the  resources  of  the 
Prison,  during  the  past  year.  The  amount  of  these  deposits,  as  ap- 
pears by  the  receipts  of  the  Treasurer,  charged  to  the  proper  account 
of  that  branch  of  the  Government  is  $9,043,68.  The  report  of  the 
proper  officer  at  the  head  of  that  institution,  will  no  doubt  present  the 
accounts,  facts  and  circumstances  attending  its  administration,  with  the 
required  minuteness  and  precision*  Of  the  receipts  and  disburse- 
ments of  the  Prison,  beyond  the  naked  statement  of  the  Treasurer  for 
monies  paid  inro  the  Treasury  by  the  Warden,  this  department  can 
have  no  particular  knowledge;  but  it  is  represented  that  the  institu- 
tion will  more  than  clear  itself  for  the  past  year;  thereby  shewing, 
that  insleadof  being  a  burden  to  the  Government,  the  order  and  disci- 
pline of  the  institution  is  such  as  to  ctiable  the  State  to  realize  a  con- 
siderable profit  from  the  proceeds  of  the  labor  of  the  convicts,  beyond 
their  ordinary  support,  and  that  of  defraying  its  other  incidental  ex- 
penditures. The  fact  is  so  recent  in  our  history  that  an  annual  con- 
tribution was  required  from  the  public  Treasury  to  keep  up  the  Pri- 
son, and  to  meet  its  ordinary  demands,  that  it  is  a  source  of  great  grat- 


nies.'' 


Under  this  law,  various  heavy  sums  have  been  drawn  from  the 
Treasury,  subject  to  such  provisions  as  the  legislature  have  enacted 
for  future  reimbursement.  The  Tabular  Statement  presented  in  this 
Report,  embraces  the  respective  sums  drawn  during  the  current  year. 
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ideation  to  know  that  this  branch  of  the  Government  is  no  longer  to 
be  considered  as  requiring  specific  appropriations  for  its  support. 

The  appropriations  drawn  during  the  last  year,  for  the  completion 
of  the  Lunatic  Asylum  was  rising  of  nine  thousand  dollars  over  that 
of  the  previous  year  ;  and  the  erection  of  the  Asylum  for  the  Blind  j 

has  added  sixteen  thousand  seven  hundred  dollars  to  our  public  dis- 
bursements since  that  period.     Between  four  and  five  thousand  dollars  4 
have  also  been  added  to  the  appropriations  for  the  support  of  the                                "^ 
Deaf  and  Dumb  Asylum,  and  ten  thousand  dollars  for  the  erection  of 
a  new  State  House,  I 

'J'hese  several  sums  constitute  the  princi|)al  items  of  expenditure  ^ 

incurred  under  the   new  appropriations    made  for    public    objects.  ^ 

Among  the  collections  made  during  the  year  1837,  the  sum  of  thirty 
one  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty  five  dollars  and  thirteen  cents  was  ; 

received  into  the  Treasury,  and  set  apart  for  the  reinstatement  of  the  I 

Sinking  Fwltd.  This  sum  was  transferred  from  the  Greneral  Revenue 
to  the  Canal  Fund,  and  has  been  drawn  from  the  Treasury  by  the 
Fund  Commissioners  for  the  purpose  of  profitable  investment.     The  • 

Canal  Tolls  continue  rapidly  to  increase,  and  are  nearly  sufficient,  for  . 

the  year  just  closed,  to  meet  the  payment  of  interest  upon  the  Canal  •. 

debt.     They  amount,  for  1838,  as  will  be  seen,  (including  $2,813  36,  ^ 

arising  from  Water  rents,  and  the  sale  of  State  Lots)  to  over   four  *  j 

hundred  and  thirty-eight  thousand  dollars. 

It  will  be  observed  by  the  foregoing,  that  the  General  Revenue  has 
been  augmented  by  the^^r  ce/iium  added  upon  the  Grand  Levy  for 
public  purposes  ;  and  the  increase  has  left  the  sum,  before  alluded  to, 
in  the  Treasury  beyond  what  has  been  found  necessary  for  meeting  ! 

the  ordinary  demands  of  the  government.       •  . 

This  amount  will  hereafter  be  necessarily  enlarged,  or  diminished  ^, 

by  the  proportionate  increase  or  decline  of  the  public  improvements 
consequent  upon  the  future  development  of  the  resources  of  the  State 
— but  whether  sound  policy  will  justify  the  present  and  prospective  •* 

increase  of  the  revenue  by  an  increase  of  taxation,  is  left  to  the  delib-  j 

erate  determination  of  those  who  have  charge  of  this  important  sub-  •         < 

ject,  and  who  immediately  represent  the  will  of  the  people  in  the  Gen* 
era!  Assembly. 

Although  the  annual  receipts  and  disbursements  of  the  Treasury  ""' 

range  between  half  a  million  and  a  million  of  dollars  ;  they  embrace  i 

but  a  relative  proportion  of  the  operations  of  the  Treasury,  and  the  1 

general  expenditure  of  the  State.     By  far  the  most  important  item  of  \ 

expenditure  is  to  be  found  under  the  late  loan  law,  as  it  is  familiarly  , 

called,  authorizing  ^  a  loan  of  credit  by  the  State  of  Ohio,  to  Rail 
Road  Companies,  and  to  authorize  subscriptions  by  the  State  to  the 
capital  Stock  of  Turnpike,  Canal  and  Slack  water  navigation  compa-  '

9nd  subsequent  calls  have  augmented  the  amount  to  nearly  or  quite 
five  hundred  thousand  dollars. 

These  drafts  have  been  generally  provided  for  by  the  Fund  Com- 
rnissioners,  upon  loans  authorized  under  the  act. 

The  amount  thus  obtained  by  the  Fund  Commissioners,  during  the 
past  year,  as  appears  by  their  Reports  to  this  department,  is  two  mU- 
lions  and  ten  thousand  dollars^  all  of  which  has  been  deposited  in  the 
different  Banks  of  this  State,  and  in  the  Manhattan  Comparfy  Bank  of 
New  York,  as  follows  :

Of  the  $81,725  13,  collected  as  a  Sinking  Fund,  $5,000  has  been 
loaned  to  the  Ohio  University,  under  a  law  of  the  last  session,  and  the 
balance,  ($26,725  13)  has  been  loaned  to  the  Ohio  Life  Insurance  and 
Trust  Company,  making  an  aggregate, on  deposite,  and  in  loans  to  the 
Trust  Company,.of$  1,026,725  13. 

By  the  foregoing  statements,  the  fact  will  clearly  appear  that  depos- 
iles  of  the  public  funds  continue  to  be  made  in  many  of  the  banking 
institutions  of  the  State. 

The  annual  aggregate  of  these  deposites  is  large,  but  this  office  is 
in  possession  of  no  means  of  ascertaining  their  extent,  except  by  an 
authorized  inquiry  through  the  respective  institutions  having  them  in 
charge.  Would  not  public  policy,  as  well  as  the  public  security,  seem 
to  invite  this  information  at  this  time?  As  the  fiscal  agent  of  the  State, 
it  may  only  be  necessary  for  me  to  direct  the  attention  of  your  enlight- 
ened and  honorable  body  to  the jTacto,  to  ensure  that  early  examination 
of  the  subject,  which  its  importance  seems  to  demand.  Is  it  not  true 
that  the  State  Treasury  has,  within  the  past  few  years,  been  almost 
completely  superseded  in  its  legitimate  office  of  afibrding  security  to 
the  public  moneys,  by  means  of  this  indiscriminate  deposite  in  the 
banks  ?  If  a  license  thus  to  make  deposites  hais  become  too  common 
by  public  sufferance  and  consent,  the  legislative  power  of  the  State  can 
only  apply  the  corrective.  The  people  of  Ohio  have  a  right  to  know 
the  actual  condition  of  the  public  finances,  and  in  what  direction,  and 
to  what  point  of  the  compass  they  are  to  look  for  the  money  belonging 


to  the  State — and  if  a  continuance  of  the  system  of -thus  making  depos- 
itSy  should  be  deemed  advisable  in  future,  all  rftust  be  free  to  admit  that 
the  greater  the  safeguards  thrown  around  them,  the  more  certain  will 
be  the  public  protection  and  security. 

Feeling  this  subject  to  be  intimately  and  closely  associated  with  my 
official  obligations,  as  well  as  directly  and  essentially  connected  with 
the  operations  of  the  Financial  Department  of  the  government,  I  have 
most  respectfully,  but  earnestly,  to  urge  upon  your  honorable  body 
such  reasonable,  precautionary  measures  as  prudence  may  suggest, 
for  the  preservation  of  the  great  interests  of  the  State,  by  placing  the 
public  funds,  the  money  of  the  people,  in  the  depositoey  design^  for 
It  at  the  organization  of  the  government,  where  it  may  remain  pro- 
tected and  secure  from  the  possibility  of  injury  or  loss,  under  the  di- 
rect control  and  supervision  of  the  constitutional  officers  of  the  State. 

These  views  are  here  submitted  from  no  feeling  of  distrust  towards 
the  banks  of  the  State  thus  favored,  and  with  no  other  design  than  to 
cite  the  att^tion  of  the  legislature  to  an  important  practice  now  preva- 
lent in  the  history  of  our  financial  policy. 

If  danger  should  in  any  form  have  grown  out  of  the  forbearance  of 
public  opinion  in  this  important  particular,  and  that  danger  should  now 
threaten  an  increase  instead  of  a  diminution,  through  the  latitude  hith- 
erto assumed  for  indiscriminately  making  these  deposits,  it  is  not  too 
late  to  remedy  the  evil,  and  prevent  its  repitition  m  future.  A  well 
balanced  system  of  public  Finance  can  never  be  successfully  maintain- 
ed, without  drawing  af\er  it  that  rigid  accountability  which  admits  of 
no  contingency.  By  a  law  of  its  nature  9,  public  Dreiuury  is  the  v^ult 
of  public  safety.  If  the  money  of  the  State  is  kept  elsewhere,  in  any 
considerable  sums,  may  it  not  be  the  part  of  wisdom  to  understand 
where,  upon  what  terms,  and  by  what  authority  it  is  so  held?  It  is 
only  by  the  Legislative  guardianship  that  they  may  be  effectually  pro- 
tected until  drawn  out  for  public  use  and  for  general  disbursement. 

All  of  which  is  respectfuuly  submitted.
